So that after all, if there.be any Deficiency in what T. ſhall 
relate, it may well be pardon'd,” where there hath been as 
much Artifice to parget Truths, as Countenance could reach 
ro; though as to what may be objefed, ( in reference to my 
Relation) TI have been ſo cautious, that in Diſputes I have. 
not let Intereſt biaſs me : no ! where I have found any Hu- 
manity, though it may be conjedurd to proceed from ſelf-In- 
tereſt, that it may be returnd in gratitude, I have not de- 
frenedly let it o're-ſlip me ; but of this nature there hath been 
little : indeed: the whole Scene hath been ſo barbarous, as 1 
have ſcarce found any imto whoſe wound the Traveller hath 
pour d Oyl: and yet willingly ( more then what a juſt ac- 
count of the Buſineſs requires) [ would not feſter the leaſt Soar 
However I expeft all will not think ſo, "tis natural for the 
Waſp to be angry; yet when it ſhall be weighed on what little 
reaſon the Iriſh more then the Engliſh, ( equally, if not beyond 
» them, concern'd in all Levies, Oppreſſions, and Grievances, ) 
had to be enraged, pretending to be held in with a ruder Bir, 
T doubt not but the more Intelligent will allow them no common 
S1nners. : aa 
I am not ignorant what examples ( ſome ſay) they had to 
encourage: them to their Inſurreion ; though that excourage- 
ment ( how confidently ſoever affirmed to be their Guide) never 
commenc'd in Blood, or march'd on in Marthers and Surpri- 
ſals, of an innocent, naked, and unarm'd People, or ( at firſt ) 
feizd on thoſe ( much leſs murther d them ) who contrary to 
their Fudgment, lived peaceably amongft them : However it 
is not my intention, to mitigate the flame they light their 
Torches by ; all Rebellions being deteſftable ; But certainly the 
Copy exceeded the Original, and what they would ſolely in- 
ritle to their Religion, ( as interdiled by the Ape ) more 
juſtly is to be imputed, to their Deteſtation of the Engliſh Go- 
vernment and Nation, which from the Conqueſt to this inſtant, 
hath been the grounds for all Rebellions, even when both Na- 
tions were drunk with the Wine of Romes Fornication ; So 
that though ſome ( to mitigate the Reſult of ſo horrid a Re- 
I | | bellion ) 
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bellion ) place the grounds of it on Religion, which ( as my 
Lord Bacon obſerves ) Erc&ts a Monarchy in the minds 
of Men, by which they would enforce all to that yoke ; 
Tet it is evident, they never had ſo free an exerciſe of their 
Religion, ( under Pretexts of Civil Contraffs, and Politick 
Agreements, ) as when the Troubles began ; not ſo much then 
as the leaſt Violence being offer d to their Diana, nor after- 
wards, till they made 1t one of their principal Demands ; ſo 
that if at any time ( ſince or before ) they found a check , 
That muſt be attribured ro the rude and boiſterous beha- 
viour (as a Statiſt * ſcaſonably notes ) of ſome of them, 
who diſturb'd the happy Calm they all enjoy'd, rather then 


to any willing ſeverity in the State, whoſe bounty and ge- 
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neroſity towards them, hath ( by their ill uſage of the In- 


dulgence ) been interpreted a Product of the Kings At- 
tection to their Relig1on, nor Ins charity and compaſſion 
towards their Perſons ; That thence ſome have proceeded 
to Acts, which have alienated the affections of thoſe, who 
deſired they ſhould nor have been difquieted ; 7ill Recuſancy 
began over-boldly to look Government in the Face ; in as much 
as thence ſome have ſuſpefed whether Hannibal were not at 
the Gates': Elſe could any vaunt at homeg, as others write to 
their Friends abroad, that they hope all will be well, and doubt 
Prot to prevail and win ground upon us ; in as much as ( meer- 
ly from this encouragement ) a Romanitt ( well obſerv'd by 
the Silver-Mouth Trumpet ) not Jong ſince congratulated in 
Print, That the Face of our Church beganro alter, and the 
Language of our Religion to change ; ( faith Sana Clara) 
SO as Fs a Synod were held non intermixtis Paritanis, ( O 
thoſe are Peſtilent fellows! ) our Articles and their Religion 
would ſoon be agreed. - Upon whuch andother Circum- 
ſtances, the learned and forcſecing Primate, Archbiſhop 
Uſher, once in an Afembly of the whole Nation, averr'd, 
That the Magiſtrates yielding to meet the Papiſts, as far as 
they might in their own. way, inthefirſt Reformation in 
England, had (upon the experience of many years ) ra- 
ther hardned them 1n their Errors, then brought them to 
a liking of our Religion. Thus being their uſual ſaying, 
If our Fleſh be not good, why do you drink of our Broth + 
The confideration oft which, made King Zames of bleſſed 
memory, take notice *, Thar having atter ſome time ſpent 
in ſctling the Politck Aﬀairs of this Realm, of => = 
| OW 
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ſtowed no ſmall labour,in compoling certain difterencies we 
found amongſt our Clergy, abour Rites and Cercmomes, 
heretofore Eftabliſhed in this Church of England, and re- 
duced the ſame to ſuch an Order and Form, as we doubt 
not, but every Spirit that 1s led only with Piety, and not 
with Humour, ſhall be. therein ſatisfied. It appear'd unto 
us 1n the debating of thoſe Matters, that a greater Con- 
tagion to our Religion, then could ariſe from thoſe light 
dencica was 1umminent by Perſons, common Enemies 
to them both; namely, the great number of Prieſts, both 
Seminaries and Feſuits, adounding. in this Realm, as well 
of ſuch as were here before our coming to this Crown, as 
of ſuch as have rcſorted hither ſince ; uſing their Functi- 
ons and Profeſſions with greater hberty, chen heretofore 
they durſt have done, partly upon a vain confidence of 
ſome Innovation 1n matter of Religion, to be done by 
us, which we never intended, nor gave any man cauſe to 
expect, and partly upon the aſſurance of our general Par- 
don, granted according to the cuſtom of our Progenitors, 
at our Coronation, for offcnces. paſt, in the days 
of the late Queen, which Pardons, many of the ſaid 
Priefts have procur'd under our- great Seal, and holding 
themſelves hery tree from the danger of the Laws, do 
with great Audacity, exerciſe all Offices of their Profeſſion, 
both ſaying -Maſles, perſwading our Subjects from the 
Religion Eſtabliſhed, and reconciling them to the Church 
of Rome, and by conſequence, ſeducing them from the 
truce perſwaſion, which al Subjects ought to have of their 
Duty and Obedience to Us ; Of which though T might urge 
more, I have no itch to enlarge, their own Scourge may be 
their Puniſhment, Szpe 1n Magiſtrum ſcelera redicrunt ſua: 
Certain it was, the Iriſh hopd to ſhake off the Engliſh Go- 
wernment by that attempt ; but how improbable, a Series of 
 5oo years Succeſſion, ſufficiently evinces, every defeftion in 
the People having rooted the Prince more intire ; that at 
length ( methinks) they ſhould be wean'd from further Aſ- 
ſays of that nature ; though where there are a People who look 
towards Egypt, there will not want ſome to cry, oat for a 

Captain to lead them. mm 
But to deſcant hereupon, is not \my deſign, being willing to 
believe that Janus's Gates may henceforth be ſhat, Allegiance 
being the aim, not the pretence of their preſent. $ woury :

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What I here endeauour, is'to clear by what Steps the late Re- 
bellion arrived at its Height, and how it came ( in ſo ſhort a 
time ) to ſmeep all before it. + Os 
In handling of wbicb, I ſhall firſt ſhew the Condition of 
the-Kingdom ſome years oſore the Rebellion. 4 
Then I ſhall ſpeak of the preliminary As thereunto, and 
therein detefi the vanity of thoſe who would fix the Rebellion 
at firſt, upon a few diſcontented inconſiderable Perſons, a 
Rgble ( Authors of all the Civil War that followed ) in Ulſter 
onely ; when the Plot was a long laid Deſign, determin'd by 
the main Body of the Nation; as Rory-Mac-Guire ingenu- 
ouſly told Colonel Audley Mervin*, That this great under- » co.

ration of the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and other Prelates of Irc- 
land, at Jamestown, the x 2. of Auguſt, 1650. It 3s there 
acknowledged, That rhe Catholick. People of Ireland, ( fo 
not the Rable) in the year 1641. wereforc'd.to take up 
Arms tor the defence of Holy. Religion, their Lives and 
Liberties, which ſome ( very induſtriouſly) would fain wipe 
off, as being too undeniable an evidence of their inclinations, 
before x vain prebences they fly to, ( as their main Subter- 
fuge) drove them into the Net with others; Tet we ſhall herein 
ſo clear the folly of what they would have the World believe; as 


their Excuſe ſerves mainly to aggravate their Crime.

Sir Johin Temple; \vf' the Iriſh Rebellion, 
FnEE Tt ColteAions' of Orders" rdinantes: and [Declarati- 
ons of both Houſes of Parliament; the*C ontmiſſibners of Ite- 
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of ſeveral Members, Diurnals, Walſhes Loyal Formulary, the 
Anſwer to the Iriſh Remonſtrance, preſented at Trim, 164.2. 
And other Prints being extant, I have rather choſe to refer 
the Reader often thither, then engage him in too Voluminous a 
Traft, though where any Relation, att, or other Material Inſtru- 
ment makes up the Story, ( not without injury to be abreviated ) 
we have tied our ſelves to the Words. It was my happineſs 
(I muſt acknowledge ) to meet with a Manuſcript, whence T 
was ſupplied with much of the latter part of this Hiſtory, 

though a fart of it was ſo weaved, as if Fuſtice could not 
have been done to ſome, without mutchthing of others, which 
we had reaſon to wave; and if there be any obſtinacy in that 
Particular , we are ready to clear the truth. | 

In handling of which, I have inſiſted on the Proceedings 

of the King and Parliament too long, ( I ſuſpet ) ſome will 
judge, conſidering the diverſity of the Subjef ; but when it 

ſhail be weighed, how jointly they were intereſſed in the pro- 

ſecution of the War againſt the Iriſh, and that the unfortunate 

difference betwixt them, retarded the ſucceſs in Ireland; I fear 

not that any ingenious Perſon ſhould eſteem this addition Alien : 

However the affeitions of the King ( whom ſome have tra- 

duced) were ſo legible to chaſtiſe the Rebels, as without in- 

jury to his Sacred Memory, leſs could not be collefled for 

 Pofterity , leaſt the Iriſh by their Pamphlets, ( plentifully ſcat- 

tered at home and abroad ) ſhould entitle the Parliament, 

more then his Majeſty, to their juſt Correflion ; The bleeding 

Tphigenia, being forward to caft more upon a Malignant Part 

of the Council, ( whom he would have the World believe, miſ- * 
informd his Majeſty ) then his Majeſty of himſelf was really 
ſenſible of : A Conſideration ſo important, as he abuſes Po- 
ſterity, who delivers nof the Truth intire. And that we may 
yet further aſſume this Particular, I muſt affirm, That when 
the Confederates Agents inſifted paſſionately, why Ordinances of 
Parliament ſhould be in force againſt them ? It was moſt ju- 
dicially anſwer d by the Committee ( then managing that 
Afﬀair ) that the conſtitution of our Laws, ( indeed ) receive. 
their Eſſence from the Royal Aſſent : but yet when they per- 
xs d the Af 17. Car. 1. wherein a particular Truft is in an 
extraordinary, and unuſual manner, devoly d unts the Lords 
and Commons in Parliament ; It 1s poflible, that ſuch Or-. 
dinance or Ordinances may equitably continue, when others are 
juſtly laid aſide; And us RA that during the time 


of 
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of the unhappy and unnatural War betwixt his late 
Majeſty aud bis two Houſes ; That his Majeſly was ſo far 
from diſcounteuancing any Ordinances or Proceedings of them, 
in order to the War of Ireland, that his Majeſly ( mm all his 
Condemnation” of the Injuſtzce of that War, betwixt himſelf 

aud them ) laid it as an aggravation of their Fault, that 
(by fuch Diverſion) bis Proteſtant Subjefs of Ireland, ( the 
care of whom he had intruſted them withall ) were expoſed to 
the Butchery and Rapine of their mercileſs Enemies : Nor would 
his Majeſty have charg'd them, for not affording Proteficn to 
his ſaid Subjefs, if the onely Mediums for effefting 1t, viz. 
Their Ordinances had been unjuſt, irregular, or unreaſonable ; 
as is evident in his Anſwer, the 5. of May, 1643. to a Bill 
brought him to Oxtord, by Commiſſioners for the Service of 
Ireland, could they have ſecur d the Ends, his Majeſty de- 
fir d might be obſeru'd in that Bill. 

TI bad thought ( for the fuller Illuſtration of the Hiſtory ) 
to have inſerted conſtantly the Articles on the delivery of each 
Place, but finding thoſe ſometimes many, I rather choſe to exem- 
' plifie a few, that thence the ſcope of the reſt might be conceivd, 
that ( which in the whole) was moſt conſiderable, was, That none 
who Contrived the Rebellion, or had a hand in the firſt years 
Maurthers, were ever to have any other Conditions, then to be 
left to Fuſtice. 

It muſt be confeſſed, I have miſſed it ſome tinies in the 
Synerifis, as in ſuch variety and confuſion of Matter, it is 
impoſible to be exa ; But then conſidering that Relative Af- 
fairs are brought ſooner under on Head. 

The Deſcrepancy of the other may be better excuſed. 

T ſhall find it a hard task to run the Gantlet, for that ſe- 
veral have ( in their Prints abroad) wented already their 
venom, not only as to what may ſkreen the Rebellion, but on 
the proceedings of the State before ; So,Carue in his Annals 
of Ircland, 1603. inſinuates, * That when King James had 
forgiven Tyrone, he ſays, Quidem ſub ſpecie ( obſerve the 
Rancour of the Author ) In Anglia oma condonavit ſed 
cum 1n Hiberniam reduſlet ac Dublinium deyeniflet, confe- 
ſtim omnus re1 ſeriem & Cataſtrophen 1n ſe molita percepit, 
Then which , a greater Calumny could not be caſt upon a 
Prince, impoſing on the World a Belief; That though in 
England. he favour d Tyrone , yet clandeſtinely, he took all 
advantages ro, undo him ; Which Tyrone perceiving, Ca

If I ſhould plead' for what my ſelf apprehends amiſs in 
this Work, ( much more others.) I ſhould too. long fix the 
Reader here: I ſhall therefore - ſubmit to the fate of Books 
liable co-the Capacity of the Reader, to whom I muſt affrm, 
that if ſome of thefe Franſaitions had not been (_ through the 
Providence and- Integrity of a [Reverend and eminent Per- 
ſon) prevented to hawe fallen into bis hands, who ( if be 
plead not for it now? ) was no mean Inſtrument of the Re- 
bellion ; And that one * under the Title of the bleeding Tphi- 


genia, ( a wirulent and ſcurrilous Piece) had not of late 


be was forced to fly, being abſolutely routed by the HKings 


( viz. 23. of December, 1674. ) aſperſed the State ;*I ſhould 
willingly have excuſed my. ſelf. That

But conſidering what Glofſes, what Depravations of credible 


Witneſſes, and expurgation of their own, what Evaſions, 


what leavings out, and Inſertions would have happend, had 


this Hiſtory (in his hand ) proceeded : T rather choſe to 


expoſe my Weakneſs, than leave Truths ( of this conſequence) 
nipt and ſullied to Poſterity, not much valuing whoſe Teeth 
corrode moſt, Truth being mm its Lenith. 

And truly when T confider how many are excellently killed 
in Foraien Hiſtories, who ſcarce know our common occurren- 
ces at home, I think their omiſſion hardly pardonable, A man 
(as one * well obſerves ) being moſt morally cdified by 
reading ſuch Men, and Matters as are his own Contem- 
poraries.; the Recitement of thoſe things, which come neareſt

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zo our times, being of moſt force and efficacy to inſtrut and 


delight us : A ſence of which made a moſt Reverend, and 
Intelligent Perſon ( ſome months ſince) ſo apprehenſive of this 


Story, to be neceffarily writ, that '( upon Diſcourſe) he pro-

ſound of the thing, rather then enquire into the Nature, 
Growth, and Virulency thereof, ( the Commons crying loud) 
which throughly conſidered ,. is the import of the Nation ; 
Though when ſuch deſigns are blaſted, as the preſent tremen- 
dous Plot againſt his Sacred Majeſly, and the conſtituted 
Government, ſome often underualue them as fooliſhly laid, 
and weakly attempted, though that was not ( as it ſeems ) to 
determin here, but ( as a place mbre combuſtible and fit for 
fewel)) to extend to Ireland, carefully provided againſt by 
Proclamations, * ( if not ſince relaxed? ) 

The Management of which Affairs fell to be very difficult 
on thoſe then at the Helm, which I cannot but ſay, ſome might 
have more eaſily carried on; -yet when it ſhall be impartially 
conſidered, T believe the caution and prudence of the State, 
then will in their As to Poſterity, appear more ſignificant 
and waluable, than Malice or ingratitude can juſily fully 
them with : Beſides, what Exigences * what Miſapprehenſions ? 
what Straights ? did theſe Taih encounter in their own, and 
the State Affairs, ( ſupportable by none that had .not been of 
an even and great Courage ) is not to be paſſed over : Net

To whom little hath been indulg'd, Prxter Nomen & Famam

The ſtate of the Queſtion ariſing chiefly from the diſtin4ion 


of Nocent and Innocent : In reference whereunto ; Firſt, 
ſome were to be confidered, as fit to be reſtored to their E- 
ftates, who not only gave early evidences of their Crimes; 
but alſo perſever d in their Loyalty ; As 2. others who ſub- 
mitted to the Peace without Apoflacy ; And 3. ſuch as being 
tranſported. into Foraign: Parts, united and ſerved his Ma- 
jefty through . many difficulties, and accepted not of other ſa- 
tisfaction ; As 4. others who in an eſpecial manner merited 
the reftoring of their Eſtates, which Grace and wnparaleFd 
Favour ( whether ſufficiently reffleted or no by the Confede- 
rates ) took, off many of thoſe, who by the Declaration were 
to be Nocent, as. all of the Rebels Party before 164.3.

Major Generals, Councellors in the Supream Afſem- 
bly, 8c. though many of theſe ſince enjoy a plentiful E-

F In this War the Souldiers were forced on many ſad 
inevitable ſtreights ;.

Cited by 
Philip Sullevan, * mention'd in our State of Ircland before 
the Inſurretion ? To this Hiſtory ) Mahony in Iis Diſpuratio 
Apologetica. Pag. 43. (having fulhed much Paper im quot- 
ing Bulls againſt E7g/;f Hereticks invading Ireland) there 
inſiſts upon it, * That it was then alſo to be added, (as al- 
together certain ) that the Triſh are engaged by a Divine, 
Human, and Natural Precept, unanimouſly to joyn to 
extirpate Hereticks, and to ſhun. Communion with them; 
and much more to be obliged nor to aſlift them with Aid,

againſt Catholicks ; which Principle of Mahony, 'Wal/h Fol.

hoſe were they whom they ſtill endeavoured to root out) and 
then ordering their Biſhops and Commiſſioners of Truſt, to 
ſhare in his Councels, and the management of Affairs ; At 
laſt ejeFing him as queſtionable before his Majeſty, for his 
injuries to them, and his ill Government ; whilſt they aſſumed 
the Management of all, in ailing, That no Tempora 
Government or Jur(diction, . ſhould be aſſumed, kept, 
or cxccuted 1n that Kingdom, or any Province .or Count 

thereof, other then whar 1s approved or inſtituted by their 


Geacral Afembly or Supream Cduncil, which was indeed 


the yirjt Common-Wealth ſet up in his Majefties Empire : And 
yet theſe are thoſe who were receiv d\ as Penitents to Mercy, 


ſtrange Penitents ! Who after ſo much blood, and ſpoil of 


Tanocents, ſuch ſins againſt Indulgence,: and Oaths of Obe- 


dience and Submiſſion, were ſo far from ſatisfying their 


wrong doings, that they were never brought to: profeſs them- 
ſelves Guilty, whoſe Penitence ſeems to be only, in that they 
fail d to accompliſh their evil in fulneſs: Twice Conſpird 
they a Peace, the better to accompliſh ( to the utmoſt) what 
they might not need further Penitence, * thereby fooli/bly 
forfeiting all the Grace which they might have expefed from 
his Majeſty ; though amongſt the General, there were 
ſome, who upon the Peace made with them, honeſtly pertorm'd

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People, and their averſeneſs to puniſh the greateſt exorbitan- 
ty, wherein the Clergy were concern d without the Coopera- 
tion of the Biſhops, whoſe conſent they were ſure never to have : 
Indeed I dare not but ſay, ( having it from an excellent Pen ) 
that ſome of the Iriſh Diſcent have in the late Troubles ( as 
in all Ages ) well deſerud of the Crown, though it may wrack. 
the Memory of the ſtrifteſt obſerver to enumerate many, few 
having aſſiſted the Proteſtants againſt the Mighty. , 

| However great ſlrugling there hath been, That the Peace 
of 1648. ſhould be inviolable, whereas beſides other im- 
portant Reaſons referring to their abominable Reſervation ; 
That if thoſe Articles of Peace were not 1n every parti- 
cular for their Advantage pertormed, they would nor be 
concluded . thereby : It muſt be confidered, that when the

All ſad ftreights ; The' odious Court ( by which his Sa- 
cred Life was afterwarils taken away ) being then erefed :

But ( in ſubmiſſion to what Grace they might afterwards 
find ) freely have waded through the difficulties they were 
| Call d to, having long before promiſed a wigorous Aſſiſtance, 
which they never attempted : T hough many of theſe ſince, muſt 
confeſs, that. they have been as well provided for, as af- 
rcr {o great Troubles and Confuſions, and ſuch bleſſed 
Circumitances of his Majeſties Reſtauration, they could 
reaſonably expect; And yet the bleeding Tphigenia ( that 
piece of Ingratitude and Scandal) will tell you , That the 
Body of a noble, antient, Catholick Nation, ( Ireland ) 
clad all in red Robes, is not now to beoffer'd up as Viet- * 
ime, bur 1s already Sacrificed ; not to a Prophane Diety, 
bur to the hiving God for Holy Religion, As if after all the 
Indulgence, ( which hath been and is wouchſaf d, that Na- 
tion ) nothing attends it but Miſery and Ruine, a Trumpet 
certainly to another Inſurrefion.

But to proceed, the ſucceſs of our Armies ( conſidering the 
numbers they often oppos'd ) exceeds a common Belief ; in as 


much, as ſome have extenuated the Glory of their Service, by 


the Cowardlineſs of the Enemy, who ſeldom made a noble or 
brave Defence, ſave where an extremity reduced them to 
an ex1gence, Or a ſurprize made them cruel : But on this 
ſubje Sir Francis Bacon ( in a Letter * tothe Earl of Efles, 
going for Ireland ) obſerves, Thatthe juſteſt Truumphs that 
the Romans 1n their greateſt Grearnels did obtain, and char 
whereof the; Emperors 1n their Stiles took Additions and 
Denomunations, were of ſuchan Enemy, that 15,Pcople bar- 
barous, and nor reduced to Civility ; magnitying a kind 
of Lawleſs Liberty, Prodigal of Lite, hardneſs in Body, 
fortified in Woods and Bogs, placing both Juſtice and 
Felicity in the ſharpneſs of their Swords: It being a bigh- 
er Point of Honour to reduce ſuch to Civility, than ro be 
enrich'd by a Praxditory War. | 


I am. ſenſible that the undertaking of this War hath paſſed 


with many, as an opportunity to enrich the Servitour ; nor can 


it be denied, but that reward is the juſt expefationof Merit : 
But when it ſhall be conſider d at what rates Debenters were 


paid off, what hardſhip the Souldiers encountred, how many 


in Rebellion ſhar d the mercy of a Gracious Prince, what were 
the Difficulties attended all in. Government , it cannot be 
denied, but more then a Praditory War, even the Fjtabliſh- 
ment of. a Religion and Nation the Iriſh would: have extir- 
pated, the ſettling of his Majefties Rights, and the reducing 


of a People ( looſe in their Principles ) to Civility, were the 


main Enas. of this War, to which his Majeſty was forc'd by 
the cauſeleſs and inhuman Taſurrefion of the Iriſh : In re- 
ference to which, the Rebels ( being before prepar d thereunto ) 
ſoon Marſhall 4 a conſiderable Force; But though it was for 
their Altars and Inheritance ( as they prerended, ) never any 
Nation fell under greater Pufillanimity, which ſome impate 
to their want of Warlick Proviſions ; their ignorance in the 
Diſcipline of their Army, the lack of unity amongſt themſelves ; 
and the Supplies of the Engliſh ever found of all neceſſaries : 
But certainly the greateſt Defef-was in the badneſs of their 
Cauſe, which Conor O Mahon * 74 his Diſputatio Apolo- 
getica wrges from an Ethnick. Poet, (led meerly by the light 


of - Nature.) is moſt material. 
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Frangit & attollic vires nulite Cauſfa . 
Quz niſi juſta ſubeſt, excutit Arma Pudor. 


For it muſt be allowed, ( not to be denied by the Ingenious) 
that the Natives have- Courage and Abilities ſuffictent, few 
(in their Imployments abroad ) proving better Souldiers, 
more temperate, better vers d in the World, or readier to be 
put on the forwardeſt Aftion. ER : 

Here I might cnlarge much in the Encomiums of 
thoſe who ſo vigorouſly oppos'd them, though ar length 
the Iriſh got Courage,or rather (from the certainty of what 
they were {ure to ſuffer) grew deſperate ; extremity forcing 
chat, no ſcrice of Honour before could Animare ; And yer 
. then, the Conduct and vigor of the Engliſh appear'd ſuch, - 

; as the Rebels choughin ſome skirmithes ( affiſted by ſurpri- - 
fals, prevaild, they could never arrive at a perfect Defear : 
Here though I am ſometimes lead ro mention eminent

Afﬀairs thus carried on, its evident how the Royal Throne 
( by whom the Army advancd) is juſily to be vindicated 
from thoſe Calumnies ſome would aſperſe it with; as if they had 
not proceeded by his Majeſties Command ; So impudently did 
theſe Rebels affront, not his Aathority ogly in his Inſtruments 
at the Helm, but thereby gave his Proclamation, Speeches, 
Ads, and Vows,the Contradifion ; And when his Execellency had 
made the firſt Peace with them, notwithſtanding his Majeſties 
Letter, To procced no further in Treaty with the Rebels, 
that Letter ( as Pernachicf wel obſerves) having been ſol- 
licited by the Scots ( in whoſe Power he was then ) to make 
their War more valuable. .

And do They not now, even now, cry down what our

__ Charles Il. and againſt his Proteſtant Subjefs : and tor 
rotal extirpation of the Proteſtant Religion out of the Three 
Kingdoms ? The truth of which 1s every day, even as by 
muracle, more and more evidenc'd, to the Glory of Gods 
watchful Providence over this his Church and People. 
Among which, I find our ſelyes threatned with a yet 
other like demonſtration of zeal, for the promoting of the Ca- 
tholick Religion, and Intereſt in Ireland, ( Dr. Oates Nar. $. 
50. ) ſo they term thoſe Maſlacres, and Blood, for root- 
ing our the Proteſtant Religion, and caſting off the Eng- 
li Government in Ireland; which their other demonſtra= 
tion of Zeal, ( as they term 1t ) ſhews the former ictings . 
in that kind to have bin theirs, and how ſuch their Actings 
are by them cefteemed; a demonſtration of Zeal for pro- 
moting the Catholick, Religion. © _. — 

Bur He that ſits in Heaven laughs them to ſcorn, and hath 
them in deriſion, ſpeaking to them in his wrath, and vexing them 
in his ſore diſpleaſure, ſaying ; yet ( or notwithſtanding all 
Aſuch their Deſigns ) have I ſet up my King ; preſerving our 
Gracious Soveraign, the breath of our Noſtrils, by the care 
and vigilance of rhoſe our worthy Patriors whom God 
hath raiſed up happy inſtruments in it. = 
As to Ireland. To evidence the reſtleſs Spirits of ſuch 
there for nuſchief : I ſhall mind here in brict, what inthe 
mentioned Collections, had bin given you more at large, 
ſo to lay all open at one view; thereby not to wonder at 
Rebellions here, than which, comparing times, nothing 
will appear ſo ordinary. 

In which, paſſing what occurs of that kind in elder 
ages, and fixing only on ſuch as had Religion for a pre- 
tence, and was by Rome influenc'd; and by its Emiſlaries 
fomented : Theretore I begin with the Reign of that 
Queen of famous memory, Queen Ez. of whoſe 
Troubles in England from that Party, T ſpeak not, as not 
of preſent confideration, but recounting. what work they 
found Her in this her Kingdom of Ireland only:

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I. Anno 1567. There was a Rebcllion 1n the Province 
of Ulſter of Shane 0-Neal, who tor the ſupprefling of the. 
Title of O-Neal, had bin by King Hen. 8. created Farl of 
Tyrone, His Forces were broken by Sir Henry Sidney, then 
Lord Deputy , and he himfelt fleeing for '{fuccour to 
Alexander Mac Donnel, then in the Clandeboyes, with 600. 
Highlander-Scots: He was by them there {lain, in revenge 
of one of theirs by him- formerly killed ; his Head was 
( Zune 20. 1567.) ſent to the Deputy by Captain William 
Piers, then eminent for Service and Command at Carrick- 
fergus and thereabour, that Arch-rebels head was pitch't on 
the Caſtle of Dublin. 

TI. Since after, Arno 1569. followed in the Province of 
Munſter the Rebellion of James Firz Mauris Fitz Gerald, 
and John Fitz Gerald , brothers to Gerald Earl of Deſ- 
mond, 1n which the Earl himfelf after declared, Arno 1578. 
His Parties were conſiderable in Leimfter, ro whom joyned 
the Viſcount Baltinglas, with the Pools, Birns, and Cave- 
naughs, having alſo Foraign aſliſtance, the deſign being 
pretended for Religion, the Pope, and his giving therefore 
Aid and Countenance ; but Deſmond being detcated , he 
was after by his own murthered. . | 
_ HL About 6. years after, Amo 1595. brake out in V/- 
fter ( alſo for Religion ) another Rebelion, that of Hugh 
0-Neal, commonly called 7yrones Rebellion, whoſe Forces, 
cogether with the Spaniſh afliftances were overthrown by 
Mountjoy Lord Deputy at Kinſale, Dec. 24.

1640. and directed to the then Lords Juſtices, Sir William 
Parſons, and Sir Fohn Borlaſe, did charge them with the 
care of that danger imminent, of which his Majcſties 
Letter you have hkewiſe a Coy: 
And this brings to that Rebellion Arno 1641. which on 


the 23d. of 0Rober, did break out unexpectedly, notwith- 
ſtanding all cautions concerning it, this, ke a violent

The reſult and deſign of all which, thus here briefly 
collected, ſhews.

YZ Hough we date the Conqueſt of re/and from 
Vo &s the ſubmiſſion of the Kings and Natives there 
EN. 2 Henry the Second, 1172. yet on a truer 
V=- eſtimate, we muſt conclude, that 7reland was » 
g& never really ſubjugated to the Crown of Exg- 
ES /and, till our Laws became as communicable 
Li to the Natives, as the Engliſh, whereby each 
SD Party, without diſtin&ion, grew up together 
—_—_—— x into one Nation ; which was never efftectual- 
(WY ly vouchſafed, till after 77r-Oen's laſt ſub- 
miſſion at Mellifont, to the Lord Mountjoy, 1603. by which, .the minds 
of the People were brokento the obedience of theLaw, and atter that 
became ſo pliable, as near fourty years there ſeemed no material diſtin- 
_ &tion betwixt the Natives and other Inhabitants, each concentring in 
ſaubje&tioh to the Laws, making up but one Jury, living in mutual amity 
and friendſhip ; rill Indulgence fo far became a miſchiet, as thence Cox- 
ſpiracies hatch'd our ruine ; not diſcernable, ere the Monſter arriv'd at its 
Birth ; a Prodigy ſcarce credible in ſo vigilant a State : Though when 
it's conſider'd how tenderly the great concerns of Religion (the principal 
wheels of all Commotion in a State ) were handled, the aſtoniſhment 
(that things aſpir'd to ſo much Villany ) may eaſily be unridPd. 

Towards the end of the Lord Faltl/and's Government ( there being 
oreat need of Money for ſupport of the ſtanding Army in /reland, and 
maintaining of 500 Horſe, and 5000 Foot; much by extraordinary 
means having been otherwiſe diſpoſed) the Catholicks of reland ( glad 
of the occaſion )) ſeem'd very forward to ſupply the State, in hopes of a 
Connivance (if, not a Toleration) of their Religion, though therein they 
were onely to bear their ſhare ( or rather offered their Mite) with the 
Proteſtants ; which they improved to ſo great an inſolence, as the Lord 
Falkland ( with the Council ) was -farced to take notice in a Proclama- 
tion, dated the 1/?. of April 1629, That the late Intermiſſion of Legal Pro- 
ceedings againſt Popiſh pretended Titulary Arch-biſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, 
Deans, Vicars General, Feſuits, Friers, and others of that ſort, that derive .

their pretended Authority and Orders from the See of Rome, ( in contempr 
of his Majeſties Royal Power and Authority ) had bred ſuch an extraordi- 
nary inſolence and preſumption in them, as he was neceſſitated to charge and 
command them, in his Majeſties name, to forbear the exerciſe of their Popiſh 
Rites and Ceremonies, | | 

Notwithſtanding which, their Inſolencies afterwards ſo increaſed, 
as that the power. of the High. Commiſſion ( rais'd in refpe&t of them) 
being withdrawn, they erected a new @nzver/ity at Dublin, to confront 
his Majeſties Co/ledge there, continuing their Nunneries and Monaſte- 
ries; that thence many things were objected againſt the Lord Falkland's 
Government : to clear which, the Council of /re/and ( in his defence to 
the King the 282h. of April, 1629.) declared, That towards the inſolencies 
of the Papiſts, and the late outragious preſumption of the unſetled Iriſh ; in 
ſome parts your Deputy and Council of /ate us'd particular Abſtinence, 
holding themſelves ſomewhat limited concerning them by late Infinuations, 
Letters, and Direfions from England. And yet afterwards ſo mindful 
too were the Lords of the Council in England of what had been ( by the 
State of 7reland ) happily ſuppreſt, that the 31 of Fanuary, 1629, they 
return'd their acknowledgment, and put the State of Jre/and in mind, 
How much it concern'd the good Government of Ireland, to prevent in time 


the firſt growing of ſuch evils; for that where ſuch People are permitted 


to ſwarm, they will ſoon grow licentious, and endure no Government but their 
own, which cannot otherwiſe be reſtored, than by a due and ſeaſonable execu- 
tion of the Law, and of ſuch Direftions as from time to time have been ſent 
from his Majeſty and Council, &c. further encouraging them to carry a 
ſoft or harder hand according to their diſcretions. Which I do not find but 
they prudently obſerv'd; though all was too little to root out the Lever 
that had ſeaſon'd the Batch, during the Government of the then Lords 
Juſtices. ( As Dr. Bede! ( the Reverend Biſhop of X;lmore )) takes notice 
of at large, * with a deep and hearty reſentment, worthy his Piety, Cou- 
rage, and Learning) till the arrival of Thomas Lord Viſcount Wentworth, 
who by his ſingular Wiſdom, Courage,and quick Intelligence, fo managed 
aftairs there, (though ſome thought they were carried on too ſeverely )as 
doubtleſs the Nation, in general, was never more ſeemingly in obedi- 
ence ; what ever afterwards was aggravated againſt that Noble Perſon, 
whoſe behaviour was leſs pleaſing to ſome men ( intereſs'd in the detecti- 
on of their moroſe and ſiniſter dealings) than to the Nation, which flon- 
riſh'd under his Auſpicious Government. Reverence 1s that wherewith 
Princes are girt from God : Yet then the contrivance of fome Spirits was 
ſo reſtleſs, as Anno 1634. (being the 10th. of King Charls the Firſt ') they 
deſign'd to have engag'd the Nation in a War, which one Ever Mac- 
Mahon ( an eminent PopiſhPrieſt ) privately diſcovered to ſome of the 
Privy Councilat Dublin, at whoſe feet he proſtrated himſelf for mercy, 
having, with others been employ'd abroad to Foreign Princes ( viz. the 
Pope, the Kings of France, Spain, andother Princes) on that ſervice, as 
(in the Relation writ by the Lord Macquzre in the Tower) 1s apparent, the 
Deſign having been of as ancient a Date, 'as the Iſle of Rhee's Enterpriſe, 
1628. About which time the Earl of Zyroze and Cardinal Richl/zeu held 

an intimate correſpondence ; though the King of France's Wars then in 
raly fruſtrated, for that time, the Inſurre&ion and Invaſion. Upon the 
diſcovery of which, Ever Mac-Mahon ſeeming penitent, had his Pardon : 

So that the thing being onely treated of in general, the prudence of the 
| Governour 
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Governour ( giving the People no ſuſpicion that he feared it, and yet 
watched againlt it \) blaſted their deſign : The ſame Providence we may 
alſo believe this Noble Perſon had in the antecedenit warnings, which 
the Reverend Dean of Xilmore particularly mentions*, though he ( in 
reference to the Intregues of State ) mov'd not ſo viſibly as to make 
every one capable of his foreſight. Prime Miniſters are not to level their 
procecdings to the capacities ot all, who pretend vigilancy of the State : 
yet thence during his Government) all things in the Publick proceeded 
with a ſerene countenance, 1o as the Lord Deputy Wentworth came for 
_ England, andreturn'd into Jreland ſeveral times, with his Majeſties great- 
eſt Approbation, and the Peace of the Nation. F | ; 
Anno 1634. a Parliament was ſummon'd in /reland, by his motion 
x. For that the Contribution from the Countrey, towards the mainte- 
nance ofthe Army, ended that December. 2. For that the Revenues there 
fell ſhort of his Majeſties Charges 20000 /. yearly. 3. That there was 
a Debt of 80000 /. upon the Crown. 4. For that there had been no Sub- 
ſidies but one ſince the beginning of King Fames's Reign ; and the Peo- 
ple were now grown wealthy, being continued in their Eſtates, who ever 
had enjoy'd them twenty years. By the Supply of which Parliament, 
the Lord Deputy paid the 800007. Debt due from the Crown ; than 
which, nothing was more to his Majeſties Honour, and his Servants In- 
tegrity ; in teltimany of which, his Majeſty * faith, That they*can- 
not but witneſs ( who know that Kingdom) that during the Government there 
by Lieutenants of his choice, that Kingdom enjoyed more Plenty and Peace 
than ever it had fince it was under the ſubjettion of the Crown of England ; 
Trafick by Sea, aud Trade by Land increas d, Values of Land improv, 
Shipping multipl?d beyond belief, never was the Proteſtant a"_ more 
advanc'd, nor the Proteſtants protefted in greater ſecurity againſt the Papiſts; 
Inaſmuch as we muſt remember you ( the Parliament capitulating with him 
to nominate a Governour for Ireland ) that the preſent Rebellion was be- 
gun when there was no Lieutenant there, and when the Power ( which had 
been formerly us'd in that Kingdom )) was queſtion'd and diſgracd ; when 
thoſe in the Parliament there ( by whom that Rebellion was hatch'd ) were 
countenanc'd in their Complaints and Proſecution. 
And as to the Progreſs of Relig/on there, receive from the Biſhop of 
Derry this account, in his Diſcourſe of the Sabbath ; * where ( having 
occaſion to mention the incomparable and pious Primate, Archbiſhop 
Uſher ) he takes notice, That having liv'd ſundry years a Biſhop in the 
Province of Ulſter, whil/t the Political part of the care of that Church lay 
heavy upon his ſhoulders, he prais'd God, they were like Candles in the Le- 
vitical Temple, looking one towards another, and all towards the Stem ; no 
contention ariſing among ſt them, but who ſhould hate contention moſt, and pur- 
ſue the Peace of the Church with ſwifteſt paces; 'inaſmuch as if the high- 
ſoaring Coanſels of ſome ſhort-wing'd Chriſttans, whoſe eyes regarded nothing 
but the preſent Prey, with the Rebellious praftiſes of the Iriſh Enemy, tied 
together like Samſon's Foxes, with Firebrands at their tails, had not thruſt 
them away from the Stern, and chas'd them from their Sees with Bellona's 
bloody Whip : They might before this time, without either perſecution or 
noiſe, have given a more welcome and comfortable account of the Iriſh Church, 
than our Age is likely to produce. 
The laſt time this Noble Perſon ( the Earl of Strafford) enter'd Tre- 
land, was the 18h, of March, 1639. when he arriv'd at D«4/iz Lord 
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Lieutenant a little before, having ( in an extraordinary Solemnity and 
conflux of Ambaſſadors and Peers ) been made £Ear/ of Straford; at 
which time he appear'd in Parliament (begun the 16zh. of /7arch, in the 
14th, of King Charles the I.) expreſſing his Majeſties Neceſlities in ſuch 
terms, as immediately Four entire Subſidies { without jurther expoltula- 
tion ) were unanimouſly conſented unto ; the treedom of which added 
much to the largeneſs of the gift, with which he rais'd 8000 Foot, ang 
1000 Horſe, additional to the Veterain Forces, which ( at the breaking 
forth of the Rebellion) conſiſted but of 22.97 Foot, and 943 Horſe. And 
ſo having ſetled his Majeſties affairs in 7re/and, he went tor England to 
the Parhament at Weſtminſter, ſummon'd.by his Mediation the 1137h. of 
April, 1640. being attended from Jreland with the acclamations of the 
whole Houſe of Parliament, yet legible, in a very remarkable manner, in 
the Preamble of their Act of Subſidies, Anno 16 Car. 1. yet afterwards we 
know his fate. Never ( writes Perinſhief) ſufficiently bewail'd by the 
Fing, till the iſſue of his blood drid up thoſe of his tears. All the actions of 
his Government were narrowly ſifted, and though #o one thing ( aiter the 
mercenary Tongues of the Lawyers had endeavour'd to render him a 
Moniter of men ) could be found Treaſon, many accumulated were fo 
voted. Thathim ( whom even now the Parliament of 7re/and extolled 
as an excellent Governour, and one for whoſe due and ſincere Adminiſtra- 
tion of. Juſtice, they had principally conſented to ſo great a Su//dy)) they 
afterwards purſued as the cauſe of all their miſchiets, and fo by their 
Agents (even thoſe who afterwards complotted the Rebe/ion ) incens'd 
the Parliament at Weſtminſter againſt him, as they denied all that they 
had attributed to his Worth, fixing on him what-ever might contribute to 
a previous Government, or the Kingdom's impoveriſhment ; the /ate of 
which cannot be better clear'd, than by what his Majeſty, 1n a full 
Council at White-ha//the 27th. of Fan. 1540. leem'd clearly to acquieſce 
in, upon tae Earl of Szrafford's avowing of the Anſwer to the 7rijþ Re- 
montitrance againſt him, ordering, that a Copy thereof ſhould be torth- 
with given, by the Clerk of the Council, to the Committee of /re/and 
then attending upon him ; ſince Regiſtred among the publick Records. 
Thus was this great Man accuſed, thus, juſtifi'd ; yet all wasnot ſuffi- 
cient to exempt him fromthe deſtrudtive Bill of Attainder, luggeſting, 
His tyrannous and exorbitant Power over the Liberties and Eſtates of his 
Majeſties Subjeits in Ireland, laying and aſſeſſing of Soldiers by his own an- 
thority upon the Subjeit, againſt their conſent ; ſaying alſo, that he had an 


Army in Ireland, which his Majeſty might.make uſe of to reduce this King- 


do, meaning England, as appears by the Act which paſſed the 10h. of 
May, 1641. His Majeſty having Sign'd a Commullion to the Earl of 
Arundel, the Lord Privy Seal, the Lord High Chamterlain, and others, 
to that intent ; which had an after Ad, vacating the authority of the pre- 
cedent for future imitation ; ſufficiently thereby ( faith his Majeſty.) ze/- 
ling the World, that ſome remorſe touched even his moſt implacable Enemies, 
as knowing he had very hard meaſure, and ſuch as they would be loth ſhould 
be repeated to themſelves. | 
 And{that it might remain to Poteſterity ( to whom the Age is accom- 
ptable for her Actions ) what he ſuftered in his Trial, and by what arti- 
fices he was brought to it, the Act for the reverſal of the Earl of S7raffords 
Attainder, Anno xv. Car. II. fully ſhows ; to which it may ſeem imperti- 
nent to add more, Hittories, and the Occurrences of thoſe times, having 
| ; preſented 
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preſented his Actions at Is Trial more fignificant than T dare pretend to, 
{uci1 a Scene of Juſtice (attended with that Magnificence in its Structure, 
ſuci Seats tor their Majeſties, for Ambaſladors, and the moſt diſcerning 
Audience of Exg/and | not being to be parallel'd. Therefore I ſhall con- 
clude ( as to Him ) with what his Majeſty ſpeaks in his "Ems, B12; 
That his great abilities were prone to create in him great confidence of 131- 
dertakings, and this was like enough to betray him to great Errors, and 
many Enemies, whereof he could not but contra good ſtore, while movin 
in ſo high a Sphere, and with ſo vigorous a Luſtre, he muſt needs { as the 
Sun) raiſe many envious Exhalations, which, condens d by a Popular Odium, 
were capable to caſt a Cloud upon the brighteſt Merit and Integrity, &c. 
Tet faith this Excellent King ) 7 could never be convinc'd of any ſuch crimi- 
nouſneſs in him ( having heard all the particulars of his great Cauſe from 
one end to the other) as willingly to expoſe his life to the ſtroke of Juſtice, 
and the malice of his Enemies. However, He ſuffered on Tower-hi/ the 
12th, of May, 1641. taking his death with as much Chriſtianity as Cou- 
rage ; though ſome account nothing Chriſtian that is not Effeminate, of 
whom we ſhould ſay more, but mult reter the reſt to what 1s extant in 
Print. | | | 
The 19th. of May following, Robert Earl of Leiceſter * was deſigned 
by his Majeſty Lord Lieutenant of Jre/and, newly return'd trom his Em- 
baſly in France, where he had diſcharg'd his Truft with ſingular Pru- 
dence and Courage, as he had done betore in Denmark, and elſewhere : 
The choice of whom exceedingly endear'd his Majeſties Wiſdom to the 
moſt knowing and intelligent Party of the Nation ; the Earl having been 
one never engag'd in Monopolies { one of the Grievances of the Times \ 
or the publick Complaints of the Kingdom ; bur being long expertenc'd 
in State-affairs, . promiſed nothing fave his Majeſites Honour, and the 
Kingdoms ſecurity ; * Being thought by his knowledge in Martial Afgairs, 
and other his great Abitities, to be, no doubt, abundantly capable to reduce 
the Iriſh to a due obedience. Yet after all, haviag attended his Majeſty at 
Tork, and other Places, as the Court mov'd, for his Diſpatch, he came in 
Novem.to Cheſter, in expectation of an eafie remove thence into 7rel/and ; 
but falling indiſpos'd at Cheffer,was commanded back to Oxford about the 
beginning of Fa#.1642. ſo as in concluſion, he,ever going,never went. His 
ſtay was at firſt reſented. by the King,then the Parliament; to evidence the 
truth, he writes a Letter from 7ork to the Earl of Northumberland, (which, 
by Order of Parliament the 26zh. of Septemb. 1642. was printed) where- 
in he writes, That he beſought his Majeſty, that he might not be ſtaid at 
Court, for that the Afﬀairs of Ireland requir'd his ſpeedy repair thither ; 
or at leaſt that ſome Governour ( if he were not thought worthy of it) ſhould 
be preſently ſent into that Kingdom. And upon the 21 of Sepremb. he ap- 
pear'd in Parliament, informing the Houfes, That he could never ( fince 
his firſt going to his Majeſty ) get his Commitiion Sea['d till the 187h. of 
Sepremb. referring himfelt to the pleature of the Houfes, whether they 
would diſpatch hum for Zrelaud or no. Whereupon the x/f. of October tol- 
lowing, his Caſe was again debated, and it was Voted ( for the future ) 
That the faid Earl ſhould nor put in execution any Inftru&tions from his 
Majeſty ( concerning the Afairs in Jreland) until ſuch time as they 
ſhould be made known and approved by them. After which, many 
things (in his Inftructions ) were debated; and it being mov'd the m— 
| O 
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of Novemb. (ina Conterence of the Houſes) that he was ready to ſet for- 
ward for that Service, he had his Diſmiſs. So as (T have faid ; he came to 
Cheſter, and was remanded back to Oxford; the important Afﬀairs of 
Treland being in another Channel than as yet they appear'd viſibly to run 
in. Though it. was a good while after before he had his diſcharge from 
that Employment, being kept in ſuſpence, till others had _— their 
Deſign, by which there accrued to him a great Arrear, ſomewhat con- 
ſider'd in the A& of Settlement, though ſhort of what he was prejudic'd 


thereby. 


Upon the Earl of Szraffords quitting Ireland, Chriſtopher Wentdesford 
Eſq; Maſter of the Rolls, the 3d. of April, 1640. was ſworn Lord Depu- 
ty: He managed the Government with much Policy, advantage to his 
Majeſty, and faithfulneſs to his intimate Friend and Ally, the Earl of 
Strafford ; adjourning the Parliament in November following, ſomewhat 
to the dis-ſatisfa&tion of the Members, who ( before their Diſſolution ) 
made ſhift to form a Remonſtrance againſt the Earl of Strafford, which 
he would have prevented to have been ſent for Ezg/and, could he, as he 
endeavour'd, have ſtaid the Committee * of the Parliament in 7reland 
from going over, the greateſt part of which were Papiſts, which the 7ri/þ 
took as a good Omen : But he being not able to hinder them, ( they 
finding conveniences from every Port ') grew thereupon much diſcon- 
tented; and having quick intelligence how affairs were carried againſt 
the Earl of Szrafford: He died the 3d. of December following, betwixt 


 whom( even from their Youth) there had been an eſpecial intimacy, nor 


did it afterwards grow cooler (but more ſtrengthned ) in Judgment. 
After his deceaſe, Robert Lord Dillon, of Kilkenny-Weſt, and Sir W:l- © 
liam Parſons, Knight and Baronet, Maſter of the Court of Wards, Decems. 
30. were ſworn Lords Juſtices : But it was not long before the Committee 
of /reland (then at Court) ſoprevail'd, as that his Majeſty diſplac'd the 
Lord Dillon, a Perſon of notable Parts, and one ( by his Son's Marriage 
with the Earl of S7rafford's Siſter ) paſſionately concern'din the Ears 
Caſe. | 
Yet leſt the Execution of his Majeſties Graces to his Subjects of 7re- 
land (obtain'd by their late Committee's follicitation ) ſhould be deferr'd 
till -hoſe ( who were deſign'd to ſucceed the Lord Dz/on ) were in Office, 
his Majeſty was pleas'd to direct a Letter, dated the 47h. of Fanuary, in 
the 16zh. year of his Reign, to his Privy Council of 7rel/and, and Sir W:1- 
liam Parſons and Sir Fohn Borlaſe ( then deſign'd Juſtices) to grant 
(amongſt other things :) that his Subſidies there ſhould be reduced to a 
leſſer rate than formerly ; and that all Letters dire&ted to the Lord De- 
puty, Juſtices, Chief Governour or Governours, or toany other Officers 
or Miniſters of that Realm, either concerning the publick Afairs, or pri- 
vate Intereſts of any Subject there, might be entred into his S:zgner-Offce 
in E:g/and, to the end that they might be (upon occaſion) found to take 
Copies of, for the Subjets better information in ſuch publick things as 
may concern them ; as alſo that all Diſpatches from 7re/and ſhould ſafely 
be kept apart, that like recourſe may be had to them for the better ſa- 
tisfaction of the SubjeR, who ſhall beconcern'd therein. And whereas in 
the former Governour's time, there were endeavours to hinder ſome 
Agents of Parliament to have recourſe into England, his Majeſty taking 
notice, That foraſmuch as the Committee of the Parliament of Ireland , 
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John Bellew Eſq; and Oliver Caſſel, with others employ'd thence, have re- 
pair d into his Kingdom of England, to repreſent their Grievances : Fe 
hath manifeſted his gracious condeſcenſrons to them, admitting them into his 
Royal Preſence; forbidding his Counſellors in Ireland, or any other Officers 
or Miniſters of that State, to proceed any ways againſt them, or any of them, 
for the ſame. And that his Subjedts ſhall have Copies of Records, Certifi- 
cates, Orders of Council, Publick Letters, or other Entries for the Declara- 
tion of their Grievances made. In grateful acknowledgment of which, 
the Parliament then ſitting the 102. of Febr. 1640. order'd, That the ſaid 
Letter ſhould be forthwith Entr d amongſt the Ordinances and Records of 
that Houſe. So that if there had not been a general detection, long an- 
vild in the minds of that People, theevent of ſo unnatural and horrid a 
Rebellion ( as few months after happen'd ) could not have been the iſſue 
of ſuch remarkable Condeſcenſions. 


The 10th. of Febr. 1640. his Majeſty inſtituted Sir Wilam Parſons, 


Maſter of the Court of Wards, ( before merition'd ) long experieric'd in 

the Afﬀairs of Jreland, and Sir Fohn Borlaſe Knight, Maſter of the 
| Ordnance, Lords Juſtices, One well known to his Majefty by the 
Eminency of his Imployments abroad, and the opinion Ze had of 
his integrity and skill in Military Afairs, the Diſciplirie of the Army 
having been ever under his Charge ſince his arrival there: 7heſe (writes 
an Honourable Perſon * \ appli*d themſelves with all manner of gentle Le- 
nitives, to mollifie the ſharp humours rais'd by the rigid paſſages of the for- 
mer Government ; They declar'd themſelves againſt all ſuch proceedings, as 
they found any way varying from the Common Law; T1 hey gave all due en- 
couragement to the Parliament then ſitting, endeavouring the reaſonable 
eaſe and contentment of the People, freely aſſenting to all ſuch Acts as re- 
ally tended to the Legal Reformation ; They betook themſelves wholly to the 
advice of the Council, and caus'd all matters, as well of the Crown as Po- 
pular Intereſts, to be handled in his Majeſties Courts of Juſtice ; 10 ways 
admitting the late exorbitances ( ſo bitterly decried in Parliament) of Paper 
Petitions or Bills in Civil Cauſes, to be brought before them at the Council- 
board,or before any other by their Authority; reducing ( by his Majeſties ap- 
probation the Subſidies from 40000 |. a Subfidy,to 12000 I. a Piece. Bring- 
ing all things to that compliance, as beſt ſuited with his Majeſties Interelt, 
and the quiet of the Nation, that (ifit were poſſible) there might got be 
the leaſt diſcontent or jealouſie rais'd amongſt the People; and, for a 
ſeaſon, all things ſeem'd ſo peaceable, as never any Government was leſs 
excepted againſt, Yet then, in the end of the year 1640. his Majeſty ( be- 
ing inform'd of an. intention to raiſe Troubles in /re/and ) commanded 
Sir Henry Vane, his Principal Secretary, to write unto theſe Lords Ju- 
ſtices this Letter,

| 1s Majeſty hath commanded me to <—_— your Lordſhips with an 


advice given him from abroad, and confirmd by his Miniſters in 


Spain and elſewhere, which in this diſkemper'd time, and conjuniture of 
affairs, deſerves to be ſeriouſly confider'd, and an eſpecial care and watch- 
fulneſs to be had therein; which is, That of late there havepaſſed from Spain 
(and the like may well have been from other Parts \ an unſpeakable number 
of Iriſh Church-men for England and Ireland, and ſome good old $ _— 
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hath been 
bark'd againſt 
other accounts 
of the Rebel- 
lion) never 
any thing was 
objected again} 
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under pretext of asking leave to raiſe men for the King of Spain ; whereas 
it is obſerv'd ( amonz the Iriſh Friers there) a whiſper runs, as if they 
expetted a Rebellion in Ireland, and particularly in Connaght. Wherefore 
his Majeſty thought fit to give your Lordſhips this notice, that in your wiſ- 
doms you might manage the ſame with that dexterity and ſecrefie, as to diſ- 
cover and prevent ſo pernicious a Deſign, Fl any ſuch there ſhould be, and to 
have a watchful eye on the proceedings and attions of thoſe who come thither 
from abroad, on what pretext ſoever. And ſo herewith I reſt.

Which was delivered to the Lord Juſtice Parſons, and ſince his death 
found in his Study, and by Sir Fames Barry, Lord Baron of Santry, ( a 
right Honourable and worthy Perſon ) preſented to his preſent Majeſty ; 
who look'd upon it as a precious Jewel, diſcovering his Father's Royal 
thoughts towards the preſervation of his Proteſtant Subjects and People. 
But how far it was at firſt communicated, is uncertain, though being of 
ſo great a Truſt, it may very well be believed to have been often refle- 
ed on with caution and prudence: Certain it is, that notwithſtanding 
that there was an tem, that there ſhould be an eſpecial care againſt le- 

vying of Soldiers for Spain, yet Colonel Fohn Barry, Colonel 7 aaff, Co- 
lonel Garret Barry, and Colonel Porter, had all Warrants to tranſport 
4000 Men thither, which ſeveral of the Houſe of Commons 1n Z7reland, 
and England too, with much artifice ( though with divers ends ) endea- 
vour'd to prevent on plauſible terms ; As that, from the experience of 
what they might learn abroad, they afterwards might prove ill Inſtru- 
ments at home ; whereas it was more neceſſary, that they ſhould be em- 
ploy'd on Husbandry, whereof that Kingdom had great need. And many 
of the ative men of the Houſe of Commons in [reland, as Darcy the 
Lawyer, Plunket, Chevers, Martin, and others, urg'd rheir ſtay, with a 
paſſion ſeemingly much concern'd, for that, amongſt many Reaſons, 
which I will notundertake ( at fo long a diſtance ) poſitively to remem- 
ber, (though Thad the honour to be a Member of that Houſe) yet I can- 
not forget, that their chief Argument was drawn from the Spaniards 
having long born an ill will to Exg/and and her Empire: And therefore 
they did not know ( mark the inſfinuation) how ſoon thoſe very Regiments 
( acquainted with every Creek of the Kingdom) might be returnu'd on their 
own Bowels, having naturally a love to their Religion, which ſuch an Tn- 
cendiary( as the King of Spain ).might ſoon inflame to the higheſt prejudice. 
Which I the longer 1nſiſt on, for that the Colle&tion of Murthers commit- 
"ted on the 7riſh ( publiſhed by R.S. 1662.) would infinuate ( the better . 
to invalidate the Abſtract of Murthers committed by the 1ri/þ ) that 
the Catholick Members of the Houſe of Commons in 7:eland never hin- 
dred (as that Abſtract affirms)the Tranſportation of the Earl of Srraf- 
fords disbanded Soldiers into Spain, purpoſely to advance the Rebe/ion, 
which isclear they did: Inafſmuch as upon theſe and other Arguments, 
their Tranſportation was deferr'd ; though if the diſcontented 7ri/h Ar- 
my had been diſpoſed of beyond-Sea ( according to the ContraQts with . 
the French and Spaniſh Ambaſſadors) it was very clear, as is judicially 
aftirmed, that there could have been no Rebellion 1n re/and, the Pretence 
L | and 
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and Means thereof having been thereby taken away ; though ſome were 
of opinion, that where-ever theſe Forces had been, they could yetcafily 
have been brought over again, (as others have been firice ) the principal 
Heads of the Rebels Army being led by old experienc'd Soldiers, who 
(at the breaking out of the Rebellion) were generally beyond-Sed, as the 
Leimſter Forces by Colonel Prefton, a branch out of the Houle of Gor- 
manſton; the VIſter Forces by Owen Roe O-Neal, ( both bred in Flanders ) 
Munſter Forces by Garret Barry, and the Connaght Forces by orie Burck ; 
animated with their Cauſe and the Pope's encouragemerit. And it cannot 
be denied, that the promiſcuous companies of the Army ( lately rais'd of 
8000 Foot and 1000 Horſe) in 7reland, taught many of the Common 
Soldiers the uſe of Arms, who otherwiſe would have been ignorant 
thereof: And evil in Perrot's and Fitzwi/liam”s Governmerit, much took 
notice of, and by Camden in his Eliz. Annd 1593. towards the end, ob- 
ſerv'd in the like caſe to be moſt improvidently done, as afterwards 
was found, the /riſh being always difloyal to the Eng/iſh. Upon which 
I cannot but refle& on what Antalcidas.( in Plutarch* ) tells Agefilans, 
of being ſorely hurt by the Thebans, That they had paid him his deſerved 
hire, for teaching them againſt their wills to be Soldiers, who before had 
neither will nor ck #0 fight. Certain it is, that moſt of theſe Soldiers [thus 
rais'd) betook themſelves to the Rebels Party ; although very tew of their 
Officers ( if we may credit a late Hiſtorian. ) were- polluted with the 
crime, | 


Yet notwithſtanding the Letter .fore-cited, and many troubleſome 


paſſages in Parliament, wherewith the Lords Juſtices and Council were 
not ſeldom alarm'd, ( ſufficient to waken their confidence ') no Cloud, 
not the breadth of a hand, appear d ; but the Lords Juſtices kept a fair 
correſpondence with the Parliament, giving all the furtherance they 
could to the going of their Committee into Exg/and, hoping that what 
his Majeſty Thoula be pleaſed to grant, (at their requeſts) might redound 
to the common benefit of the Nation. Neither did the pen. Tuftices or 
Council tranſmit unto his Majeſty, or any of the State of England, any 
mis-reprehenſions of the proceedings and actions of that Parliament, 
as ſome maliciouſly inſinuated ; in as much as a Noble Perſon, a Peer in 
the Lords Houſe, ſaid, That the Lords Fuſtices had always cheerfully re- 
ceiv'd their Requeſts and Meſſages, and were ready. to comply with them ; 
adefiring that this their compliance might be entred in the Sairkal to the 
end that it might remain to Poſterity. Having by his Majeſties Com- 
miſſion, dated the 4th. of Fanuary, 1640. authority to Continue, Pro- 
rogue, or Determine the Parliament, as they thought fit ; which liberty 
they indulg'd much to the freedom of the Parhament. However ( being 
reſolv'd, as the ſequel prov'd, to pretend any thing, rather than not to 
have ſome exceptions againſt the Government) the rſh Parliament ſent 
to his Majeſty a Declaration, therein magnifying the Six entire Subſt- 
dies they had given in the 10th. year of his Majeſties Reign, and the 
Four Subſidiey in the 15th, year of his Reign ; pretending moreover, 


that they had been ill preſented to his Majefty, which wasclearly evinc'd 


to the contrary, and ſeveral Graces vouchſat 'd them thereupon. | 
Amongſt other things, the State ( at that time) found difficult to do, 

the Disbanding of the new rais'd Army was not the leaft,: which the 

Parliament of age > had great jealouſies of, and beſought his Majeſty 


that it ſhould be diſſoly'd. In anſwer A his Majeſty repli'd, That 


the 
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the thing was already upon conſultation, but he found many difficulties in it, 
aud therefore told the Parliament, He beld it not onely fit to wiſh it, but 
to ſhow the way how it might conveniently be done. However, in Auguſt, 
1641. it was effeftually perforn'd, for which afterwards the Lords Fu- 
tices had his Majeſties gracious approbation ; and the Arms and Ammu- 
nition were carefully brought into his Majeſties Stores, by the vigilance 
of the Maſter of the Ordnance, ( the Lord Juſtice Berlaſe ) elſe, certainly, 
moſt of thoſe Arms ( as well as the Men ) had been undoubtedly liſted 
in the Confederates Army ; which many of their Party ( inthe Houſe 
of Commons in 7re/and) having an eye to, made them fo averſe to have 
them Disbanded. And the Plot proceeded, being ſo cunningly manag'd 
by ſome of the Members of Parliament, (ſubtil in their infinuations) that 
many of the Proteſtants, and well-meaning people of the Houſe, {blind- 
ed with an apprehenſion of Eaſe and Redreſs, lying under the ſame pre- 
tended Yoak with the reſt ) were innocently decoi'd into their ating 


_ violently with them. Hence Sir Richard Boltou, Lord Chancellor of

treland, was impeach'd of High Treaſon, and others of the prime Officers 
and Miniſters of State, were Articled againſt ; yea, fome of the B:z/hops 
were not ſpar'd, contrary to af prefideuts of that nature, as was certifi d 
by the Lords Fuſtices to the Principal Secretary, on ſearch made, upon his 


 Majeſties commands, far that purpoſe. Sa as ( beſides ) ſome of the aQive 


men of the Houſe, Lawyers, Darcy, Martin, Plunket, Cuſack, Brown, 
Linch, Bodkin, Evers, and others, took upon them with much confi- 
dence to declare the Law, to make new Expofitions of their own upon the 
Text, as,That killing in Rebellion was no forfeiture of Lands *; and to frame 
21 Queries : Which in a ſolemn Committee of the Houſe, Adjourn'd 
from time to time, they diſcuſs'd at their own freedom in the Dining- 
Room at the Caſtle, diſdaining the moderate Qualifications of the 
Judges, (who gave them modeſt Anſwers, ſuch as the Law and Duty to 
their Sovereign, would admit) and inſtead of them, vented their own 
ſenſe, as ifthe State were then in its Infancy, and from them meerly 
to receive its Conſtitution ; as Sir Fobn Temple obſerves, reſolving upon 
an alteration in the Government, and drawing of it wholly into the 
hands of the Natives: Sir Phelim Oncab making it plain, in his Letters 
of Triumph to his Holy Confeflor, That his purpoſes were Conqueſt, and 
not defence of Religion, his Majeſties Prerogative, or their Liberty. No! 
No King of England ( writes Mabenya Jeltut ) #or Crown, nor People, nor 
ſlate of that Kingdom,baving at any time, any kind of Right to the Kingdom 
of Ireland, or any part thereof ; that the Englith 7tle to 3* was but meer 
Uſurpation and Violence, aud that therefore the old Natives (i.e. the meer 
Iriſh ) might chuſe and make themſelves a King of one of thezr own Iriſh ; 
and in the then Circumſtances of Charles the Firſt of England's, being a Fe- 
retick,ought (1. e.) were bound tn Conſcience, to do ſo, and throw off together 
the Toak both of Hereticks and Foreigners. Which Tenents, being rough- 
ly drawn, the Confederate 7riſþ ſeem'd afterward to condemn (forſooth ) 
in a Council of their own at A ilkenny : Yet it is very obſervable ( and 
that from Wal himſelf) who fays, He cannever forget it ({ having ex- 
traordinary- great admiration thereat ) That there was not one i» the Na- 
tional Congregation ( met by anextraordinary favour the 1 xth. of June, at 
Dublin, x 66.) that open'd once his mouth for confeſſion of any Yillantes com- 
mitted againſt the King, at any time in the late. Rebellion, or Civil War, 
or even to ſpeak a mord for ſo much as a general Petition to be exhibited 

| to 
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to his Majeſty, imploring his Majeſties gracious Pardon. Notwithſtanding 
the firſt Rebellion 1641. and what follow'd upon the Nuncio's acceſs, and 
the violation of the firſt Peace 1646. and the Nuncio's Cenſures againſt the 
Ceſſation with the Lord Zzchequzn, and the Peace 1648. And the Decla- 
ration and Excommunication of the Biſhops at Fames-Zown 1650, againſt 
the Lord Lieutenant the Marquis of Ormoxd, and thoſe who obey'd him. 
Emphatically enough e xpreſt by P;:W.No. 1. ( Heenforces this Argument 
further) There was #0 crime ( writes he) at all committed by All or any 
of the Roman Catholick Clergy of Ireland, nor even at any time, nor in any 
occation or matter hapen'd fince the 23d. of Otober, 1641. that needed Pex 
titioning for Pardon, either for themſelves, or any other of the Iriſh Clergy 
if we muſt believe the Biſhop of Ardagh, Patrick Plunket, pleading for 
them in ſo expreſs terms, and the tacit approbation of his words by the uni- 
werſal filence of that Aſſembly. In purſuance of which, the Proteſtant Com- 
miſſioners of Treland ( intheir Anſwer to the Objections the Rebels 
Agents put in” againſt the Preamble of the Bill of Settlement ) took no- 
tice, that ( in the whole Volume of Papers which were put in by the 
Catholicks about that Afﬀair ) there was not one fever F Acknowledg- 
ment, or ſo much as one civil mention of his Majeſties ſingular Con- 
deſcention. They having the favour to inſpect that At of Settlement, 
and object as they pleas'd, as if all his Majeſty could do for them were 
no more than he ought. And further it is theſe Commiſſioners obſerva- 
tion, That inall the 7ri/þ Papers, they do not own the ſlaughter of ſo 
many thouſands to be a Rebellion, or once give the Title of Rebels to 
thoſe who were the firſt Agents in that horrid and bloody Maſlacre ; 

which being not acknowledged by them, more eaſily abſolves the rude- 
neſs of their Ingratitude for his Majeſties favours. And a Perſon of Ho- 
nour {in his Animadverſions on Fanaticiſm *, who deſerves much for his 
excellencies in the caſe" takes notice, That no Catholick ever made any pro- 
fefſion againſt the Rebellion, or manifeſted his deteſtation or diſlike of it 
by any publick Writing, that the Deſign ſeem'd a Birth acceptable to the Ca- 
tholick Community. And the Pope, by his Nuncio afterwards ( to whom 
the general part of the Clergy and Natives adhear'd ) in effect maintain'd 
what Mahony had deliver'd for wholeſome Doctrine, accounting the 
Popes Bulls, and Iaterdictions, and Abſolutions, ( how long ſoever fince 
publiſh'd ) ſtillin the ſame force and vigour, as they were the firſt day 
of their publication. And 7t is very few years fince ( Writes this Honou- 
rable Perſon * )) that ( upon the meeting of the Secular and Regular Clergy 
of Ireland, before-mention'd, to frame an Addreſs to the King in teſtimony 
of their obedience, diſclaiming any Temporal Authority in the Popes ) the 
Court of Rome was fo alarm'd by it, that Cardiral Barbarin writ to them, 
to defift from any ſuch Declaration, putting them in 'mind, that the King- 
dom of England was till under Excommunication. And Walſh acquaints us 
at large of Mac-Mahoy, the Iriſh Jeſuits printed Book of the lawfulneſs of 
killing, not onely all the Proteſtants, but even all ſuch of the Roman Catho- 
lickIrith, who ſhould ſtand for the Crown of England, and the Rights of the 
King to Ireland. A Tenent agreeable to Sal/amanca's approbation of Oxea!'s 
Rebellion, 1602. inſtigated by Pope Clement the 8h. whereby it's de- 
clared, That all Catholicks who followed the Engliſh Standard againft 
Prince Oneal, mortally fined. And Oſulevan the Prieſt, in King Fames's 
Reign, faid, /r was a Dottrine fetch'd from Hell, that Catholicks in Ire- 


land ſhould joyn with the Queens Forces, which were Proteſtants, againſt 
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the Rebels, Catholicks, in Ireland, aud that ſuch Engliſh ought to be no 
leſs ſet upon than the Turks. So that whatſoever delufroe Tenents have 
been broach'd of late, as to perſwade us the Adder is without fting, the con- 
trary hath been written in letters of blood, not in his Majeſty's Kingdoms 
only, but whereſome-ever the Papal Power was exalted, That perſons pro- 
fefſing the Reformed Religion, are but Tenants at Will for their Lives and 
Fortunes, and through Centuries of Ages it appears, that as their Fleeces 
grow, they are ſhorn, till a time of ſlaughter be appointed. "That hence we 
may ſee, at what we ſhould have arriv'd, had the 7ri/þ been fortunate in 
theirattempt ; for though the loyal Formulary or Remonſtrance ( highly 
magnified by ſome ) may ſeem a Bond of Tron, it may eaſily ( by the 
Pope )) become weaker than a Rope of Straw. | 
During the Summer Seſſions of Parliament ( already ſpoke of ') where- | 
in the- Heads of the Rebellion were cloſely complotting, ſome under a 
ſuſpicion, that the Earl of Srrafford's Servants - (in revenge of their Lord's 
death ) intended a Miſchief to the Parliament, mov'd the Houſe, and 
accordingly had Orders, that the Lords Fuſtices would let his Majeſty's 
Stores ( for Powder and Arms ) be ſearch'd, which ( by a Committee) 
they ſo curiouſly perform'd, asthey turn'd over ſeveral improbable Cheſts 
to find it out ; and when they had ſeen that there was none, according 
to what the Officers of the Ordnance had before aflur'd them, yet they 
ſeem'd unſatisfied, and repair'd ( on a new Order ) to the Lords Fuſti- 


$3 ces, tobeadmitted to ſee the Stores of Powder and Arms, plac'd in other 


Parts in and about the Caſtle : 'To whom the Lord Fuftice Borlaſe ( Ma- 
ſter of the Ordnance, principally intereſs'd in ſecuring his Maje/ties Stores) 
anſwer'd, That thoſe were the King's precious Jewels, not to be ( with- 
out ſpecial Gauſe )) thewed, aſſuring them further, that they needed not 
to be afraid, for that, upon his Honour, there was no Powder under- 
_ neath either of the Houſes of Parliament, as at the Trial ofthe Lord Mac 
Quire, at the King's Bench in Weſtminſter, was openly in Court teſtified 
by the Lord Blazey, a great ſufferer, a worthy and gallant Perſon, the 
{21d Lord Juſtice Borlaſe, having at that time ſuch a motion in his blood, 
( upon the importunity of that enquiry ) as he would afterwards often 
- mention that action of theirs, as aiming ( how lightly ſoever then look- 
edon by others) at ſome further mark, than was thi diſcernable : So 
that at that inſtant he denied them, whereat they ſeem'd diſcontented, as 
being left in uncertainty, in what ſtate his Majeſty's Stores ſtood, which 
they deſired particularly to know ( the late new Army being disbanded 
then, and their Arms brought in ) that if the Powder and Arms were not 
there, they might find them elfewhere; or if there, then ( by the in- 
tended ſurprize ) to be ſure of them, and to know where (on the ſudden) 
to find them : In which fearch, the Lord Mac Quire was a chief actor, 
and very inquiſitive. | 
Thus, in order to their Defgn, they made ready for the Buſmeſs, paſ- 
ſing that Seffion of Parliament ( began the xi. of May 1641. ) tor the 
molt part away in Proteſtations, Declarations, Votes upon theQueries, 
the ſtay of Souldiers from going over Seas, and private Petitions, littke to 
the good of the Common-wealth, or advancement of his Majeſty's Ser- 
vice, whereof the Lords Juſtices and Councet having notice, finding-with- 
'al, that the Popiſh Party in both Houſes grew to ſo great a height, as 
was ſcarce compatible to the preſent Government, they imparted -('by a 
Meſlage to both Houſes the 14th. of July following ) their intention to 
| | give 
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give a recets tor ſome months, the harveſt coming on, and both Houſes 
growing thin : Which intimation of a receſs both Houſes readily aſſented 
to; ſothatthe 7th. of Augu/#, the Lords Fuftices adjourn'd the Houſes to 
the gth. of November following, which afterwards the Members of Par- 
liament aggravated as a great unkindneſs, the Committee of Parliament 
being expected from England, and arriv'd at Dablin near the end of Au- 
g#/# : Whereas, when the Parliament was adjourn'd, ( and before) 
there was no certatnty of their Committee's return, the Earl of Roſcom- 
mon, who ( few days before ) coming from England, expreſſing in plain 
terms, that the Bills deſired were nor likely ( in any ſhort time ) to be 
_ diſpatch'd, as the Letters from the 7ri/þ Committee at London, ( which 
this Lord brought over ) inforni'd too ; and, That they were daily about 
their diſpatch, but could not gueſs when they might have it. Yet ( asI 
have took notice) in Auguſt, beyond expeQation, the Commuttee re- 
turn'd, upon whoſe arrival, the Lords Fuſtices and Councel ( deſirous to 
gtve them all fatisfation imaginable ) ſate daily compoſing of Acts, to 
be paſſed the next Seſſions of Parliament, for the benefit of his Majeſty, 
and the good of his Subjeats, on which the Members of Parliament then 
at Dublin, and their Committee ( newly arriv'd ) ſeem'd with great 
contentment to retire into the Countrey, the Lords Juſtices forthwith 
ſending Briets to all the Ports in the Kingdom of the Graces concerning 
Cuſtoms, commanding the Officers panQuually to obey thoſe his Maje- 
ity's Directions, particularly what-ever concern'd Wool, Tobacco, as all 
other things of that nature, wherein his Majeſty had been pleas'd to gra- 
tifie the Committee. They gave Order alſo for drawing a Bill, tor re- 
peal of the Preamble of the Act of Subſidies. - They alſo deſired Sir W/- 


am Cole and Sir Fames Montgomery ( two of the Committee ) it they 


could ever take the Afſizes in the County of ©/fer, to give publick no- 
tice toall the Undertakers, of what his Majeſty had graciouſly granted 
and intended to them ; which accordingly they undertook to do, the 
Lords Fuſtices leaving (as they thought) nothing omitted, which might 
evidence their compliance with his Majeſty's gracious Intentions, acting 
( during this receſs of Parliament ) ſo vigilantly, and with that vigor, in 
relation to all the Committee's Tranſactions in Exgland, and his Maje- 
{ty's Service, that they had little time ( if any ) to ſpare for their other 
occaſions ; -that if we refle& on their unwearied and faithful Endeavours, 
it cannot but be imputed as the greateſt act of ingratitude (_ that ever a 
Nation was guilty of ) to calumnate ſuch a Government,which had been 
mainly inſtrumental to accompliſh thoſe Graces, that Favour, ſuch Indule 
gence, as never any of his Majeſty's Predeceſfiors would vouchſate. 

Yet then ( in the midſt of this Condeſcention )' many of thoſe ( even 
the major part which were Papiſts)) who had been thus graciouſly heard 
by his Majeſty, countenanc'd in Exg/and,caraſled at Court, moſt treache- 
roufly conſpired againſt his Crown and Dignity, the original of this Re- 
: bellion being brought over ( depoſeth Prifley of Mac-Mahon ) by the 1rifh 

Committee, who were imployed by the Parliament to his Majeſty, tor 
the redreſs of their Grievances in that. Kingdom, complotting thereby 
the moſt execrable and bloody Rebellion Hittory can parallel, . improving 
their Neighbourhood ( at that time) toa mighty acceſs of Viſits and 
Freedorf, eſpecially in 7//er, where the' 7rifh'feer'd ro mind nothing 
elſe but Entertainment, lodging ( under colour of friendſhip”) the night 
beforethemſelves, with thoſe whom they intended to kill the next morn- 


ing, 
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ing. That with his Majeſty ( in his Solitude )) I may ſay that ; 7hat Sea 
of Blood, which theſe Men have cruelly and barbarouſly ſhed, is enough to 
drown any Man in eternal both infamy and miſery, whom God ſhall find the 
malicious Author or Tnſtigator of this effuſion. And all this perpetrated, 
not for Religion, ( as with great induſtry they endeavour to make foreign 


' Princes believe ) No ! It was their inbred malice and hatred to the Eng- 
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liſh, which (from the firſt Conqueſt to this preſent ) may ( by very 
ſad Examples ) be clearly demonſtrated, all Rebellions to Her. 8. his 
time ( that the Reformation in Religion ſeem'd more favourable ) being 
wholly to extirpate the Eng/iſh, then with them all of one Religion, as 
may be eaſily ſhewed in a conſtant Series of Afﬀairs, were not every Hi- 
ſtory ( concerning 7reland )-full of this Truth, with horrible Preſidents 

of Treachery and Barbariſm. Andfince He. 8th's time ( that the Pro- 
teſtant Religion hath had greater freedom ) it is evident too, as Cambder 
*notes, That their Rebellions ſprung from their zeal to the Romz/h Reli- 
gion, and their malice tothe New Z»g/iſh, not to leave one alive. So 
that Giraldus Cambrenfis his Charater of them in his Typography *, is 
ſuſpeCted to remain yet too great a Truth, to which we ſhall reter you, 
concluding this with what a late Hiſtorian * in fewer words obſerves : 
Hiberni magna ex parte fallaces, ſanguinarii, fedifragi, diverfis micantes 
inter ſe fattionibus. alter in alterius viſcera ferrum immittere, quam cum 
hoſte communi congredi, paratiores. To which we may add that of the 
Orator *, not more pathetical than truely, That Ex omnibus Gentibus 
vix allam reperias cui peccare & flere magis naturale eſt, But as to my own- 
Inclinations, I truely reverence what the judicious and learn'd Biſhop of 
Meath, inhis Epiſtle to his Excellency the Earl of Efex, Lord Lieute- 

nant, in his Sermon of Antichriſt, obſerves, That the Iriſh of themſelves 
were a People peaceable,harmleſs,and affable to ſtrangers, and in themſelves, 

and to all, pious and good, whilſt they retain'd the Religion of their Fore- 

fathers. | 

Yet that we may come more cloſely to the Buſineſs, it will not be im- 
pertinent. to recount what Rebe//ions enſued upon Queen El:zabeth's 
Reign, and fince to the fatal: year 1641. That the practice of the 7ri/þ 


| formerly being ſumm'd up, it may appear what ſeeds of Rebellion were 


ever ſown in their hearts and ſoil, ripen'd conſtantly as opportunity and 
ſeaſon gave them hopes of a. harveſt, all their ſubmiſſions ( as Sir Fohx 
Davies obſerves ) being meer mockery and impoſture. Nor are we now 
without jealoufies of what. may yet be, were there opportunity for it, writes 


that excellent Biſhop before cited, in the faid Epiltle. 


Soon after this glorious Queen ( whom the Biſhop of Rhodes calls one 
of the moſt Heroick and 1lluſtrious Princes of her Age ) came to the 
Crown, all the Intereſts and R_ of Rome were animated againſt her, 
ſpe having clear'd the light of the Goſpel,by diſſipating the fogs and miſts 
of Superſtition, ſo as thence the Spirits of Darkneſs rag'd every. where,the 
Contederates of the Beaſt exalting their Power.

Afterwards the State of [re/and ſeemed very happy, both as to Im- 
provement of Land, Plenty, and Peace, till the year 1634. that Ever, 
Mac-Mahon (Þefore mention'd ) difcover'd an intended Plot, which by 
the prudence of the Governour ( the Lord Wentworth ) never arriv'd at 
its deſign, nor afterwards was any thing further ſuſpected, till Sir Zenry 
Vane, by his Majeſties command ( K. C. 1.) gave the Lords Juſtices, the 
16th. of March, notice of a ſuſpe&ted Rebellion ; of which ( with its cir- 
cumſtances) we have already inſiſted. Though we muſt fay, that the re- 
ſult of the former Conſpiracies, which by the bleſſedneſs of the Times, 
prudence of Governours, or other accidents, were delayed, in this ( 40 
Je. 1641.) met the accompliſhment of them all. Yet nothing was here 
attempted, which the bleeding phigenia ( the great Incendiary of that 
Nation ) doth not paſſionately jultifie, it being, in his Divinity and Lo- 
ick; rational, That the /ri/þ (though not then viſibly aſſaulted ) might 
Bodeler aſſume Arms in defence of their Religion and Property, both 
threatned ; it being (writes he) a common Do@trine of Divines, That 7+ 
is lawful to prevent an evil, that cannot be otherwiſe avoided than by pre- 
venting it; nor need the authority of the Prince ( in that caſe ) be required. 
A Do&trine fo helliſh, as none certainly is ſo beſotted, but he may eaſily 
read therein the ruine of States and Kingdoms ; excellently anſwered 
by the Learned and accurate late Profelyte, Dr. Andrew Sal, to whom in 
this point we muſt refer you : And as to matter of Fa&t, bequeath you to 
the enſuing Hiſtory, clearly evidencing, That before the 7ri/h aſſumed 


. Arms, no Inſtrument was ever thought on, much leſs found againſt 


them. | 
. Formerly indeed it hath been ſtrongly imputed to the State of Eng- 
land, that ( conquering Treland) they did not alſo endeavour to make them 
oxe People ; holding them Enemies, not, taking care to- ſettle Civility 
anda Property amongſt them ; the cauſe (as ſome thought) of frequent 
Rebellions. But though theſe and ſome. other detects in the Civil Policy 
(ſome think) are inexcuſable, it may clearly be demonſtrated, they were 
not of ſo large a ſizeas they are mark'd. And it may appear (by antient 
Records ) that the Laws of England were at firſt communicated to the 
meer 1r3/þ, as far as their Barbariſm and Cruelties exercis'd (on occaſions ) 
upon the Zxg/;ſþ would well admit. But (to let theſe times paſs, whereof 
we cannot ſpeak much with any certainty) let us now ſee what fruits we 
have of all the Royal endeavours of his Gracious Majeſty, and his two 
Glorious Predeceflors, what return for all their Care, for all their Charge, 
and for all the E»g/;ſb Blood which hath ( within the compaſs of the laſt 
Age) been fpilt for purchaſing of Peace, and: introducing of the true Re- 
Lgion and common Civility into reland. | 
It cannot be denied, that fince the happy Reign of Queen Elizabeth, all 
the former defects in the Government, and Civil Policy, have been 
abundantly ſupplied, and all thoſe Means us'd, thoſ@ Atts perform'd, 
thoſe Deſigns fully accompliſh'd, and all things elſe perfe&ly brought 
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to paſs, which ( in the judgement of all wiſe Men ) were conceiv'd, 
would undoubtedly effe&t the full ſettlement and reduCtion of that King- 
dom. As firſt, The barbarous Cuſtorns continually us'd by the 7ri/h, 
have been quite aboliſhed ; all ſorts of People* ( even the moſt wicked 
amongſt them ) have been allowed the benefit of the Law, and liv'd un- 
der the King's immediate Protection ; all the Laws of Eng/ard ( found 
uſeful for that Kingdom ) have bee n mide currant by Ad of Parliament, 
in reland; many other good Laws enaQted, and the execution of ther 
hath had free courſe through all parts of the Kingdom ; the Courts of Ju- 
ſtice have been open, and the Judges ( for the more tree diftribution of 
Juſtice to the People ) have conſtantly ( twice every year ) gone their 
Circuits, through the ſeveral Counties of the whole Land ; the Church- 
Government hath been fully ſetled, many preaching Miniſters ( general- 
ly plac'd throughout the ſeveral Pariſhes )) as likewiſe Free-Schools, to- 
gether with ſufficient Maintenance for them, have been eſtabliſht; the 
Lands ( belonging to the Natives ) have been always duely ſetled ac- 
cording to Law 1n the Proprietor ; and what noiſe ſoever was rais'd, en- 
tituling the Crown to Roſcommon, Mayo, Slego, Galloway, Clare, beſides 
ſome parts of Limerick and 7ipperary ( as one of the Maſter-pieces of 
the Earl of Szrafford's Service in reland) nothing was ever effected 
thereupon, though it had coſt his Majeſty 10000 /. upon the enquiry, 
and had they had patience till the next Sefſions of Parliament, there was 
an Act for Limitations, paſs'd by his Majefty, to bar all Titles, Claims, 
and Challenges of the Crown, before 60 years laſt paſt, to have cut off all 
expeCtations upon the ancient Title, and have itrengthned ( by new 
Grants and Patents ) all Titles from the Crown. Multitudes of Br#i/þ 
were brought in, and planted in great numbers, even in the moſt barba- 


rous Places of the Kingdom ; many corporate Towns have'been erected ; _ 


ſome wall'd Towns have been alſo lately built ; Caſtles, Stone-houſes, 
and Villages, daily made in every part in great - abundance ; Trade and 
Traftiek fo well ſetled, as ( the obſtructions therein being remav'd ) the 
native Commodities were ſo freely exported, as they did ( to the great 
advantage of the Kingdom) by far exceed theforeign Importation ; and 
all other neceſſary Proviſions were made for the Publick; -which might be 
thought any ways to conduce to the Peace, Plenty, and flouriſhing Eſtate 
of a growing Kingdom. | 

And for the 7ri/b themſelves ( though they have ever been obſery*d to 
be a whining Generation, a People always given unjuſtly to complain of 
their Governours ) yet (Jin theſe later times) there hath been a moſt ſpe- 
cial care taken, to preſerve them free from all manner of Preſſures. They 
have had liberty ( beyond the examples of former Ages ) to redreſs their 
Grievances in their own Parliament, being eleC&ted Knights, Citizens, and 


Burgeſles,: according to theAfﬀettions of the Commons'; they had tod 


( of their Communion ) Lawyers bred up in Ezg/and, frequent at their 
Bar; alſo upon their Bench Juſtices of the Peace ; in their Counties She- 
riffs, and Mayors and other Officers in*their Corporations, Fayours not 
aſpir'd to by the Catholicks of Eng/and, or ever granted. And in Caſes 
where they thought fit to preſent their Complaints unto his Majeſty,they 
were graciouſly receiv'd, and fitting Remedies applied. They were ad- 
mitted to enjoy the free and full exerciſe of the Roman Religion without 
controul ; to entertain Prieſts, Friers, Jeſuits, and all ſorts of their Eccleſi- 
aſtical Orders, without number, whilſt the Proteſtants diflenting _ 
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the Regimen of the Church of England, were frequently furmmon'dto the 
Biſhop's Court. Juſtice was equally adminiſtred to the Brzzzſh and 7riſh 
without any manner of diflerence ; the Countrey Duties and other Taxes : 
were ivied upon all without diſtin&tion of Perſons ; all private Animoſi- 
ties ſuppreſs'd ; all ancient Grudges remov'd; and in all outward appear- 
ance, they liv'd ſo afteStionately intermixt together, as they could notbe 
elteem'd two Nations in one Kingdom, but that they did Coaleſcere in 
anam Gentem. - And it is without all contradiftion not tobe denied, That 
never any Conguer d Nation enjoy 'd more fully the Liberties and Priviled 
es of Free Subje&s, and ( through the great Indulgence 'of his Majeſty ) 
liv'd with greater contentment, Eaſe, Peace, Plenty, and freedom from 
all. manner of extraordinary Taxations, other than ſuch as they were 
pleas'd to impoſe upon themſelves in Parliament, than the Natives of 7re- 
land have lately done. Inaſmuch as an Excellent Lawyer * clearly evi- 
dences from 1601. to the year that he writ an; That Ex 24o tempore quan- 
tum creverunt Hibernorum Res, ' deſertifſime ſollitudines in wicos & oppida 
Converſe, Ttinera olim clauſa Exercitibus, nunc patent Viatoribus, Portus 
Navibus, Urbes Mercatoribus, Agri Colonis, fora Fudicits frequentautur, 


nec fiquid inter Cives controverfie inciderit, ferro nunc ut olim, fed lege & 


Fudicis Arbitrio deciditur : Ipſe vero Gentes Anglicanas © Hibernice que 
on ſolum ſtudiis ſed etiam Caſtris olim difſidebant, nec ullo federe rp rf 
tar, ſed alteri alterumutcungue occidere jus erat, ſublatis nuper Hoſtilitatis 
legibus in unumapopulum coaluerunt, nec Commercia nunc & Convivia verum 
Conjugia inter ipſos celebrantur, adeoque-&quo Fure, pari lege, & eadem.

Anno Regni Facob, 11.) that ever the Engliſh in Jrelaxd offer d the leaſt 
violence toany of the Natives, coNomine, Papiſts or Iriſh; yet nothing 
could keep them from Rebelling, the Corn being then full ear'd. And 
ſo we are arriv'd at the Rebellion, which { as you have read ) hath had 
many ſteps to its Riſe, which we ſhall now purſue in its Progreſs and

HE firſt dark Light, of which Sir W:/iam Cole ( the x 1th. of Sir Willem. 


Cole gave the 
firſt light of 
the Rebellion. 
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of which Intelligence, the Lords Juſtices and Council writ to Sir William 


Cole, requiring him to be very vigilant and induſtrious, to find out what 
ſhould be the occaſion of thoſe ſeveral Meetings, and ſpeedily to advertiſe 
them thereof, or any other particular that he conceiv'd might tend to the 
publick ſervice of the State, ad more than this ( rationally \) could not 
have been done ; for that what Sir W:Jzam Cole inform'd the State of; 
was but conjeQtural ; and had any notice been took publickly of it, where- 
by Sir Phelim O Neal, or the Lord Mac-Guire had been: feiz'd on, the 
ſame would certainly have been a pretended cauſe for the 7riſh ( ready 
Touch-wood ). to have riſen in_ Arms, being ſuſpected, before they ma- 
nifeſted any diſ-ſatisfattion, Beſides, there was ſome ſo unwilling to re- 
ceive the leaſt miſ-conceit of the /ri/þ, (_ believing Time had worn out 
all Animoſities, and the State had ſecur'd each Intereſts.) as they us'd 
the utmoſt artifice imaginable to ſuppreſs thoſe thoughts in others : That 
thence more than a circumſpect eye was not to be advisd, Some ſay, one 
Fohn Cormack reveal'd to Sir William Cole, the 21. of Ofober, That the 
Iriſh reſoly'd to ſeize upon his Majeſti&s Caſtle and City of D«#/iz, to 
murder his Lords. F/tices and Council there, and to ſeize upon all the Ca- 
{tles and Forts of the Kingdom, &c. - . Which Sir William Cole the ſame day 
ſent the Lords Fuſtices notice of. , As others from.an Z/togh.would infer; 
That they had inform'd the State thereof, and that Sir Lucas Di/on theres 
upon had been ſummon'd. before them, and told, that they had heard 
ſomething of him and others in Connaght, that made their fidelity ſuſpe&t- 
ed ; which with a ſober countenance, and ſolemn proteſtation, ( Arts he 
had been long bred to )) he ſoon wiped off. So ( faith my Author) , that 
for our fins. our Counſelors were infatuated, and our Watch-men flumber' d. 
But Sir John Temple ( whoſe Integrity oyer-weighs all Aſſertions to the 
contrary.) teilifies *, That thoſe Letters and Informations never came tv

T ? Heſe are to make known and publiſh to all his Majeſties good Subjefts 
in this Kingdom of Ireland, That there wu a diſcovery made by us the 
Lords Fuſtices. and Comncil, of a moſs diſloyal and deteſtable Conſpiracy, in- 
rended by ſome evil-affeted Iriſh Papiſts, againſt the Lives of us the Lords 
Juſtices and Council, aud many other of his Majeſty's faithful Subjefts, uni- 
ver/ally throughout this Kingdom, and for the ſeizing not onely of his Maj e- 


 fty's Caſtle of Dublin, ( his Majeſties principal Fort here) but alſo of all the 


other Fortifications in the Kingdom. And ſeeing by the great goodneſs and 
alundant mercy of Almighty God to his Majeſty, and this State and King: 
dom, thoſe wicked Conſpiracies are brought to light, and ſome of the Conſpirg« 
tors committed to the Caſtle of Dublin F/as, by his Majeſties Authority, ſo 
as thoſe wicked and damnable Plots are now diſappointed in the chief Parts 
thereof: We therefore have thought fit hereby not onely to make it publickly 
known, for the comfort of his Majeſties good and loyal Subjefts in all parts 0 

the Kingdom, but alſo hereby to require them, That they do with all a

Which being immediately printed, was diſperſed to as many Places as 
they could convey it to: Againſt which, ſome of the Lords of the Pale 
(though at firſt they had offer'd their ſervice at the Council-board, with 
great proteſtations and affe&tions to his Majeſty) few days after appear'd 
with a Petition to their Lordſhips, wherein they utter'd the deep ſenſe 
they had of an expreſſion in that Proclamation, as if by the words, Ir.1h 
Papiſts, there being no diſtintion, they might doubt themſelves in- 
voly/d. Upon which the Lords Juſtices and Council, being tender, leſt 


they (in whoſe fidelity, from the example of their Anceſtors, their Lord- 


ſhips then reſted confident) ſhould take umbrage at any of their expreſli- 


hs; condeſcended, by their Printed Declaration, dated the 297h.of the 


fame Oftober, to publiſh and proclaim, That by the words, Iriſh Papiſts, 
they intended oxely ſuch of the old meer Iriſh in the Province of Ulſter, as 
had plotted, contriv'd, and been attors in that Treaſon, and others that ad- 
hered to them, and none of the old Engliſh of the Pale, and other Parts, en- 


Joyne 
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Joyning all his Majeſty s Subjefts, whether Proteſtants or Papiſts, to forbear 
upbraiding matter of Religzon. So that this Cavil being remov'd, the 
Lords Fuſtices and Councel ( withall imaginable amity and confidence ) 
animated the Lords of the Pale, and their adherents, to joyn with them, 
as one Body, for the ſuppreſſion of the preſent Rebellion, and the main- 
tenance of his Majeſty's juſt Right and Prerogative. To which end they 
parted with 1700 Arms, and proportionable Ammunition, as well to the 
Roman Catholicks, as Proteſtant Subje&ts, tor the defence of their Hou- 
ſes,in ſeveral parts. As to the Lord of Gormanſton, there were delivered 
Arms for 500 Men, for the County of Meath ; there were alſo delivered 
Arms for 300. for the County of A/dare ; Arms for 300. for the Coun- 
ty of Lowth; Arms for 3oo. for the County of Weſt-Meath ; Arms tor 
zoo. for the County of D«#41iy; and about the ſame time, there were 
ſent down 400 Muskets to the Lords of the Ardes and Clandeboys, tor the 
Arming of the Scots, in the County of Downe ; alſo the State furniſh'd 
Wexford, Waterford, Trim and Dundalk, with Arms, and licence to im- 
port Arms and Powder, a condeſcenfion never indulg'd without great 
confidence and favour, that nothing ſhould be wanting to teſtifie their 
confidence of all, but ſuch as were in actual Rebellion. 

And now having heard Mac-Mahoy's, and Owen O Conally's Examinati- 
ons, and the proceedings thereupon, it will be time to give you the Lord 
Mac-Guire's, though'at firſt (when he was brought before the Councel 
Board ) nothing could be wrung from him, till the 26th. of March, 
1642. that his Examination was taken before Charles Lord Lambert, and 
Sir Robert Meredith Kt. Chancellor of his Majeſty's Court of Exchequer, 
by direction of the Lords Juſtices and Councel, in theſe words :

en.would bring Arms, conſidering the Caftle of Dublin was to be taken, _ |

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the Arms therein; this Examinant anſwer'd, That they ſo provided for ' 
Arms, that they nyſe not want any in caſe they could not take the ſaid Ca» 
file, whereof they doubted. And this Examinant acknowledgeth, That the 
Caſtle of Dublin was to have been ſurpriz'd by himſelf, Cap?.Bryan O Neal, 
Capt. Con O Neal, Capt. Mac-Mahon, ove Owen O Rehe, Roger Moore, 
Hugh Mac-Mahon, Col. Plunkett, -aud Capt. Fox; and likewiſe further 
acknowledgeth, That Hugh Mac-Phelim, Capt. Con O Neal, and Bryan 
O Neal, &rought from Owen O Neal, out of Flanders, the very ſame Meſ- 
ſage which the Prieſt brought.

And laſtly ſaith, That of thoſe Perſons who came to attend him this Exami- 
nant, for the ſurprize of the Caſtle of Dublin, o»ly Cohonough Mac-Guire 
was privy to the Buſineſs in hand ; and that the laſt Meeting ( when the 
_ appointed for the execution _— was reſolv'd on ) was at Loghrols, 
where were preſent only Ever Mac-Mahon, Yicar-General of the Dioceſs of 
Clogher, Thomas Mac-Kearnan, a Frier of Dundalk, Sir Phelim O 
Neal, Roger Moor, and Bryan O Neal.

Which Examination he alſoacknowledged before Judge Bram/tox, Lord 
Chet Juſtice of Eg/and, and Juſtice Ma/et, the 22. ot Fane, 1642. in 
the preſence of Fo. Conyers, W. Ayloffe, Nath.Finch. Andbeing Priſoner 
in the Tower of London, he delivered to Sir Fehr Conyers { then Lieute- 
nant thereof) a Relation of the whole Scene, to be preſented to the Lords 
in Parliament, which being ſtor'd with many remarkable Circumſtances, 
ſufficiently evidencing the diſ-fatisfaQtion, long contrivance, and general 
combination of the Natives, I ſhall commit to poſterity in his own words, 
* that it may be ſeen ( what Fucus ſoever is now endeavour'd to be caſt 
onthe horrid Conſpiracy ) it was not any ill miſcarriage of the State (at 
that time ) or any real ſuſpicions that the 7r:/þ had of any violence to be 
obtruded on their Religion, or Perſons, whichdrove the Natives into 2 
general revolt, but the deliberate complotted Counſels of many years, 
that anvil'd out the Rebellion in Sroafladion of the Engliſh ; that was 
the Sore ( however skin'd ) which they endeavour'd again to exulcerate ; 
to which end, O NeaP's Regiment in Flanders ( confitting moſt of 7rijh 
Papiſts ) was purpoſely rais'd, to train up the /riſþ in Arms, againſt a 
RENE opportunity, as by Zexry Mac-Art's Examination* is moſt evi- 

ent. 

Thus was this inhumane and treacherous Rebe/on unanimouſly com- 
plotted, which brake forth the 23. of Ofober, 1641. St. /gnatius his day, 
that leſs than ſuch a Patron might not be entituled to ſo cloſe and vw + 
a Conſpiracy, fourty years betore fore-warn'd by the incomparable and 
pious Archbiſhop Zſher , preaching ( ſoon after the overthrow of the 
Spaniards at Kinſale, 1601.) on the Viſion of Ezek. Chap. 4. Verl. 6. 
whence ( in reference to a connivance of Popery following ) he drew 
this Application, From this year ( a day being for a year). { will reckon 
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the (in of Treland, that thoſe whom you now embrace ſhall be your ruine, and 
you ſhall bear this iniquity, A little betore which time; this Reverend 
Primate went for England ; 1 cannot ſay his reflecting on this Propheſie 
was the cauſe of his repair thither,no! many things were thought to be in 
diſpute, which his moderation might probably have compos'd. How- 
ever; writes Armachanus Redivivus, towards the end, Monitu proculdubio 
divino tempeſtivus ab Hibernia receſſit, prieyynen funeſte calamitates eru- 
piſſent, & 111; Iupi bipedes, belluzque depredatrices diſperſas oves horribi- 
li Lanieua jugulaſſent, The Caſtle of Dublin (as you have read) was the 
chief Place they ainv'd at, as in the Lord Grey's Government, i 580. 
it was then the deſign of the Rebels to have kill'd * him, and his Family, 
and to have ſurpris'd the Caſtle of Dabliz, wherein was all the Provi- 
fion of War, The like was intended by the Confſpirators about the be- 
ginning of the Reign of King Fames , Sir Arthur Chicheſter Lord 
Deputy. | 

The full determination of the Conſpiracy we now ſpeak of, was ( as 
Dr. Fones, in his clear and excellent account he gives thereof, in his De- 
poſitions took the 34. of March, 1641.) deſign'd at the Abbey of Mul- 
tifernan ; ( notwithſtanding that” Tyroer's Son, who had long conſulted 
it in Flanders, was ſuddenly ſtrangled about that time in Braxels, and 
the Earl of 7irconnel drown'd near the time of the Earl of Szrafford's 
death; prime Inſtryments in anvilling the Deſign abroad, and great hopes 
of countenancing it at home) wherethere was a Covent of Fraxciſcans, 
(conven'd, it ſeems, on a pious intent ) in the County of Weſt-Meath, 
after the laſt Seſſions of Parliament ; where, amongſt many other things 
there debated, the queſtion was, What courſe ſhould be taken with the 
Engliſh, and a/l others, that were found in the whole Kingdom, to be Pro- 
reſtants > Some wereonely for their Baniſhment, as the King of Spain dif- 
mis'd the Mores out of Granado, with ſome of their Goods. Others were 
urgent, that all the Proteſtants ſhould be univerſally cut off ; the King 
of Spain's lenity being his and his Queen's a&t, not the advice of his 
Council, which (fay they) afterwards coſt Chriſtendom dear, the Mores 
ſurviving to return with Swords in their hands and infeſt them, as A/- 
giers and Sally doth at preſent. Thoſe Diſputes held long ; at laſt, ſome 
lean'd a middle way, neither to diſmiſs or. kill. And we find by the event, 
each of theſe thoughts had ſome execution; in ſome places A1/ being 
generally put to the Sword, ora more deplorableend; in other places, 
Impriſonment ( accompanied with the utmoſt extremity of that condi- 
tion) was the lot of many ; and others (who being diſmiſs'd with their 
Goods) were afterwafds {tript of all, expos'd to Cold and Famine, worſe 
than Sword or Halter. | =. 

Thus having determin'd what to do with the Proteſtants, which ( in 


general, too ſadly ſucceeded to their withes ) they ( according to the | 


preſumption of the event) conſulted (in the next place) what courſe they 
would peruſe-in reference to their Government of the State. - 

Firſt, ( they agreed ) That their Loyalty to his Majeſty ſhould be ſtill 
reſerv'd, fay they of the modeſt fort ; but both his Revenues and Govern- 
ment mnſt be reduc'd to certain bounds : His Rents none other than the 
antient Reſervations before the Plantations ; and the Cuſtoms ſo order'd, 
as to them ſhould be thought fitting. | 

Secondly, For the Government, ſuch as would be eſteem'd Loyal, 
would have it committed into the hands of two Lords Juſtices, one 0 the 
| E antient 
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 antient Jriſh Race, the other of the antient Br/zi/þ Inhabitants in the 


Kingdom, provided that they be of the Romi/h Profeſſion. ' 

Thirdly, That a Parliament be forthwith call'd, conſiſting of whom 
they ſhall think fit to be admitted, wherein their own Religions Men 
ſhall be Aſſiſtants. 

Fourthly, That Poining's At muſt be repeal'd, and 7re/and declar'd to 
bea Kingdom independent on E»gland, and without any reterence to it 
in any caſe whatſoever. 

Fifthly, All Acts prejudicial to the Romiſh Religion ſhall be aboliſh'd, 
and it to be Enacted, That there be none other Profeſſion :4n the King- 
dom but the Romz/h. | 

 Sixthly, That _ theantient Nobility of the Kingdom ſhall ſtand ; 
and of them, ſuch as ſhall refuſe to conform to the Romz/h Religion, tobe 
remov'd, and others put in their room. Howſoever, the preſent Earl 


of Kildare muſt be put out, and another put 1n his place. 


Seventhly, All Plantation Lands to be recalFd, and the antient 'Pro- 
prietors to be inveſted into their former Eſtates, with-the Limitations in 
their Covenant expreſs'd, That they had not formerly fold their Intereſts 
on valuable Confilerations | | 

Eighthly, That the reſpeQive Counties of the Kingdom be ſubdivided, 
and certain Bounds or Baromes aſlign'd to the Chiet Septs, -and other of 
the Nobility, who are to be anſwerable 'tor the 'Government. thereof: 
and that a ſtanding Army may beſtill in being, the reſpeQtive Governours 
are to keep a certain number of men to be ready at all Rifings out (as they 
term it) they alſo being' to build and maintain certain Fortreſles, in 
places moſt convenient within their Precincts: And that- theſe Gover- 
nours be of abſolute Power, onely I to the Parliament. ; 

Laſtly, For maintaining a Correſpondency with other Nations, and 
for ſecuring the Coaſts, that alſo they 'may be render'd conſiderable to 
others, Navy of a certain number of Ships is to be maintain'd ; that to 
this end, five Houſesare to be appointed, one in each Province, (' ac= 
counting Meath for one of them ) that to theſe Houſesſhall be allotted an 
Annual Penſion of certain thouſands of Pounds, to bermade up of part of 
the Lands appropriate to Abbeys ; -and a further Contribution to be 
rais'd in the'reſpeAtive Provinces to that end : That theſe Houſes are to 
be aſſign'd to a certain order of Knights, anſwerable to that of 'alra, * 
who are to be'Sea-men. And-to maintain'this Fleet, that all Prizes are to - 
be apportion'd, ſome part for a Common Bank; the reſt to be divided; to

F Fihe effeQting of which, they conſider'd,: that the Forces of the King- 
dom would eaſily amount to two hundred 'thouſand able men, wanting 
onely Commanders ; which ( asT have already took notice of )| might be 
ſupplied from O-Neals Regtment in' Flanders, and- other places,: breed- 
ing up the'7riſh- in Arms and: Rebellion. And for-Money, ( the other Si- 
new of War) they werereſolv'd not towant it, if it-could-be rais'd-either 
from "Tenant, or the Farmers of the Caſtoms, who (having it then rea- 


dy ) were-to bring it to their reſpe&ive Banks. So as nothing - was

The diſmal Effects of the Iriſh Isſorrefion. | 


omitted, which rationally might further their deſign: Which, after the 
State, by Proclamation, had made known, and many ( on ſuſpicion ) 


weredaily feiz'd on, Certainties of its ſucceſs were hourly brought to 


the State : That night the Lord Blany brought the ill news, of the Rebels 
ſciſing upon Caſte Blany in the County of Monaghan, and his Wite, and 
Children, and Servants ; as alſo of the: ſurprifal of Carrick Mac-rofs, a 
Houſe of the Earl of Efex's, and Sir ZZenry Spotſwood's in the fame Coun- 
ty, burning divers Villages, robbing and ſpoiling many Eng/i/h, none but 
Proteſtants... On Sunday, Sir Arthur Tirringham gave intelligence, that 
the /riſþ in Newry had broken up the King's Store of Arms, and had 
teiz'd upon them and the Ammunition there, liſting themſelves under 
the command of Sir Con Mac-Gennis Knight, and one Creely a Monk: 
Thus almoſt every hour ſome {like Fob's Meſlengers) haſted to the State, 


as preſerv'd onely to acquaint them of. the diſaſters of their Relations, and 


the ſufferings of the Proteſtants : of which, with all circumſtances to it, . 


the Lords Juſtices and Council gave his Majeſty an account by Sir Zexry 
Spotſwood, ( being then in Scotland) and ſent Owen O Conally with Letters, 
dated the25th. of Oftober, to the Earl of .Leicefter, Lord Lieutenant of 
tTreland*, the effe&t of which Letter you may ſee in its proper place. In 
the interim, the State being from all parts terrifi'd with the infolencies 
of the Rebels, they ſcarce knew how to ſteer their courſe, no Money be- 
ing in the Treaſury, and the main part of the Citizens being juſtly ſuf- 
pected, for that being-mov'd to advance Money on the occation, ( will 
Poſterity believe it ) their whole Community would not reach 5o/; And 
ſuch as had eſcaped the violence of the Rebels, having nothing but their 
Perſons for aprey, could contribute little, many of which were ſo fright- 
e] with what they had ſeen and ſuffered, that, like inanimate Bodies, they 
appear'd fenſleſs and ſtupid. However, the Lords Juſtices and Council 
having ſecur'd the Caſtle by a Company of Foot, under the command of 
Sir Francis Willoughby, ( oneof the Privy Council ) a known and experi- 
enc'd Soldier, a. ſetled Sir Charles Coore (alſo of the Privy Council) in 
the Government of the City, wherein ( as in other Services ) he proved 
atterwards ſignally eminent and noble. They advertis'd the Earl of Or- 
mond, (whom the Rebels boaſted they had made of their Party ) then at 
his Houſeat Carrick , of what had hitherto happen'd, deſiring him to 
repair to Dub/iz with his Troop, which he accordingly obſerv'd about 

the beginning of November. 
About the 2.7:h. of Oftober, the Lords Juſtices and Council fent Com- 
miſſions to the Lords Viſcounts of Clandeboys, and of the Ardes, to raiſe 
the Scots in the Northern Parts; they alſo writ to Sir W:1/:am and Sir 
Robert Stewart, with other Gentlemen of Quality in the North, Giving 
them power to proſecute the Rebels with Fire and Sword ; yet ſo, as to reſ- 
cue ſuch as ſhould ſubmit to his Majeſties Grace and Mercy ; ſignifying with- 
all, That although by the ſaid Commiſſion they gave them full power there- 
#nto, yet they did then let them know, that for thoſe who were chief among 
the Rebels,. and Ring-Leaders of the reſt to diſobedience, that they ad- 
judged them leſs worthy of favour than the others whom they had miſ: 
guided : And therefore for thoſe principal Perſons, they required them to 
take care not to be too forward ( without firſt conſulting the Counſel-board) 
?n proffering br promiſing mercy to thoſe, unleſs they the ſaid Commiſſioners 
ſaw it of great and unavoidable neceſſity. 'They likewiſe writ to the Lorcs 
Preſidents of Munſter and Connaght, adviſing them to be __ = 
ha E z Guards, 
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Guards : And that ſeveral of the Catholick Communion might not fay, 
but thar they alſo were confided in, the Lords Juſtices ( who were wil 
ling to continue all proofs imaginable of their confidence in them ) gave 
in November ſeveral Commiſſions of Government to the Lord Gorman/ton 
in Meath, the Lord Mountgarret in Kilkenny, Nicholas Barnewell in Dub- 
lin, Walter Bagnall in Caterlagh, the Lord Lowth in Lowth, Sir Thomas 
Nugent in Weſtmeath, Sir Robert Talbot in Wickloe, the two Sir Fames 
Dillon's in Longford, and ſeveral others, as well in Munſter as Connaght 
and Z/fter ; who contrary to the truſt repoſed in them, not torbore to 
protect, or endeavour'd to reduce any, but ſoon atter joyn'd with the Re- 
bels, and prov'd as violent, if not worſe, againit the Proteſtants, as thoſe 
who firſt appear'd in the Rebellion. And becauſe the Times required 
ſomething extraordinary,beyond the courſe of Common-Law, the Lords 
Juſtices and Councel gave ſeveral Comnuſſions of Martial-Law, to the 
prime Gentlemen of the Pale ( all Roman Catholicks ) as to Henry 7al- 
bot, in the County of Dablin, ' Fohn Belkew Eſq; inthe County of Lowth, 
Richard Dalton, and Fames Tuit Eſq; in the County of Weſtmeath, YVale- 
rian Weſley, in the County of Meath, Fames Talbot, in the County of

/ter, ( the only perſonremaining of neareſt alliance to the Earl of 7yroze ) 
how that he had ſurprized Charlemont, where the Lord Caufeld lay with 
his Foot-Company, ( afterwards baſely butcher'd by him ) the Lords 
Juſtices endeavour'd to reduce many to their obedience : But the root of 
their Deſign being deeplier laid, than on threats or encouragements to 
trauſtrate their hopes, the Lords Juſtices hourly endeavour'd to tortifie his 
Majeſty's Intereſts, wih the moſt powerful Forces they could raiſe. . But 
in the interim the Magiſtrates of the City of D«bln, perceiving great 
numbers of Strangers to come to "Town trom ſeveral Parts, ( lingring 
in the Suburbs and Fields, to the terror of the Inhabitants ) they repair'd 
to the Councel Board with much fear and aſtoniſhment, keſeeching the 
Lords Juſtices and Councel to inhibit the ſame, leſt the concourſe of peo- 
ple ( promiſcuouſly gathering/n ſuch a crowd )) might threaten the ſecu- 
rity of the City. .Whereupon their Lordſhips ( conſidering ſomewhat 
more than ordinary muſt neceſſarily be done in ſuch an exigence ) caus'd 
ſome to be apprehended, and immediately publiſht a Proctamation in his 
Majeſty's Name, commanding all Perſons ( not Dwellers in the City and 
Suburbs to depart within an hour after publication thereof, upon pain of 
death ; in the interim , and afterwards, receiving all ( who applied 
themſelves to the Lords Juſtices ) with ſingular friendſhip and integrity : 
But the Magiſtrates growing ſtill jealous ot the concourſe of people, ap- 
plied themſelves again to their former refuge. Whereupon the State(that 
the Inhabitants might receive no diſ-encouragement, who were like to 
bear the brunt of all Taxes, Levies, and Supplies ) the 28th. of OfoZer, 
publiſht a Proclamation to the ſame intent with the former, with the pe- 
zvalty of death to ſuch as wilfully harbour'd them. 

However, the Infolencies of the Rebels threatning even Du#/in it ſelf, 
molt of the prime Gentry of the County ( Juſtices ot Peace ) looking on 
in all places, and giving way to thoſe hateful ations ; the State having 
intelligence from Dr. Foxes ( a Servicevery remarkable ) that ( during 
his impriſonment amongſt the Rebels at Cavay, which ripen'd his inte- 
grity, lughly improv'd to the Service of the State ') they intended to be- 
ſiege Tredath, the Lords Juſtices the better to divert them from DuZis,

And that none ignorantly involv'd in fo deteſtable a Guilt ( as the 
publick Conſpiracy ) might ſuffer, the State yet further to manifeſt their 
deſire, of reducing all into a general obedience, ( having never drawn 
his Majeſty's Sword upon jealouſies or preſumptions, till the higheſt Ex- 
tremities and unparallel'd Outrages compell'd them thereunto ) publiſht, 
the firſt of November, a Proclamation, declaring, That all in the Coun- 
ties of Meath, Weſtmeath, Lowth, and Longford, being no Free-holders, 
nor now in priſon, who had taken any Goods from his Majeſty's taithful 
Subjects, not having ſhed blood in the AQtion, and came 1n within ten 
days after this Proclamation, ſhould be receiv'd ro his Majeſty's mercy, 
and no further proſecuted. | 

Which ( as others of the like nature ) little prevail'd to un-deceive the 
Rebels, they being before link'd in an un-difſolvible tye of Animoſity and 
Superſtition. Thus every day ( notwithſtanding that the Conſpiracy 
was diſcovered, and all endeavours uſed to reclaim them ) the 7ri/h pro- 
ceeded in their Maſlacres and Rebellion, though they did not ( after the 
knowledge of the deteCtion of their Plot ) execute ſo generally their Vil- | 
lany with ſuch open flaugfiters and cruelties, as they did at firft ; but 
ſtripping, wounding, and turning the Exg/i/h and Proteſtants out of their 
Houſes, they ſent them naked and deſolate ( in miſerable weather ) to 
Dublin, where their numbers (at length) grew ſo burdenſom, as though 
Thouſands were ſhip'd away ſoon after they arriv'd there, and ſuch as 
could ſerve in the Army were daily in-liſted, yet they brought ſo greatan 
extremity, and want of all mar to Dublin, as the Inhabitants were 
reduced to great exigencies, inaſmuch as the mercies of the Rebels were 
extream cruelty, '' Thouſands of the diſpoiled Engliſh dying aiterwards by 
lingring Diſeaſes, contracted by the inhumane and cruel uſage of their 
Enemies. BF 
— Mileries ſtill increafing, the Lords Fuſtices and Councel ſent a ſecond 
Diſpatch to the King, the 5th. of Novembeny then in Scotland, diretting 
alſo their Letters to his Privy Councel in Exg/and, there being an abſo- 
lute neceſſity to invoke all Powers, that might ſtand with his Majeſty's 
Honour. "They then ( and not before ) directed Letters to the Speakers 
of both Houſes of Parliament, ( inclofing in thoſe they writ to his Maje- 
ity what they had ſignified by Letters to the Lords of the Councel, or 
to the Speakers of both Houſes of Parhament. About 
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About-the 6th. of November, 1641. the Rebels of Cavay, commanded 
by Philip'Mac-Hugh, Mac-Shane O Relie, Knight of the Shire for that 
County, and others ofthe Sept gf Q Relies, proflerd an humble Remon- 
ſirance (ſo they entituled their preſumptuous Paper) to the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, to he recommended by them to his Majeſty ; which Dr. Foxes 
and Mr. Waldtrone then deliyered to their Lordſhips, the DoCtor being 
obliged tg that ſervice, He, his Wite and Children lying at the Rebels 
mercy : To which their Loxdſhips anſwered, with all the moderation 
and fatisfa&tion that could ſtand with their Duty, and the weak 
conditions of affairs in Dublin, the ſafety whereof wholly depended on 
the gaining of time ; and ( faith my Author *)) he aflur'd himſelf, the 
Remonſtrants expected not any other Anſwer, the Remonſtrance being 
tendred rather to win upon the People, ( whoſe cauſe they pleaded) then 
to give any reaſonable account or ſatisfaction to the Lords concerning 
their proceedings ; which yet their Lordſhips forthwith certifi'd, with 
their Anſwer, to the Lord Licutenant, to whom his Majeſty had ex- 
preſly commanded all Affairs of 7reland ſhould be addreſs'd. However, 
they (during the preſenting of this Remonſtrance) muſtered ther Forces, 
ſummoning all from 16 to 60 years of Age to appear the Munday tol- 
lowing at Y3rgiv4a, (: a Place diſtant from Cavay.twelve miles) and in 


the way to Dublin; notwithſtanding that _y had impower'd Dr. Zones 


to aſlure their Lordfhips, That therr ſhould he a ceſſation of all things, 
until the return of their Lordſhips Anſwer. 'Thusno faith or confidence 
could ever be repoſed in:them.. And afterwards it fell. out, that. none were 
more treacherous and fierce than _ as great anhumanity and cruelty 
being acted by them of Cavar, as of any other Place ; that County, by 
the 1.xth. of December, being wholly reduc'd into the hangs of the Re- 
bels, excepting the two:Caſtles of Kezlagh and Crohay, belonging to Sir 
Francis Hamilton, Knight and,Baranet, and-Sir, .Faxes,Craig Knight, who 
{o..nobly defended cach their .own, and. alternatively ſuccqyred one 
another, that they perpetually;furnyſh'd the Rebels with work ſufficient, 
notwithſtanding whatſoever Malmore O Relje theSheriff*, or Edmond 
O Relic; his Father, or Philip Mac-Hdugh,0 Relie, their chief, Commander, 
could poſſibly do with all \their [Horſemeny whom theſe gallant men 
often . beat, though encounter/d with much difadvantage; Sir Francis 
Hamilton not loſing in the whole Service, from.the 234. of Ofaber, 
1641. £0,the 15+h. of Fune,,y642. (detting.a{deſuchas were.cyt oft in 
Atragling ) more than jfive;men belonging; to this-Caſtle,'one ,of them 
_ being a Serjeant, who ;being-taken at an; advantage, was barbarouſly 

mangled. with thirty ſix cvounds : :ſo that allthat;the-Rebels could do, 
effected no.Congueſt on:theſe; Places, /till the;85h..of April, 1642. .that 
Sir Fames Craig, (a Gentlemag of ſingular andthe. beſt abilities) died, 
and the Store in-both Caſtles fell-thort, -Watergrowing-ſearce, a. mortal 
Infeetious ſicknels increaſing, the Rebels, haying» tainted their: Well with 
dead Carcaſes. , And now the. care of both, Caſtles;fell unto;Sir Fraxcis 
. Hamilton's Gharge, which being. impoſſible to ibe relieved: from, Dubin, 
or to held gut longer, ; their. ſtraats: daily, increaſing,iboth-theſe, Caſtles 
were delivered ypthe:4h. of July, 1642 to:Philip #HactHugh,MHac-Shaxe 
O. Relie,and others, on honourable Conditions, iSir- France Hdamilton,zthe 
Lady, Crazg, Sir Arthur ; Forbes :Baronet,"* and, others,i march'd thence 
with credible-Atticles,-faithfally-ſet, down-by-Dr.Fores, cinhis:Relaton 
.of the Rebellion in; Cavar?, , worthy: peruſal. : 'Thoſe, wath-others-.that 
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came from theſe Caſtles, were 1340 in number, who being convey'd to- 
wards Tredath, were all received by Sir Hexry Tichbourn, eight miles 
from Tredath, and afterwards diſpos'd of as was moſt convenient. One 
of the Places moſt conſiderable in this County, firſt ſurpriz'd, was Clough- 
outer, Whereof Arthur Culme Eſq; was his Majeſties Captain ; a Fort 
certainly of great ſtrength, environ'd with a deep Water, and diſtant 
from ſhore more than Musket-ſhot, in which the Lord Biſhop of X7/more 
Dr. Bede! was impriſon'd, though afterwards Exchang'd by Sir Fames 
Craigh, and, contrary to Articles, ſeiz'd on again, who died near Xi/more 
about the midſt of March, 1641, and was buried in the Cathedral Church- 
yard ; a worthy Perſon, ( as formerly we had occaſion to take notice of ) 
One of the brighteſt Lights of that Church, both for Learning and a ſhin- 
ing Converſation, and ( in his conſtant diligence in the Work of the Mini- 
ftery) a Pattern to others. In the beginning of the Troubles in this Coun- 
ty, Captain Richard Rives ( Commander in Chief of Sir Fohn Borlaſe 
( Lord Juſtice) his Troop) Garriſon'd at . Belturbe?, ated very cloſe and 
gallantly, attending the Z»g/iſþ. with much faithfulneſs, till by the com- 
mand of the Szate, ( who ſuſpected his ſurprizal ) he was recalld to 
Dublin, marching thither (through the Enemy ) over many dead Bodies 
that with Famine had periſh'd in the way ; performing afterwards ( be- 
ing Sir Fohn Borlaſe's Junior's Lieutenant Colonel) verymany honourable 
ſervices, (as at Athboy near 7rim with the Lord Liſle, where they noto- 
riouſly beat up the Rebels Quarters, as elſe-where, viz. Kells, Carick- 
macros, the Earl of Efſex's Caſtle in Monaghan, which they took from 
the Rebels, with a conſiderable advantage, in Ofober, 1642.) highly 
deſerving the publick notice ; though fince he was unfortunately put 
away, heading Colonel Pexruddock's and Sir Foſeph Wag ſtaff's Party in 
the Weſt of England, about the 14th. of March, 1654. 

And now by reaſon that more People flock'd to the City, and that the 
Lords Juſtices and Council had frequent intelligence from ſeveral parts, 
of the inſolent proceedings of the Rebels againſt the Britiſh and Prote- 


ſtants inthe Borders of the Pale, as well as the adjacent Counties, they 


(the xi. of November ) prohibited the acceſs of unneceſſary Perſons, not 
any way reſtraining ſuch, as by their Quality, or Buſineſs, gave no 
"07m of Exceptions, as by the AC it ſelf is evident, which you will 
nd in the Appendix, | | 

However there were ſome ( venom'd with the vigilancy of the State 
who endeayour'd to caſt a blemiſh on this Proclamation, though after- 
wards it appear'd to be his Majeſties ſenſe in his Letters to the Lords Ju- 
ſticesin December following. Yet the 16th. of November the Parliament 
freely met according to the Adjournment, Mr. Darcy, Mr. Burk, and 
other aCtive Members of the Houſe of Commons having exceedingly im- 
portun'd the ſame; the deferring thereof being ( as they urg'd it ) an in- 
jury to the whole Nation, as hindring them from expreſſing their Loyal 
aftetions to his Majeſty, and ſhewing their deſires to quell this-dange- 
rous Rebellion ; withall engaging, that there ſhould be ('on their meet- 
ing) aclear Proteſtation againſt the Rebels elſe,for fear there ſhould have 
been ſome prejudice to the State, (by the concourſe of People at that time) 
the State was once reſolved (having power from his Majeſty fo ro do) 
by a Proclamation of the 27th. of Oftober, to have deferr'd the Parliament 
to the 24th. of February next enſuing, for ſeveral cauſes therein men- 
tion'd, but eſpecially, for that his Majeſty defir'd the Lord Lieutenant 

ſhould 
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ſhould be there. As by another Proclamation the ſame 27th. of Oftober, * 


the Lords Juſtices and Council had adjourn'd Michaelmaſs-Term, To avoid, 
in that exigency,. thoſe great and manifold perils and dangers, that might 
have enſu'd to the State by ſuch concourſe of People,out of all the parts of the 
Kingdom, anto the City of Dublin, as the holding of the Term would ne- 
cefſarily require, by reaſon of the late moſt diſloyal and deteſtable Conſpira- 
cy, plotted by a multitude of evil-affefed meer Iriſh Papiſts. But however, 
the Parliament met. And here it was viſible, that more were tainted 
with the Infe&ion, than appear'd in Rebellion. Lord! what artifice ? 
what:cunning ? what varniſh. was pit upon all the: Rebels a&tions and 
cruelties > Thoſe who ſeem'd to be moſt affe&ted with the Inſurre&ion, 
cover'd it with fucha vail, treated of it'ſo nicely, wigh ſuch tenderneſs, 
as if they themſelves (being all indeed of the Conſpiracy) had been to par- 
ticipate immediately ofthe Puniſhment,as well as they were clandeſtinely 
involved in the Plot; By always conteſting, that they might not be called 
Traitors and Rebels, being privy td what themſelves had formerly ( with 
theſe Rebels) contrived to be done. And fearing it might move the Rebels 
to recriminate,writes a moſt judicious Inſtrument of State*,Yhat the Ap- 
pellation of diſcontented Gentlemen was the worſt that could be wrung 
trom them ; till Qze, heartily deteſting the Fig-leaves thrown over this 
nakedneſs, told the Speaker, That though he had not arriv'd at that con- 
fiſtency of years, . as that his words might challenge there an audience ; Days 
ſhould ſpeak, and multitude of years ſhould teach wiſdom ; yet he could 
not but obſerve many paſſages m that Aſſembly, too+ like Catilines in the 
Senate; and therefore moved, that it might not be told in that Houſe, or 
publif d at Askelon, that ſo general a Revolt ( accompan?d with ſuch hor- 
rid and barbarous circumſtances ) ſhould be took notice of with a more fa- 
vourable expreſſion than Treaſon and Rebellion. Ze added further, That 
he did not know, but that that was the ' ſeaſon wherein they were caſt on their 
trial, whether Allegiance or Rebellion, Got 'or the Pope were to be own'd. 
And that as to any thing that might ſoften the Rebels, he conceiv'd they 
were harden'd with ſo much villany, that they eſteem 4 all things juſtifiable 
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that were attammable, Tram 5 animos a crimine ſurnunt. And there- © 


fore it was fit that that Houſe ſhould at as ſenſible of the Rebels cruelties, 
and truſt God to vindicate his and his Peoples Cauſe. Upon which, and 
other Arguments, (too ſhameful for them toipalliate) the Parliament dit-

Eradventure I could have wiſtd, that Toleration of Religion had not 
at this time come in queſtion ; but now it is brought on the Stage, 1 
am brought to the Stake. When Religion is ſo nearly conceri*d, Þ love 


not to take any Civil or Politick reſpetts into confideration : Reaſon of State 


hath almoſt eaten up all the Laws and Religion of Chriſtendom. | 
I have often heard it diſcours'd, whether we ſhould make Religion an Ar- 
gument of any of our undertakings abroad, wherein the wiſer ſort have been 
very nice and tender, believing, that the over-number of Papiſts would over- 
whelm us ; yet Thave been long of opinion, that our Attempts and Aſſiſtances 
have ſo often miſcarr?!'d, becauſe we have not boldly aud publickly avowed 
our Religion. It may be, God thinks we are too many, who can conquer as well 
with few as with many. Shall the Iriſh now make their Religion the cauſe of 
their Rebellion, and ſhall we be aſham'd or afraid to maintain our Religion, 
in reducing them to their Duty and Obedience > God will not honour them 
who do not honour him.- Let us remember that expoſtulation in the Chroni- 


cles, Why tranſgreſs ye the commandments of God, ſo that ye cannct 


proſper ? This is a great tranſgreſſion, to ſhrink from God in his truth. 

When we deny the Triſh a Toleration, we do not withdraw the eaſes and 
favours they have heretofore enjoy'd ; Greater, Tam ſure, than they would 
afford us, if we were in their power. Wherefore, Mr. Speaker, let us uphold

Lieutenant of Ireland, or in his abſence, by the Lord Deputy, or Lords Fu- 
tices there, according to the power of the Commiſſion ) ſhat return to their 
due obedience, the greateſt part whereof they conceive to have been ſeduced 
on falſe grounds, by the cunning and ſubtil prattices of ſome of the moſt ma- 
lignant Rebels, enemies to this State, and to the Reformed Religion ; and 
likewiſe to beſtow ſuch rewards as ſhall be thought fit, and publiſht by the 
faid Lord Lieutenant, Lord Deputy, or Lords Juſtices and Council there, 
«pon all thoſe who ſhall arreſt the Perſons, or bring in the heads of ſuch Trai- 
tors, as ſhall be perſonally nam'd in any Proclamation publiſht by the State 
there. And they do hendiaten and require all his Majeſty's loving SuL- 
jefts, both in this and in that Kingdom, to remember their duty and conſci- 
ence to God and his Religion, and the great and eminent danger which will 
_ this whole Kingdom in general, and themſelves in particular, if this 
abominable Treaſon be not timely ſuppreſt, and therefore with all readineſs, 
bounty, and chearfulneſs, to confer their aſhiſtance in their Perſons,or Eſtates, 
to this ſo important and neceſſary Service, for the common Good of all.

And that the Army might be led by an honourable and promiſing Per- 
ſon, the Lord Lieutenant ( being not permitted to come over ſpeedily 
himſelf) madethe Earl of Ormond Lieutenant-General of the Army, ap- 
proved of afterwards by the King, as one who ( by his Relation, Integri- 
ty and Quality ) was pitch'd on as the fitteft Perſon for that imployment, 
of whoſe affection to the Proteſtant Religion, and his Majeſty's Service, 
his Majeſty had great cauſe to be aſfured *. 

Soon atter his ſettlement in that Place, he had notice from Sir Z/ey. 
Tichborn, that the Rebels with x 300 Foot had fate down before Melli- 
font, the 24th. of November, intending to furprize it ; but the Lord 
Moor ( whoſe Houſe it was ) having placd 24 Mugketeers and 15 
Horſemen therein, defended it with much refolation, ( as long as their 
Powder laſted) and at laſt the Foot yielded on Quarter the fame day, ( ne- 
ver obſery'd by the Rebels) but the Horſe charged vigorouſly through 
the Enemy, and came fafe to 7redath. | | 

This Siege of Mellifont ſomewhat retarded the Rebels unanimous ap- 
proach to 7redath ; upon which the Lords Juftices forthwith defign'd 
600 Foot and a Troop of Horte, for the further ſtrengthning of that Gar- 
riſon. They marchi'd from Da«4/i» the 27th. of November, but under 
ſuch a Condu&t, ( being newly rais'd and unexperienc'd ) that moſt un- 
fortunately ( the Lord Gorman/ton's Groom giving intell;gence of their 
approach to the Rebels, not without his Lord's privity ) they were de- 
feated the 29th. of November, near Falians-Towns, at Gelling/ton-Bridge, 

not above ant hundred of the Ment ( beſides the Major that led them, and

6 __— two Foot-Captains,eſcaping to 7redath *. This unhappy Deteat put ſuch a 
roop of Horle, 
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diſheartning on the Saze, as it begat ſad Suſpicions ; who being ſur- _ 
rounded with Rebels, Sir Charles Coote the ſame day was commanded 
into Wickloe, with ſuch Forces as the State could then raiſe, to relieve 
the Caſtle of Wickloe, then beſieged by the Rebels, who ( ſome days be- 
fore) had ( with miſerable ſlaughter and cruelty ) ſurpriz'd his Maje- 
ſty's Forts of Cazris Fort, Arkloe Fort, C hicheſter Fort, and all the Hou- 
ſes of the Engliſh in that County, the Lord Eſmond's Houle, and the ad- 
Jacent Parts of Wexford, threatning to aſſault Dain, approaching with- 
in two miles thereof in actual Hoſtility. Upon which Service Sir Charles 
Coote vigorouſly advanced, and fought with the Rebels, under the Com- 
mand ot Lake 7 oole, conceiv'd to be a thouſand ſtrong, himſelf not being 
many hundreds ; yet defeated them ſo ſhametully, as the terrour thereof 
raisd a fear in the Rebels ever after of Sir Charles Coote, who thence- 
forwards ſo well attended his Commands, as to the Government of the 
City, and other Charges, his particular Vigilance prov'd a good Guard ; 
and that D«blin might be fortified, the 22. of November, 1641. the 
Lords Juſtices and Council by their Proclamation enjoyn'd the fame. 

Now the Szarze finding the Storm to increaſe, and that ( though they 
had ſome glimmerings ot comfort by the ſucceſs of their Forces in Wick- 
loe, under Sir Charles Coote ) the Rebellion grew general, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices and Council publiſh'd a Proclamation the 27th. of November, for a 
Weekly Faſt every Friday, to be devoutly and pioufly obſerved and ſolemnized, 
in aud through the whole City of Dublin, and the Suburbs thereof ; that be- 
ing humbled for their ſins, the affliction might be remov'd. 

The 28th. of November, the State had an Account of Sir Phelim O- 
Neal's and Sir Con. Mac-Gennis his approach to Liſnegarvey, with about 
4000 Men; who being tearful of the Garriſon's Field-Peeces, drew out 
two conſiderable Diviſions of Men, to fall on the Town on both ſides at 
once : The ſtrength of the Town exceeded not 400 Foot, beſides the Lord 
Conway's Troep, and part of Capt. Sz. Fohx's, who made up about 380. 
generally mounted on ſmall Nags ; yet fo well maintain'd they the Place, 
as having skirmiſh'd with the Rebels without the 'Town on one ſide, the 
reſt charg'd others in the Street, andina ſhort time droye them to the Bo- 
dy of their Army, tac'd by Sir Phil. O-Neal and Sir Coy. who play'd up- 
on them with their Field-Peeces, but were ſo pelted with Muskets, as 
they gave ground, the main Body of the Exg/i/þ ſtill ſecuring the Market- 
place. We took 6 Colours, killed many, without any conſiderable loſs 
on our ſide, more than that Capt. Boid and Capt. $7. John were killed, 
Mr. Rawden and Capt. Burly hurt, Sir Arth. 7Tirringham managing the 
whole with excellent Conduct. | 

By this time, his Majeſty ( then in Scoz/and) having ( as is before 
mention'd ) recommended the Affairs of re/and to his Parliament of 
England, immediately ( on the firſt intelligence of that Rebellion ) ſent 
over ſeveral Commilſions to Sir Robert Stewart, and other Perſons of Ho- 
nour and Truſt in the North ; and ( aſſiſted by the Duke of Richmond ) 
caus'd ſome proportions of Arms and Ammunition to be conveyed thi- 
ther out of Scoz/and ( with what Money he could ſpare ) a care and pro- 
vidence worthy ſo ſenſible a Prince, which though it were little, will be 
found to have done much ſervice, teſtified in his Majeſty's Anſwer to a 
Pamphlet, entituled, 4 Declaration of the Commons, touching no further 
Addreſſes*. At the ſame time he moy'd all the Parliament 1in Scotland, 


( as

( as being neareſt ) toa ſpeedy help; but they excus'd their Aids, becauſe 
{reland was dependent upon the Crown of England, intending rather, as 
it ſeem'd ( by the ſequel ) to afford their ſeryice upon Hire, than Com-

Yet notwithſtanding his Majefty,the Stare, and Parliament of England's 
appearing thus incens'd againſt the Rebellion, ( all fair means of excepti- 
ons being remov'd, and a defireof its ſuppreſſion endeavour'd ) the 1r:/þ 
finding as yet no confiderable relief ſent to the Exglifh, ( and being ex- 
ceedingly fluſh'd with the defeat of thoſe commanded to re-enforce the 
Garriſon of 7Tredath )) they vnanimouſly drew down their Northern For- 
ces to infeſt that Town. And that you may fee with what umion even 
the Lords of the Pale ( formerly faithful to the Crown ) conſpired in 
this Rebellion, though by their humble Apology ( fraught with many 
vain pretences ) they would evade the Conſpiracy, we mult here render 
you an Account of the Truth, given in upon Oath, March 1641. before 
Sir Robert Meredith, RE. Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the Examinati- 
on of Edward Dowdall Eſq; a Perſon of greateſteem amongſt them: 


He depoſeth, That ſome 3 or 4 days after the defeat of the Engliſh Soul- 
diers, at the Bridge of Gellingſtone, there iſſued aWarrant from the Lord 
of Gormanſton, ro the * Sheritf of :#e County, for a general Meeting of all 
the County at Dulick ; but the pjdce of Meeting was afterwards chang'd to 
the Hill of Crofty, where all the Lords and Gentry of the County met; v12, 
The Earl of Fingal, the Lord Viſcount Gormanſton, the Lord Slane, the 
Lord Lowth, the Lord Dunſany, the Lord Trimbleſtone, 'zhe Lord Net- 
tervile : And of the Gentry, Sir Patrick Barnewall, Sir Chriſtopher Bel- 
low, Patrick Barnwall of Kiltrew, Nicholas Darcy of Plattin, James 
Bath of Acharn, Garret Ailmer tbe Lawyer, Cuſack of Gormanſton, Wil- 
liam Malone of Leſmullin, Sedgrave of Kileglan, Linch of the Knog, Ly- 
namef Adams-Town, Lawrence Dowdall sf Athlumney, Nicholas Dow- 
dall of Browns-Town, this Examinate's Brother, and him this Examinate, 
with a multitude of others, to the number of a thouſand Perſons at leaſt, 
whoſe Names he this Examinate cannot for the preſent call to* mind, And 
after about two or three hours ſpent apon the ſaid Hill of Crofty, ( by the 
Lords and Gentry aforeſaid ) there came unto them Col. Mahone, Philip O- 
Relie, Hugh boy-Relie, Roger Moore, Hugh Birne, and Capt. Fox, at- 
tended on with a Guard of Masketeers : And this Examinate ſaith, That as 
ſoon as the. Parties drew near unto the ſaid Hill, the Lorgls and Gentry of 
the Pale rode towards them, and the Lord Gormanſton, being one of the 
frft, :ſpake unto them, and demanded of them, why, and for what reaſon, 


they came arw'd into the Pale; unto whom Roger Moore mare preſent An- 


ſwer, \That the ground of their coming thicher, and taking up Arms, was 
for the freedom and liberty of their Conſciences, the maintenance of his 
Majeſty's Prerogative, in which they underſtood he was abridg'd, and 
_ the making the Subjects of this Kingdom as free | 
Whereupon the ſaid Lord Gormaniton, defired Fo wnderffund from them 
truely and faithfully, whether theſe were not pretences, and not indeed the 
true grounds of thetr ſo doing ; and likewiſe, whether they had not ſome other 
private end of their own : Which being all denied, upon profeſſion of their 
fincerity to his Lordſhip, ( the Lord of Gormanſton *) them told them ; See- 
ing theſe be yourtrue ends, wewill likewiſe joyn with yow therein, unto 
which courle all agreed : 4nd therenpon it was publickly an "— -. 

| ared,

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clared, That whoſoever ſhall deny to joyn with them, or refuſe to afſiſt 
them therein, they would account him as an enemy, ang to the utmoſt of 
their power labour his deſtruftion. And this Examinate ſaith, That after 
the Axreement made as aforeſaid, there iſſued another Warrant to the She- 
riff of the County of Meath, to be at the Hill of Taragh, about a week after ; 
and accordingly there m et at the ſame place. the Earl of Fingal, the Lord 
Gormanſton, and the re ſt of the Lords and Gentry aforenam'd, together with 
Sir Thomas: Nugent, and Nicholas Plunket the Lawyer, Birford the 
Lawyer, and a multitude of others. And the work of that day was firſt, to 
make Anſwer to a Summons made by the State, for the calling of the Lords of 
the Pale to Dublin ; which Anſwer was brought ready: drawn by the Lord 
Gormanſton, and preſented by his Lordſhip; and being peruſed by the ſaid 
Council at Law, was ſigned by the Lords. Wl 

To which we will add ( paſſing by many other teſtimonies of their 
Conjunttions ) that which 1s confirm'd by a ygry credible Perſon, of 
Colonel Richard Plunket of Dunſaghly, in the Colinty of Dublin, within 
the Pale, ( onedeſtin'd for the taking of the Caſtle of Dain ) 'who af- 
firm'd openly, That he had a Contratt under the hatds of all the Lords of 
Ireland ( that were Catholicks) to ſtand firm in this Inſurrefion.; moſt of 
their actions confirming his words. And Philip O Relze's Wite, told 
Fames Talbot, a Perſon of eminent note amongſt them, 7hat if thoſe off 
the Pale would have let them aloze, and not ſet them on work, they were [6 
well at eaſe, as they would never have begun that troubleſome task. : 

Upon which ir is evident, (though Some * would inſinuate the contra- 
ry ) that both the old 7r:z/þ and old Engliſh ( what ends they would ſeve- 
rally pretend to have ) centred in-the deſtruftion of the Proteſtants ; and 
that the old Engliſh Papiſts were a little backwarder than the 7ri/h, was, 
in that they -had ſomething more to looſe than the other, and fo would 
put them firſt upon the work, wherein themſelves were equally.engag'd : 
Which the Lords Juſtices, and Councel perceiving, writ, the 34. of De- 
cemb.' tothe Earl of Fingal, the Lord Viſcount Gormanſtox, andthe reſt 
of the Lords of the Pale, 7o come to Dublin, and conſult for the ſafety of 
the Kingdom.

Oraſmuch as divers of the Inhabitants of Clantarte, Rhaheny, aud 
Þ Kitburrock have declared themſelves Rebels, and having robb'd and 

ſpoiPd ſome of his Majeſties good Subjefs,are now aſſembled thereabouts 
in Arms in great numbers, muſtering and training of their rebellious Mul- 
titudes to the terrour and danger of his Majeſties good Subjefts, as well .

the Robberies, Murthers, and other Outrages committed on the Brz#i/Þ

'The Clandonells, Birns, and 7 ooles Wil, Wickloe, to- 

wards the Sea, three or four miles on the South of -DuMlly, came alſo 

down, blocking up -( on all ſides 7) Paſſages thereunto ;.their Forces in 

Lemſter amounting to 20000 men. . So as the State being now put in 

eminent danger, few hopes ſurvived of her recovery. ''The Naas and X/- 

dare, as Trim and '\ Aſhboy in the County \of- Meath, being taken by 

the Rebels: Which ina Letter to the Lord Lieutenant, 'dated the- 14#h.

erhand, and furnith'd with the Wealth of the Brz#iþ and Proteſtants 
1n that Province, which was very great and conſiderable. 
And that Connaght might not be ſaid to be quiet, the Lord Preſident 
of thar Province (the Lord Ranzelaugh ) coming thither from Dab/ax; 
about the beginning of November, (after the Rebellion brake torth) found 
there many of the inferiour 7ri/h, and ſome of the Gentry in Rebellion, 
in the County of Roſcommon and $/jgo, with whoin he dealt mildly, pre- 
ſuming his former intimate Friendſhip , and ſome Alliance , might 
work on them : but nothing prevail'd, they were otherwiſe harden'd ; 
nor had he Force ſufficient ( which they well knew ) to compel them, 
their Swarms were ſo numerous, their Cruelties fo outragious ; ſo that 
at the laſt, they block'd him up in the Caftle of 4thlore by the help of 
the Confpirators of Weſ-Meath, notwithftanding the Commiltions of 
Government, the Lords Juſtices and Council ( that nothing ſtill might 
be wanting on the States fide, to evidence the confidence and truft they 
were willing to repoſe inthe Prime Natives ) entruſted the Earl of Clax- 
rickard, the Lord Mayo, the Lord of Coft:/oe, and others with; in which 
condition he remain'd, till the Earl of Ormond {Lieutenant General of his 
Majeſties Army | carried down two thoufand Foot, and ſome Troops of 
Horſe to his Relief, the Spring following. Notwithſtanding the Com- 
mtizon the Lord —_— had from thoſe, whom his Majeſty entruſted 
of the Parliament in Eng/avd,to raiſe five hundred Proteſtants neareſt ad- 
joyning, for the detence of the ſaid Province, and to name the Officers, 
his Son Arthur Foxes Eſq; being at the ſame time made Conftable of the 
Caſtle of Roſcommon, in the County of Roſcommon, and allowed thirty one 
.Proteſtant Warders to guard the Town and Caſtle: As Sir Robert King 
(atthe fametime) was appointed in the like Command for the Caſtle of 
Abbey-boyle : Yetthe Rebels ( inthe interim ) burnt the Town of Roſ- 
common, and the Biſhops Town of E/phin, befides many other m_— 
mex's Habitations; ſurprizing alſo ſeveral Caſtles of the Earl of Clay- 
rickards in the County of Ga//oway.

promiſing, or good Aſpect: And then others in the Counties of Du4- 
lin, Meath,. Lowth, who (by the aforefaid compact, ſhould-have fur- 
niſh'd themſelves with Arms from the State, under pretence of ſervice 
againit 2//er.) miſſing .of their Deſign in full, halted a time: and 
many declared not , themſelves at firſt, by reaſon the ſurpriſing of the 
Caſtle of Dab/in was prevented ; Nor did the noble and ſolemn Reſent- 
ment of the Parliament in Eng/and a little ſtartle others, though after 
that the Winter came cloſe upon them, and that the Eng/iſh werealmoſt 
every where harraſt ; And the ſuccours from Erg/and came not ſo foon 
as they were expected, the 7ri/h every where gathered that heat as in all

Some * will have it that the Gentlemen at Weſtminſter, inſtead of ſup- 
preſſing the Triſh ſpeedily by Arms, made an Ordinance wholly to extirpate 
them, whereby the Iriſh .extirpated moſt part of the Proteſtant Colonies, 
killing Man, Woman, apd Child, with moſt horrible Barbarouſneſs : Where- 
as it 1s apparent that the greateſt, and moſt horrid Maſlacres, were acted 
before the Parliament could poſſibly know there was a Rebellion, for 
after that the Plot was detected, the Rebels ſomewhat ſlackned their firſt 
Cruelties : though then they proclaim'd, 7hat if any Iriſh ſhould har- 
bour, or relieve, any Engliſh ſuffer d to eſcape, them with their lives, that 
it ſhould be penal, even. to death, to ſuch Iriſh ; Sor that though they 
put not thoſe Engliſh actually to the Sword, yet:by that Deſign, they 
cut them off more cruelly : It being a :certain truthi( not ſubject to 
' the evaſion of the Sophitter )) that 1n all the four Provinces, the horrid 
cruelties uſed towards the Briti/þ, either in their bloody Maſlacres, or 
mercileſs. diſpoiling, ſtripping, and extirpation of them, were generally 
acted in moſt parts of the Kingdom, before they could gather themſelves 
- together, to make any conſiderable reſiſtance againſt their fury, and be- 
fore the State had aſſembled their Forces, or were enabled by the power 
of .his Majeſties Arms, to make any inroads into the Countreys poſleſſed 
by the Rebels: A circumſtance, which totally deſtroyeth all thoſe vain 
pretences,. and fond recriminations, which they have ſince moſt falſly 
taken up to palliate, this their moſt, abominable Rebellion, or actings 
thereupon ; Beſides, in the firſt Order of the Lords Commons, in Par- 
liament of Exglazd, touching this Concern, for the better inducing of the 
Rebels to repent of their wicked Attempts, they did thereby commend it 
to the Lord Lieutenant of re/azd, or in his abſence to the Lord Deputy, 
or Lords. Juſtices there, according to.the power. of the Commiſſion 
granted them in that.behalf, 7o beſtow his Majeſties gracious Pardon to

It is indeed Enacted, in the Ads of ſubſcriptions for /reland, that 
every Perſon who ſhall make, enter into, or take any Compatt, Bond, Co- 


venant, Oath, promiſe, or agreement, to introduce,-or bring into the ſaid 


Realm of Ireland, the authority of the See of Rome, in any caſe whatſo+ 
ever, or t0 maintain, or defend the ſame, ſhall forfeit his Lands, and Goods, 
as in caſe of Rebellion : Before which there was no pretence ( ſome 
thought ) to make the War a matter of Religion, Whereas, I do not 
conceive, that that Clauſe is any more then what was in feveral Afts pro- 
vided, as Anno 28. H. 8. Capite 13. Anno2.Eliz, Cap. 1. aselſewhere : 

And by his Majeſties Letter to the Marquiſs of Ormond,the 1 5th. of Decem. 
- 1644. is there ſpecified, That many Adts in favour of the Iriſh ſhould 


ſtand. That had not the Rebels firſt intended. ( what afterwards they

Thus the Szare having (to their power )) ſupported his Majeſties Au- 
thority, and the Engliſh Intereſt, ſearching out whatſomever might 
fathom the bottom of this Conſpiracy, they being driven to great ne- 
ceſlities, trampled on by the Enemy, -not further able to ſupport their 
own miſeries. When the laſt of December 1641. arriv'd at Dubliz 
(from the Parliament of Exgland) Sir Simon Harcourt, with a Regi- 
ment of 1200- Foot, a Gentjetnan of Good Extraftion, long bred in the 
Low-Countreys ( the School of War) under Sir:Zoratio, the Lord Vere, 
that renown'd, and Excellent Perfon, one of the moſt noted, and eminent

The Fire thus kiridled, ſhortly after ſpread its fury in the Provinces of 


Munſter and gonnaght, (of which we have given you a touch ) where the 
EngJiſh were quickly diſpoil'd of all their Subſtance, and either driven 
naked out of their Habitations, or moſt barbarouſly murder'd. or ſtarv'd 
in them. But their main deſign at preſent was, to make themſelves Ma- 
ſters of the Provinceof Leim/ter, which was the chiefeſt and moſt flouriſh- 
ing part of the Kingdom ; and. having advane'd their work, they fo far 
prevail'd therein, as they had in a manner gain'd. it wholely, . except the 
Cities of Dublin and 7redath, againſt which they applrd- their 'whiole 
ſtrength : For D«#/iz, it being the. Seat of 'the State, ( by the great care

takings, and fo unproſperous in their executions, as notwithſtanding the 
weakneſs of thePlace, and the ſmall numbers of men that kept it, rhey 
lay before it ( after they had thus cloſely begirt the Town almoſt three 
months ) without doing any thing of moment, being reſoly'd ( either 
in regard of their want of great Guas to batter the 'Walls, Skill to un- 
dermine them, or courage to ſcale them ) to ſit ſtill; till Famine within 
had made them an entranee. | | | 

"The State being very ſenſible of what this poor Place fiiffered, con- 
ſulted in the firſt place, after the Landing of Sir Simon Zarcour@ which 
way was moſt likely to weaken the Rebels ſtrength, the main of which 
Tredath had long felt ; therefore they refolv'd now with their - new 
Forces to relieve that Town. - But beforewe come to the reſult of that 
Determination, it will not be unpleaſant to ſhew, againſt how many trou- 
bles that Place incredibly extricated it ſelf. And here we are obliged firſt 
totake notice what Forces Tredath had.

 TheLord Moor, upon the firſt diſcovery of the Plot, (having notice of 
his Siſter the Lady Bla»y's and -her Childrens imprifonment, with fur- 
prizal of her Caſtle, Ca/#/c Blazy, the/Town and Caſtle of Newry, Carrick 
Mac-rofs, Chartemont, Town and Caſtle. of Monaghan, 'Tonrages, Mount- 
joy, Chaughoter, Dunganon, and multitudes of Caſtles and Houſes of 
Strength, Towns and Villages in the North?) repair'd in the midſt of 
the night from Me{ifant to Tredath, and knocking ' up the Mayor and Al- 
dermen, invited them to'a ſpeedy defence; who-ar firſt *promiv'd him 
fair, but proceeded fowly, producing few Arms, who*( on a Muſter-day 
before) could appear with fome hundreds: | His' Lordſliip ('conceiving his 
preſence neceflary) drew his whole Family thither; and having regain'd 
ſome old Pieces of Ordnance, eaft-into.2a Dungeon, he fitted them (' and  . 
tour took. out of a Merchants Ship) for ſervice; and placing fotne at 

one 
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one Gate, ſome at another ; making up the North-Port, and ſtrength- 
ning the Walls, which he efteQted with ſingular diligence and ſpeed ; 
one "of the two: half-Companies in the Town proving/ afterwards falſe, 
the Citizens themſelves {_ Papiſts ) being no way real; which put his 
Lordſhip on a perpetual watch, there being little relief; ſo thart' he was 
with his Troop conſtantly ſcouring the ftreets, the Inhabitants being no 
ways afliſting : Yet ſo managed he his affairs, as he kept all paflages 
free for Sir Henry Tichborn's admittance, who, entring Governour there 
the 4th. of November with, his Forces, was coldly received by the Citi- 
zens, not admitted into any Quarters, till himſelt ("after many hours be- 
ing in the ſtreets" found one. Having firſt drawn out ſeveral Companies 
to Ay RO that night, never excuſing his-own vigilance or 
pains: 'Th&ext day after he enter'd. - He endeavour'd to make the 
Town as defenſible as might be, wherein he and his Officers order'd 
much to its ſecurity, though many things conſpired to make it (in fo 
ſhorta time) not artificially: tenable ; which yet they afterwards made 
good with their Bodies and Valour. Heexpell'd many of the Popiffr Inhag 
bitants, which held intelligence with the Rebels without,and got in all the 
Proviſions he could, ordering them with the greateſt parfimony imagin- 
; able. Heandthe Lord Moor ({ who accompami'd him in all ſervices ) al- 
ternately walk'd the Rqunds, performing all-Duties ſo induſtriouſly, as 
they diſappointed all the frequent little Plots which the Rebels had upon 
them; and ſo careful were they to encourage and provide for their Sol- 
diers, as they rais'd them up to a far greater confidence of their Abilities 
to defend the Place, { againſtſo numerous an Enemy )) than there was 
juſfreaſon for. That which diſcourag'd theSoldiers moſt,ewas, the con- 
ſtant Duty which they pertorm'd in their Night-Watches ; the circuit of

_ On St. Thomas Eve, the Rebels ( beingencourag'd from the Popiſh In- 
habitants within) about one of the Clock at night (after a Watch-word) 
approach'd theWalls with a terrible ſhour; which the Governour anſwer'd 
from the Mount with a Canon, continuing the ſame for ſome hours ; the 
Towns-men ( in the interim ) being upon pain of death commanded to 


keep within doors. Towards morning,theRebels fled, being purſued by our

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Bullets, ( from all Quarters ) fo that many dropt; rhe numbers of their 
ſlain is not certain: certainly many fell by that' attempt, of ours, not 
one ; notwithſtanding at St. Foha's Gate ( which'was moſt naked, and 
where Captain Morris * excellently well perftorn'd.his Command ) was 
the hotteſt work. "This deliverance' was no fooner over, but new Con- 
ſpiracies were hatch'd in the Town, a'clandeſtitie Oath being impos'd on 
ome to ſeize on the Soldiers Arms as they were aſleep, and kill others 
in thezr beds ; appily diſcovered by a Prieſt, tiot {> bloody as the reſt : 
Yet neceflities of all forts ( as well for Beaſts'asMen ) grew fo urgent, 
that within few days no Enemy - but thoſe need to do execution : In 
which extremity, God was particularly flown to, 'and even in the midſt 
of their Devotion, the t 17h.-of Fanuary, there came in from the Srae 
(vigdant in whatſomever might concern them) a Pinnace, aFrigat, a Gab- 
bard, with two Shalloops, and a Veffel loaden with Bisket, Powder, and 
Ammunition ; whereby the Garriſon was ſeaſonably reliey'd in the midſt 
of great extremities; which at the firſt appearance, the 'Towns-men 
(well-wiſhers to the Rebels ) would needs have perfwaded the Soldiers, 
that they had been Ships from Spams in favour of theRebels, and appear'd 
chearful. But the mercy proving otherwiſe, 'the- Soldiers grew hearty, 
which ( without an eſpecial providence) might have prov'd their ruine ; 
for, 'contrary to the Command'of' the Govethdur, and his vigilance, 
(which was never. more remarkable than then) the Soldiers carous'd it 
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too liberally, being (by the Friers themſelyes ) made to drink, inaſmuch 


as Sentinels ( from their Guards) were drawn in: So as' the-Rebels, Fay. 
12, ( by the help and treacherous intimation of their own within ) made 
a breach in the Wall about four in the morning, at which, many of their 


beſt Soldiers and Chief Commanders, to the number of 500, enterd 


unheard, till having march'd as far as the Key, they gave. a ſhout ;

for relief ) died daily, and now - the Town was narrowly ſearch'd for 
Proviſions, in which ſcrutiny the Friars ( againſt their vow of Poverty ) 
were found full of Trunks of Plate, Money, and other Treaſure, which 
they not owning ( being the Goods of the Rebels ). were equally diſtri- 
buted amongſt the Garriſon, but could: not ſupply the want- of food, 
which rais'd Mutinies ( ſpeedily allayed by the Vigilance of the Gover- 
nour. ) However many Engliſh as well as 1rifh, fled to the Rebels out 


of meer neceſſity. In as much as Sir Phelzm O-Neal writ into the North, 


andgave it out amongſt his Souldiers, that he was certain of the ſudden 
ſurrender of 7Tredath : fo as the Town being now driven to great ſtreights, 
the beſt expedient that could be thought of, was to Man out a Boat for 


' Dublin, that the State might be rightly inform'd of its Condition, in 


endeayouring which, the Aldermen and Mariners of the Town ſeem'd 
very backwards, till the, Governour threatned to make ſome of. the Al- 
dermen themſelves prove' Mariners in that ſervice ; whereupon at laſt 
men were found, and Commiſſioners ſent to the Lords Juſtices, to in- 
form them. of the miſery of the Town, in which ſervice Sir Fohn 
Borlaſe, Junior , and others were imployed , who having obtained 
ſome men, and two Peeces of Battery, return'd with a very fatisfactory 
ſupply.

Fe ſame day they weighed Anchor for D413», a part of the Garriſon 
made a fally on the Rebels, Northward, who encountred them ſharply, 
but were ſoon affronted by qufs ; many of the Enemy were ſlain, but of 
ours none, onely by the breaking of a little braſs Peece, a Gunner was 
hurt, which yet gave them fo rugged a Salute, that they. took leave of 
us, and we recovered ſome Proviſions: Sir. Zenry Tichborn that njghrt 
with ſome Musketiers, falling on their Court of, Guard, and killed 
ſome of their Sentinels ; Asthe 1 1th. of February, Lieutenant Greenuham, 
with a Party of Horſe and Foot, routed 60 of the Enemy, taking a 
Lieutenant, Enſign, and ſeveral other, Priſoners ; Sallying alſo forth the 
next day, with the like ſucceſs, getting in ſome Grain, and burning the 
Countrey. _ ig bo | BF 

By theſe Sa/ies though ſome were relieved, the Souldiers ( in general) 
fell into great extremity, Horſe-fleſh, Dogs, and Cats, being greedy food, 
yet. ( having but an intention to ſeek God) February the 14th. abooty 
of 80 Cows, and zoo Sheep being offer'd, they were: ( though with 
much hazard ). ſoon recovered of the Enemy : And from the worſt of 
Winds, a Northweſt, it inſtantly turn'd to the beſt, a S. E. and fo:con- 
tinued, till in the Deng, that Sabbath, ( having all that day crav'd the 
bleſſing from God) tidings came in that our Relief was come within 
the Bar: viz. two Pinnaces, 6 Gabbards, - 3 Frigots, with-one Shallop; 
with a plentiful Relief for three months, a large Fiſher-Boat of the Re- 
bels ,. loaden with Herging ( going to the Confederates.) being: alſo 
brought in, notwithſtanding| what Cables, Maſts of Ships,” and-other 
things they had chain'd over the River, to prevent their arrival ;; fo faith- 


— ful and fortunate was Captain Szutfie/d, whoſe happy Condutt, Zredath 


had now twice experienc'd in the height of miſery, a mercy _ to be

forgot no more then that, that Sunday morning about four of the Clock, 
Sir Phelim O-Neale ( marching. ſilently with all the ſtrength he could 
make ) made fo bold an Attempt, as to apply ſcaling Ladders to the Walls, 
eſpecially near St. Laurence Gate, where ( ſometimes) a Sentinel had 
been omitted, two of which they had preſently fixed, and on each one 
mounted, the Sentinel ( miſſing fire ). the Aſſailants preſumed higher, 
till the Sentinel knocked them down with the Butt of his Musket,and cried 
out to:the Guard, who inſtantly plyed the reſt with their fill of ſhot, ſo 
that they left thirteen of their Ladders, and many of their dead behind 
them : nor could all that the Rebels-Offtcers could ſay, encourage their 
Souldiers.to return. | - 
With the laſt Relief, there came a Proclamation, dated the 8th. of 
February, 1641. from the State, prizing Sir Phelim O-Neals head at 
1000/. O-Relie's, and others at 600/. and the reſt of the Principal at 4oo!. 
if they-were brought in before the 25th. of March next, which made 
the Souldiers ready to be abroad ; the Proclamation may be tound at 
large in the. Appendix. After that the Lords Juſtices, and Council had 


thus particularly named thoſe then in Rebellion, and fate a Price on their 


heads, few ( it any ) were ever brought -in, ſo intire were the Con- 
tederates ;. though in former Rebellions this Policy produced goodeftect : 
whereupon. the Commons in Parliament, Ordered all rotten Members fit 
to be cut off, and new to ſupply rheir Places, publickly affixing in their 
Orders, their Names whom they knew engaged in the Rebellion, which 
Sir Audley Mervin * brings in as juſt evidence of their Convittion, from 
undeniable Preſidents of Parliament , how many Nocent Perſons ſoever 
have. fince paſſed. in Triumphant- innocency, whilſt thoſe ſtand by, whoſe 
evidence ( if admitted ) would write the Letter of Condemnation on their 


foreheads. However the Catholick Lords of the Pale (could words 


make 'them innocent ) fram'd a Proteſtation againſtthe Proclamation of 


the cight of: February, but ſo falſe, ſcandalous, and infinuating, that 


no. anſwer ( further then every intelligent mans abhorrency thereof ) 
1s requiſite or expedient. 16 b4 = B'S 

_ Since the laſt Relief, the Rebels ( as to their Menaces')/ were ſome- 
what: milder; and relief and hope, having now animated the Souldiers, 
the 26 of February, the Governour iſſued-out with220 Foot, and 120 
Horſe to Beaubeck, ſecuring thereby ſome Corn and 'Hay for the ſer-. 
vice 'of, the Town, and then advanc'd to Smithsrown, where they met 
a Party of the Rebels, . fought chem, and: ſlew - 300. Serjeant Major 
Forteſcue took two Colours, Captain Bryan'a' Drum, and 'eightſcore 


Cows near Ge/ing/ton, where not long before they had defeated our mygn ; | 


Colonel Preſton was there hard'put to it :-'The Vidtory *( that it might 
tend to the raiſing of the Siege) was purſued by 600 Foot, and 120 Horle, 
under the Condu&t of my Lord Moore, with Carriages and two Field 
Pieces,. who aſlaied Stavime, which they found ſo unexpeRtedly Fortified, 
as having ohely. ſlain” ſome of their men, ( abundance of rain falling ) 
the great Guns did ſmall execution, - that thence the Party return'd that 
night, and called in'\upon Co/p, a- little Village, where they loaded them- 
ſelves with Corn, and return'd without any oppoſition. Thoſe of Sza- 
ime hearing of our Supplies, and reſolution to come on, quitted the 


Caſtle few. days after; which without further work fell into our hands ; 


ſcarce a day now-paſſed, without ſome attempt upon the Enemy.

a Lieutenant with x 3 Souldiers were ſlain, and a Captain of the O-Neals 
taken Priſoner : The Caſtle of Cop ( after much hazard ) was taken, 
and all therein (viz. 26 ) were ſlain, fave the Captain, who was taken 
Priſoner. | Let | | 

"The third of March ſome Forces marched out, under the Command 
of Colonel Waineman to Marlington ( three miles off 7redath ) with 
whom all Perſons were permitted to pillage, and return'd home with 
all forts of Grain, having burnt Drazcor's houſe, and ſome other places 
conſiderable : at which time the Rebels forſook many of their Houſes, 
and we began to be at pretty eaſe. ke | 

The. firſt of March, the Lord Mopre commanded out a Party of 400 


Foot, and 8o Horſe on the Northſide, amongſt his Traiterous Tenants, 


to 7alagh-hallon, where Sir Phelim O-Neal, with Colonel Mac-Bryan, 
had that night confederated together, eight Colours inſtantly appear'd, 
being intrench'd much to their advantage, but our men ( Lieutenant 
Colonel Byron commanding the Foot) drew up boldly, and gave ſuch 
ſure fire, as they ſoon betook themſelves to their laſt retuge -( their heels ) 
near 400. with 7. Captains, were ſlain, and one took Priſoner (.vzz. 
Rory-mac- Art-mac-Croſs-mac-Mahon, and one Colour ; 100 Muskets were 
taken, and Pikes covered the ground, others ſecuring themſelves by 
a bog near at hand, were ſo roughly admoniſhed by a Drake from us, 


. that they ſoon removed their ſtanding : . This hot skirmith was in ſight 


of our Walls, the Lord Moore in this encounter. behaving himſelf moſt 
eallantly, indeed no man braver ; for after he was known by the Rebels, 
they endeavoured to have ſeized on him ;' yet though hehad bur 7 in his 
Company { being then at. a diſtance from the main Body ) charged 
them home, killed many, ſcattered the reſt, and got off clear. 

_ After that. Zredath had relieved it felf, and his Majeſties Forces 
became full Maſters of the field, ſeveral ( as the Lord Nettervile, Lord 
Slane, and others) writ Letters to the State to- excuſe themſelves, as 
did thoſe with the Lord.Gorman/ten, about the 21ſt. of March, tothe 
Earl. of Caſtiehaven, under the name of the United Lords, that he 
woluld move the State for a Ceſſation of Arms, and to know u 
what. Conditions they might come in: and ſubmit ; which the Lords 
Fuſtices and Council Ss a demand full of Infolency, they .having 
( till then ) acted with the forwardeft of the Rebels, notwithſtanding 
whatever dehortations or. encouragements, the State gave them to the 
contrary, ſo that then the Szate had no power to mitigate their Crimes ; 

& to proſtitute his 
Majeſties Royal Grace, to men fo. ungrateful and unnatural : Beſides, 
the Szare in their Commiſſion and Inſtructions, found no expreſs Warrant 
to pardon ſuch pernicious Traitors, as (before they inclined to come 
in ) hoped to carry all beforethem, by ſurprizal'or open force. -

In the laſt Service of my Lord Moore's, Barnewell of. Rahasket ( one 
of dangerous'Parts ) was taken, with ſome Prieſts and Friers; Darcy of 
Platten 1n Meath, about two miles from 7Tredath, was ſoon after ſum- 
mon'd, who denied. the ſurrender of his Houſe to the Earl of Ormond; 
yet after hearing of two Peeces of Battery, ſurrendred it. However, at 
Atherdee, the Rebels killed all the Proteſtants, whilſt the Earl of Ormond; 
Lieutenant General, leaving Dab/:n the 7th. of March, ( proſecuting the 
Deſign formerly mention'd, upon the arrival of the Forces out of Eng- 
land, that they might not be idle in the City ) was not far from 7Tredath, 
with 3000 Foot, and 500. Horſe, burning the County of Meath, and ſe- 
veral of the Lords of the Pale's Houſes in their March, who came to 7re- 
dath the 11th. of March, exceedingly admiring that ſuch weak Walls 
ſhould be able to reſiſt ſo potent an Enemy. His Lord/bip, with the Go- 
vernour, the Lord Moore, Sir Thomas Lucas, Sir Simon Harcourt, Sir 
Robert Ferrall, andothers, ina Councel of War, determin'd to proſecute 
the Rebels : But the Earl of Ormond, with the reſt of his Forces, being 
ſummon'd to D«blin, on Buſinefs of great importance, ( beneath the ca- 
pacity of thoſe who would have had 1t otherwiſe )) the Work fell wholly 
on the Lord Moore and the Governour, who were by the Earl of Ormond 
recruited with four Companies of Foot, and two 'Troops of Horſe, and 
two Peeces of Battery ; and upon the 2 t. of March, with 1000 Foot,and 
200 Horſe, they march'd forward, finiſhing what they had leit unburnt 
at Slane, and other Villages in the way. And the 23. of March, they 
advanc'd with Fire and Smoak towards Atherdee; about a mile from 
Town, .the Enemy was deſcried to be drawn up into two Diviſions, re- 
ported to be 1100 or 1500. upon which.Sir Henry'Tichborn drew his 
Souldiers into Battalia, ſending up a forlorn Hope before to ſcour the 
Ditches, which they ſo effectually did,. as ſtumbling uponan Ambuſcado 
of the Enemy's Musketiers, theybeat thern out of their Holes, drawing 
ſonimbly upon them, as they killed about 400 of them in' a miles ſpace: 
At the foot of the Bridge our Foot found ſome reſiſtance, by Musketiers 
plac'd in a Tower.; upon which Sir Zexry Tichborn ( finding a paſſage 
over the River) galled them ſo on the other ſide, that they ſoon aban-

don'd it. Fhe paiſlaf thus open'd, the Horſe enter'd, and with a full ca- | 


reer chas'd them through the Town, where one Lieutenant Colonel,and 
five Captains of the Rebels, were ſlain, the Lord Moore doing much exe- 
cution.-with his own hands. Now the paſſage being clear, our Forces 
made an aſſault on Dundalk, fortified by the Rebels, with a double Wall, 
double Ditch, Marſh-ground on one fide, and Sea on the other, fo that 
our difficulty was great. Yet we approach'd the Town the 26th. of 
March, about Nine in the Morning, planted our Ordnance on a little 
Hill near the Gate, which 500 of them defended a whileagainſt a forlorn 
Hope of ours, till they purſued their Work ſo cloſe, as they made many 
of the Rebels fall, at which they retired ; which our Men perceiving, in- 
creas'd their fears by ſhouting, thatat length a Diviſion, under the Com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Waineman,of about 3o0,reſolutely approach'd 
the Gate with Pick-axes, and after a ſtrong encounter enter'd with the 
Horſe, who purſued the Enemy with a full Gallop, killing many ; but 
( upon the turning towards the next Gate, ſeeing 2 or 3 braſs Peeces

planted, and 500 of the Rebels ready to receive us ) wefairly retreated; 


whilſt a Caſtle, plac'd at the head of that Street, ('man'd with their beſt

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Men were ſlain, and Enſign « Forteſeue ( a ſprightly Gentleman) one Ser- 


jeant, and one that carried the Calours for another ; Lieutenant" Francs 
Meore was there alfo ſhot upon the ſhoulder-piece of his Armour,” without 
much hurt, ( a Gentleman that merits much for his ſervice through the

Governour and the Lord Moore were ſa enraged, that they fer the Houſes 
near the Caſtle ( the only Remora ) on fire, through which ( the Wind 


blowing the ſmoak on the Caſtle, and the Souldiers making bundles of + 


dried Bean-ſtalks, intermixt with Tow and Gunpowder, and carrying 
theſe on their heads ) they gat themſelves un-deſcried to the Caſtle- 
door, where they laid down their bundles, and giving fire by a train of 
Powder, blew up the Door, and ſome other Boards, thoſe within (be- 
ing almoſt choaked, and fully frighted ) leapt out at a Window, and a 
Serjeant of Captain Owen's, with 5 Men (upon condition that they mighr 
have the pillage of the Place) enter'd it, and ſpeedily ſhewed { by their 
naked ſwords on the top of the Caſtle) that they were Maſters of it. 
At which the Governazr and the Lord Meore were reviv'd, and immedi- 
ately quench'd the Fires, and man'd the'Caſtle with zo good Musketiers, 
who, playing thick into the Town, hindred the Rebels trom walking the 
Streets. Afterwards we drew up two Peeces of Ordnance againſt the in- 
ner Gate, and with x9 Wool-packs ( found in the Caſtle very opportune- 
ly ) a kind of Bulwark was made for the Musketiers, which the Rebels 
perceiving, left their Peeces there loaden. Whereupon the Gevernour - 
took a Diviſion of a Party of Horſe, and drew by the back of the Town, 
( towards the North-Gate ) killing 4o in his way, and enter'd at a by- 
Gate, found the Town deſerted. The Lord Moore, in the interim, alfo 
beating open the Gates, took poſſeſſion of the two braſs Peeces, and ano- 
ther in the Market-place, and ſo at Seven a Clock the ſame Night we 
were Maſters of all. About 100 of theirs were killed, and ſome 14 of 
ours, 120 Proteſtants were thereby. reliev'd, and much goad Pillage of 
all ſort taken therein : Qur Forces upon Muſter next Morning were found 
to be but 750 Foot, and 200 Horſe, theirs near 3000 within the Town, 
beſides in Artillery and braſs Peeces they much exceeded us. 

| Thus Tredatb, which not long ſince was ( in Qe opinion of moſt ) 
given up 2s an-irrecoverable prey to the Rebels,now ſurviv'd their ſcorns; 
and that meerly through Gad's Merey, on the courage and valour of the 
beſieged, bearing out againſt the utmoſt of Extremity and Treachery, 
faithfully ſet down by Dean Bernard, in his ſiege of Tredath, 1642. de- 
{crib'd with the Follics of ſeveral ſuperſtitions and venities, no ways pre- 
valent to the praQtiſer ; and had not the providence of the State ( at that 


'time.) been lar, no doubt but D«blimz would foon have been the tri- 


of their malice and cruelties. And now the County of Loweth 

( which lay on the other fide of the Boine) being cleard, Ardes and 
Dandalk allo being taken in, Sir Phelim O-Neal, who ( on all occaſions) 
made a moſt incanſiderable reſiſtance, ran. with the firſt, being reſerv'd 
for a further miſchicf; he got to the Newry, and thence paſſed down into 
the Counties of ———_ Ardmagh, where (in revenge of his lofles 
before Tredath exercis'd the uttermoſt of his Cruelties on Men, Wo- 
men, and Children, whom he had to that time ſuffer'd to live _—_ 
the /ri/þ, moſt barbarouſly killing the Lord Cawfie/d, when he leaſt foſ- 
it, and caus'd Mr, Blavy ( a Gentleman of good Quality ) to be 

anged for refuſing to hear Mafs. About the fame time, Mulmore O-Re- 


lie 
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lie being likewiſe driven fram the fiege of 7redath, retiring to Belturbet, 
( in the County of Cavan) there commanded the poor Britiſh, who 
thitherto ( 2. e. after the great ſlaughter ) had ſurviv'd t6 the number of 
60. to be forced off the Bridge into the Water, where they were ſwallow- 
ed up: As did Sir Phe/tmO-Neal, who mifling the taking in of the Ca- 
file of Augher, in the County of Ardmagh, in revenge gave directions to 
Mulmere-Mac-Douvel, ( a moſt cruel and mercilefs Rebel ) to kill all the 
Engliſh and Scetcb within the Pariſhes of Mulebrack, Loghtily, and X'i/- 
cluxeny, Geſtroying there not leſs than 1500 Proteſtants, fince the 23. of 
Oftober, 1641, Heexercis'd alſo his cruelty in the ſame manner, for his 
loſs before Liſnagarvy, Newry, and other Places, upon the poor Prote- 
ſtants, as if by offering ſo many innocent Souls to death, he itioyld have 
expiated the guilt of his Cowardlinefs and Treacheries. 

Thus the Exg/ifb Forces enduring no reſiſtance where they came.either 
polleſt themſelves of the Caſtles tenable, or demoliſhe the reſt, and ha- 
ving clear'd all paſſages 'twixt Dublin and Tredath, part of them retir'd 
to Dublin; whilſt Sir Phelim O-Neg! gave but cold entertainment to the 
Tuhabitants of the Pale, that had for their ſafety ( after their Confederacy 
with him ) retir'd into his Quarters; he and his Confederates renewing 
their ancient Animoſfities againſt them, ( the old Exg/iſh ) as thoſe who 
tormerly purſued the 7-iſb in the defence of tliemfelves,telling them, That 
the time-was not yet paſt memory, when they had done, as now, {tir'd 
up the meer ri/þ to rebel, making thoſe in the North declare themſelves; 
and when they found them not likely toproſper, deferted them, expoſing 
them to the fury of the Exg/;/b, and their Countrey to ruine and defolati- 
on ; but now they were even, their Couantrey being firft ruined, This 
harſh ſcornfulwuſage of the old Exgl;fb, by the Northern 1ri/h, after fo 
ſolemn a conjunM1on between them, and under ſuch a publick calamity 
fallen upon them, bred in them a great conſternation and trouble ; and 
it made ſo fad an impreſſion upon the Lord Viſcount Gorman/ton, ( who 
was the chief inſtrument to bring the Northern ri/h into the Pale, and 
there to wark out that ſolemn conjunttionbetween them ) as it broke his 
heart, and he ſoqn after died, Jamenting his Treachery and Infidelity, that 
be hed net been only the ruine of himſelf and his poſterity, but the great fire- 
brand of his Countrey, out of vain ambitious ends, or for the ſetting up of 
. fond ſuperſtitious Inventions entertaining fuch Defigns, as had already caus'd 
huge ſtreams of bload to be ſhed, and were uow likely to determine in nothing, 
but the extirpation of the old Englith Families, out of thoſe plentiful Parts 
of the Cenntrey, wherein they had moſt happily ſeated themfebves,and which 
tbey had moſt pleaſantly enjoy'd, ever fince the firſt Conqueſt of Ireland, 
Others had the ſame Apprehenſions ;. but being now involyd with the 
Zifter Farces, and having withſtood the date of his Majeſty's Favour, 
the next courſe. was to colgur their Proceedings by pretence of Grievan- 
ces, thatby Forgeries and Cakamnies, which they never ſpare to vent 
and publiſh, when they would withdraw the Subje&s from their obedi- 
ence, they might the more colourably palliate their foul Contempts,con- 
founding Times, that the riſe of their lnfurreQiog might ſeem to have 
ſome ground and encouragement thenee : And'to that end, they of the 
Pale made an Apology to his Majeſty, fraught with ſo-many vain, imperti- 
nent, and malicious Stories, as (in the judgement of the knowing and 
moderate Statefman ) ferve anly to increaſe their guilt ; the main of 
whatſoever is there alledged, being fully anſwer'd, in the Reply to the 
Remonſtrance given in at 'Trym,the 17th.of March, 1642. About

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I 642. About this time the King ( conſidering how ſlowly the Supplies for 
WY Frelandwent on) offer'd (by a Meſlage the 8h. of April, 1642. ) in-Per- 
The King of- ſon to go thither, ( asbetore he had done the 14th. and 24th. of Febru- 
fersto 80 for ary, as allo the 9th. of March, 1641, ) intending to raiſe his Guatd of 
pd 2000 Foot, and 200 Horſe, out of the Counties near Cheſter, and to en- 
gagehis Crown-Lands for the relief of his miſerable Subjedts there : Well 
.knowing, ( as in one of his Declarations to the Parliament he expreſſes 
That as he was ( in his Intereſt )) more concern'd than any of his Subjects, ſo 
he was to make a ſtrifter account to Almighty God for any neglett of his duty, 
or his Peoples preſervation. But the Parliament Voted, That for his Ma- 
jeſty to-go thither in Perſon, Ze would be ſubjedt to the caſualty of War, 
od the ſecret Prattiſes and Conſpiracies of the Rebels; it would be an in- 
yon hm to the Rebels; it would impair the means to ſubdue the Re- 
bels, and increaſe the Charge ; and withall djſhearten the Adventurers to 
ſubſcribe and pay in their Money : It would alſo interrupt the _F- 
of the Parliament, increaſe the jealoufies and fears of the People, and be- 
reave the Parliament of that advantage, whereby they were induc'd to un- 
| dertake theWar, upon promiſe that it ſhould be manag'd by their advice ; 
| | fo as the Fourney would be againſt the Law. And that Io Fnag ſhould af- 
fiſt him in it, ſhould be an Enemy to the Common-wealth ; and that the She- 
riffs of Counties ſhould raiſe Power to ſuppreſs any Levies he ſhould make to 
that purpoſe : Being loath (faith his Majeſty in his Solitudes) to ſhoot at any 
mark here leſs than himſelf; or that any ſhould have the glory of his de- 
ſtrution but themſelves. Whillt =t'the ſame time, his Majeſties Subjeas 
of Scotland, in an Act of Council at -Edinburghthe 22d. of April follow- 
ing, upon this occaſion takes notice, That there could be no greater de- 
monſtration of Care and Princely Courage, than this his Mafeſties intention 
t0 go in Perſon into Ireland againſt the Rebels. Upon the ſignification of 
which Royal Intent to the State there, the Lords Juſtices and Council, in 
a Letter to his Majefty the 23d.of April,1642.taking notice of his Princely 
Purpoſe, to take juſt vengeance on the perfidjous Rebels, humbly beſought 
him 70 come ſo provided, as to appear in that Kingdom ſuitable to the Greats 
neſs and Wiſdom of ſo mighty a King. Which Letter, how finely ſoever 
it was covered, went not _ ſome mens opinion) without a diſcourage- 
ment ; foraſmych as that though ſome (at Court ) might conceive (1 y 
his Majefties coming over) a Peace might be made with the 7ri/þ when 
his Majeſty pleas'd ; yet by taking in1o baſe, perfidious, and barbarous 
a People, who in ſo. execrable a manner had cut off ſuch multitudes of 
the Engliſh, the event ( as was privately fignifi'd by ſome) could not re- 
dound to his Majeſties Honour. Beſides, the Soldiers were then grown ſo 
implacable'to the 7ri/h, as they would ſcarce endure any ordinary Papiſt, 
much leſs ſufter a Rebel to be-admitted amongſt them. After all, his Ma- 
jeſties reſolutions for re/and were prevented, not without ſeveral con- 
ſtruftions, as each Party apprehended the Scexe : Though his Majeſty 
expreſs'd, that he would never refuſe or be unwilling to venture his Per- 
ſon for the good and fafety of his People, yet he was not ſo weary of his 
life as to hazard it impertinently, and therefore at preſent ſhould' deſiſt. 
However as yet, the Proteſtant Army in 7relandbeing competently ſup- 
plied, the Rebels were frequently chaſtized. | 
To fay truth, after the raiſing of the Siege of 7redath, and the conſe- 
quences thereupon, his Majeſties Forces ſo enlarged their Quarters, as 
no conſiderable Enemy (fave ſome Caſtles) lay nearer Dublin than twen- 
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ty miles on any ſide, that riow the Lords Juſtices thought it high time 
to provide for the ſatety of fuch. places as lay more remote in the Coun- 
trey, the Engliſh having in mariy Places (upon the firſt riſing of the 7ri/þ) 
polleſs'd themſelves of ſome Forces, Strong Holds, Towns and Caſtles, 
which "though very ill provided, ) they did tor many months ( yea, ſome 
for years, after the firſt breaking out of the Rebellion ) defend, notwith- 
ſtanding long Sieges, multitudes'of Rebels encompaſſing them, and all 
meansby Treachery, Force or Famine, experienc'd to draw them into 
their poſſeſſion. | 

' It will heretake up too large a ſpace inthis Story (where many con- 
ſiderable things may fall befidesthe Pen ) to recite the gallant ations 
perform'd by feveral private Perfons in ſome inconſiderable ( inreſpe&t 
of Strength) Places ; many Women ſhewing more courage, conſtancy, 
and reſolution in thedefence of what they were neceſſitated to, than < 
Men without did in their undertakings againſt them. Great were the 
Straits many of them were put unto, enduring all manner of extremities, 
ſubjecting themſelves to all kind of dangers, nar daunted with the mul- 
titudes of Rebels that lay about them, they in many places iſſued out, and 
lived onely on the Spoils they took from them, fighting continually for 
their daily bread, which they never wanted as long as their Enemies had 
it. The Rebels were ſo undextrous in the management of their Sieges, 
as they took very few Places by force ; inall their Attempts, whether by 
by they mafter'd any Fort of the Eng/iſh, was Treachery ;/ Offers of ſafe 
Condutt, and other Conditions of Honour and Advantage, which might 
induce the Beſieged ( ſometimes reduc'd to the utmoſt extremities ) to 
ſurrender their Places into their hand ; which ( though ſolemnly ſworn 
and fign'd\ they yet ſeldom or never kept, but left ſeveral Places as Mo- 
numents oftheir Treachery and Infidelity, uſing thoſe ( who ſurrender'd 
them) as they did the poor Proteſtants in the TownandCaſtle of Longford, 
whom [ they having beſieged, and drawn to yield yp into their hands upon 
condition of | 

iſſued out ) fell upon with their Skenes, their Prieſt (as a fignal for the 
reſt to fall on) firſt ripping _ the belly of the Minifter amongſt the 
Engliſh ; then his followers ſoon kilfd and hang'd the reſt. After this 
manner uſed they the x 50 Proteſtants, who yielded up ( upon fair Quar- 
ter) the Caſtle of 7uZagh, and the Church of Newtown, in the County of 
Fermanagh.

Condon, who promiſed Quarter a fafe Convoy to Caſtelions, con- 
trary to which, they were all of them either hang'd, kilfd, wounded, or 
kept Priſoners by "And and his Company.

Enemy) had yielded the Place, on Conditions to be brought in ſafe Con- 
du@ to Abbeyboil, were murther'd, hang'd, or burrd alive: At which ter- 
rible ſight, Mrs, Olyfan? ( a Miniſters Wite ) being great with Child, fell 
in Labour, but was {till beat forward, tillat laſt the Child ſlipt from her, 
and, what was horrible, ſhe was forced to draw that poor Infant ( and 
the Concomitants of ſuch an accident) after her, till ſhe died, with ſport - 
to them. The Story would be too long, ſhould we mention thoſe 140 
taken forth tobe ſent for England; and drown'd at Portadown : or thoſe 
numbers drawn to Florence Fitz-Patricks houſe, and there ſlain : Orthoſe 
60 and odd perſons gathered together, on pretence of ſending . them to 
Clanhughboyes, drown'd by them : Or their perfidious breach of Quarter, 
as that of Captain Saxders, which we rather remit to future Story, not 
touching what they do in open War, but. their putting the blood of War 
intheir Girdles in the time of Peace. Though we muſt fay, that when the 
Inſtructions for the Proteſtant Agents of re/and came afterwards to be 
conſider'd, great artifice there was, that the cruelties committed againſt 
the Proteſtants, after Quarter given, Promiſes and Oaths for ſecurity or 
ſafe Convoy, ſhould be {truck out..

The State conſidering theſe fad truths, and that none but a conſidera- 
ble Army was to appear abroad, they provided 4000 Foot, and i'1500 
Horſe, to be ſent out under the Command of the Earl of Ormond, Lieute- 

nant General of the Army. , Le ge 7.01 | 
While Preparations were making for this Expedition, Sir Simon HZar- 
court (who loved always to be ina&tion) the 267h. of :Harch,1642. took a 
ſmall Party of men, and went out towards the County of Wickloe, where 
he found the Rebels had poſleſſed themſelves of a Cafttle;. called' 'Carrick- 
main, within four miles of D«blin ; and-ſeeing him: draw near'to it with 
thoſe ſmall Forces, and findibg him to have no Artillery, foas their Walls 
were of ſufficient ſtrength to bear themout againſt any attempts he could 
make, they began to brave him from within, and to uſe reproachful ſigns 
from the top of the Caſtle, thereby to expreſs their contempt and ſcorn 
of him. Thishis ſpirit was»,not well able tohrook ; 'and conſidering the 
Caſtle was not invincible, and that it would be very great advantage to 
the. City of Du#/iz to remove ſo iJl a Neighbour ; and that with two 
Pieces of Battery he could take it ( in ſometew hours > he ſent preſently . 
away to the Lords Fuſtices:to-acquaint-them' with his Deſign, and to de- 
ſire them to ſend unto, him the two Great Guns: forthe! effecting of it. 
They very, well approv'd his Deſign, and. gave preſent-order for the car- 
rying them out, together with all neceflaries and proviſions fitting for the 
ſervice. In the mean time, he tqok ſpecialicarefor thi ſurrounding of the 
Caſtle, and diſpoſing ofhis.Men ſo, as they:'might prevent the Rebels if- 
ſuing out : In: which Service, Serjeant Major Berry (with 200 Fire-locks, 
viewing the Caſtle ). was ſhot in his  fide,} though he. died 'not tilleight 
days after ofa Feaver. All things being put in order,whilſt they attended 
the coming of the Great Peeces, (now on their way) Sir Simon Harcourt, 
| | : MX | with 
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with ſome of the Commanders, laid themſelves down under the ſide of 1642. 
a little thatch'd houſe, ſtanding near the Caſtle, ( which they took as a ww 
ſhelter. to keep off the Enemies bullets) from whence he ſuddainly roſe 
up -to call to the Souldiers, to ſtand carefully to their Arms, and to their 
Duties, in their ſeveral Stations ; Which one of the Rebels ( from within ) 
perceiving, diſcharged his Piece at him, and ſhot him into his right 
breaſt, under the neck bone ; and being ſo wounded, he was carried off; 
expreſſing his ſubmiſſion to the good hand of God, and much joy'd to 
pour out his {aſt blood in that Cauſe; The pain of his Wound was fo 
great, as they could not bring himto D##1:z, but carried him to Mirian, 
a houſe of the Lord Fi/tz-Wiiams where the next day hedied, to the 
great grief of the Eng/zh, and the prejudice of the Service. His 
Lieutenant Colonel Gihb/on took the Command of that Party, and the Lieutenane 
great Guns being come, within' the ſpace of very few hours, made a Cone! 614jor 
breach ſufficient tor the Souldiers to enter, who, being mightily enra- Deſign, cn 
ged with the loſs of their moſt beloved Colonel, entred with great fury took Carrick- 
putting all to the Sword, ſparing neither Man, Woman, or Child. The ""* 
firſt Officer that led them on in the breach, was Robert Hammond, 
Brother to Doctor ZZammond, that famous and excellent Divine ) En- 
1gn to Sir S7mon Harcourt, who carried himſelf very gallantly in this 
Service, and from. thence return'd into England, where (in the enſuing 
War, by the ſeveral exploits he perform'd in the Redu@tion of the Welt 
of England, under the Command of the Parliament ) he attain'd unto 
a very great Reputation, and one of the chief Commanders in 
their Army ; And at the King's coming to the Iſle of W:ght, was Gover- 
nour of Carisbrook Caſtle, and of the Iſle, and ( upon his notice to the 
Parliament that the King was arriv'd there )* had Command to attend 
his Majeſty with Reſpe& and Honour, with a promiſe that nothing 
ſhould be wanting to defray the ' Kings expences, in which ſervice ( a 
tickliſh task at that time) I do not find that he forfeited his truſt, or 
otherwiſe demean'd himſelf, then was well accepted. 

At the time that Sir $7mor Harcourt went forth, the Lords Juſtices 
and Council, finding what ill Inftraments the Prieſts continued to be, 
in kindling and fomenting the Rebellion, cauſed as many of them as were 
in Town to be ſeized. on, who being put into French bottoms, were, 
ſhipt into France.

y this time the iritended preparations to march forth, under the 
Lieutenarit General (the Earl- of Ormond.) were ready ; The Deſign 
was to relieve 'ſeveral Places of ſtrength, ſome beſieged, others much 
diſtreſſed' by their wants and neceflities, but which way the Army was The Marquis 
to march, or what Place they were firſt to go to, was kept as a ſecret ; of Ormond: 
However the Army; Saturday the ſecond of April,. 1642. marched from 
Dublin towards the Naas, with 8000 Foot, and 500 Horſe, arriving 
at Athy, the 5th. being - 27 miles from Dablin; from whence they ſent 
out ſeveral Parties to relieve Carlow,” Marryburrough, Balinokil,, the Barr, 
Caterlagh , Clogh-grevan , Ballylivan, ' and: ſeveral other Caſtles and 
Towns then in diſtreſs which'they did without much oppoſition, re- 
kaſing many Women, Children, and other unprofitable People, much 
incommoding thoſe Places ; Sir Patrick Weams, Captain of the Lieute- 
nant Generals Troop, Captain” Armſtrong, - Captain Tarxer, Captain 
Harman, Captain Schout, Colonel Crafford, -Sir Richard Greenvile, 

Sir Thomas Lucas, and Sir Charles Coote, in; their- ſeveral Commands, 
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1642. doing excellent ſervice in their Relief of theſe Caſtles, and ſtrong Holds; 
ny The laſt paſſing withno little danger through Mountrath Woods ( whence 
Sir Charles Coote's Heir had his title worthy his, and his Fathers merits ) 
to Marryburrough, a Place of great: conſequence, ſeated amongſt. ill 
Neighbours. | ; | 
Whilſt theſe things were acting, the Rebels having gathered their 
Forces from Wickloe, Wexford, Caterlagh, Kildare, Queen's County, 
Kilkenny, Tipperary, and Weſt-Meath, on Eaſter Sunday, the 1oth.. of 
April, they diſplayed 40 Colours, within two miles of Azhy, near the 
. Barrow, ( of which Colonel Crafford gave ſpeedy intelligence )) under 
the Command of the Lord. Viſcount Mountgarret, the Lieutenant Ge- 
neral's great Unkle, making of the old Egiiſh and 1riſhnear 10000 men, 
Horſe and Foot ;- which the Lieutenant General perceivipg, on the other 
ſide of the River of the Barrow,to have ſent out ſome Horſe near 7anukards- 
town, over againſt Gravgeme//ain ; His Lordſhip return'd to Athy, givin 
out he would fight them the next day ; but their numbers vaſtly exceed- 
ing his, and he, having done the ſervice he went out for, thought it as 
honourable to retire to D«41i», in the face of them, with Sir Foh» Bowen, 
Fitz-Girrald of Timoga, Richard Grace of Marryburrough, and Captain 
Crosby, Priſoners. But when they came to Black-hale-heath, between 
The Battle of X;/ruſh and Rathmore, about 20 miles from D##1iz, the Army of the 
_ Rebels drew up in a place of advantage, to hinder the paſſage of the 
Engliſh Army, having two great Ditches on each Wing, fo high that we 
could ſee no more- then the heads of their Pikes, and with ſuch a hill 
before, ( betwixt them and us) that we could ſcarce ſee their Colours, 
the wind alſo on their backs, and a great Bog a mile behind them. 
However the Lieutenant General called a Councel under a thorn-hedge, 
( being loath to venture ſo gallant an Army on ſuch diſadvantages) but 
the Engliſh Commanders were all of opinion, they ſhould be fought 
with, numbers making no difference, where the Cauſe was ſo good: in 
as much as Sir Charles Coote told them in few words, that hediſcern'd 
fear in the Rebels faces, as well as Guilt in their Perſons, and that he 
thought they would hardly ſtay, till his Lordſhip had put his men in or- 
der for the battle, and therefore deſired they might have preſently Com- 
mand to. fall on, which indeed he was ever ready to obey: before the 
*Word was given, neither the matter nor thetime now admitting of de- 
bate. Whereupon, Friday the 15th. of April, about 7 in the morning, 
the Engliſh Army marching, as if they would force their way to Dublzy, 
leaving in and about Athy, Captain Eraſmus Burrows, Captain Grimes, 
Captain 7 homas Welden, and the. two Captain Piggots, with their Com- 
panies, zoo whereof was part of our Army, which made ever now and 
then ( as the Enemy halted ) an halt, and reſolving to fight theEnemy, 
drew up in that ſort as did beſt agree with the Ground ; Sir Char/es Coote 
( who commanded in chief under his Lordſhip ) had the ordering of 
the Foot ; Sir Thomas Lucas of the right Wing of Horſe, and Sir Richard 
Greenvile of the left ; The Lieutenant-General having many Gentlemen 
with him, ( who voluntarily followed him in that expedition ) put them 
all in a Troop, under-the -Command of Major @g/e, a Reformade, (a 
worthy Perſon) and himſelf in the.midſt of the firſt rank of them, and 
ſo attended the Encounter; the Ordnance-firſt began to play, but without 
much. effe&t ; The Rebels Ariny led. by Moantgarret, Purcel. Baron of 
Loghmo , Hugh-mac Phelim Birn, -Lieatenant of the Leimfter —_ | 
L ri onel 
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Colonel Toole, Sir Morgan Cavenagh, Colonel Morris Cavenagh, Arthur 16 42. 
Caaranugh, Colonel Bagzal, the Lord Duntoyne, Colonel Roger Moore, QEWSS 
was drawn up ( as I have faid) in a place of great advaritage , upon 
the top of a hill, where there were but too narrow paſſages to come at 
them ; yet our forlorn Hope. ( conimanded by Captain Rochford ) con- 
ſiſting of «50 Musketiers, making up the hill fiercely, diſcharged upon 
the Rebels, and was ſeconded by Captain Sandford, with his Fire-locks, 
Sir Charles Coote leading tip the reſt of the Foot with great celerity ; 
Colonel Craford in the Van, and Serjeant Major Pigot, excellently well 
diſcharging their Commands. But before theſe could come near them, 
our Horſe both under Sir Thomas Lucas, and Sir Richard Greenvile, ( one 
charging at one of the paſſages, the other at the othier ) fell in upon 
them, who would not itand the firſt ſhock, but fled preſently, taking 
their flight to a great. Bog not far fromthem, ( a Sanctuary which the 
Triſh in all their fights, chuſe commonly to provide for themſelves, and 
ſeldom fail to make uſe of it ) and fo the Engliſh gain'd this Vitory 
without any conſiderable loſs, or much hazard ; whultt a body of 2000 
Rebels, led by the Lord Viſcount Mountgarret, and. General Zugh Birn, 
wheeling; about, thought to poſſeſs themſelves of our Ordnance, Carriage, 
and Ammunition, which my Lord of Ormond perceiving, drew out one 
of his Diviſions to attend that great Body, and with them-and ſome 
Voluatier Horſe, to the number of 3o. which were then with his Lord- 
ſhip, ( thereſt following the execution ) he faced that Body, and within 
a ſhort time put them to rout : there were not above 600. ſome write 3oo, 
of the 7ri/h ſlain, amongſt which, there was the Lord of Dxn- 
boyn's Brothers, the Lord of {kernis Sons, and Colonel Cavenagh's 
Heads, brought by the Souldiers to the Lieutenant General. The Ene- 
my loſt twenty Colours, many Drums, all their Powder and Ammuni-" 
tion, the Lord Mountgarrets Wain, drawn by 8 Oxen, where all his Pro- 
viſion was, his Sumpture, and the Lord of 7kernis Sumpture. Colonel 
Monk, who ( by the quick flight of the 7ri/þ) was prevented from doing 
that ſervice in the field he intended, followed with a Party of his Regi- 
ment, to the Bog which the Rebels had taken, which looked even black, 
( for their Apparel was generally black ) being all cover'd over with 
them, and there began to tall upon them, as reſolving upon a fevere 
execution ; But he was commanded to retire, having got Honour enough 
that day, and fo the Army marchedoff the field confuſedly, whereas that 
Vittory ( how juſt ſoever is ill gloried in, which is the loſs of Sub- 
jets. The Vanof our Army lay that night at old Conxel, the reſt on 
the Corrough of Kildare, all in open field; arriving at D«6/in the 177th. , 
of April, where they were recerv'd by the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
with all imaginable demonſtrations of Joy and Honour ; The Lieute- 
nant-General's behaviour being preſented to the King and Parliament, 
with the greateſt advantage to his Perſon, as the buſineſs would afford : 
in as much as the Parliament voted 500 I. to be beſtowed in a Jewel, and 
to be ſent him, as an honourable mark of the high eſteem they had of 
him, for that days ſervice, which was accordingly done, and brought to 
his Lordſhip, with a Letter of thanks from them, though 1 do not hear 
that he did ever: place the Jewel or Letter- in his 4rchive ; Notwith- 
ſtanding we find his Majeſty takes notice, that he was the Perſon very 
well approv'd of by the two, Houſes - of Parliament, ſo as the War of 
Ireland was ſtill. managed by-his Care, and the future Concerns thereof 
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intruſted to his vigilance, as the condition of. his Majeſties Aﬀairs there, 
ſhould be thought important : though it was not long before the Parlia- 
ment entertain'd ſore jealoukies, to the prejudice of his ſervice againſt the 
Rebels, which ( in reference to what was committed to his charge.) 
never alter'd his Principles or Integrity. | IE 
In Connaght generally, the Engliſh Garrifons excellently well beſtirr'd 
themſelves, to thereliet of their own, and neighbours ſtreights; wherein 
Sir Charles Coot Junior, mov'd with much vigour and Integrity, often in- 
feſting the Rebels from Caftle-Coot ; he had frequent intelligence from the 
Marquiſs of Claxrickard's own hand ( not daring to truſt another, leſt 
he might be betrayed ) who being Governour of the County of Ga/oway, 
had Loghreogh and Portumna, his proper Inheritance to reſide in, to 
which the Eng reſorted with much ſecurity, and were indeed by him 
reliev'd with great Hoſpitality, to an incredible charge of his own Purſe, 
hanging many (though of his own kindred ) whom-he found imbrued 
in Blood, greatly reſenting the Barbariſm and Inhumanity of the 7rifþ ; 
In as much as Hubert Boy Bourk, and Sir lick Bourk, his near Relations, | 
preying on the Engliſb, he often fruſtrated by — their Deſigns, 
and furniſhing Sir Charles Coot from time to time, with ſupplies of Arms 
and Ammunition, to oppoſe them, and —_—_— their Country : So 
that at laſt by the advice of Colonel Walſh and others, they ereQed a 
ſtanding Camp near the Xreggs, to roleſt and pen up our Garriſon of 
Caſtle-Coot, which being almoſt compleated, the Garriſon iſſued. out 
upon them, who receiv'd us with a good volly of Shot, which ours 
anſwer'd not, ( according to command ) till -we came cloſe to them ; 
which being done with great reſolution, their hearts fail'd them, and 
they betook themſelves to the next Bog, which being at ſome diſtance, 
gave our Horſe and Foot a fair opportunity to hew them down, before 
they could reach it ; in which ſervice Major Walſh behav'd himſelf well, 
with Courage and Rhetorick, endeavouring to make the Rebels ſtand, 
but in vain, he at length being forc'd to take the Bogfor his ownrefuge, 
leaving in the Camp, Bread, Arms, Powder, Corn, Meal, 6c. ingreat 
quantity, which being more then we could carry away, we were forced 
to burn. In the Spring following, Sir Charles Coot being inform'd of 'a 
good Prey of Cattle in the Barony of Athlone, towards Balniaſlo, in the 
O Mores Country, he ( with his Forces ) adventur'd thither, got ſome 
Cattle, great quantity of Cloth, and other neceſfaries, killing man 
f their Souldiers in their beds ; though in his return he was fought with. 
y. the Rebels, ſculking in in-acceſſible Places, from whence he at laſt 
got free, with no ſmall hazard to his Perſon, and loſs to the Enemy ; 
'Major Sumner in this ( as in the whole Siege of Caſtle-Coot, and other 
places in Connaght ) doing excellent ſervice, as Councellor, Engineer, 


and Souldier, worthily keeping his promiſe with one Xe/y, a Gentleman 


of good Quality, and a kin to the Earl of Clanritard, whom, begging 
his life, he ſaved, ranſoming himſelf afterwards for 10 /. in money, ten 
barrels of Wheat, and as much Salt, which at the following Siege of 
Caſtle-Coot, proved of great value, being fold then at 2s. a Quart. Afﬀer 
which in Eafter week 1642. Sir Charles Coot attempted to relieve 4:h- 
Zone, and ( after ſome ſmall diſpute ) did it, though the acceſs to the 
Place was ſuch, as a few men might have been able ro have ſtop'd rooo. 
he found his greateſt difficulty was to fill up the trenches that the Enemy 
had made, as his Horſe might havefrec accefs, which at laſt he compaſs'd, 
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relieving the Place with what Cattle and other Proviſions he got in his 
Expedition, not being a little ſtartled, that by ſuch a Troop as the Preſi- 
dent there had, and other Conveniencies, no more. ſhould have been be- 
foxe attempted. Nor had Roſcommon, Tulsk, Elphin, Knockvicar, Abbey- 
boyle, Belanfad, Perſons leſs active in their defence, even from the firſt 
ſurprizals of the Rebels, ating to amazement, when nothing but their 
' own courage ſecur'd their Forts ; though the laſt, for want of Water, was 
compell'd ( after a long ſiege ) to yield to the Rebels, after that the Go- 
vernour's two Brothers, ( the Xings from Boyle) with Sir Charles Coot, 
had reſolv'd to have reliev'd him ; but at Carickdrumroosk, Sir Charles 

Coot having intelligence that his own Caſtle was aſſaulted, he was forced 
to retire back, and very happily prevented that Deſign in the nick of exe- 
cution, though thereby the other Deſign was fruſtrated. 

The zoth. of Apri/, the Lords- Fuſtices and Council appointed a Faſt 
to be aloe monthly upon each Friday before the Sacrament, to continue 
until Declaration were made to the contrary, for the wonderful difeovery of 
the late Plot againſt the State and true *—_— as for the happy and 
proſperous ſucceſs which God in bis mercy had given his Majeſties Forces 
againſt the Rebels, and for the avoiding Gods juſt indignation for the 

ature. 

# Upon the return of our Forces from the Battle of X3/raſh, within few 
days, Philip Sidney, Lord Viſcount Liſle, eldeſt Son to the Earl of Lei- 
ceſter, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, landed at Dublin, ( his Regiment 
having arriv'd before. ) He was a Member of the Houſe of Commons 
in Exg/and, and by them recommended to his Father, to be made Lieu- 
tenant-General of the Horſe in /re/and, though very young. Aſſoon as 
he landed ( being deſirous to put himſelf upon ation, ) he undertook 
the relieving of the Lady of Offala * ; ( Reli& of Sir Robert Digby ) 
who cn the moſt inſolent Menaces of the Rebels, ) had return'd 
a noble anſwer, feconding that ( though then very aged ) with an nn- 
parallel'd and gallant defence, befieged in her Caſtle of Gheſhe/ in the 
Kings-County, by a numerous company of Rebels, in a place of moſt 
difficwle acceſs, by reaſon of the Bogs and Woods which encompaſled it 
on every fide.

his Majeſty's Authority. TI am and ever have been a loyal Subjeft, and 
a good Neighbour amongſt you, and therefore cannot but wonder at ſuch an 
Aſſaulr. IT thank you for your offer of a Convoy, wherein I hold little ſafety ; 
and therefore my reſolution is, that being free from offending his Majeſty, 
or doing wrong to any of you, Twill live and die innocently, and. will do my 
beſt to defend my own, leaving the iſſue to God ; and though I have been, 
and ftlill am defirous to _—_ the ſhedding of Chriſtian Blood, yet being 
provoked, your threats ſhall no whit diſmay me. 


Lettice Offalia. 


Sir Charles Coot accompanied the Lord Liſle in this Aftion, which, 
with 120 Foot and 3oo Horſe, was perform'd without much difficulty, 
the Rebels not daring to attend their Approaches to the Caſtle in a Body, 
but made little skirmiſhes from the Bogs as they paſſed along. In their 
way they took inthe ſtrong Fort of Phillipſ-Zown 1n Kings-County, which 
was built upon a Paſs in a Countrey, almoſt inacceſſible in the former 
Wars, and kept always by the Eng/;/h againſt the 7ri/h ; but the Rebels, 
having by Treachery ſurprized this, ( as they had done moſt of the other 
Places of /reland) it was now taken from them by. this ſmall Party under 


_ the Lord Liſe,with their Piſtols and Muskets,the ſwiftneſs of their March,

and the illneſs of the Way, not admitting any other Artillery, ſuch an. 
Enemy not much needing it. | 

Being now upon their return to Du4/i», underſtanding, that the Lord 
Gormanſion, 'and other Lords and Gentlemen of the Pale, had gather'd a 
conſiderable Force together about 7rym, the Lord Life ( by the advice 
of Sir Charles Coote ) turn'd his March that way with that fall compa» 
ny. - When they came near the Town, they ſaw thoſe Lords at no great 
by | | diſtance 
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diſtance from them, but in ſuch a poſture as ſhewed they intended not to 
fight ; and 1o facing about, they marched dire&ly into the Town of 
Trym, . which was a Place of very inconſiderable ſtrength, but pleafantly 
fituated upon the River of the Boyxe,in an open Champion Countrey, and 
incompalſied with a ſtone-Wall ſoold and ruinous, as afforded (' in ſome 
laces of it) entrance to Horſe, over the heaps of rubbiſh, that lay in- 
ſtead of the Wall. The Lord Liſle approach'd with thoſe Forces to the 
Town, and Sir Charles Coote finding a place where he could get in ſome 
of his Horſe, brought them on, and got them in without oppoſition, the 
Lords of the Pale reſolving, of their uſability, to keep that Town, 
( though they had treble the number of the Aſlailants ) quitted it, and 
march'd out in ſome haſt, while the Lord Zfz's Horſe enter'd in: ſo as 
they became Maſters of the Town without the loſs of one Man, and find- 
ing it a Place of great advantage, ſituated in the moſt plentiful part, of the 
Rebel's Quarters, they reſolv'd to make a Garriſon of it. And for this 
Reaſon Sir Char/es Coote got the Lord Liſſe to go to the Lords Juſtices at 
Datliy, and acquaint them with the ſucceſs they had had, and the great 
benefit which might redound to the ſervice of the State, it they would 
think fit to ſend them down Moneys to fortifie that Place, and a Regis 
ment of Foot to keep it. Es 
The Lord Liſe ( willing to unprove all Arguments that might ſecure 
the preſent Afﬀair ) took ſome of his Horſe to guard him to Dub/i», and 
ſoon acquainted their Lordſhips with the Concern, preſſing the Buſineſs 
with all advantages imaginable, whulſt the Rebels having notice ( the 
day following ) of his repair to D«#/in, ( no Buſineſs being carried fo 
private, as they had not ſoon intelligencethereof) gathered all their For- 
ces together, and having near 3000.Men, they came ( in the dead of the 
Night ) to the very Walls of 7rym, before they were diſcerned, thinking 
to {urprize it. But the Sentinels gave the Alarm, and Sir Charles Coote 
( who never us'd to goto Bed when he was abroad ) was the firſt that 
took it, and having his Horſe ready, preſently mounted, but could nor 
( atthe inſtant ) get above 17 Horſe with him ; with theſe, however, he 
g0es £0 the Gates, knowing that expedition was not only the lite of ACti- 
on, but muſt ( at that time ) -be the only means of their preſervation. 
He iſſued out, and fac'd the Enemy, very numerous, making their ap- 
proaches towards them, ſome few more Horſe re-inforcing his itrength : 
He charged the firſt Troop of the Rebels that came towards him, routing 
them immediately, and tollowing on , ( upon their diſorder ) charg'd 
their main Body, which preſently began to grow looſe, which he per- 
ceiving, ſo vigorouſly charg'd 11 amongſt them, as they all betook them- 
ſelves to flight, and he ( having now more Men come out of the Town ) 
purſued them with great alacrity, doing ſingular execution with his own 
hands. And as he was encouraging his Men, ( bravely to purſue their 
flying Enemy) he was unfortunately ſhot in the Body (asit was thought) 
by one of his own Troopers, whether by defign or accident was never 
known, itbeing ( for many months after his death) generally report- 
ed, and as generally "— that Ze was accidentally ſlain by one of 
theflying Rebels, who in deſpair turn'd about and diſcharg'd his Musket 
_ athim. Andthis end had hs cel Gentleman,who began to be ſo ter- 
rible to.the Enemy, as his very Name was formidable to them : His Bo- 
dy was brought to Du4lin, and there inter'd with great folemnity, floods 
of Eyeliſh tears accompanying him to his Graye : io whoſe death, _ 
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Sir Simon Harcourt's, the Fate of the Engliſh Intereſt in Ireland ſeem'd 
eclipsd, if not buried ; the great Artifice being then ( under ſeveral pre- 
tences ) to keep the Souldiers within their Garriſons, to conſume the 
Proviſions and Stores they had, or elſe to lead them forth without any 
conſiderable ſervice till the Battle of Roſs. | | : . 
About the beginning of Fure, 1642. came over ſome Regiments, un- 
der the Conduct of Sir Foulk Hunks, and Lieutenant Colonel Xirk, who 
brought over the Regiment deſign'd for the Lord Rannelagh ; whereupon 
two Regiments were immediately diſpatch'd for Coxnaght, and accompa- 
nied thither by the Lord Lieutenant, who in that Expedition, took by 
ſtorm, Xnocklinch, a ſtrong Caſtle of Mr. Linches, the beſieged, except 
Women, ( not accepting ot Quarter )) were put to the ſword ; and 7rim- 
Zleſton, a Caſtle of the Lord Trimblefton's, quitted on the former's ſucceſs, 
as Xymkelf, a fair Caſtle of the Lord Nettervile's, and divers other Ca- 
ſtles : And upon his approach towards Athlone, Sir Fames Dillon ( who 
had beſieged it ever ſince Chriſtmaſs) ran away ; ſo that the Lord Pre- 
ſident, with about 5o Horſe, and ſome 200 Foot, met the Lieutenant 
General 5 miles from Athlone ; and after an hour or two's ſtay in the 
Field, the Earl of Ormond took leave of the Lord Preſident, leaving at his 
departure a Regiment for the Preſident himſelf, and another under Sir | 
Michael Earnly, Six Abraham Shipman, and Sir Bernard Aſhley, and two 
Troops of Horſe, with which Forces the Lord Preſident might have ſub- 
ducd all Connaght, except Galloway. But he, inſtead of imploying ſuch 
brave Men abroad, while the Summer laſted, kept them at home on 
ſhort arid rotten Commons, whereby moſt of them were fanuſh'd , or 
contracted mortal Diſeaſes, and were preſently ſo enteebled, that the 
tenth Mah was hardly able to march. In the mean time, all almoſt that 
had fought againſt him of his Neighbours, were receiv*d under Contribu- 
tion, which was never paid,nor Vitals brought in for his Men, though 
the Countrey yet abounded in Corn and Cattle ; ſo that the Garriſon of 
Caſtle-Coot, for meer pity, baked Bread, and ſent them many Cart-tulls 
thereof, bringing away in their empty Carts many of their ſick Men, 
that they might not periſh. And yet at laſt the General ( the Lord Pre- 
ſident ) was perſwaded to draw out his Men to fervice, befieging Ba/agh 
Caſtle, in the mid-way between Roſcommon and Athlone , wherein he 
made a breach, and commanded a Party to ſtorm it. The Rebels killed 
many of our Men that day by ſhot, beſides what periſh'd by Stones, and 
other Materials thrown from the top of the Caitle; the Night aiterwards 
the Rebels ſtole to a Bog, not far diſtant, through the negligence of our 
Guards, and left us the Caſtle. The next Exploit of my Lord Preſident, 
was ( with the remnant of the two Eg/iſh Regiments, and what could 
be ſpared out of our Garriſons thereabouts ) a March towards Balintober;, 
| to which he was provoked by the Enemy, and ſtimulated on by his own 
Party, 1mpatient of further delays. O Conner Dan of Balintober, ever 
ſince his Son was taken, till now, ( that is the middle of Faly, 1642.) 
had ated nothing, though the tacit Votes of the Province did ſeem to 
own him as their King,Prince,Roy zele/, or what Name of Supremacy in 
that Province could be greateſt ; who ſeeing that thoſe Forces which were 
ſent from Engl/and,to the Lord Prefident,to ſubdue that Province, (which 
at firſt much trighted the Rebels) had done nothing of moment,through 
a ſupine negligence, if not worſe, and were much leſs conſiderable than 
thoſe Forces which we had before, he began to awake out of his Ale and 
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Aqua-vitz, and to call in Subjects to help him, out of all the Parts of 1642. 
Connaght ; but above all that came to joyn with him, none were more —V>—# 
forward, or came in greater numbers, than the County of Maio-Men} 
and the rather, becaule inall the Conflicts of Connaght with the. Eng/3jh, 
tew of that great County came to fight. with us. "ſhey drew together 
1800 Or 2000 Foot, and 160 Horſe, and more had joyn'd with them, if 
we had defer'd to viſit them. It was therefore adjudged neceſlary by the 
Lord Preſident, Sir Charles Coot, Sir Mich. Earnly, Sir Abraham Ship- 
man, Sir Edw. Povey, Sir Bernard Aſhley, and others of the Council of 
War, That we ſhould draw out all the Men, ſick or ſound, that were able 
to march, and march to Balintober. It was 4 wonder to ſee with what 
alacrity and courage, our new-come EngliſPput themſelves on this ſer- 
vice, even they that were ready to die, ( as divers of them did on the 
way ) rejoycing,that they might expire, dging their Countrey the beſt 
ſervice they could, as Souldiers, and not as Dogs on a Dunghil: Our 
March that day was from»eRoſcommon, through Molinterim, and over the 
Hill of Ora, near Clalby, which is little 'more than 2 miles from Balin- The 
zober ; from thence we might ſee the Enemy coming with all ſpeed to _— 
meet us. 'TheLord Preſident was of opinion that our Forces ſhould re- Place called 
treat,and commanded it; but the reſt were otherwiſe refolv'd, . and with- __— 
out his Orders drew on towards the Rebels, whilſt he waſhed Iris hands yeruixe 0-9 
from what evil might accrew. Our Commanders as they march'd,agreed and Balintober, 
how to order their Men, and on what piece of Ground ; but the Enemy 
came on ſo faſt, that they could not gain the Ground defired, which made 
the Work on our part more difficult, for-all the way on that Hill, till wg, 
come near Balintober, is boggy, with great long Heath in all places val 
unfit for Horſe-ſervice, However, when the Rebels came near us, Cap- 
tain Rob, King with his Troop ( well mounted, and well arm'd with Back 
and Breſt, and as well diſciplin'd as any in're/azd ) was commanded to 
paſs by their Front to their leit Flank, as Sir Charles Coof, and Sir Ed. 
Povey, with the reſt of their Troops, being before, nearer to the fop of 
that ridge of Ground, were almoſt paſt, that they might make way for 
our forlorn Hope of Musketiers, to play in the Front of their great Body 
of Pikes coming on. Captain Ros. Xing ( an old Souldier' ) in executing 
of this, faw ( by the badneſs of the Ground he march'd'on, and by the' 
Rebels haſte go come up ) that he ſhould not, withoutdiſorder, get by the 
left Point of this Battalia, gave order to his Men to fire in flank all at 
once, when they ſhould be cloſe. up with the Point @ the Battalia, over 
one another's Horſes Manes, which was a thing ſeldom heard of or pra- 
Ciſed, yet was no new thing either to him or his, . for he had taught them 
this, amongſt other Points of War he had long nurtur'd them in, which 
they exactly perform'd, when he was come within two Pikes lengths of 
the Enemy,with their Carbines. - At which time our forlorn Hope of Foot 
being come up, fired with excellent ſucceſs on that part ot-the Front that 
lay to the right hand; ſo that by-this unexpe&ed way-'of firing by the. 
Horſe, ( timely aſſiſted by the Foot ) the Enetny was ſoon put-into difor- 
der, with the loſs of man y Men ; .which breach Captain Xizg ſoon appre- 
hending, and finding the Pikes,of the fall'n Men to have intangled and gal- 
led others, he ruſh'd in with his: Horſe, and breaking the left corner of 
the Battalia, ſo amazed the Rebels, | as they fell into diforder, , who (quit- 
ting their Pikes.all at once ) made a great noiſe, and began to run ; but 
betore their running, ( that was almoſt —_— as Captain Xing was got 
Into 
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into their Front) Sir Charles Coot and Sir Edward Povey charg'd them in 
the Flank with their Troops, with which they had kept the upper 
Ground, on purpoſe to encounter with the' x60 Horſe of the Rebels ; 
and to them was Captain Robert King drawing to ſecond them, or to tall 
into the Flank of this Battalia, (which he had new broken) but the Rebels 
Horſe fled before they were able to come near, and therefore they had 
leiſure to fall into the Flank of the Foot. This Battalia of Pikes was ſup- 
poſed to be 1200. They had 1000 Musketeers, which either by bad 
way, or ſtaying longer than the other, for to receive Ammunition, were 
not comeup to begin the Battel, but were within Musket-thot, who alfo 
ran for company. Our men purſued, and killed moſt of them, but were 
jg 18 ds not to come t® near Balintober, where the Credulous were 
to believe, ſome had ſeen beyond the Caſtle another great Body of Men; 
ſo as not purſuing this Viftory, we loſt the benefit of ig. In this Battel 
there was a young Gentleman on the 7rifþ ſide, who very gallantly be- 
hav'd himſelf after that his Party was fled, getting to the corner of a 
Ditch, where with his Pike he withſtood the encounter of five Horſe that 
had ſpent their ſhot, till.an Agantick Soldier of the Eng/iſh getting with- 
in him, ſlew him. And amongſt the dead, one pulling a Mountero' from 
the head of one, there fell down long Treſles of flaxen hair, who bein 
further ſearch'd, was found, a Woman. After this,the Preſident conſider'd 
what was to be attempted ; and it was reſolv'd to gojnto the County of 
Galloway. But as in all other Deſigns, many ObjeCtions were alledg'd, and 
the Lord Preſident with a few, accompani'd with the Marquis of Clax- 
ckard, went to Galloway, before which the Lord Forbes ( Lieutenant 
Scncrai under the Lord Brook ) was come ( the 9th. of Augsſt, 1642. ) 
to beſiege the Town with a Fleet ; and having taken poſſeſſion of the 
Abbey near adjoyning, landed many of his Battering Guns. But before 
he attempted any thing (according to his Commiſſion) he firſt adviſed 
with the preſent Governour, (the Lord of Clanrickard) afteQtionate to his 
Majeftics Service. As the Town ſeem'd to be placing his Majeſties Co- 
lours on the top of their Tower,. charging Captain-W7Houghby ( Gover- 
nour of the Fort ) with the breach ot Pacification, ( an Agteement, it 
ſeems, aſſented to by the State) though in vindication of himſelf, he and 
Captain Aſb/ey alledg'd much : Great ſtraits he had been put to, though 
at length happily reliev'd by the Earl of Clanrickard, when he-was 
cloſely Beleaguer'd, together with the Archbiſhop of Taam ( Richard 
Boyle ) and his Family, beſides 36 Miniſters, 26 ofwhich ſerv'd as Sol- 
diers, and did their Duty. After all, the Lord Forbes being by the Town, 
the Earl of Clanrickard, and the Preſident of Connaght ( with whom he 
had had ſeveral ineffe&tual Conferences) daily delay'd in what he en- 
deayour'd to give Captain W71loughby fſatisfaQtion in, prepar'd to make 
his approach to the Town; but not being ſtrengrhen'd by any ſupply 
he could get from the Lord Preſident, or Sir Charles Coot, and diſhear- 
ten'd by Captain W://oughby, in that every Houſe in the Town was « 
Fort, hedrew off, being perfwaded to a Compoſition to be paid in Money 
within two months, which he never got. . Andat the Lord Preſidents re- 
tura to Athlone, the Soldiers Mutini'd, both Officers and Soldiers offer- 
ing to go to. Dablin; but the- Common Soldiers being very weak, 
not able to draw into aconſiderable Body, (the 7riſh #, ee killing all ſick 
and fainty perſons, that could not accompany the Body 'of the Army ) 
that intent for the preſent was deferr'd ; though not long after they re- 
: | turn'd 
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turn'd with Sir Richard Greenvile, whoſe ſeaſonable relief, and the Bat- 
tel of Raconnel, will be mention'd in its due place. Whilſt the Lord Forbes 
fail'd up Limerick River, relieving ſome Places, and without much oppo- 
ſition took in Fits-Geralds ( the Knight ofthe Valley, or Glyn ) Caltle, 
farniſh'd with all Utenſils and Proviſions for a Family. _ | 

About the 207h. of Fane, 700 Foot, and two Troops of Horſe, under 
the Command of Colonel G:4ſon, went into Wickloe, where the Rebels 
not daring to face them, they got much Prey, burnt many Villages, and 
return'd with ſucceſs. : 124, | : 

The Kings affairs now growing every day more ſtraitned in Eng- 
land than other, Sir Lewis Kirk at Court withdrew Sir Henry Stradling 
and Keteleby from guarding the Iriſh Coaſt,' whereby preſently after 
there came in both Arms and Ammunition 1n great quantities to Wex- 
ford ; as alſo ſeveral 7ri/h Commanders, as Preſton, Cullen; Plunket, and 
others, who having been Colonels in France, were readily entertain'd 
there, much to the heartning of the Rebels. | 

However, in 7/ſter, the 28th. of Fune, Sir Robert Stewart and Sir Wil- 
liam Stewart ( Perſons deſerving excellently well of the State ) near Ra- 
hoe, got a conſiderable Victory over the Rebels under Sir Phelim O-Neal, 
Rs. a 2000 of them, though much interiour in number, Arms, and 
Ammunition ; whilſt Moxroe ſought them towards the Newry, but had 
not. ſo good luck to encounter them, as he had the 23d. of May pre- 
ceding, when he gave the /r;/þ Committee of the Parliament of Eg/and 
this account, That with 2zooo Foot and 3oo Horſe, he beat Owen Mac- Art 
O-Neal, Sir Phelim O-Neal, and Owen Mac-Art the General's Son, being 
all joyn'd together with their Forces, and forced. them to return upon 
. Charlemont : after quitting the Generals houſe to be ſpoil'd and burnt by 
them, with the whole Houſes in Lo«hgal, being the. beſt Plantation 'in 
Ulfer, and ſtraighteſt for defence of the Rebels, . 

Thus in ſome places whilſt we find the War ſucceeded, the Lords Ju- 
ſtices in the midſt of Augu/?, ſuſpeting Preftox's Forces ſhould increaſe, 
and { according to the reſolution of the Parliament at'Xe/kenyy ) ſhould 
firſt gain the Out-Garriſons, and then befiege D«blin, were forced to re- 
quire the Lord Conway to come unto their aid with 3oo0o Foot, and all 
the Horſe he could procure, to proſecute the War in Le:wſter : Who re- 
turn'd an Anſwer, That their Companies were ſo weak, they could not 
draw them together ; and that the Rebels ( having then receiv'd new 
Supplies) were ſtrong, and that he was engag'd to meet the Earl of Leven 
(theScors General) to encounter Owen O-Neal,with all the Forces he could 
get. Thus that Province reſerved to it ſelf its own ſtrength, not coming 
in, as by the Tenth Article with the Parliament of Zzg/and the Scors 
were engaged to. | q | 

In Munſter the Scene was hot ; for the Parliament of Eng/and having 
ſent over ( as into Leimſter) ſeveral Regiments of Foot, and ſome Troops 
of Horſe unto Sir Wiliam St. Leger, Knight, who ( having long ſerv'd 
in the Low-Countreys with ſingular reputation ) was, ſome years before 
the Rebellion, made Lord Preſident of Munſter ; a Command he diſ- 
charg'd with much vigilance and courage, in as much as the Enemy now 
feard no man more : What hedid upon the firſt breaking out of the Re- 
bellion, ( in Hope to have ſtopt its current in that Province ) we haveal- 
ready mention'd, and ſhould have told you, that the State ( to umpower 
him thereunto) admitted him to raiſe £ Regiment of Foot, conſiſting of 
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1000 men, and two Troops of Horſe, 69 to each Troop ; which after- 
wards (beſides the __ mention'd ) were liſted in his Majeſties Mu- 
ſters, with Pay accordingly. But the Deſign being general, Mun/ter (_ at 
length) was as well diſtarb'd as the reſt of the Kingdom ; Cafhe!, C!dn- 
mel, Dungarvan, and Featherd, with other Places, were all ( on an eaſie 
ſummons ) ſoon yielded to the Rebels, raging through the Countrey ; 
which the Lord Preſident endeavour'd to ſuppreſs, as far as thoſe ſmall 
Forces he had with him would .admit, reſolving near Redſheard to have 
given them Battle, having (at that time) in his company the Earl of Bar- 
rymore, the Lord Dungarvan, the Lord Broghil, Sir Hardreſs Waller, Sir 
Edward Denny, Serjeant Major Searl, Sir Fohn Brown, Captain William 
Kingsmil, with 600 Foot, and 3oo Horſe. But the Rebels on the other 
ſide the Mountain privately avoided them, though tour to one ; and 
getting to Caſhel, held there a general Rendezvous ; from whence Mount- 
arret went with his Forces to Xilmallock, a Town treacherouſly ſurren- 


. dred to the Rebels (a little before) on demand, ſituated on the Frontiers 
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of the County of Limmerick towards Cork, environ'd with a ſtrong Wall, * 
which held out Loyally for the Crown all Tyroxe's Wars, though ſome- 
times ſtrongly beſieged, and highly diſtreſſed. And the 9:h» of Fagruary, 
1641. he went to Butavant, where the Gentry from all parts appear'd. 
It is an antient Town, belonging to the Earl of Barrimore, in the Barony 
of Orrory, an old Neſt of Abbots, Friers, and Prieſts. 'There the General 
Mountgarret exercisd his greatneſs with reſerv'd gravity and diſtance, 
ſo as none, except Serjeant Major Parcel ( who had now joyn'd himſelf 
with the Confederates, contrary to the expetation the Lord Preſident 
had of him ) were admitted to any Command in the Army, more then 
they had over the Men they brought with them. However, Mount- 
garrets Forces infinitely increas'd, ſo as the Lord Preſident ( to ſecure 

Cork) thought it moſt convenient to retreat thither, whilſt Mountgarret, 
the 11th. of February, lodges his Forces in Moyallo, (brought thither by 
Serjeant Major Walſh) theInheritance of Captain William Fephſon, a 
Town containing one Street of near 200 Eg/i/h Houſes, thirty whereof 
were ſtrongly built and Slated, having at the South-end thereof a very 

fair and pleaſant Houſe, called, Thegreat Caſtle, committed to the charge 

of Arthur Beteſworth, with 200 Men, Arms, and Ammunition conveni- 
ent, and one Tron Piece of Ordnance, with two Curriers, whereof they 

made good uſe andadvantage. And at the North-end of the Town ſtood 

another ſtrong Caſtle, called, 7he ſhort Caſtle, excellently well afterwards 


defended by Lieutenant Richard Williamſon, who, after many Breaches 


im the Wall, the beſt Affaults Serjeant Major Purce! could make, and 
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neceſſity, on terms neyer pertorm'd ; though the remarkable ſtoutneſs of 
Lieutenant W7//;amſon was ſuch, as he (finding the Rebels to faulter in 
what they had promiſed) reſolutely getting up a Sword, vowed to be the 
death of thoſe who ſhould hinder his and his Parties repair to the other 
Caſtle, never yielded by Bezeſworth.; which (being reſolutely and on a 
ſudden done) ſtruck ſuch a fear in the Rebels, asW://;amſon and his Party 
were all admitted to goto the Great Caftle with what they had, which 
was not irreparably rifled from them by the Rebels. And ſhortly after, 
the Rebels having ſome aiery rumors of the Lord Preſidents Forces to 
fall upon them, Mountgarret march'd thence with his Army, the Lord 
Muskery (' notwithſtanding all hs fair pretences to the Prefdent ) being 
| now 
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now come to the Rebels, which was a great ſtrengthning to that Party, 
he having a conſiderable Eſtate, and much Money left him by a miſerable 
Father ; whilſt it may be thought, the Lord Roch, Mac-Donnogh, and 
others, (being brought to great ſtraits] could not worſen, but might ad- 
vancetheir Eitates by the Rebellion. Many were much concern'd, that 
the Lord Mountgarret would go from Moyallo, leaving the Countrey to be 
govern'd by themſelves ; a great conteſt ariſing amongſt them who 
thould be Chief, Serjeant Major Parcel ( Baronot Lozhmo ) challenging 
the Generalſhip of that Province: But the Heads of the Confederacy 
meeting at the Lord Maskery's Houle, ( to avoid contention about Supe- 
riority ) there refolved, that none of the Gentry of the County ſhould 
bear any Office in the Army ; butthat: one Garret Barry ( who had long 
ſerv'd under the King of Spain, and was reputed a good Soldier ) ſhould be 
General, and the Lord Muskery, and ſome other prime and ſelect Men, 
ſhould be calld, 7he Council of War ; 1o that that difference at the preſent 
was compoſed. And this doughty General muſtering up his Forces, ho- 
ver'd about Cork, without any Attempt worth notice ; whilft other parts 
of the riſþ Army viſited Liſmore, the Cattle in and about that Place be- 
ing drivenaway by Colonel Richard Butler. "The 234. of February, Mr. 
Richard Bealing ſurmmon'd the Caſtle ; but the Lord Breghil, whom net- 
ther Promiſes nor Threats could work any thing upon, told them, That 
he knew not what Quarter meant; daring him to the Aſſault as ſoon as he 
would ; which Ze threatned within halt an hour after : Bur intelligence 
being brought, that Sir Charls Yavaſor was landed at Toughal with 1000 
Men, the Enemy fled to Dangarvan ; and the Lord Preſident determining 
to look abroad, advanced with that Regiment, and the Lord Broghifs, 
and Captain Courtney's Troop of Horſe, towards 7allove, hoping to ſur- 
prize Colonel Richard Butler ; but being diſappointed ( Intelligence fly- 
ing ſwifter than our March ) he ſet forward towards Dungarvan, burning 
the Countrey as he went, being in all zooo Horſe and Foot, taking or- 
der, that a Peece of Artillery thould bebrought him from Cork by Sea; 
and, having ſlain many of the Enemy in 7allee, he burnt the Town, and 
ſo went forward to Dungarvas; and coming to it the 34. of March, 
1641. ſent a Summons ; but they refuſing, (and ſetting out a Flag of De- 
fiance ) he with his Men violently entred the Town, and upon the 5th 
of March took the Caſtle, giving the Enemy Quarter. He put a Ward of 
40 Musketeers into the Caſtle, under the Command of Lieutenant Rofrng- 
ton, from whom the Enemy not long atter ſurpriz'd'it. The Lord Broghz/, 
- the Lord Barrymore, marching each of them afterwards on ſeveral Expe- 
ditions, happily ſucceeded, taking in divers Caſtles, as 7Towrin the 87h. of 
March, which the Lord Brogh/ burnt ; and Bally-Mac- Patrick, ſtanding 
upon the Black-water, which the Earl of Barrimore ſhortly after burnt ; 
meeting now and then with the Enemy, on whom they did good exe- 
cution : As did Captain Fephſon in the relief of Rathgogan, ant! taking 
in of Balliha; as alſo in the Encounter, he and Lieutenant Downing had 
with the Enemy at his return, where he flew 150 of them : The like 
ſucceſs he had in taking in Ballynageragh, Sir Philip Purcival's Caſtle. 
Not long after, Captain Sherlock, Head of the Waterford Rebels, amount- 
ing to 700, endeavouring to take Cappaquin, guarded by Captain ZZugh 
Crocker with a hundred men, was 1n - the ftreets killed, and his Forces 
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routed. The 34. of Fuly, 1642. the Lord Broghil,with 60 Horſe, and 140 


Foot, went to fetch off Sir Richard Osborn from his Caſtle of X nockmone; 
kW? 
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1642. inthe County of Waterford, ſix' miles from Liſmore, who in his advance 
WY thither, burnt and deſtroy'd the Rebels Quarters, though in his return to- 
wards Liſmore, he ſent his Scouts to deſcrie the Enemy, ſuſpecting they 
ſhould way-lay them, as indeed they did, ſetting themſelves in Battalia 
ina Field near unto Cappaguin, having a little halt-Grove at their backs ; 
lanes pee upon which the Engliſh perceiv*d, that there was no way to ſecure them- 
£rit in Muſter ſelves, but by making their way with the Sword, and therefore put their 
vellioughtand Men in the beſt poſture they could, the Enemy playing very hard upon 
*Y them : upon which the Lord Broghi/ reſolutely encountred them with 
his Horſe, whilſt Captain Stephen Brodrip led on his Foot in an orderly 
and well-compacted Body, galling them on all ſides ſo efte&tually with his 
Musketeers, that the Enemies Horſe and Foot were ſoon put to flight, 
with the loſs of one onely man of ours, and at leaſt 2oo of theirs, be- 
ſides two of their beſt Captains, who died the next day, though their 
Horſe carried them off then. This was the firſt pitcht Battel fince the 
Rebellion in Munſter ; and had the Enemy _ Cappaquin, Liſmore, 
and ſome other Places would have been an eafie Prey. Not long after, 
The Earl of the Earl of Barrymore took in, upon Quarter, the ſtrong Caſtle of Clogh- 
any leagh in the County of Cork, the Inheritance of Sir Richard Fleetwood, 
noon, 02 who admitted Sir Arthur ZZide to keep it, but moſt treacherouſly he left 
it to be ſurprized by Condon, whoſe Anceſtors had been formerly the Pro- 
prietors of 1t ; ( an inſolent Rebel, as his Predeceſſors were before him. ) 
Afterwards the Lord Dungarvan, and the Lord Broghi/, ſummoning the 
ArdmoreCaltle Caſtle of Ardmore,in the County of Waterford, belonging to the Biſhop of 
Y Waterford, after ſome petty boaſts to withſtand the utmoſt hazard, it was 
| yielded the 21 of Auguſt, 164z. on Mercy, Women and Children being 
ſpared, but 140 Men were put to the Sword : into which Caſtle they at- 
terwards put a Ward. And here I might give you a Diary of Paſlages 
The vor of Concerning his Majeſties Fort of Dunganon, theLord Eſmond ( an old ex- 
onde By perienc'd Soldier ) being Governour thereof, to its ſurrender the 4h. of 
Agguſt, 1642. to the Rebels, at which time it was yielded up upon Quar- 
ter tor Life and, Goods : Serjeant Major Flin, accompanied with Captain 
Cronyne, entering thereupon ; Fiz proteſting, that he had a Commilſi- 
on for that end, andin taking of it, reſolv'd to keep it againſt the Puri- 
tans, his Majeſties Enemies ; otherwiſe he and the reſt loved the Eng1i/h, 
and thereupon ſetled the Lord Roch in the poſſeſſion of the ſame, and the 
reſt of Mr.Courtney's Eſtate. To which I might add the Siege of the Caſtle 
of Limerick,Captain George Courtney Conſtable,from the 1 5th.of Fanuary, 
1641. to its ſurrender to the Rebels the 23 of Fane, 1642. in which time 
many memorable accidents happen'd, worthy the beſieged. As of Bonrat- 
tie, under the Earl of Thomond ; Roſmanagher,poſleſs'd by Chriſtian Powel ; 
as of Cappagh,detended by Francis Morton ; as of Dromline, kept by Ed- 
ward Fenner ; or ſhould we particularly take or give you a Diary of the 
Paſſages of the Ward of Michaels-town to the Celiation, and of the Ser- 
vices of XKnockmone, Sir Richard Osborn's Caſtle. But we are ſcanted in 
time, as we ſhould be more, ſhould we take notice of the Siege of the 
Caſtle of Archer/town,inthe County of Tipperary, commanded by Zen- 
ry Peiſly Eſq; , from the 1/2. of December, 1641. to its ſurrender to Purce/, 
Baron of Loghwo. As alſo ſhould we inſiſt on- the Siege of Rathbarry- 
Rethbarry - Caſtle, in the County of Cork, Arthur Freek Owner thereof, and Com- 
| mander in Chiet, from the 14h. of February, 1641,to the 18th. of Offober 
following , when Sir Charles Yavaſor Baronet, and Captain Jephon 
|  tetch} 
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tetch'd them off fafe to Baxdon, firing the Caſtle and its Appurtenances. 
As alſo the Rebels taking in of the Caſtle Dawdede, the 14th. of 
February, 1641. as alſo Danowen ſhortly after. As allo of their taking in 
of the Caſtles of 7raley, Clare Caſtle, Clonelowane, and 26 others in the 
County of Clare, whofe name, with their Governours, would be too tedi- 
ous to rehearſe. Not to particularize the Siege of the Caſtle of Askeron, 
in the Barony, of Coxello, in the County of Limrick, William Eams Se- 
neſchal, from the midſt of November, 1641. to the 14th. of Auguſt, 1642. 
when it was fſurrendred. ( upon Conditions ) to Patrick Purcel of 
Croe, Lieutenant General of the Rebels. To which we might add the 
Siege of Caſtle Matrix, inthe Pariſh of Raceele, in the Barony and Coun- 
ty forementiaN'd, beginning the laſt of April, 1642. by Morrice Herbert 
the Younger, and was yielded up to the Rebels in Oftober following. As 
alſo the Caſtle Loegar, William Weekegs and Richard Hart Conſtables, fo 
appointed by the Lord Preſident Sz. Leger, the 18th. of March, 1641.to 
its ſurrender. And amongſt the reſt, ( omitting many whom we have not 
time te inſiſt on) we might particularize the paſſages of the Siege of the 
Caſtle of X//»ny, in. the County of Limrick, the Lady Dowdall Com- 
mandreſs, and Owner of the Caſtle, which after forry weeks reſiſtance, 
, (in that time behaving her ſelf, in ſeveral Encounters, with more than 
Amazon courage, and exemplary conduCt ) was delivered up to the Re- 
bels, the being reduc'd to the uttermoſt extremities : which particularly 
to inſiſt upon, would extend this to#a Volume beyond my leiſure, 
though I will not ſay, the Readers content, which they ( as well as per- 
ſons intereſſed in the excellent management of thoſe and pther affairs ) 
muſt favourably paſs over,it being fater (in general) to game them, than 
(not particularly ) to expreſs their ations, deſerving a Hiſtory ; which 
the imperfe& information (I could hitherto reach to ) rather wounds 
than illuſtrates. Yet that from Hercules his Foot, the ſucceſs and cou- 
rage of the Eng/iſh may be drawn, accept of an' Abbreviate of Sir 'W/liam 
Cole's Services with his Regiment, conſiſting of 500 Foot, and one

Rt | trim in Connaght, by which he. perform'd frequently excellent ſervice 
againſt the Rebels, never attempting them or their Quarters but with 
ſingular ſucceſs ; as at S/igoe, about the 1/7. of Fuly, he enter'd and burnt 
the Town, freed many Proteſtants, flew in the ſtreets 3oo of the 7ri/h, 
and in his return encounter'd Owen O-Rork from Cavan, who beſieged 
his Caſtle (in the interim) with 1xo0o men, which he cleaw'd of the Re- 
bels without any conſiderable loſs to himſglt, but much to the Enemy : 
a Diary of which, even from the 23d. of Otober, 1641: to the end of the 
enſuing year, I have read with much ſatisfaction. And had not ſome dift- 
ferences happen'd betwixt Sir William Cole and him (the one not liking a 
Superiour, the other an Equal) their concurrence might have beea more 
fatal to the Enemy ; though, apart, they did what became worthy men. 
We have declared how the excellent management -of Afﬀairs in Mun- 
fter ( by the Lord Preſident and his Aſſiſtants ) kept all things in ſome 
reaſonable temper, (though the Engliſh were much deſpoil'd, and driven 
out of their habitations 1in ſeveral Places, by their 7ri/þ Neighbours ) 
until the Battel of #7lr«/h befgre mention'd: When the Lord Mount- 
garret, and others of the Rebels Commanders ( having had ill ſucceſs 
there) fell back with all the Forces they could make into Munſter, and

But finding at length 
ful. the Rebels multitudes to increaſe, and his Men to decay, ( even in bein 
victorious) and the Supplies of Men and Money with Prqpiſions ( which 
he expeCted.out of Exgland:) to come over a þ ſlowly, and far ſhort of 
what the neceſſities of that Province required ; well underſtanding too 
the difference then in Exgland. betwixt his Majeſty and the Parliament, 
and what were the deſigns of ſome, putting fair Gloſles on the Rebellion 
of Jreland, which his Soul apprehended as one of the moſt deteſtable In- 
{urre&tions of the World : Theſethings fo troubled his Spirit, as being 
diſcouraged in the deſperate undertakings, neceſfity, and the: honour of 
his Nation 'put him daily upon, ſo deep an impreſſion fixed in his mind, as 
TIO ESE the diſtemper of his body increaſing, he.waſted away, and died at his 
ident of Mun- houſe at Downrallie, four miles from Cork, in the County of Cork, 1642.

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of April, 1642.) a molt ſignificant Letter tothe Lord Lieutenant tonch- 
ing the Atairs of that Province, and his utter deteſtation of the Rebels 
Remonſtrance ( fent him after a motion madefor a Ceſſation ) which he 
would have ſeconded with further teſtimony of ns averſion to their 1m- 
ſolency, as would have tended muchto their dis-encouragement, had he 
been enabled with any reaſonable {trength ſo to have done. ” 
The Commandof the Forces in this Province was, after the death of 
Sir William St. Leger, tor the preſent (by the Lords Juſtices and Council) 
committed to the Lord /zchequin, who had married his Daughter, and 
{ during his Father in Law's _ had thewed himſelf very forward in 
ſeveral Services againſt the Rebels : He was a meer 7rifhwnar, of the an- 
tient Family of V-Briav's, but bred up a Proteſtant, and one that had 
given good teſtimony of the truth of lus Profeſſion, as-his hatred and de- 
teſtation ofhis Countrey-mens Rebellion ; and having match'd into the 
Lord Preſident's Family, was held the fitteſt Perfon to caſt the Com- 
mand upon, till there were another Lord. Preſident made by the King, 
or heconfirm'd by his Majeſty in that Province. In themean time, the 
Lord Jacheguin takes fome opportunity, and having beaten the Rebels 
Forces at the —_ Lifcarrol inthe County of Cork, got great reputa- 
tioa by that a&tioh. The Battel was fought on Sarurday-the 3d. of Sep- 
tember, 1642. in which, on the Engliſh Party, was kill'd L-wis Boyle, 
Lord Viſcount Xyna/meaty, ſecond Son to the late Earl, and Brother to 
this of Cork, who behav'd himſelt-motit nobly in that Expedition, and was 
buried at -Tougha/lin his Fathers Tomb. And onthe 7r:fþ 11de was ſlain 
Captain Oliver Stephenſon, Grandſon of him, who in the Reign of Queen 
Elizabeth had done eminent ſervice in the'Wars againſt the Earl of Deſ- 
mond, And afterwards the Diviſion increaſing in England, the ſending 
over a new Lord Preſident was negleCted ; ſoas the Lord 7uchequin con- 
tinu'd in the Government, managing affairs there, ſometimes for the 
King againſt the Paxliament, ſometimes for the Parliament againſt the 
King, as he conceiv'd might bring on the abſolute ſettlement of that Go- 
vernment upon himſelf ; of whotn we ſhall fpeak more hereafrer. . 
And now having ſhewed you theeffetts of the Z»g/iſb Courage ſtrange- 
ly reviy'd, and managed againſt the Rebels; it will be feaſonable to ac- 
quaint you by what means the Forces there have been animated to fo 
eminent a Service, | OR ne h | 
You have already read the generous reſolutions of the Parliament in 
Eng/and, upon the firſt diſcovery of the Rebellion, asthe encouragement 
his Majeſty gave them upon his firft and ſecond Gs the Houſe 
of Lords, after his return from Scoz/aud. And'you have reid ( if it would 
have been admitted ) how he would have adventured his Royal Perſon 


: thither, and have rais'd 10000 £glifh Volunteers ſpeedily for that Ser- . 


vice; if fo the Houſe of Commons would have declared that they would 
pay them ; which would not be accepted, but inſtead thereof, the 24h, 
of Fanuary following, the Town and Caſtle of Carickfergus were adviſed 
(by the two Houſes) to be given in Command and Keeping to the Scots, 
2500 of which were to be tranſported thither, and paid by England; fo 
as to be accountable ( according to their Order the 22. of Fan. ) to the 
King and Parliament, and the Lord General in his Place, for all their 
ations in that Service.

And as to Civils, they had their Officers of State, Juſtices of Oyer 
and Terminer, and of the Peace, with their Courts of Judicature in ſeve- 
ral kinds, and Councils Supreme, County, Provincial, and { on occaſion ) 
National ; this being as Parliamentary called their General Aſſembly. 

They had their Negotiations alſo abroad, and from abroad, and by 
Envoys, Agents, and publick Miniſters, Extraordinary and Reſident;

By what I have mention'd you may ſee, how the Rebels endeavour'd 
to get credit abroad, and repute at home, managing their Concerns 
with fo much ſubtilty, as having them anvil'd in every Covent: no- 
thing was omitted to mature their deſigns, or colour what they had now 
begun with the faireſt pretence ; whilit the Szare in the interim (through 
the diſtractions in Eng/and daily increaſing, which gave freſh fuel to the 
Rebels preſumption) were ſo ſtraitned tor want of Supplies, that the Lords 
Fauſt ices having (by all the ways imaginable ) repreſented ( as well to his 
Majeſty as to the Parliament) the nuſerable condition they were in ; al- 
ſuring them, that without further Supplies of all kinds, ( the Soldiers be- 
ing ſo unruly, as = Lieutenant General, the 234. of May, 1642. was 
torc'd to publiſha ſharp Proclamation againſt their exorbitancies ) it was 
not poſſible for them to carry on the War, or to hinder the Incurſions of 
the Rebels, even into thoſe parts which they had recovered out of their 
hands ; thought fit to take another courſe for the preſent : And that the 
Forces they had in 7re/and might be ready for action, and inthe mean 
time not wholely unſerviceable, they allotted ( aiter no little oppoſition 
to the contrary ) to ſeveral Captains and other Officers of the Army, fuch 
convenient Houſes and Villages, as they had taken from the Rebels, giv- 
ing them leaveto carry their ſeveral Troops and Companies under their 
Command to Quarter in them ; by which means they freed themſelves 
from the preſent Charge of providing Victuals for them, forcing them 
to hve upon the ſpoils of their Enemies ; which they quickly found the 
way to do, and made themſelves Maſters of all the Cattel and other Sub- . 
ſtance of thoſe that lived within reaſonable diſtance of them. By which 
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means, all the conſiderable Places belonging to the Rebels ( within twen- 
ty miles of D«41/:n ) came to be 1n the hands of the Soldiers, as having 
them granted by way of C/todium for the preſent unto them: an Ex- 
qr acceptable to the Officers, and extremely prejudicial to the 
Rebels. | 

The 10th. of Fane, the Lords Juſtices and Council finding themſelves 
much prejudic'd by their Protections they had given to many, who under 
pretext of 'labouring ar the Plow, had their Weapons hidden near them, to 
cut off ſtragling Soldiers and Proteſtants, as they paſſed by them ſingle. 
The State, to prevent ſuch inconveniencies, withdrew their former Pro- 
tections by a Proclamation of that Date. A circumſtance much infiſted 
on by the Rebels ; but the Reaſons of the State will beſt appear by their 
Proclamation, no Protection being ever violated by the State with their 
privity, or revoked, but on time given. | 

And now that the State of Jre/and might have the leſs charge upon 
them, they thought it convemient to ſend the Lord Mac-Gaire and Mac-

Dublin, and the ſecuring or murthering of the Lords Juſtices and Council, 
for which intent he came purpoſely the day before to D4b1in ; but the Plot 
being that night detected, he fled diſguiſed from his uſtal Lodgings -at 
one Newils, a Chirurgeon, in Caſtle-ſtreet, and ſecretly hid himſelf at 


one Kerns, a Tailor, in Cook-freet, where he was found in a Cock-loft by 


Mr. John Woodcock, one of the: Sheriffs of Dablin,: ſtanding with his 
Cloak wrapped about him in an obſcure place ; in which poſture he was

apprehended, and brought before the Lords Fuſtices and Council, to whom 


he confeſſed ſufficient to be committed to the Cattle the 234. of Ofober, 
about the time he intended to have: perpetrated his Villany in that Place ; 
trom whence, the 12h. of Fune, 1642. ( after ſeveral Examinations had 
of his Guiltineſs) he, with ugh Oge Mac-Mahon, was ſent into England, 
where they both continued Priſoners ſome years inthe Tower of . London ; 
| Whence they made an eſcape the 18h. of Auguſt, 1644: and were re- 
taken the 207h, of Ofober tollowing. Strange! that in ſuch a time they 
could not ſecure: their Eſcape ; but vengeance would not ſuffer them "to 
live. : Mae-Mahon, in Michaelmaſs-Term, the 18th. of November that 
year, was tried at the Xings-Bench-Bar in Weſtminſter-HaY, and ſhortly

fence for himſelf, as his final Trial was not till the 10th. and 1 1th. of Fe-

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1642. Which hedeſir'd reſpite for the ſummoning of his Witneſſes ; which, in 
wu conſideration-that his Lordſhip had had long time to expect his Trial, 
and that no Witneſſes could fay any thing againſt what the Wit- 
neſſes (on the Kings fide) could prove, was deni'd. Afterwards he made 
a general Challenge againſt 23 that were Empanne['d for the firſt Jury ; 
which peremptory Challenge was accepted, the Law allowing it : And 
the Priſoner ( for that time ) was diſcharg'd, with a Command to be 
brought again the next day ; which was done accordingly. Then he 
mov'd, that his Plea of Peerage might be referr'd to another Court, or to 
the Lords; but that was denr'd, for that he had put himſelf on the Coun- 
trey : beſides, the Lords and Commons had order'd his Trial.

But toreturnto the ' Szate, who, in the manner before mention'd, con- 
tinu'd the Army Quarter'd in ſeveral Cu/ſtodiums, not being able {by rea- 
ſon of the want of Money, Proviſions, and other neceſſaries ) otherwiſe 
to furniſh any part of it out in ſuch manner, as might put them in a. po- 
{ture to undertake any great Action abroad ; ſome in the interim 1m- 
proyeeg the preſent neceſſities to the advantage of a Deſign then in the 
womb. | 
However we find, that though the Parliament in Eng/and wonder d 
(as one in eminent Place then heard) that the Army in 7relaud did little, 
* The 20th. of Tet it was to be admired ( writes he*) they did ſo much, coufidering the 
Auguf, 1642 ſmall means they had to effet ſo great things : ' They did then abound onely 
in fickneſs, and hurt men, which made the Regiments' and Companies very 
weak; Monies came not in at all, 'and for Cloathes and Shoes few or none : 
notwithſtanding they had hearts manifeſted by their works; for no Enemy, 
but as ſoon as they looked on them, inſtead of oi their Arms, exercis'd their 
Heels; no Port or Caſtle which they offer d to keep, which they ever deſerted, 
or any that they attempted, but yielded to them. In as much as that Noble 
Perſon ( which obferv'd this ) in ſome paſſion could not but take notice, 
That ifall this were nothing, letit be fo eſteem'd!

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Indeed that Afairs proceeded with no currenter a pace, ( this year ) 
many obſtacles contributed thereunto. 'The Government was in the 
hands of 7wo, though in the main entirely faithful and knowing, yet 
vaſtly differing in their tempers ; oxe being of a ſedentary, the other 
of an aCtivelife ; Ze allied to moſt of the leading Men of the Council, 
the other _-_ prevalent as his Reaſon and Gallantry, wrought on the 
generous. Beſides, ſome had ſuch intereſt elſe-where, as all was not re- 
ſented with ſuch integrity as was meant ; That, in the management of 
Afﬀairs at the Helm, Authority it ſelf was often Eclipfed ; nor could ay 
(who was neceſſitated to hold the Reins with others :) poſſibly evade the 
inconveniences they were then frequently inforced upon, how well ſoever 
they had been vers'd in the Art of Government; ſome will have it, that 
there was much artifice uſed to lengthen out the War : For at that time, 
whether by the Governours of the City of D#«#/iz's omiſſion, or ſome 
other Fate upon the Army, hard for me to determine, the Rebels on one 
ſide came often to the Gates, giving frequent Alarms, and took away the 
Cattle from under the Walls. And in Lowth, the moſt confiderable Garri- 

ſon was almoſt deſtroyed through thoſe Perſons, who (having the Govern- 
ment of the County ) proteCted their Tenants ; nor would zhoſe that had 
Power to force a Supply improve their intereſt, being better able to diſ- 
perſe an Enemy, than diſoblige a Neighbour. 

The Scots Generfl (the Earl of Leven) in the North, who with the re- 
cent and veterate Soldiers made up 2oooo, did little, defirous rather it 
ſeems to keep themſelves ſafe in Xnockfergus, and the Frontiers, than ven- 
ture much abroad, as appear'd by their repulſe at Charlemont, whence they 
retir'd with no Honour, and admitted Durganon to be re-taken by the 
Triſh, after it had been bravely recovered by the vertue ofan Eng/i/þ Gen- 
tleman. Indeed the Exg/i/h-Scots, who joyn'd with the Eng/iſh Regi- 
ments, did excellent ſervice ; and that the other fail'd, may be imputed 
to the rawneſs of their Men, the want of ViQtuals, ( of which they ſtood 
in great need ) and ſome hardſhip they endur'd, happily not incident to 

their tenderneſs. | Th | 

Now for Connaght, ſuch was thecarriage of ſome there, that two com- 
pleat Regiments, conſiſting of full 2000 Men, were in fix months reduc'd, 
through want, ( though the Countrey thereabouts was ſtored with all 
manner of Proviſions, not having been harraſs'd by an Enemy ) to 600. 
Upon which, ſeveral Articles were preferr'd by Perſons of Honour, 
againſt thoſe, who were charg'd with that misfortune, and the buſineſs, 
referr'd to the Council of War ; which wav'd their Cenſure ; and the main 
Parties concern'd therein voluntarily undergoing ( afterwards ) a private 
Duel, { producing, noill to either Party ) no more was urg'd thereupon : 
Though as to the carriage of that buſineſs ( in reference to the Soldiers 
Clothes and Neceffaries pf it could not.cafily be wip'd of, nor the deſert- 
ing of a Government without Orders, where there was more tore -of 
Ammunition, Arms, and other Neceſtaries, than Soldiers to uſe them. 
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no better. 


However, in Auguſt this year, 1642. the Lord Moor, Sir Fohn Borlaſe | 


Jun. and Colonel G:4ſor, with 500 Men -aptece, went into the Counties 

of Lowth and Meath, with two Pieces of Battery, and two Field-Pieces, 

with which they aſſaulted the Caſtle of Sedan, Kam: defended thirty 

hours'by Captain Flemming,thriceſtormed, who at laſt fought with them 

out of the Ruines. At which time the Lords of the Pale were not ſo reſo- 

lute, the 'Lord Gormanfton flying from the Fort of the Nabar, _ = 
, or 
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Lord Slane, from the Caſtle of Newtown, thereby leaving Lowth and 
Meath clear d of the Enemy ; who finding good heels loſt 500 onely at 
Sedan, whilſt Captain Burrows, Pigot, and Grimes, with ſome others, 
defeated 800 of the Rebels near Athy, and flew about 200. | 
And now in reſpect that the State found great inconveniencies by the 
ProteCtions, the Commiſſioners ( they had formerly given authority 
to, )) gave, the State of the Countrey being now tar different from the 
Condition wherein it ſtood, 27 of Oftober, 1641. at the granting of the. 
ſaid ProteCtions ; and that the Rebels of all Degrees and Conditions, had

pate the Britiſh throughout the whole Kingdom , without. hope of 
reconcilement, other then by the ſtrength of his Majeſties Forces ; They 
did the 19th. of Auguſt, 1642. revoke, repeal, make void, and annul 
all ſuch Protections, from and after ten days from the date thereof, more 
at large to be ſeen in the Inſtrument it ſelf in the Appendix, carrying 
weighty reaſons for that At. 

The 25th. of Auguſt, the Lords, in a Letter to Secretary Nicholas, ſent a . 
Copy of the Rebels Petition, together with the Rebels of the Pales Let- 
ter to the Earl of Ormond, in the anſwer to which, exceptions weretaken, 
that they had not ſent the Original, and with all took notice, that as his 
Majeſty would be ready to puniſh the Rebels, ſo he would not ſhut up 
his mercy againlit thoſe who did unfeignedly repefft ; upon which the 
Original was ſent, and his Majeſties Pardon beg'd. | 

Soon after the Lord Lifſe, with the men under his Command, marched 
towards the Counties of Weſtmeath, 'and Cavan, where they, arriv'd 
about the middle of Seprember, aving deſtroyed all wherethey had 
paſs'd, without ſtriking a ſtroak ; the Rebels being ( according to their 
uſual Cuſtom ) retired to Places of ſtrength, ( confiding more in their 
Walls then Valour ) wheretore paſling 1ato the County of Monaghan, 
he fate down before Carrickmacroſs, a houſe of the Earl of Efſex's, very 
well Fortified, where the Rebels having endured the battery of two 
ſmall Pieces of Cannon for one day, fled away the next night (-theout- 
ward Guards of the Beſiegers, being remiſly attended ) leaving their 
Proviſions of all forts behind them : The Lord Liſſe, after this ſucceſs, 
better much then he could expect, with ſo ſmall Forces, having put a Gar- 
riſon in the Place, returned to Dab/zn.; . ... | _ 
About one month after my Lord Life's return; to Dublin, , the State 
was inform'd 'by the Lord Moore, that! Carrickmacroſs was beſieged by 
near 2000 Rebels, and that if it were not ſuddainly relieved, not'onely 
the Place would be taken, but our men loſt ; whereupon it was reſolv'd 
to ſernd away preſently ':000 Foot, with ſome Troops of Horſe, under 
the Command of Sir Zexry Tichborn and my Lord Moore, to raiſe the 
Siege ; And it fell into debate what ſhould be done with the Place, and

our part, to Man and Victual the Place ; from hence an Act of Council 
was made for the demoliſhing of the houſe, and bringing of our men back : 
before this was pur in execution, Letters came from Captain Yaughar 
from Dundalk, to acquaint the Szate, that with 100 Foot and 50 Horſe, 
he had been to ſee in what ſtate Carrick was; that he found the men well, 
Victualled .for 14 days, and that the Siege was raiſed ;; that there came 


upon him in hisreturn 2000 of the-Rebels, who charged him, and ( as 


Captain Martin ſaid )) ſhot near 5000 ſhot at his men, who thereupon 
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began to be. fomewhar in diſorder, ſo as he faw they could not well retire ; 
Whereupon he charged them with his Horſe, routed them, killing 3o or 
40 of them, and got ſome Arms : Yet the reſolution taken to demoliſh 
Carick was not alter'd. | 
The Summer being thus ſpent, the Winter apace drew on, and the 
Proviſions of the County failing, where the Souldiers lay in Garriſon in 
the Cuſtodiums, the greateſt part of them return'd to Dablin, where 
they took up their Quarters, to the great grievance of the Inhabirants :

And now the differences between the King and his Parliament in England 


were grown ſo high, and their preparations ( to encounter one another 
in a ſet Battle) ſo conſiderable, as upon that fatal day, the 23: of Ofoter, 
1642. They came to an Engagement at Edge-#771/, where the encounter 
was ſo fiercely maintain'd on both ſides, with ſo much courage and reſo- 
lution, (-headed by the Earl of Lindſey for the King, and the Earl of Efex 
for the Parliament, mantully diſcharging the parts both of Generals an 
Souldiers ) as the loſs being (.in a manner ) equal, both reported them-

ſelves Conquerors, but neither were thenceforth in a condition, to ad- 


miniſter ſufficient relief, to the diſtreſſed Eſtate of the poor Proteſtants 
in 7reland, whereby the Army ( though but lately ſent over out of Eng- 
land )) was wholly negleted, which made many of the Commanders 
take ” thoughts of quitting that ſervice, and repairing to the King at 
Oxford, having ( as it was faid ) ſecret invitations thereunto : which 
being underſtood by the Parliament, and finding that ( from the Battle 
of Kilruſh, which was fought in April 1642. till Offober following ) the 
Army in Leimſter had not been ſo ative, as reaſonably might have been 
expected. The Parliament to quicken the War, to inform themſelves of 
the wants and detects of the Army, and of all other things, that might 
enable them the better to ſend thither and diſpoſe of there, ſuch Forces, 
Moneys, Ammunition, and neceſlaries for that ſervice ( according to the 
Statute which enabled the Lords and Commons in Parliament, from time 
to time to direct ) thought it very expedient, ( though by Secretary Nz- 
cholas from his Majeſty, exprefly commanded * to the contrary ) to ſend 
into /reland a Committy for that purpoſe ( in the depth of Winter, 
Members of the Houſe of Commons, Mr. Robert Goodwin, and Mr. Ro- 
bert Reynolds, authorized from both Houſes, called ( by his Majeſty * ) 
their Ambaſſadors, to which the Citizens of Loudon joyn'd one Captain 
Tucker, who carried with them 20000 /. in feady money, beftdes 300 
Barrels of Powder, ten Tun of Match, and other Ammunition. They 
arrived at Dublin the 29th. of Oftober by long Sea, and upon the 24. of 
November, preſented them to the Szate, producing the Ordinance of 
Parliament , together with their inſtrudtions to be read, The Lords 
Fuſtices and Council ordered their Reception with reſpe&t, which they im- 
prov'd to the voluntary putting on of their Hats,fitting behind the Council 
on a Form ; nor could this their carriage be reproved, though refented, 
Affairs at that time having brought on thoſe Exigencies, which their 
comirſg could onely relieve, during whoſe abode there ( having Votes 
onely in Military Afairs) they faw that Parties were continually ſent 
torth to' encounter the Rebels, and when there 'was a —_— either 1n 
Money or Proviſions , they engaged their own particular Credits to 
make up the defect : Yet in reſpect of their being admutted, as they were 
( conſequently were thought to be ſpies on his Majeſties Minifters there )

IR were three main things principally intended by this Committee, 
during their ſtay in /reland. 241 
x. They uſed their utmoſt endeavours to fatisfie the Officers of the 
Army, of the great care the Parliament took to provide their Pay, and 
to ſend over money, and in the mean rime to furniſh the Army with all 
manner of Proviſions and Ammunitions, that ſhould be thought neceſſa- 
ry, for the carrying on the War againſt the Rebels. 
' 2. They made a Book, wherein they deſired, that all the Officers of 
the Civil Liſt, as well as the Army, ſhould ſubſcribe, and declare their tree 
conſent, that ſome part of their Pay and Arrear, due to them tor their 
ſervice there, ſhould be fatisfied out of the Rebels Lands, when they 
were declared to beſubdued : Upon which many great ſums were under- 
written; { but upon information of his Majeſties diſlike thereof ) the 
See Hu35. Col- Commaitſioners (| being ſharply threatned ) returned the Book, ſo that 
let. Jo. 243 moſt ſtruck out their Names, truſtrating thereby a Deſign, which would 
infinitely have obliged others to have ſubſcribed : In reterence to which, 
the Kings Commiſlioners at 7xbridge aſcertain'd, That his Majeſty never 
ſent any ſuch Letter, to divert the courſe of the Officers ſubſcribing, but 
the Souldiers were meerly diſcouraged from the ſame, by diſcerning that 
for want of Supplies, they ſhould not be able to go on with that War.

Musketiers ſhould not ſpend their ſhot in vain, he. faluted the Rebels, in 
their.-approach, with ſuch a ſhower of Bullets, as killed the boldeſt of 
them, -and made the reſt begin to! give way, which the Eng/i/h perceiy= 
ing, came hotly. upon them. . 'But;the Fight was ſoon ended, by the cow- 
ardlineſs of the /rz/þ, who with: much more ſhame than ſlaughter, loſing 
not above 60 Men there, betook. themſelves to the next ftrong Place, and 
Colonel Monk, without the loſs of one Man, return'd to Dab13s. 

The Committee of Parliament ( whilſt they remain'd at the Council ) 
interpos'd in many things : Amongſt the reſt, it being deſired by the Ot- 
ficers of the Army, that Major Wodowes might repair to his Majeſty, to 
expreſs their ſervice; the Committes demonſtrated, that the Parliament 
would certainly withdraw their Supplies, on notice of ſuch an Addreſs :

We have great cauſe to praiſe God, for magnifying his Goodneſs and Mercy 

. to his Majeſly, and this his Kingdom, ſo manifeſtly, and indeed wonder fiilly, 

in that Vidtory. 

However, the joy ( due from us upon ſo happy an occaſion \ is, ive con- 
feſS, ny led with very great diſtration here, in the apprehenſion of our un- 
happineſs to be ſuch, as although the Rebels are not able to overcome his Mas 
jeſty;,s Army, and devour his other good Subjefts, as they deſire, yet both 
his Army and good Subjefs are in danger to be devoured, by the wants of 
needful Supplies forth of Englarid : For as we formerly ſignified thither, 
Thoſe Forces were of neceſſity ſent abroad,. to try what might be done for ſu- 
ſtaining them in the Countrey, ſo as to keep them altve till Supplies ſhould get 
tous, But that Defign now failing, thoſe our hopes are converted into aſt6= 
niſhment, to behold the unſpeakable Miſeries of the Officers and Souldiers 
. for want of all things, and all thoſe wants made the more inſupportable in 
the want of Fodd, whilſt the City ( being all the help we have.) is now too 
2pparently found to be unable to bel us, as it hath hitherto done. And di- 


vers Commanders and Officers in the Army, do now ſo far expreſs the ſenſe” 


of their Suferings, ( which indeed are very great and grievous ) as they de- 
clare, That they have little hope to be ſupplied by the Parliament, and preſs 
with great importunity to be permitted to depart this Kingdom, as it will be 
extream difficult to keep them here. 

By our Letters of the 23d. of March, we fignified thither the unſupporta- 
ble burthen laid on this City, for vidtualling thoſe of the Army left here, when 
the Marqueſs of Ormond, with the Forces he took with him, marched hence ; 
which burthen is found every day more hey than other, in regard of the 
many Fouſe-keepers thereby daily breaking up Houſe, and ſcattering their 
Families, leaving ſtill fewer to bear the burthen, We alſo by thoſe Let- 
ters,. and by our Letters of the 25th. of February, advertiſed thither the 
high danger this Kingdom would incur, if the Army ſo ſent abroad, ſhould 
by any diſtreſs, or through want, be forced back hither again, before our 
Relief of Vittuals ſhould arrive forth of England. We» 

When we found that thoſe Men were returning back hither, although we 
were ( andare ſtill) full of diſtraftion, confidering the diſmal conſequences 
threatned thereby in reſpedt of our Wants : Tet we conſalted what we could 
yet imagine feaſible, that we had not formerly done, to gain ſome Food for 
thoſe Men ; and found, that to ſend them or others abroad into the Coun- 
trey we cannot, in regard we are not able to advance Money, for procuring 
the many Requiſits incident to ſuch an Expedition, In the end therefore, 
we were inforced to fix on our former way, and to ſee who had yet any thing 
left him untaken from him, to help us ; and although there were but few ſuch, 
and ſome of them poor Merchants, whom we have now by the Law of Neceſ- 
ſity utterly undone, and diſabled from being hereafter helpfal to us, in bring- 
ing us in Vifuals,and other needful Commodities, yet were we forc'd to wreſt 
their Commodities from them. And certainly there are few here of our ſelves 
and others, that have not felt their Parts in the inforced rigour of our Pro- 
ceedings, towards preſerving the Army; ſo as what with ſuch hard dealing, 
not leſs grievous to us todo, than-it is heavy to others to ſuffer, and by our 
deſcending ( againſt our hearts ) far below the Flonour and Dignity of that 
Power we repreſent here, under his Royal Majeſty, we have with unſpeakable

We are now expelling hence all Strangers, and muſt inſtantly ſend away for 


' England, thouſands of poor diſpoil'd Engliſh, whoſe very eating is now un- 


ſupportable to this Place. 

And now again, and finally, We earneſty defire, ( for our Confufions will 
not now admit the writing of many more Letters, if any ) That his Majeſty, 
aud the Engliſh Nation, may not ſuffer ſo great, if not irrecoveragg, pre- 
judice and diſhonour, as muſt unavoidably be the conſequence of our not being 
reliev'd ſuddenly ; but that yet ( althoughit be even now at the point to he 
too late ) Sapaics of Vittuals and Munition in preſent to be haſtned hither, 
to keep life until ti® reſt may follow, there being no Vittual in the Stare, 
nor will there be a 100 Barrels of Powder left in ſtore, when the out-Garri- 
ſons ( as they muſt be inſtantly ) are ſupplied, and that remainder, accor- 
ding to the uſual neceſſary expence, beſides extxaordinary accidents, will 
not laſt above a month. _ the refidue of our Proviſions muſt alſo come 
ſpeedily after, or otherwiſe England cannot hope to ſecure Ireland, or ſecure 
themſelves againſt Ireland, but in the loſs of, it, muft look for ſuch Enemies 
from hence, as will perpetually diſturb the Peace of his Majeſty, and his 
Kingdom of England, and annoy them by Sea and Land, as we often for- 
merly repreſented thither ; which Miſchiefs may yet be prevented, if we be 
yet forthwith enabled from thence with means to overcome this Rebel- 
lion. | | | | | | 

We hope that a courſe is taken there, for haſtuing thither the Proviſions 
of Arms and Munition, mention'd in the Docquet, ſent in our Letter .of the 
20th. of January, and the boo Horſes, which we then moved might be ſent 
hither for recruits, and that the 7893.1. 3 s. for Arms to be provided in 
Holland, ( befides thoſe we expedt in London) hath been paid to Anthony 
Tierens i: London, or ts Daniel Wibrants i» Amſterdam ; and if that 
Sum had been paid, as we at firſt defired, we might well have had theſe Pro- 
viſions arriv'd here by the 10th. of March, as we agreed. - However, we 
»ow defire, that that Money, if it be not already paid, may be yet paid to 
Mr. Anthony Tierens 7» London, or Mr. Wibrants i# Amſterdam, that 

ſo thoſe Provifions may arrive here ſpeedily, which ( confudering that Sums 

mer is now near at hand) will be very neceſſary, that whes our Supplies of 

Viftuals, Munition, Cloaths, Money, and other Proviftons, fhall arrive, we 

may not, in hs lick Service, bere loſe the benefit and advantage of that

From his Majeſty's Caſtle of Dublin, the 4th. of April, 164 Z. & 


This Letter, as you ſee, was writ ſome weeks aſter the Battle of Roſs ; 
however, in brief, it gives you a faithful Account : Yet that a more -par- 
ticular one may alſo be committed to Poſterity, accept of the following, 
from the Pen of a chief Officer in that Expedition. - 

March the 2d. 1642. the Exglifh Army march'd forth from Dublin to- 
ward X#;lkenny, conſiſting of about 2500 Foot and 500 Horſe, together 
with two Pieces of Battery, and four ſmall braſs Pieces, the Marqueſs of 
Ormond being Lieutenant General of the Army, and my Lord Life Gene- 
ral of the Horſe. |

_ The 2d, the Army being come nigh Caſtlemartin, the Rebels then poſ@ 4642. 
ſeſling it, gave it up to the Lieutenant General, upon his promiſe of fair WL 


Quarter, which they accordingly had, to march away thence with the 
fatety of their Lives, they being in number above 400 Men and Women ; 
and the ſame day z Diviſions of Foot were ſent to Xi/dare, and a Caſtle 
called Tally, which the Rebels then quitted, and left unto us. * 

The 4th, the Army came to 7ymo/iz, where finding two Caſtles poſ- 
ſe(t by ſome Rebels, our Cannon compell'd them to ſubmit to merey,very 
few of them eſcaping with their Lives, there being about 100 of them 
ſlain ; and alſo of the Engiihh Army was ſlain Lieutenant 0/zver, and 
about 1 2 $ouldiers. . 7Q1 (of 

The 11th. my Lord Life march'd from the Army at Temple-ſoul before 
day towards Roſs, having with him Sir Richard Greenvile, Sir Thomas 
Lucas, and about qoo Horſe , and alſo Sir Foxlk Hancks, with about 
600 Foot, Being come within two miles of Roſs, our Horſe took 4. 
Horſemen of the Rebels, Priſoners, who inform'd us, that the Army of 
the Rebels lay then about 3 miles diſtant thence, being near 4000 Men, 
Shortly after my Lord Life came before the Town of Rofs,- and by a 
Trumpeter he ſent to the”Town, to have ſome one of Quality therein to 
come to treat with him, concerning the ſurrender of the ſame to the 
King's uſe, which they refuſed to do. Then Sir Thomas Lucas, fearing 
the ſafety of the Army, ( by reaſon he underſtood that the Rebel's Army 
lay the laſt night within 2 miles of the Ezg/iſþ Army ) importuned my 
Lord Lifſe to march back with all his Horſe, to ſecure the Army, leaving 
Sir Foulk Hunks with his Diviſion of Foot, to guard a Paſs in that way. 
And then after a few miles riding further, the £xg/iſh Army appear'd at 
hand, which march'd on towards Roſs, nigh before which that night a 
great part of our Horſe and Foot lodged. And the'next morning our 
Cannon were drawn and planted againſt the Town, and continued bat- 
tering with two Pieces, on.a part of the Town-Walls, about two days 
together, which madea fair breach therein, which Sir Foulk Funcks un- 


dertook to aſlault with his Men, and attempted it, but were beaten back 


with ſome loſs, which ſo much difſ-heartned the Souldiers, that they 
would not be drawn on again ; and finding that the beſieged had both 
daily and nightly very many Men, and much Ammunition, and other 
Recruits, conveyed by Boats into the Town, and underſtanding that the 
Rebel's Army was grown very ſtrong within few miles of ours, and our 
Lieutenant General finding Bread to be grown fcarce in our Army, re- 
folv'd: to leave Reſs as.it was, and gain Honour by a Battle with the 
Iriſh. - : | 

The 18th. our Army being march'd away, about 2 miles diſtant from 
Roſs, the Iriſh Army appear'd fairly in view, who haſtned their Forces in- 
to Battalia, on a Ground of ſome advantage, nigh the way our Army was 
to paſs, Whereupon our Commanders endeavour'd with all diligence to 
draw their Forces into Battalia,to confront the Rebels within the diſtance 
of Cannon-ſhot, our Cannon being plac'd at the Front of qur Infantry, 
which was winged by our Horſe-Troops, and advanc'd forwards before 


our Army, within Musket-ſhot of the Enemy's fore-Troops ; Sir Richard 9 Bitte 


Greenvile (having that day the Vauntguard of the Horſe) had his Diviſioh 
for the right Wing of the Army ; likewife my Lord Le's Diviſion (ha- 
ving the Batrle ) had the left Wing of the Army ; Sir Thomas Lucas's Di- 
viſion ( having the Rearguard of the Horſe ) had the one half of his Divi- 


ſion,

ſion, appointed to ſtand for Reſerves for both the Wings of Horſe. Both 
Armies being order'd againſt one another, Sir Richard Greenvile ſent 
forth towards the Rebels a forelorn Hope of 60 Horſe, commanded. by 
Lieutenant White, which advancing towards 2 "Troops of the Rebels, 
they ſeem'd to ſhrink from. Then { our Cannon beginning to play ) 
Captain Atkins, commanding a forelorn Hope of about 100 Musketiers, 
march'd forwards dire&tly betore our Foot-Army towards the Rebels, who 
had mann'd a Ditch in a High-way, lying right before their Army, with 
4 great number of Musketiers ; during which time, certain other Diviſt- 
ohs of the Engliſh Foot followed orderly their forelorn Hope, Captain 
Atkins with his ſhot excellently performing his part, by exchanging ſhot 


with the Rebels that lay in ambuſh. ' Sir Richard Greenvile, with his Di- 


viſion on the right Wing, advanced to begin the Battle ; in the interim 
whereof, Sir Thomas Lucas ( being Major General of the Horſe ) came 
and took upon him the chief Command thereof ; and ſo leading thoſe 
Troops on towards the Enemy, being come paſt a deep High-way, that 
lay between both Armies, preſently ( at hand ) advanc'd towards thoſe 
Horſe, a Diviſion of Horſe and Foot of the Rebels. Sir Richard Green- 
vile being then in the head of his. own Troop, ( which had the right 
hand of that Diviſion) commanded his Men to keep together,and charge 
home without wheeling ; which was no ſooner ſpoken, but immediatel 

Sir Thomas Lucas calld aloud to our Troop, to wheel to the left hand, 
which they preſently performing, were gotten into a Lane in ſome dif- 
order, and before they could get out of the ſame, and come into any good. 
order again, a Troop of above 100 of the Rebel's Horſe, all Gentlemen: 
of Quality, and Commanders, led by Cu/ex, their Lieutenant General, 
charg'd our Horſe on the left Flank. Whereupon Sir Richard Greenvile 


encouraged ſeveral of his Troops, by his example, to charge the Enemy, 


where meeting with Colonel Calex in the head of his Troops, divers 
blows paſs'd betwixt them ; mean while my Lord Liſe with his Troops, 
gallantly charg'd Cullex's'Trgop, on his Flank and Rear, whereby they 
were ſo routed, that the Trodps were all intermixed one with another, 
and the execution of both Parties continued violent, until about 2o of 
the Rebel's Horſe eſcaped away together, leaving the reſt of their Com- 
pany to be killed and taken Priſoners, ( as they were; )- during which 
time, the Foot and Cannon performing well their parts, drove the Enemy 
to ſhift away to fave themſelves, which Captain Zermoy ſeeing, purſued 
their Rear with ſome Horſe, with which he did notable good execution ; 
and, to fay the truth, it is probable that moſt of the Rebels had that day 
been cut off, had not the un-paſlable deep High-way betwixt both Ar- 
mies, hindred our left Wing of Horſe from giving on upon-their ſide,and 
alſo the diſorder that hapned to the right Wing ot the Horſe, by their an- 
happy wheeling to the left hand. But fo ſoon as the Officers of thoſe 
Troops could reduce their Men again into order, my Lord Life and Sir 
Richard Greenvile preſently purſed the Enemy with 2 Troops, and ſent 
Sir William Vaughan with 2. Troops more to purſue others, flying away 

to the right hand. And having followed the chaſe of them abour 2 or 3 

mules diſtant from the Army, ( the Rebels having made their eſcape over 

Bogs, and un-paſſable Grounds for Horſe ) our Horſe were fain to leave 

them, and return to the reſt of the Army, where the Cannon ſtood. In 

which ſervice were 300 of the Rebels ſlain, amongſt which were a great 

number of their beſt Gentry and Commanders : There were of the _

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taken Priſoners, Colonel Calle their Lieutenant General, Major Butler, 
beſides divers other Captains, and ſome of their Enſigns ; of the Er2/i/h 
Forces were ſlaim'not full zo Men: in which ſervice; Sir Thomas. Lucas 
pily receiveda very fore wound in his head. Thatnight, the Exg- 
liſh Army lodged at Ballybeggan. Aﬀer which time, the: Army march'd 
withautmoleſtation of any Enemy, until they return'd to Dublzz, whes 
ther the Rear of the Army came fafe on Manday the 27h, of the fame 
month, 1643. A "I x 
Where they were again Quarter'd, even to the undoing and great de- 
ſolation of that poor City, which had now ſuffered ſo much, and ſo 
long, under the burden and infolencies of unpaid, wanting Soldiers, as 
" they were unable to bear it longer, and with: loud cries and complaints 
made known their Grievances to the Lords Juſtices and Council, wholely 
unable to relieve them. And indeed, fuch was. the poſture of the preſent 
affairs at that time, as every thing\tended to bring on a Ceſſation ; yet for 
the preſent, the Lieutenant General { that the Soldiers might be quieted )- 
wer 
to any who brought P rovifien to the Market, or any [nbabitants of the Town, 
under the ſevereſt Penalties of the Marſhals Canzt ; which, for a time, bee 
gat an obedience. But the Army being ll. Cloath'd, meanly. Victuall'd, 
worſe Paid, and ſeldom employ'd in fervice, neceſlity enfore'd them ta. 
thoſe outrages Humanity could not take notice of, many of them being 
the effeQs of a very pinching want ; though the Lords Juſtices and Coun- 
cil (to the great diflike pf the Army ) puxtued fyme of the Offenders with 
exemplary Juſtice : A!ſenſe of which, with the Meagre return which 
Serjeant Major Warret brought out of Exzlaud, an 1s-follicitation for 
i the Soldiers Pay, and the diſlatisfa&tion ,that thence aroſe ;. fome of the 
Officers, not all, (there was a Party that prefum'd they,might have gone 
through with the work, had there not beenanother in the Loom ) aiter- 
wards preſented the State, the 42h. of April, 1643. withia Paper, in ſuch a 
ſtile, threatning ſo much danger, as the Lords Jufdltas and Council re- 
mitted the Copy of it to the Parliament of Eg/and, which here follows.

fs 4m hrs Majeſty hath,. fence the beginning of that monſtrous Rebel- 
lrou, had no greater ſorrow, than for the bleeding condition of that 


his Kingdom; and as he hath by all means labour d, that timely relief might 


be afforded to the ſame, and conſented to all Propoſitions ( how diſadvan- 
tagious ſoever to himſelf) that have been offer d him for that purpoſe ; and 
at firſt recommended their condition to both his Houſes of Parliament, ' and 
zmmedzately of his own meer motion ſent over ſeveral' Commiſſions, and 
cauſed ſome proportion. of Arms and Ammunition (which the Petitioners 
well know to have beena great ſupport to the Northern parts of that King- 
dom ) to be conveyed to them 'out of Scotland, and offered to find x0000 
Volanteers to undertake that War ; but hath,often fince preſt by many ſe- 
verul Meſſages that ſufficient Succours might be haftned thither, and other 
matters of ſmaller importance laid by, which did divert it ; and offered, and 
moſy really intended, in his own Royal Perſon, to have undergone the dan- 
ger of that War, for the defence of his good -Subjefts, aud the 'chaſtiſement 
of thoſe perfidious aud barbaroaus.

his Majeſty is welt pleas d, that his Offers, Concurrence, Attions, and Ex- 
freſitons, are ſo rightly underſtood by the Petitioners, and thoſe who have 
employ d them, (notwithſtanding the groundleſs and horrid Aſperfions which 
hawe been caſt upon him ) but wiſhes, that inftead of a meer general Com- 
plaint (© towhich his Majeſty can make no return but of Compaſſion ) they 
could bave digeſted and offered to him Q ſuch defires, by (onjenrIng » 
RT: whic 
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which, he might convey { at leaſt in ſome degree \ comfort and life to that 
gaſping Kingdom, preſerve his diſtreſſed and Loyal Subjedts of the ſame 
from inevitably periſhing, and the true Proteſtaut Religion from being 
ſeorn'd-and trampled on by thoſe mercileſs and Idolatrous Rebels. And if 
rhe Petitioners can yet think on any ſuch, and propoſe them to his Majeſty, 
he aſſures them, that by his readineſs toconſent, and his thanks to them for 
the propoſal, he will make it appear to them, that their moſt preſſing per- 
ſonal ſufferings, cannot make them more deſirous of relief, than his care of 
the true Religion, and of his faithful Subjefts, and of that Duty which obliges 
him to his Power to protett beth, renders him deſirous to afford it to them.

Upon the Petition of the Confederates of Ireland, his Majeſty granted 

a Commiſſion to the Marquis of Ormond, to meet, and hear what the 

Rebels could fay or propound for themſelves ; by vertue of which, the 

Earl of St. 4/bans a. Clanrickard, the Earl of Roſcommon, Sir Maurire 

Euſtace, and other his Majeſties Commiſſioners met at-7rim, to whom 

the Confederate Catholicks of /relaud Commiſſioners (the Lord Viſcount 

Gormanſton, Sir Lucas Dillon Knight, Sir Robert Talbot Baronet, and 

 Fohn Walſh Eſq; ) produced a Remonſtrance the 17th. of March, 1642. 
to be preſented to his moſt Excellent Majeſty, by the name of, 7he Remon- 

ftrance of Grievances, preſented to his Majeſty in the name of the Catho- 
licks of Ireland. Yet though (as you fee) this Remonſtrance was ſolemn- 

ly received by his Majeſties Commiſſioners, and by them tranſmitted to 

his Majeſty ; as before had been the preſumptious Propoſitions from 

Cavan, the Letter of the Farrals to the Lord Coſti/ough, Dr. Cale's 

Agency from the Rebels, the United Lords Letter to the Earl of Caſtle- 

haven, and the Lord Mountgarret's. to the Lieutenant General, and all 

other Addreſſes to the State; as afterwards the Propoſitions of the Ro- 

man Catholicks of Ireland, even to his Majeſty (by their Agents ) to him- | 

ſelf at Oxford: Yet the bleeding /phigenia abounds in ſo much Impu- 

dence, as to affirm, that to this day, (the 234d. of December, 1674.) they 

were not heard to ſpeak for themſelves. Shameleſs Soul! The Commiſſion 

from his Majeſty, that the Rebels might be heard, was brought over, and 
confidently delivered at the Council-board, the 22. of Fanuary, by Thomas 
Bourk Eſq ; (a Contriver of the Rebellion ) to the amazement of All not 
acquainted with the Plot. In the Remonſtrance there are pieced toge- 
ther (faith that excellent and judicious Perſon *, who knew. as well their |

notorious Aſſertions, "without 'any the leaſt ground or colour of truth, as 
without all doubt they abſolutely reſolv'd, firſt, to raiſe this Rebellion, and 
then to ſet their Lawyers and Clergy on work to frame ſuch Reaſons and 
Motives, as might with ſome colour of juſtification ſerve for Arguments to 
defend it. It is indeed, to ſpeak plainly, a moſt infamous Pamphlet, full 
fraught with ſcandalous aſperſions caſt upon the preſent Government, and 
his Majeſties P rincipal Officers of State within this Kingdom : it was cer- 
tainly framed with moſt virulent intentions, not to preſent their condition 
and preſent ſufferings to his Majeſty, but that it might be diſpers'd to gain 
belief among ft Foreign States abroad, as well as diſcontented Perſons at 
home, 
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home, and ſo draw aſſiſtance and aig to foment aud ſtrengthen their Rebelliou 1643.

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under the Conduct of Sir Charles Yavgſor, with ſelect Numbers, reſpe- 
ively gathered from the Garrifons of Tougha/, Talloe, Caſtle Lions, Liſe 
more, Mogily, and Cappagquin; the whole number conſiſting of about 
1200 Musketeers, and 200 Horſe, beſides Volunteers and Pillagers. In 
which Expedition, Major Appleyard, May the 24. near the Caſtle of Coſ- 
grave, was aſlign'd to fall on Ba/lykeroge, ( Sir Nicholas Walſh's 'Town 
and Lands) that he might burn 4nd ſpoilthem: And Sir Charles YVava- 


| ſor undertook the Paſlage'to the Comroe ; upon the left hand whereof 


there ſtands an exceeding high Mountain, and under the brow a. large 
Wood, through which the Army was neceſlitated ropalſs, an unpaſlable 
Bog being on theright hand. 'The Enemy ( never wanting intelligence ) 


' againſt Sir Charles came, had caſt up a+Trench breaſt high, with ſpike 


holes along the fide of the Wood, from the Mountain to the Bog, with 
a.ſtrong Barricado, and two Courts of Guards for Musketeers to.lodge in, 
moreartificially done than they wereaccuitomed to:. But by the help of 
a Fog ( our Guide proving faithful) the Rebels were not aware of ustill 
our Horſe were upon them, at which they ſhot, and we retreated leti- 
ſurely (our Foot not being comeup) through Providence, without harm ; 
and Sir Charles commanded ſome Dragooners,. of Captain Pyzes Compa- 
ny, to alight, which they did, ſoon entring the Enennes Trenches, and, 
before the 'Foot came, gain'd the Paſs ; and the Horſe and Foot march'd 
within Musket-ſhot of Dermod O Brian's (Lord of the Countrey) Caſtle, 
where they made a ſtand, tillthe Soldiers had fir'd the Countrey,- and 
took away their Cattle, the Enemy not daring to reſcue them, firing'( as 
they march'd away) by Comroe-Caſtle, a good Houſe' of Peter Anthony's, 
an Engliſh Papiſt, with many other Thatch'd Houſes: thereunto belong- 
ing: The ſame day thewhole Army Rendezvouling on a Hill near Xz/- 


. mac-T homas, reſolv'd that night to: have advanc'd to Stradbally ; but 


marching by Mac-Thomas's Caſtle, they within gave fire upon us; 60 of 
our Soldiers, being not able to endure'ſuch an affront, ran out of the 
Main Body: to the Caſtle, without either Captain, Lieutenant, Enſign, 
or other Officer; and recovering a Ditch upon the South-ſide of the-Ca- 
{tle, (the Wind blowing Southerly ) they ſet the Thatch'd Houſes: on fire, 
and aſſaulted the Caſtle by the =T of the.ſmoak, ( blinding the War- 
ders) upon which the Beſieged cri'd, 4 Drum, a drum; at which, many 
who had flown hither for latety inconſiderately, ran out, and were by 
our Soldiers \knock'd on the: head; whilſt the Warders ( delivering 
the Caſtle on ſome Terms ) had Quarter, as the other might have had 
too, had they. ſtaid inthe Caſtle ; trom amongſt which, ſix or ſeven that 
were thought dead roſe up, which ( the Soldiers would have killed ) but 
in pity, Sir Charles Yavaſor ſuffer'd to go with the Warders to Ba/y- 
keroge. Aﬀter which ſervice, Enſign Boughton and 40, Musketeers took 
in a Houſe, built by Fames Walls Eſq; ſtrongly fortifi'd by Fohn Fitz- 
Gerald, Sonand Heir to Mac-Thomas:; the Warders and the reſt being on 
Terms alſo convey'd to Ballykeroge: And fo facing Cloxea (belonging to

Whereupon the Lord ſ»chequin ( conſidering the danger 
of the Journey ) to divert the Enemy, laid a pretended- Siege to the 
Town of Xihmallock, ( a Place of great conſequence, and a Key to Lime- 
rick) whereby, the Rebels eyes being fixed on X:/mallock's relief, the Ex- 
pedition was much facilitated ; Brzdges and-Story bringing away a great 
Prey of Cattle, ſome Priſoners, andfetch'd oft many Eng1lifh from the Ca- 
{tle of Ballybeggan without any reſiſtance, fave a looſe Skirmiſh, wherein 
the Enemy loft Hur men, and were routed. | | 

The Lord [chequin, the 28th. of May, having ſent Colonel Myr to 
Patrick Parcel of Croe, Governour of Azlmallock, to acquaint him, he 
came forth onely to meet an Enemy 1n the Field, not to Beflege the 
Town. He releaſed the Lady ZZumes and her Son, Prifoners at Xi/mallock, 
tor one Barget, a Priſoner at Cork, whether the Lord 7uchequin march'd, 
whilſt Sir Charles Yavaſor, after a well regulated Diſpute (ftoutly de-. 
fended by the Rebels) took in Cloghleigh, commanded by one Condon, 
wherein was 2o Men, 11 Women, and about 7 Children, fome of which 
the Soldiers —_ in readineſs to kill them ; but Major Zowel drawing 
out his Sword, d 
( thenat Ballyhindon, Mr. Roche's Houſe, where he was invited that day 
to Dine ) committed them to Captain Wird, who leaving them to a 
Guard af Horſe, they ſtripped them again, and afterwards fell upon them 
with Carbines, Piſtols, and Swords : a cruelty ſo reſented by Sir Charles 


Pavaſor, that he vowed to hang him that commanded the Guard; and -

The 4th. of Fune, being Sunday, early in the morning, before break of 


day quarter, Mr.. 71], with a Squadron of Horſe, was ſent to Scout 
about Cloghline and Caſtlegrace, 1n the County of 7zpperary ; and before 
day-light he was encompaſlied by the Enemies Horſe ; ſo that he, with 
'his Company, with great difficulty eſcap'd, and bringing word to the

done, and concluded, ſuch a Body of Horſe could not be without a con- 
ſiderable Body of Foot, and therefore fully reſolv'd ta make good a Re- 


treat, giving order, that all the Carriages with the Artillery ( that were 


now at a ſtop on the Manning Water ) ſhould haſt away, till they reco- 
vered the Black Water at the Ford of Farmoy, to help tomake-good'that 
Paſs, in caſe he ſhould be hard put to it. After this, Sir Charles ſtaid- a 
while, fo long as he might well conceive the ſaid two Companies, Car- 
riage and Ordnance to beat the Ford, and then preſently marched on to 
Caſtle Lyons, the Front led by Lieutenant &7ng, the Body by Major 
Fowel, and the Rear by Sir Charles himſelf, a Forlorn-hope of about 
160 Musketeers in the Rear was commanded by Captain Pzerce Lacy, 
Captain Zutton, and Lieutenant Stardbury, and all our Horſe in the 
Rear likewiſe; who no ſooner came over the Manning Water, and re- 
covered the top of the Hill, but the Enemies Horſe were at our heels : 
From this Hill to the Ford there is a- dangerous Paſſage of a Narrow. 
Lane, which the Enemy knew full well, and ſo did our Mentoo.: And 
the Enemy. perceiving that moſt of our Men were marching within: this 
Lane, ( excepting the Forlorn-hope. and the Horſe ) charged: us in the 
Rear, coming on as the Mooriſh and Getulian Horle, mention'd by Saluſt 
in Fagarth's War, not. in Order and Warlike manner, but by Troops 
and ſcattering Companies at adventure, that the Fight rather reſembled 
an Incurſion than a Battel ; and ſo hemm'd in and. preſt-on -our Horſe, 
( being but 120 ) that they were able to move no way, but fall into that 
Lane amongſt the Foot, which they did, thergby routing our whole 
Foot. The Ordnance by this time was not carrieelier the BlackWater, 
nor the two Companies as yet come-to make goal the Paſlage, ſo that * 
all our Colours ( fave one brought oft by. Dermot O-Grady, Enſign to 
Captain Rowland $t, Leger, who gallantly fav'd It and himſelf) were 
taken, our two, Pieces of Ordnance ſurpriz'd, and Sir Charles himſelf 
(together with Captain VW:zd, Lieutenant Xing, Enſign Chaplain, Cap= 
tain Fitz-morris, and divers others.) taken Priſoner ; beſides thoſe that 
were kilf'd in the Place, (viz.) Captain Pzerce Lacy, Captain George But- 
ter, Lieutenant Walter $t, Leger, | three Natives of this Kingdom ) Lieu- 
tenant Stradbury, Lieutenant Rofingzon,' Licutenant Kent, Enſign Sim- 
mons, with divers other Lieutenants and Enfigns, beſides, common Sol- 

diers, to the number of 3oo; ſome affirm 600. 3 
Upon which ſucceſs, they boldly. attempted Cappagein, which more 
gallantly withſtood them, inas. muchas afterall their attempts, the Aſ- 
ailants were, ſhamefully.. beaten off towards the end of June, and forc'd 
to retreat, having loſt upon the firſt. Aſſault 62 men; afterwards, / at- 
| tempting; 
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tempting it again, they were repuls'd, and fearing the Lord 7zchequin's 
approach, marched away, having loſt in that enterprize Lientenant Colo- 
nel Butler, ( Brother to the Lord of Armaly, ') Captain Saint Fohn of 
Saint. Fohnstown, Captain Pierce Butler of Ballypaddin in the County 
of Tipperary, Captain Grady deſperately hurt, one Enſign killed, as 
were four Serjeants, . and two hurt, beſides ſeveral Priſoners taken : one 
of their Horſemen compleatly arm'd ran to us, who ( amongſt other 
paſſages ) diſcovered the particular loſſes of the Enemy , their chief 
Gunner was likewiſe ſlain in this ſervice : Upon'the retreat and march- 
ing away,a Party of our Horſe commanded by Sir Joh Brown fallied out 
of the Town atter them, and killed ſome of their Men and Pillagers 
intheRear of their Army, who found 25 gravesatter them in the Camp, 
wherein they buried their dead' by 4 and 5 in a grave, as by veiw ap- 

ear'd. | O03 
: Yet though the Enemy had no ſucceſs in taking in Cappaguiz, weby 
Colonel Myz * took in the Caſtles of 7zmolege, Roſcarby, and Rathbarry 
in the Weſt, and Liſmore nobly defended it felf under Captain Barderoe, 
whilſt the Lord Zzchequin appearing with 2500 Horſe and Foot, rais'd 
the Siege, whoſe Army upon news of the Ceſlation, drew off, then 
ready to give Battle. | ; 

In Connaght, after the Battle of Raconnel, till Midſummer, there was 
not any conſiderable ſervice done by our Souldiers ; and the Enemy either 
kept cloſein Garriſons, or was drawn off to the Siege of Ga/oway's Fort ; 
And now the Enemies finding. that without the Command of ſome ex- 
perienc'd General, and the uniting"of their Forces, they were able to 
do little, yea, not to defend themſelves ; they got for Commander Foh» 
Bourk ( or as they more commonly called him, Shane O-7 levij ) deſcended 
from the Bourks of Caſtle Barr, or if you pleaſe of the Mac Williams : 
His firſt exploit was againſt rhe Fort of Ga#oway, to the taking and de- 
moliſhing of which, the Townſmen contributed both with Bodies and 
Purſe. very largely ; they wanted good battering Guns, and therefore re- 
ſolv'd to take it by Famzne, it being but poorly provided by ſuchas the 
Parliament appointed: ro bring timely ſupplies by Sea, knowing that 
in it they ſhould get battering Guns, to take in the reſt of the Zngli/þ 
Garriſons in that Province. Tothis end, they made a Chain of Maſts, 
Casks, and Iron, acroſs that part of the Harbour next to the Fort, and 
planted ſtrong Guards-:at each end of it; They prepared ſome few Ship- 
| Guns, and a Morter-Piece, which was well caſt by a Runnagate out of 
the Lord - Forbes Ships, which afterwards they made uſe of at the Siege 
of Caſtle Coot ; ſo that with much Induſtry rather then Gallantry, they 
at length got the: Fort: by Compoſition, its Relief coming too late into 
the Harbour ; The event: of which ſo much ſtruck the Governour, 
as he did not many months after ſurvive the loſs. 

Upon :;the taking of the Fort, the 7riſh were overjoy'd to be Maſters 
of ſo many brave Guns, and thought that the Reputation of' this and 
the help-of the Guns, would reduce ſuddainly all Connaght ; they re- 
ſolv'd firſt to fall on Caſtle Coor, the moſt painantthorn' in rheir fide, 
being confident that .upon their ſucceſs there,” they might inall proba-

Walls, but was well mani'd, and vigilantly attended; though with 4000

( an expert Low-Countrey Souldier ) to manage their Works, who upon 
the knowledge of the ſituation of the Place, queſtion'd not its ſurrender, 
Galloway having, ( for Fireworks, and fitting. expedients for that ſervice ) 
furniſhed him with 300 / However, though they had made as regular 
and handſcom a Fortification about the Caſtle, as ever was attempted in 
treland, yet the Garriſon ſo nobly attack'd each Redoubr, that thence 
enſued many brave Attempts, much certainly tothe prejudice of the 
Beſieged ; the Garriſon maintaining their own againſt all the Attempts 
the Beſiegers ever adventur'd, which in truth were many, not without 
Skill as well as Courage maintain'd ; in as much as the Governour Cap- 
tain Richard Coot, ſince Lord Baron of Co/oony, having ſent forth a 
private Meſſenger to Major Ormsby, ( who before with the help of the 
Engliſh Garriſons, had very ſucceſsfully beaten Owen Roe-O-Neal out of 
the Province with great loſs, coming to ſet upon Boyle, Famestown, Car- 
rickdrumzooſh, and Elphin, ) at Talſol, to inform him of his wants, very 
carefully conſulted with Boyle and Roſcommon , who joyntly agreed 
(upon a private Sign ) to relieve them of Caſtle Coot ; which the Ene- 
my having notice of by one, whom the Garriſon had familiarly enter- 
tain'd, the Treachery ( on the Enemies fide ) was carried on, as they

though ( in compute ). not:leſs then 700 Men, as they retired totheir 
Camp, and he ſecured/his Retreat ( with much Honour ) to his Caſtle ; 
The Enemy in the Interim, making a bold affault on the other part of 
the Caſtle, which he came time enough to relieve, beating'off the Ene- 
my with a conſiderable loſs, and having ſlain many of their men,” caus'd 
them decently to be laid out ( not beheaded as the 7ri/þ barbarouſly are 
accuſtomed to do ) for which their General ſent him a Preſent of To- 
bacco, ( then very acceptable ; ) However, afterwards he beat them to in- 
acceſſible Places, in Bogs and Woods ( their ufual Refuge )' and re- 
cover'd at that time ftore of 'Tobacco, Cloaths, and 11 weeks Pay, newly 
- come, to fatisfie their Soukdiers ; Yet they hearing of the Ceſſation, bur 
... not yet having an Expreſs from the Marquiſs of Ormond, more violently - 
| (then ever) ſhot at the Caſtle; and having now a Meſſenger of the 
Ceſſation, they ſo far ſuſpeed' him as a ſpy, as they impriſon'd him, 
endeavouring ſtill to gain the Caſtle ;: but finding their attempts vain, For- 
ces from. Boyle, Roſcommon, Gcc.. faithfully having relieved the Caſtle, 
all joyntly gallantly ſet on the Rebels, which their General perceiving, 
grew.ſo much enraged againſt his Souldiers, as to profeſs he had rather be 
Captain of the 200. if the Garrifon, then General of the 3000 hs had; 
ſo as at length the Governour as wellas Bourk, having an Expreſs from 
the Marquiſs of Ormond, both acquieſs'd therein. - | | 
Thus his Majeſties Forces ( where they were unanimous ): vigorouſly 
proceeded ; nay ſhould T adventure to recount all their a&ions; 'time 
would fail, 'we are obliged to be 'brief, though'in omitting any, inju-

William Fephſon, and Arthur Hill Eſquires, from the Parliament, with 
a Bill entituled, A» At for the ſpeedy payment of Moneys, ſubſcribed 
towards the reducing of the Rebels in Ireland, which yet remain'd unpaid ) 
was fo far from denying to paſs the faid A&, ( though driven from his 
Parliament, with far the Major part of both Houſes ) that he inclin'd 
to paſs the Att, if he might be aſſured to have it imployed tono other 
purpoſe, then the Reducing of the Rebels, &c. Which Conditionsnot 
being anſwered, no more was attempted by that Bill, a defect not reſt- 
ing in his Majeſty,but thoſe that ſent it ; whereby the ſtraights in /re/and

Arms in your 4% war Stores, to ſupply their many defeftive Arms, not 
above 40 Barrels of Powder in your Stores, no Srinm of ſerviceable 
Horſes being now left here, and thoſe few that are, their Arms for the 
moft part loſt or unſerviſeable, no Ships arriv'd here-to guard the Coaſts, 
and conſequently no ſecurity rendred to any, that might ( on their private 
Adventures ) bring in Proviſions of Vittuals, or other neceſſaries, towards 
our ſubfiftence, and finally, no viſible means by Seaor Land of being able 
70 preſerve = you this your Kingdom, and to render deliverance from

We find that your Majeſties late Fuſtices and this Board, have often 
and fully by very many Letters, advertiſed the Parliament in England, of 
the extremities of Afﬀairs here, and beſought relief with all poſſible im- 
portanity, which alſo have been fully ku, are to your Majeſty, and to 
the Lord Lieutenant, and to Mr. Oy Nicholas, to be made known 
to your Majeſty : And although the Winds have of late for many days 
( aud often formerly) ſtood wery fair, for acceſſions of ſupply forth of 
England hither,” and that we have {fill with longing expetlations, hope to 
find Provifions arrive herein ſome degree anſwerable to the neceſſities of your 
Aﬀairs : yet now ( to. our unexpreſſible grief ) after full 6 months wait- 
ing, and much longer patience and Jong-ſuffering, we find all our' great 
expeftations anſwered in a mean and inconfiderable quantity of P roviſtons, 
( viz.)

We have ( by the bleſſing of God ) been hitherto proſperous and ſuc- 
ceſsful in your Majeſties Afﬀairs here, and ſhould be ſtill hopeful, by the 
mercy of God, under the Royal Direftions of your Sacred Majeſty, to vin- 
dicate your Majeſties Honour, and recover your Rights here, and take 
due vengeance on theſe Traitors, for the innocent blood they have ſpilt, if 
we might be ſtrengthned or ſupported therein by needful ſupplies out of

hopes from the Parliament, as muſt needs trench to the utter loſs of the

And having ( as before )) preſented you with the Lords Juſtices Letter 
to his Majeſty, we ſhould now give you the Declaration of the Lords 
and Commons aſſembled in Parliament the 16th. of June, 1643. concern- 
ing the preſent lamentable eſtate and miſerable condition of Ireland; In 


anſwer to what, the Lords Juſtices and Council had faithfully acquainted 


them withall, that it may appear how ſenfible they were of the infor- 
mation they had receiv'd of the ſtraights and exigencies of the Proteſtant 
Forces in /reland ; which certainly is.very Emphatical, reſenting ( with 
a juſt aggravation ) the miſerable condition of that Kingdom ; but be- 
ing legible in Zzsbands Coltections, * we ſhall refer you thither, not 
buſing our ſelves how far it prevail'd.

During the reſpite of the Treaty for the Ceſlation, ( viz. the 29th. of 
Fly ) 7 or 800 of the Rebels gave us at mid-night, ( by whoſe negle&T 
know not ) an Alarm, even in the ſtreets of D44/in, .who were gallantly 
repulſed by Colonel Crafford's Men, killing 20 of them, the Rebels by 
that means doing no more hurt, than plundering and firing ſome few 
thatcht Houſes. | 

All things tending to a Ceſſation, the State held it their beſt policy not 
to retain their Forces wholly in their Garriſons ; and therefore ( though 
they had ſlender Proviſions, and leſs Treaſure to encourage the Souldiers 
abroad ) the 27th. of Fune, 1643. Colonel Mouk, with 1300 Foot, and 
140 Horſe, was ſent againſt Preſton, ſtrengthned by Owen O Neal, whom 
he encountred near Caſte Fordan, at a Paſs upon the River Boine, being 
5 or 600 Horſe, and 6000 Foot, . putting his Foot to rout, and killing 
many of his Men : Yet for want-of Proviſion, he was forced to leave Clan- 
curry, and turn to Wickloe, where he got ſtore of Cattel. But thence he 
was ſoon recalled, to face the Rebels in Meath; and hearing of Owen O 
Neal's Forces about Port Leiceſter Mill, (a great and ſecure Faſtneſs) near 
5 miles Weſtward from 7rim, he, with the Lord Moor, vigilantly attend- 
ed their motion : But fo it fell out, that the Lord Moor obſerving O Neal's 


.encamping there, had ſome notice of his levelling a Piece of Cannon to- 
.wards his Army ; yet was fo little concern'd at the advice, ( danger in 
that Cauſe being never apprehended ) as after that the Bullet had once

This Noble Gentleman was the firſt that adventur'd in this Cauſe, and 
the laſt Victimeunder hig Majeſty's Commiſſion ;. a Gentleman of clear 
Spirit, and Integrity. oc tell not many days befoſE the Ceſlation,which peu. 
by ſeveral { even of the Privy Council themſelves ) was much diſliked ; Colled.fo.340. 
nor indeed { till ſome of thoſe were remoy'd from the Council Board, the 
Reaſons they gave in being un-an{werable*could the Ceſlation be brought 
on without oppoſition ; and then not ſo eaſily as ſome thought, many 
difticulties, and thoſe not eafie to reconcile, ( in reference to his Maje- 
ſty's Exigencies, and the Intereſt of the diſtreſſed Proteſtants ) preſſing 
1n on every Diſpute. Now the Parliament in Enz/and\ conceiving them- 
ſelves much intereſs'd in the Afﬀairs of 7rel/and,( as already hath been ſaid) 
ro adviſe, order, and diſpoſe of all things concerning the Government and De- 
fence of that Kingdom ) made, the 3oth. of September, -1643. ( not know- 
ing that the Ceſſation had been then : 5 days before concluded |) a Decla- 
ration againſt any Ceſſation, or a Treaty of Peace with the Rebels in Ireland, 
for that ( amongſt many other Reaſons ) the Ceſſation would be for the pre- 
ſervation of the Rebels and Papiſts only, who under pretexts of civil Con- 
tratts, would continue their Antichriſtian Idolatry. Beſides, ſeveral Com- 
miſſioners of both Houſes of Parliament, who by the Broad Seal, ("the pub- 
lick Faith of the State ) were iarruſted with the Triſh Affairs, would by the 
Ceſſation be further diſ-enabled to Att ; and the Adventurers ( who had ſo 
many Acts for their Security )) would by a Ceſſation be diſappointed, as the 
exiled Proteſtants ( turn'd out of their Habitations ) be thereby continued 
in miſery and want. : 
Whilſt theſe things were thought on in England, the People of Ireland 
( who took a liberty at the uncertainty of Afﬀairs ) were ſtrangely divided, 
whether the Ceſlation ſhould be concluded or no. Some. ( who were 
ſenſibly tonch'd with the Injuries and Cruelties of the Rebels ) could not 
brook 1t ; others { hoping for their advantage by the Change ) daily ex- 
pected it, whilſt the City ( in general ) being burthen'd with Taxes, 
quartering of Souldiers, &c. having no hopes of Relief from abroad, wil- 
lingly hearkned to their Freedom : 1o as now the ſtrong Aﬀections which 
had been commonly born againſt the Rebels, began to wither into an in- 
differency, and the courſe which had been then took to weather out the 
reſolute, either for deſpair or terrour humbled many, and as Intereſt lay, 
ſeveral reſoly'd what Party to take in England, upon the concluſion of the

writ to the Lords Juſtices, and the Marquis of Ormond" froin his Court at 
Matſon, the 25th. of Auguſt, the 19th. year of his Reign, which came 
not to them till the 26th. of September, eleven days after. the Ceſſation 
was concluded ; Authorizing them, or any two of them, to treat and con- 
clude for him, and in his name, with his Subjefs then in Arms in that his 
Kingdom, for a Ceſſation of Arms for one whole year. But before this Letter 
arriv'd, the Treaty at Sie gin/town began with the Confederates Commil- 
fioners, by vertue of the Letter the Marquis had formerly received from 
his Majelty, dated at Oxford the 31. of Fuly, 1643. who to that purpoſe 
order'd a Commitlion, dated at Db1in under the Broad Seal, the latit of 
Auzaſ?, 1643, in the 19th. year of his Majeſties Reign, to conclude the 
Ceſlation with the /ri/þ Commiſſioners; who, the 26th. of Auguft, 
1643. having met the Marquis of Ormond ( Lieutenant General of 
his Majeſties Army ) there, where inſiſting upon the Name, Title, and 
Proteſtation which at firſt they had aſſum'd ( not permitted of by the 


Marquis of Ormond ) they proceeded : The Enemy, in the interim, be- 


ſieging T»1y, and aftgrwards taking it, even whilſt his Majeſties Com- 
mitfion of Grace was not far thence in execution; and in all places they 
ſhewed themſelves moſt active, endeavouring either to ſurprize, force, or 
gain by allurements what they could, exceedingly animated with hopes 
ofa Ceſſation, that upon its concluſion, what was in their power might 
be peaceably poſſefs'd. During which Treaty, many difficulties aroſe ; 
one { whether in this or the former Treaty, I am not certain ) was much 
inſiſted on, ( viz. ) How the ſeveral Inditments and Outlawries againſt 
the 7ri/h might be repealed? After ſome diſpute, at length P/unket ( one 
of the 7riſh Agents) told*them, He had found a Remedy ; the Judges 
before whom they were Indicted might be ſummon'd to the Star-Chamber, 
and there be Fined. And there replied one ( who is ſeidom found to ſign 
any Act of State till the Ceffation was concluded ) all that are concern'd 
may be confident to find reparation. This the Lord Chief Juſtice Shurley 
thought refle&ted upon him, who thereupon expreſs'd much courage and 
Integrity. And the Diſpute fell: And the 15h. of September, 1643. the 
Ceſſation was concluded by the Marquis of Ormond, who for his Cou- 
rage, AﬀeCtion, and Loyalty, his Majeſty had made his Lieutenant Ge- 
neral of his Army in rel/and, and who ( having gotten ſo many notable 
Victories over the Rebels) was very well approv'd of by the two Houſes 
of Parliament in E»gland. The publication of which, with the Articles, 
and his Majeſties Motives thereunto, you may read in 'his Majeſties 
Works, from fol, 353.to 365. In confirmation of which, the Lords Ju- 


 ftices and Council iflued out a Warrant to the Lord Chancellor, to draw 


Letters of Confirmation under the Great Seal of /re/aud, which accor- 


 dingly bore date the 267h. day of Septemb. inthe 19th. year of his Ma- 


zeſties Reign: And to expreſs the neceſſity thereot, many Perſons of 
Quality ſign'd, the faid 15th. of Septemb. 1643. a Writing, therein con- 
cluding it neceſſary for his Majeſties Honour and Service, that the Lord 
Marguis of Ormond ſhould aſſent to a Ceſſation of Arms; though ſome of 

theſe afterwards (joyning with the Parliaments Forces ) reſfolved'to die a 
thouſand deaths, rather than to. deſcend to amy Peace with the perfidi- 
ous Rebels; but ſtuck not at length to that Prote/tation, altering as the - 
Scene chang'd.

| Whilſt the Ceſſation was in agitation at Sigginſlown, the Conſequences 1643. 
of diſlolving the Parliament were not the leaſt in conſideration at the &— WV 


Council-board, nor was there any thing more deſired by the Rebels, - 


who thereby hoped to be re-ſeated ina new Parliament, which they 

ueſtion'd not to manage to their own ends and advantage. Wherefore 
that the State might ſtill ſteer by the ſame Compaſs they had hitherto 
done, they committed the Caſe to the Judges ; who unanimouſly agreed 
upon the following Reaſons for its continuance.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhips, 


Ccording to your Lordſhips Order of the xi. of September, 1643. we 
As confidered of ſuch inconveniencies, as we concetve may ariſe to his 
Majeſty, and his Service, as Aﬀairs now ſtand, if this preſent Parliament 
ſhould be.determin'd; and have reduc'd the ſame to writing, which we hum- 
bly preſent to your Lordſhips further conſideration. * | 

The greateſt part of the Free-holders of this Kingdom are now in atual 
Rebellion, whereby his Majeſty ought to be juſtly entituled to all their 
Eſtates, both Real and Perſonal; this cannot be done but by their Con- 
vidtion and Attainder, either by courſe of Common Law, or by Att of Parlia- 
ment. By courſe of Common Law it will be very difficult to be effetted, for 
theſe Reaſons following. 

Firſt, Thoſe who axe indifted in moſt of the Counties of this Kingdom can- 
not be Attainted by Outlawry, by reaſon that the Sheriffs of thoſe Counties, 
by occafion of the preſent Rebellion, cannot keep their County-Courts, to Pro- 
claim, and make due Return of the Exigence : Nor can they be Attainted by 
Perdidt for want of Furors, moſt of all the Free-holders in the Kingdom be- 
ing now in Rebellion. 6d: 

Secondly, Thoſe that are not Indifted, or thoſe that are already Indifted, 
andin Priſon, or upon Bonds, cannot be proceeded againſt Legally at the 
Common Law for want of Furors ; becauſe, as aforeſaid, moſt of the Free- 
holders are in Rebellion. | 

Therefore of neceſſity, thoſe Perſons muſt either not be Attainted at all, 
or onely by Att of Parliament, which is ſcarce poſſible to be effetted, if this 
preſent Parliament be Diſſolved, or Diſcontinued ; for that upon a new Par- 
liament to be Summon d, the Knights and Burgeſſes muſt ve Elefted by the 
PFree-holders and Inhabitants reſpettively, moſt whereof are in Rebellion. 
And yet the preſent Parliament will be diſcontinued, unleſs a Commiſſion 
under the Great Seal of England to the now Lords Fuſtices, or other the 
Chief Governour or Governours for the time being, be here before the 13th.

{tices and Council received a Letter from him at the Camp at Marſon 


near Glouceſter, of the 4th, of Septemb. paſſionately reſenting the ſuffer- 
ings and complaints of the Officers, who {upon all occaſions) had a ten- 
der affection in his breaſt. And to the end they might not be fruſtrated 
of their Arrears, he commands their Debentors ſhould be reſpectively 
ſign'd, that they might take aneffeftual courſe to be paid the fame by the

And leſt there ſhould -be any dete& in acknowledging of their Merits,

dom of Ireland, to the end to make uſe of them for the Invaſion 
of Us, and of Our Good SubjeAs of England.

maim' d here in Our Service ; and for the payment of all their 
Arrears that ſhall be due to any of them that thall happen to be 
kill'd in the ſame, to their Wives, Children, or neareſt Friends.

To what Party the Ceſſation was happy, will be hard to determine 
that thereby the Rebels had an opportunity ( which they improv'd ) to 
provide themſelves of Arms and Ammunition, may eaſily be conceiv'd ; 
in as much as the Parliament of England concluded, the Ceſlation in Jre- 
land was of advantage to none,but to the bloody Rebels of that Kingdom : 
Agreeable to what Camd.*well obſervs,for as much as in that(ſpace where- 
in a Ceſlation is allowed to the Rebels)the Rebels enjoy tree liberty to di- 
geſt all their ſecret Plots and Machinations, to ſtrengthen their Sides by 
newConfederacies abroad,and to encreaſe them at home with new Forces; 
whilſt all this while the Eng/7/þ lay at a coſtly idleneſs,feeding on the fruits 
of their Friends, and faithtul Well-willers ; when by reaſon of the Ceſia- 
tion they might not prey upon the Enemy. Certain it is the Parliament 
improv'd the Ceſlation to a very ſpecions * as: inas much as xo 
eftate (ſay they) of theRebels was to fe diſpoſed of (conſequently no Ceſſation 
or Peace to be made ) till the Lords and Commons of the Realm of _—_— 
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ſhould, in Parliament, by order, declare, that. the ſaid Rebels were ſubdued, 
and this preſent Rebellion appeas'd and ended. But on the contrary, his

jeity ſhews the. reaſon of, when the Scots Army before was made uſe of 
againſt him. The whole Scene is —_— {tated in his Majeſties An- 
ſwer to the two Papers concerning Jreland, at the Treaty at Zxbridge : 
How paſſionately ſoever the Parliaments Commiſſioners conclude, 
That whatſoever becomes of us, ( fay they ) if we muſt periſh, yet let us go 
to our graves with that comfort, that we have not made Peace with the Ene- 
mies of Chriſt, yea, even Enemies of Mankind, declared and unreconciled 
Enemies to our Religion and. Nation: And( indeed, to give the Parliament 
their due ) when they had reduc'd the Afﬀairs of England to their own 
Module, the Rebels of 7re/and were frequently chaſtiſed, and ſo affe- 
Ctionately purſued, that neither Men, Money, or Courage was wanting 
to that ſervice. - Of the firſt part of which Paragraph, his Majeſty ſeems 
moſt ſenſible, expreſſing (in his Anſwer betore-mention'd ) That he would 
be glad, thaggeither a Peace in England, or any other Expedient, might fur-+ 
iſh him with Means and Power to do Fuſtice upon them ; if this cannot be, 
we muſt not deſperately expoſe our good Subjetts there to Butchery, without 
means or poſſibility of Proteition : God will, in his due time, avenge bis own 
quarrel, In the mean time, his Goſpel gives us leave, in caſe of War, to fit 
down and caſt up the coſt, and eſtimate our power to go_ through with it ; and 
n ſuch caſe, where Prudence adviſeth, it 1s _— fo ropoſe Conditions of 
Peace, though the War otherwiſe might juſtly be. _ . This wrought 
much on many. But the Parliament (who perſiſted reſolutely to have his 
Majeſty diſclaim the Ceſſation ) would not allow any neceflity for it, 
alledging, that though ſome of great eſtimation with the Parliament 
(whom his Majeſties Commiſſioners produc'd as principally intereſſed in 
the managing of Afﬀairs in Jreland, and the War there ) had preſt for Sup- 
plies, as in all likelihood to periſh ſpeedily without them; yet they 
were aſſur'd ( even by ſome who were at the Council at that time when 
thoſe Letters were written ) that the ſame was done onely to preſs for 
Supplies out of Eng/and, without the leaſt intention in them of inducing 
a Ceſſation ; which is granted. But as the neceſſities were there laid open, 
fo they were conſidered by his Majeſty, and no other Expedient remain- 
ing for the Proteſtants fafety, faye a Ceſlation, thereupon it was con- 
cluded* ; though to this day ſome will have 16, that his Majeſties expeQta- 
tion to be ſupplied thence, and t e preſervationdf the Fiſh, almoſt fwal- 
lowed np-by his Forces, wersthe principal Motives to that Ceſlatjon. 
And it muſt be acknowledged, \from the ſeries of Afairs ſince, that the 
Iriſh (in concluding the Ceſſation) had a reſpect to their greater ſecurity 
and deſigns, thoſe being thereby withdrawn to his Majeſties ſervite in 
England, which otherwiſe would certainly have oppos'd them.

Though 
the bleeding phigenia ( who, in pleading their Cauſe, grofly betrays it ) 
would not have it thought, that this charitable Bull cheriſh'd the Catho- 
licks in Rebellion, but was onely an Indulgence to ſo good and juſt a 
Quarrel,not any diſ-reſpeCt to the King, to whom ( faith he "his Holineſs 
adviſed them, by their Agents, to be Loyal ; as if that, and the breach gf 
his Majeſties Commands to lay down Arms, could rationally agree. Pe- 
fore which Bull, an Indulgence had been ſent, Dilefo filio Eugenio Onello, 
the 87h. of Ofober, 1642, in the 20th. year of his Papacy.

Our Lordſhips of the 21. 7 received at Ardmagh the 29, together 
with the Printed Ceſſation, which was very diſpleaſing unto this Ar- 
my, who being ſent Auxiliary for ſupply of the Britiſh Forces in diſtreſs, 
were promis'd by his Majeſty, and the Parliament of England,* Pay and En- 
tertainment from three months to three months; nevertheleſs, in eighteen 
months time, they have endured (both Officers and Soldiers ) unparallePd 
miſertes : {Pie a great part of the Service being done, they are re- 
warded with the concluſion of a Ceſſation, without aſſurance of entertainment 
for the time, or any certainty of the payment of their Arrears, and 1.ey muſt 
conform to the Treaty. This kind of uſage and contempt would conſtrain good 
Servants, though his Majeſties Loyal Subjects, to think upon ſome courſe 
which may be ſatisfaftory to them, being driven almoſt to deſpair, and 
threaten'd to be perſecuted by the Roman Catholick Subjes, as they are 
now called. Nevertheleſs, of the foreſaid Contempt ( for obedience to his 
Majeſties Command ) I have mov'd the Army for the time to ceaſe any hoſtile 
Att againſt our Enemies, till ſuch time as your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to 
confider better of our preſent condition, and grant us time to acquaint the 
General, who has onely Commiſſion over the Army, to adviſe us how to be- 
have our ſelves in this Exigency; fince I ( as Governour of Carigfergus ) 
cangive your Lordſhips no poſitive Anſwer to this Ceſſation in the name of 
our Army, having not abſolute Power over them: And immediately after 
receiving the General's reſolution, your Lordſhips ſhall be acquainted there- 
with ; which is the leaſt favour your Lordſhips can vouchſafe upon us, in re- 
compence of our Bygan Service.

Officers; the Lord Lieutenant ( beſides other Courſes:) pub-/ 
liſht, the x 3. of November, an Edi, that no Souldiers, under penalty of _ 
death, ſliould: depart /from-their-former Commanders and Officers: and - 
that no-Commanders and Officers; :on-pain of diſpleaſure, ſhould dare to 
entertain any; Souldiers ſo offending : And the 4th. of Feb. 1643. the 
Lord General publiſht a Proclamation, That if any Souldier ſhould ſtay 


behing,that was commanded to go over,or ſhould, after he was tranſported

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over into England, run away from his Colours, he being atterwards 
apprehended, thould preſently ſuffer death without mercy. . 

Upon which ( as you ſee) many came over into Eng/and, andat 
Hawerden Caſtle, Beeſton Caſtle, Bartomley Church, Dedington Houle, 
Afon Church, and Durtwich, improved their time ; but the main body, 
the 25. of Fanuary, 1643. was utterly defeated by Sir Thomas Fairfax, 
raiſing the Siege, of Namptwich, 1500 common Souldiers beſides Offi- 
cers being there taken Priſoners, beſides thoſe that were ſlain ; ſo that 
what advantage accrewed to the Regal Army by their coming over, ma- 
ny believ'd was not very conſiderable, unleſs thoſe, who came out of 
Munſter, were more ſucceſsful. The general ( if not all thoſe who came 
to his Majeſties aſſiſtance out of 7relaud ) were his own Forces, which 
he* had ſent againſt the Rebels, from whom I cannot yet learn ( aiter all 
their profeſſions of having no one hollow thought, or ſubtile practice to 
ſerve two Maſters, or ſtanding Neuters, whulit their King was Party * ) 
that any formed Regiment, or conſiderable, Party reach'd Eng/and, no / 
it will hereafter appear, how thamefully they deſerted his Majeſties Afﬀairs, 
even in 7reland it ſelf, when their Intereſt might have united them in 
Loyalty and Obedience. | | | 

Some months after the arrival of theſe and other Forces out of 7re- 
land, the Parliament of Eng/aud made an Ordinance?, againſt thegiving 
of any Quarter to any 7rifþ man, or to any Papilſt born in /re/azd, taken in 
Hoſtility againſt the Parliament, by Sea or Land, which his Majeſty 
thought very ſevere, they being called to the ſervice of their Natural 
Prince. | 

The coming over of the Enz/i/h made ſeveral ( that were not fo for- 
ward ) ſuſpected in their Loyalty ; though ( in truth ) never any 
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Prince had an Army more intirely atieCting his Perſon, then the generality 


of his Militia of 7re/and ; who being ſent thither, or rais'd there, were 
not yet wear'd from the Juſtice of that Cauſe, hardly matchable in any 
example, the War being ( faid, long ſince, a great Inſtrument of State ) 


not an ambitious War ot Foraigns, but a recovery of Subjects ( and that 


after Lenity of Conditions otten tried )) not'onely to obedience, but to 
Humanity and Policy, from more then 7:dian Barbariſm : whereas the 
Afﬀairs of Erng/and imbrued Relations in one anothers blood, and the 
Concerns of 1re/and were as much his Majeſties as the other ; and the 
Cauſe undoubtedly Gods. 

The Lords Juſtices and Council ( this while ') had a great task, and 
not ſo much as ſtraw to the Work, the Confederates paying in the 
Money, ( viz. 30800 /. they promiſed the 16th. of September, towards

Ec Not long after the Ceſſation, one mov'd at the Council Board by way 
farion, thax of Petition, That ſuch of theIriſh ( as would conſtantly pay contribution 
Sys ow to the Army ) wg: have freedom to return to their Caſtles : and the mo- 
ſhould be ad- tlon took with ſome, but was ſtrongly oppos'd by others, conſidering 
mitted unco how many gallant men ( as Sir Simon Harcourt, and others ) had been 
thereveins* loft inthe regaining of thoſe Caſtles; and that (it being uncertain on what 
terms there might be Peace, ) it might be taken ill by the King, that thoſe 
Caſtles ( the price of fo much blood ) ſhould be ſurrendred without his

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So as Aﬀairs of different natures hourly encreafing, ſubje&t to con- 
ſtructions, beyond the management of the Prudenteſt and moſt Loyal 
thoughts, it could not but be a great eaſe to be free'd of that Govern- 
ment, which an Ituſtrious Perſon ( whoſe Interereſt was Principally in- 
voly'd in the preſent Intrigues ) had a Regal Call thereunto ; where- 
upon theſe Lords Juſtices were remov'd, not without conſiderable Re- 
poſe, difficulties daily flowing in upon them , remedileſs by any but 
his Excellency Fames Marquiſs of Ormond, who the 21. of Fanuary, 
1643. was folemnly, in Chriſtcharch, Dublin, ſworn Lord Lieutenant with 
general acceptance: At which time Robert Sibthorp, Biſhop of Limerick, 
choſe for his Text the 77. P/alm, and the laſt verſe, 7 hou leadeſt thy 
People like a Flock by the hand of Moſes and Aaron ; upon which he 
paraphras'd exceeding elegantly ; But, ( as Sir Fames Ware obſerves in 
his Life ) never receiv'd a Farthing of his Biſhoprick. 

The Marquiſs of Ormond being now ſeated in the Government, one 
of the firſt things he began to regulate ( after he had ſent the deſigned Ar- 
my into Exgland) was theſtanding Army, at that time much ſtraightned 
through want of Pay and other Extremities; he therefore reduced the 
Troops about D#b1:z to Five and twenty apiece, beſides Officers, all 
but his own, which was continued 40. and Sir Thomas Lucas's and Arme- 
ſtrong's 30. beſides Officers, and to pay theſe ( which made up 150 Horſe 
beſides 2000 Foot \ he rais'd money by an * Exciſe, Taxes on the Town, 
and 3d. an Acre inhabited within the E:g/iſh Pale, beſides enquiry 
what was owing (by Debts) unto the Londoners ; ſoasthence with what 
Tabacco they had, a conſiderable ſum was weekly rais'd, and accordingly 
disburſed for the Relief of the Souldiers, and other neceflaries, which he 
having retrench't ( according to the Exigence ) he kept to due Muſters 
and obſervance : And by reafon of divers Robberies and Murthers daily 
committed by the Souldiers, on ſuch as brought Proviſion for the Relief 
of the City, the Lord-General the 16h. of March, 1643. ftrict- 
ly prohibited all ſuch outrages, under the utmoſt Peril of the Martial 
Laws. And the Parliament there meeting at D«#/in the 17th. of April, 
the Speakers of both Houſes, the-18zh. of the ſame, 1644. by a Letter, 
prohibited the Commanders,&Officers of his Majefties Armies,and others, 
in the Kingdom of -7re/and, to take the Solemn League and Covenant, 
according to a Proclamation by the Lords Juſtices and Council, the 
18th, of December, 1643. ſet ont with great Wiſdom and Reaſon, high- 
ly commending their deep - Judgment therein ; which his Excellency 
then alſo commanded to be re:Printed, at the requeſt of the Commons 
Houſe of Parliament, 1644*. In purſuance of which, an Oath afterwards 
was hammer'd ; but ſome of the Judges diſ-agreeing, it was never fornr'd. 
Great were his Excellency's Affairs indeed,the contrary Parties(he was ne- 
ceſlarily obliged todeal with) would in any. (but one'fo reſolute and intire) 
have betrayed to'Efteminacy and Diſorder. The 7ri/þ on one hand, con- 
fident.in their Addreſs to his Majeſty, and the Proteſtants oppreſs'd with 
their ſufferings and ſtraights, both he quitted to his Majeſties Juſtice, after 
that he had had his Majefties Licence for their Repair to him. TheCon- 
federate Catholicks thereupon, fent their Agents*, authoriſed by them 
to attend his Majeſty at Oxford, 'but indeed. with ſuch Deſires and Pro- 
poſitions as (weighed but 1n attindiffereritBallance ) makertoo lively a 
Repreſentation, how in-competent Conſiderersthey were of the way to 
their- own Repoſe atid Happineſs, and how unlikely they were to PO

the deſtroying Calamities which hung over their heads, and ſo cloſely 
purſued them. | 

At the ſame time, and fo long as the Treaty laſted, the King was like- 
wiſe attended by a Committee * from the Council Board of /re/and, in 
purſuance of his Commands, to inform his Majeſty of all matters of Fac 
which had paſſed, and of all the Laws and Cuſtoms there neceſſary to be 
weighed, upon what the Catholicks ſhould demand or propoſe. 

And by the Parliament then ſitting in Da#l:n, ſeveral ® were authorized 
to preſent to his Majeſty the Grievances, of his Proteſtant Subjects in 7re- 
land, that nothing might be granted in that Treaty, to the prejudice of 
their Intereſt and 1ecurity. . 

Each Party arrived at Oxford near the midſt of Aprz/ ; the Con- 
7: wr Agents got thither ſooneſt, having leſs Remora's 1n their 

1ſpatah. 

The Confederates, as men who thought themſelves poſleſſed of the 
whole ſtrength and Power of the Kingdom, and the Kings condition in 
England ſo weak, as he would buy their aſſiſtance at any rates, demanded 
upon the Matter,the total alteration of Government, both in Church and 
State, the very form of making and enacting Laws, which 1s the toun- 
dation of Government, and which had been practis'd, ever fince the 
Reign of King Z. 7. muſt be aboliſhed ; and inſtead of Liberty or 'To- 
leration for the exerciſe of the Romiſh Religion, they inſiſted on ſuch 


- Priviledges, Immuaities, and Power, as would have amounted at beſt, but 


to a Toleration of the Proteſtant Religion, and that no longer then they 
ſhould think fit to conſent to it. 

On the other hand, the Committee of Parliament ( as men who 
too much felt the ſmart and anguiſh of their late ſufferings, undervalued 
and condemned the 7ri/h, as inferior to them in Courage and Conduct, 
and as poſſeſſed of much greater Power by the Ceſſation, then they could 
retain in War, ) very earneſtly preſt the execution of the Laws in force, 
Reparation for the dammages they had ſuſtain'd, difarming the 7ri/h 
in ſuch manner, and to ſuch a degree, as it might not be hereafter in 
their Power to do more miſchief, and ſach other Conditions, as People 
( who are able to contend ) are not uſually perſwaded to ſubmit unto, 
which the Committee*at Oxford for riſh Aﬀairs,inſiſted on with powerful 
Reaſons and Arguments. | 

In theſe ſo different and diſtant Applications, they who were ſent as 
moderate Men from the Council, knew not how to behave themſelves, 
but enough diſcovered, that they had not the confidence in the 1ri/h, as 
to be willing that they ſhould be ſo far truſted, that the performance of 
their Duty ſhould depend onely on their Aﬀection and Allegiance ; But 
that there ſhould be a greater Reſtraint upon them, then they were in- 
clin'd to ſubmit to; otherwiſe that the Proteſtant Religion, and Engliſh 
Intereſt, would be ſooner rooted out by the Peace they propoſed, then it 
could be by the War. | 

It 1s very true, that the 7r:/þ Agents demean'd themſelves to his Maje- 
ſty, with great ſhew of Modeſty and Duty, ( they were Men that lack'd 
neither Art nor Behaviour ) and confeſſed, that they believ'd that the - 
Demands they were enjoyn'd to inſiſt upon, were ſuch as his Majeſty 
could not conſent unto ; and that the preſent condition of his Afﬀairs was 
not ſo well underſtood by them, or by thoſe who ſent them, before their 


- coming out of reland, as it now was; which if it hag been, they,were 


confident 
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confident they ſhould have had ſuch Inſtructions, as would better have 
complied with their own' Deſires , and his Majeſty's Occaſions ; and 
therefore frankly oficr'd to return anduſetheir utmoſt Endeayours, to in- 
cline the Confederate Council, ( whoſe Deputies they were, and who 
then exerciſed the ſupream Power over the Confederate Catholicks of 
that Kingdom ) to more Moderarion, and to return their full ſubmiſſion 
and obedience ro his Majeſty, upon ſuch Conditions as his Goodneſs 


would conſent unto tor their ſecurity. But how little of this was pers- | 


torm'd, you ſhall find in the ſequel of the Story ; however, the King tent 
his Command the 16th. of Feb. 164-. to the Marqueſs of Ormond, to con- 
tinue and renew their Cellition for another year ; and likewiſe a Com- 
miſſion under the Great Seal of Eng/and, to make a full Peace with his 
Catholick Subje&s, upon ſuch Conditions he found agreeable to the pub- 
lick Good and Weltare, and might produce ſuch a Peace and Union in 
that Kingdom, as might vindicate his Regal Power and Authority, and 
ſuppreſs the Rebels in England and Scotland. And fo his Majeſty diſmit- 
ſed rhe Catholick Agents, with demonſtration of much Grace and Confi- 
dence with this good Council, which he moſt pathetically poured out to 
them at their departure. That they ſhould not forget, the preſervation of 
the Nation, and Religion which they profeſſed, and were ſo zealous for in 
Irelan® depended upon the preſervation of his juſt Rights and Authority in 
England : That they ſaw his Subjetts of Scotland, contrary to all Obligati- 
ons, had invaded England, and joyned with thoſe Rebels againſt him, who 
without that aſſiſtance would have been ſpeedily reduced to their obedience. 
And therefore if his Catholick Subjetts of Ireland made haſte, _—_ ſuch Con- 
ditions as he might then grant withoat prejudice to himſelf, and which ſhould 
be amply ſufficient for the ſecurity of their Fortunes, Lives, and Exerciſe of 
their Religion, to aſſiſt him, whereby he might be enabled by God's Bleſſing 
to Some that Rebellion, they might confidently believe, he would never 
forget to whoſe Merit he owed his Preſervation and Reſtauration, and it 
would then be in his abſolute Power to vouchſafe Graces to them, to compleat 
their happineſs, and which he gave them his Royal Word) he would then diſ- 
pence in ſuch manner, as ſhould not leave them diſappointed of any of their 
juſt and full Expeftations. But if ( by inſiſting on ſuch Particulars, as he 


could not in Conſcience conſent to, 'and their Conſciences ae 4 them not to- 


as, or on ſuch, as though he could himſelf be content to yield to, yet in that 
Junflure of Time, would bring ſuch great damage to him, that all the _ 
plies they could give or ſend to him, could not countervail,and might be as be- 
neficially granted to them hereafter, when he might better do it ) they 
ſhould delay their joyning with him, and ſo look on, till the RebeP's Power 
prevail'd againſt him in England and Scotland, and ſuppreſs d his Party in 
thoſe K Fs, a4 it would then be too late for them to give him help, and they 
would quickly find their Strength in Ireland, but an imaginary Support for 
his or their own Intereſt, and that they who with much difficulty had deſtroy- 
ed him, would without any confiderable Oppoſition, ruine their Intereſt, and 


root out their Religion with their Nation, from all the Dominions which 


ſhould be ſubjef to: their exorbitant Fariſdiftion. How much of this 
prov'd a Propheſie, their ſad Experience knows, and the World cannot 
but take-notice of. gs. 


The King's Ad- 
monition to 
the 1r;Agents 
at their depar- 
ture. 


Soon after the Confederate's:Agents were diſmiſſed, the Proteſtant's * 


Commirtee of Parliament ( who- had managed their Scene with much 
Courage and Integrity ) drew off, with the King's Fayour and Promiſe 
to do the utmoſt he could for them. in 
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In the managing of which Afairs, if they had not been very reſolute, 
arm'd with much Truth, they would certainly have fall'n under many In- 
conveniencies : For, beſides what they met with at Oxford, they had 
ſill Correſpondence, and accordingly a&ted, as they were animated by a 
Party of the Proteſtant Committee of the Parliament of 7reland, then 
reſident in Da4lin, who ( that they might decline the hexght of what 
thoſe at Oxford propoſed \) were tempted by an Order of the Council- 
Board to certifie, Whether the 24 Propoſitions * of his Majeſty's Prote- 
ſtant Agents of 7reland, ( preſented to his Majeſty the 18th. of April, 
1644.) did agree with their ſence, in order to the preſent condition of the 
Kingdom : Whereby it's thought, that*if it had been faid, that the 24 
Propoſitions had been agreed to by the Proteſtants in general, there would 


have been an Endeavour, to have got ſome to have ſigned an Inſtrument 


againſt the Agent's Proceedings ; and therefore their Proceeding was ac- 
knowledged to be according to their Inſtructions, and their Correſpon- 


 dent's Advice in Town: As in the Anſwer. 


May it pleaſe your Lordſhips. * 


N Obedience to your Lordſhip's Commands, ſignified in your Order of the 
5th. of June, 1644. direfed to us the Perſons under-named, requiring 
us to certifie your Lordſhips, Whether the 24 Propoſitions of his Majeſty's 
Proteſtant Agents of 7reland, preſented to his Majeſty, do agree with 
our ſence, in order to the preſent condition of this Kingdom. Ie the 
ſaid Perſons do humbly certifie, That we have peruſed the Propoſitions in the 
ſaid Order mention'd, and do humbly conceive them, to be in ſubſtance pur- 
ſuant to the humble Petition of his Majeſty's Proteſtant Subjedts, as well 
Commanders of his Majeſty's Army here, as others, ( a Copy of which Peti- 
tion hath been formerly preſented to your Lordſhips, and from that Fonou- 
rable Board tranſmitted to his Sacred Majeſty,and by him graciouſly receiv'd, 
as may appear by his Majeſty's Letters of the 6th. of Noverber /aſt, whereof 
your Lordſhips were pleas d to grant the Petitioners a Copy. ) And that the 
ſaid Propoſitions are, as we humbly conceive, in ſubſtance purſuant unto cer- 
tain Tnſtruftions, entituled, Inſtructions for the Agents, who are to at- 
tend his moſt Sacred Majeſty, on the behalf of his Majeſty's Proteſtant 
ubje&ts of Ireland : Which Inſtrutions were alſo preſented at that Honou- 
rable Board, and there ( «pon ſerious Debate, according to the Pleaſure of 
your Lordſhips in ſome things) altered, and ſo a Copy thereof was deliver- 
ed to your Lordſhips. And we humbly conceive, that the ſaid Propoſitions, 
are ſuch in ſubſtance, as if way may be found, ( whereby his Majeſty may 
bring to paſs the Particulars therein conceiv'd ) they would conduce to the 
Eſtabliſhment of the true Proteſtant Religion, the Honour and Advantage 
of his Majeſty, and the future Security of his Highneſs, his Royal Po- 
ſterity, this his Kingdom , and the Proteſtant Subjects therein. But 
how theſe Propoſitions ſtand, in order to the preſent condition of this King- 
dom, is a thing far above us to reſolve : All which we humbly leave to your 
Lordſhip's Grave Conſiderations. Signed, |

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When the* /ri/þ Confederates Agents return'd into 7reland, moſt of 
them ( as far as ated in.view ) perforn'd their Promiſe and Engage- 
ments to the King, ſo as many of the Nobility and Gentry, and moſt of 
the Perſons of conliiderable Fortune, together with the moderate Clergy, 
; who areeaſie to be number'd ) were convinc'd of the neceſſity of ſub- 
mitting themſelves entirely to the King, till he was able to grant them 
more, that they might not be glad to actept of leſs. But the evil Genus 
of that People, ( condemn'd to wiltut ruine and misfortune) ſoon evi- 
denc'd how unripe they were for mercy, and that it was not ſo cafie to al- 
lay the Spirits they had conjur'd up,as to foment and irritate them. "The 
Nobility, and Men of known Fortune, (whom ſelf-Intereſt (by this time) 
had taught Loyalty \ found that they had loit their Power, and the Re- 
verence they had parted with to the Clergy, had much Influence on he 
common People, who, devoting themſelves ſolely to their Clergy's Di- 
cate, oppogd all Concluſions, which ( according to Wiſdom and true 
Policy ) were to be the Ingredients of a happy and laſting Peace. And 
ſo above 2 years were ſpent, ( aiter theſe Agent's departure trom the King) 
in fruitleſs and in-ette&tual Treaties, the Earl of Glamorgan, in the interim, 
treating in that wide order with the Rebels, as under a pretended ſuffici- 
ent Authority trom the King, (- utterly diſown'd ) he blew them up to 
ſuch a pernicious Expectation, by the tergned Articles he {ign'd to them, 
thez5th. of Auguſt, 1645. fo deſtructive both to Church and State, and 
ſo repugnant to his Majeſty's publick Profeſſions, and known Reſolutions, 
as the Treaty of Peace (proceeding on more agreeable Terms by the Lord 
Lieutenant ) found many rubbs and impediments. Whilſt the Strength 
and Power of the Parliameat's Forces in England exceedingly incteated, 
and his Majeſty's Forces were cefeated, and himſelf ( for want of Succours 
promis'd out of /reland ) was compelled to deliver up himſelt to his Scoz- 
tiſh Subjes, and was ſhortly after by them given into the hands of the 
Parliament of Zng/and, who being ( at laſt.) ſplit into ſeveral Factions, 
ſo varied Councils, as { in concluſion ) he was betrayed, and ſuffter'd, 
to the aſtoniſhment of the World. 6 

But that I may not o're-ſlip the Series of this Story, which, through a 
conflux of Matter, will ſometimes unavoidably bediſturbed, I mult take 
notice, that the firſt Ceſſation being near determin'd, the 5th. of Sepz. 
1644. there was a new Ceſlation agreed on by the Lord Lieutenant, and 
the /r;i/þ Commiſſioners, to begin on the 1 5th. of September, and conti- 
nue till the 1ſt. of December following. And-in reſpect that the” Treaty 
of Peace had ſeveral Matters of weight and conſequence, which neceſlart- 
ly required further time to be prepared, and drawn into writing, it was 
agreed on at the Caſtle of D«b/:n, the 2d. of Ofob. anno predid. that the 
Treaty ſhould be adjourn'd to the 4th. of November enſuing, the 1ri/h 
Agents, inthe interim, to have liberty to continue in, or. come to Dublin, 
as often as they ſhould think fit; which time they improved, and Afﬀairs 
were ſo managed, as there was never any other Ceſſation till the 
Peace. | ea 

About which time, the Earls of Thomond, Clanrickard, and St. Albans, 
the Lord Rannelagh, Fitz-williams, Taaff, and Dillon, who had never re- 
ceded from his Majeſty's Commands, writ to him, That betwixt two 
Parties, one, if they were diſpoſed to make Invaſion upon them, and the 
other, who ſticking to the ovnnmt , diſfcobey'd the Ceſſation, they 
were like to be ruin'd ; and therefore implor'd his Majeſty, to —_

the Difference betwixt thoſe, who were too high, either of the Confe- 
derates or Proteſtants, in their Demands, and declare againſt the Scozs, 
who would make little diſtin&tion ( were 1t 1n their power ) between 
them, and thoſe whom they now aſſaulted. 

In treating of Peace, we muſt not forget, that the Lord uchequin (ha- 
ving been eaſily wrought on to agree to the Ceſlation )) carried over ma- 
ny of his Munſter Forces to the King, who in memory ot his ſervice, be- 
ſlowed on him a noble Wardthip, and would have made him an Earl : 
But the Preſidency of Munſter « pre-diſpos'd of to the Earl of Portland ) 
being his aim, he returns again into 7reland, and from Cork, the 17th. 
of Fuly, 1644. he and other Officers there writes to his Majeſty, 7hat 


' no Peace could be concluded with the Irith Rebels, which would not bring un- 


to his Majeſty, and the Engliſh in general, a far greater prejudice, than the 
ſhew of a Peace there would bring them an advantage, &c. And thereupon 
befouzht him, that he would not ſo much regard ſo inconfiderable a handful 
of People as they were, as to purchaſe but a ſeeming ſecurity,by leaving there- 
by the Proteſtant Religion in all likelihood to be extirpated, and his Ma- 
jeſty obnoxious to the loſs of that Kingdom : Further beſeeching his Majeſty, 
that he would be pleas'd to Proclaim again the 7riſh to be Rebels, and not 
fo pardon thoſe who, have committed ſo many barbarous Crimes that they are 
as far above deſcription, as they are ſhort of honeſty, profeſſing they had his 
Majeſties C ſn 499" for what they did; the true ſenſe of which devilliſh 
aſperjion caſt upon his Majeſty, with other reaſons, made them reſolve to die 
a thouſand deaths, rather than condeſcend to auy Peace ; referring them- 
ſelves in other things to their Declaration. 

And from the fame place, the day * following, zheſe * write to both 
Houſes of Parliament in England, .( much tothe ſame efte&t ) importun- 
ing their Agreement with his Majeſty, without which,the War could not 
be proſecuted as it ought ; offering (for the ſecuring of their Garriſon to 
their Service ) whom they pleas'd : Concluding, That they hoped ſuch 
a wiſe Aſſembly would diſtinguiſh betwixt the effects of Neceſlity ( the 
Ceſſation ) and Diſhoneſty : Including, in their Letter to both Houſes, 
thefF Declaration, which I had thought to have abbreviated, but itis fo. 
ſignificant, that we ſhall find it unravels many Secrets then to come, and 
declares ſuch Truths, as without injury to their Merits we could not 
{mother.

The' unanimous Declaration of His 
Majeſties Proteſtant Subjects of 
_ the Province of Munſter. 


IF in the undertaking of a juſt Deſign it were onely requiſite, that the 
. Hearts and Conſciences of the Vudertakers were ſatisffd, me ſhould 
ot need to publiſh. this Declaration ; but leſt our Enemies ſhould txaduce 
the candour of our Attions and Intentions, we have made this manifeſtation 
of them, which wall acquaint the. World with their Malice, and our Innocence. 
, We are confident, that all Chriſtendons hath: heard of the bloody. Rebellion 
in Ireland ; and we are as confident, the: Rebels and Popiſh Clergy have ſo 
| | | palliated 
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palliated and diſguiſed it, that many are fully perſwaded, they had reaſon for 
what they did<. But we telieve, all men of Fudgment will change that opi- 
ni0u, when they ſhall know, That though they were a Conquer'd People, 
yet the Laws were adminiſtred unto them with as much equity, as to the 
Engliſh; That they enjoyed their Religion, though not by Tolleration, yet by 
Connivance ; That their Lords ( though Papiſts ) ſate in Parliament ; And 
that the EleAion of the Knights of the Shire, and Bargeſſes, was free, and 
thouzh of a contrary Religion, were admitted into the Houſe of Commons. 
yet for all theſe, and many other vaſt Favours and Priviledges, when eveFy 
on? was fitting under his Vine and Fig-tree, without any provocation, they 
reſolve upon a general extirpation, both of the Proteſtants and their Reli- 
970, which, without doubt, they hadeffetted, had not God been more mer- 
ciful than they were wicked, Rae's by a Miracle diſcovered this devilliſh De- 
izn; whereof, though we had notice juſt time enough to ſecure our main Ma- 
gazine at Dablin, yet we could not prevent the butchery of multitudes of 
innocent Souls, which ſuffered at the firſt in the Province of Ulſter ; and 
fince they have continued this Rebellion with ſuch perfidiouſneſs and bloodi- 
neſs, that though we had been as guilty as we are innocent, yet the proſecuting 
of the War with that barbarouſneſs, had rather been a fin than juſtice, But 
by Gods great providence, when the Rebellion brake out firſt, the Parliament 
of England was ſitting, unto whom his Majeſty communicated ſo much of his 
Power over this Kingdom, as we ſhall hereafter mention, and gave them 
great encouragement to proſecute the War againſt the Rebels, by granting 
Lands unto ſuch as ſhould adventure Money for the maintenance of the War. 
Whereupon the Parliament ( who were moſt willing to advance ſo good a 
Cauſe ) ſent us at firſt large Supplies, which had ſo good ſucceſs, that the 
Divine as well. as Humane Fuſtice did proclaim them Rebels; for indeed 
God Almighty ( fince the deliverance of the Children off Iſrael from the 
Egyptians) never appeared ſo viſibly as in this War. But the unhappy miſ- 
underſtanding between the King and Parliament did ſo hinder the continu- 
. ance of thoſe Supplies for this Kingdom, that all we received in nineteen 
months, amounted not to frve weeks entertainment ; ſo that the Army which 
was ſent to relieve us, lived upon us. And truly we may with Fuſtice profeſs, 
that the Forces of this Province did feed as miraculouſly as fight being never 
able to preſcribe any certain' way of ſubhſtance for one month together ;" but 
when the poor Inhabitants were almoſt beggar d, and no means for the Forces 
to ſubfiſt on left, a Ceſſation of Arms was made for a twelvemonth with the 
Rebels, which our neceſſity (not inclination ) compelled us to. bear with ; and 
the rather out of a firm hope, that the Almighty, out of his infinite goodneſs, 
would, within that year, ſettle a right underſtanding between the King and 
Parliament, that then they would unanimouſly revenge the crying blood of 
fo many thouſands of innocent Souls; and until God bleſſed us with the fight 
of that happy Vnion, we might keep our Garriſons ( which otherwiſe we could 
not) the better to enable them to proſecute ſo juſt and honourable a deſign. 
But this Ceſſation was as fatal to us, during, the time of Treaty, as after- 
wards it was #1 obſerved; for they ( knowing what agreement they would 
enforce us to condeſcend unto) did privately ſend one or two perſons to every 
Caſtle that we had demoliſhed, which under \pretence of being by that means 
?n their poſſeſſion, \they ever fince detain, though” it be contrary to the Arti- 
cles. And which is more injurious, they have.at all times ance entred upon 
what Lands they have thought fit, and detained them alſo'; and their de- 
villiſh malice ' having no bounds, .they did place Guards \upon the Highways 
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to interrupt our Markets, 'and puniſhed divers of their own Party for coming 
with Proviſtons to us, thereby to deter all from bringing any relief to our 
Garriſons, that ſo they might ſtarve us out of thoſe Places, that neither their 
fraudor force conld get from us ; which that they might the better accom- 
pliſh, they murthered divers of the poor Engliſh, that preſuming on the Ar- 
ricle of free Commerce, went abroad to-buy Vittuals ; which certainly would 
have cauſed them to have declined that courſe of ſeeking Food, if hunger, 
threatning them with more certain death, had not forced them thereunto, 
Had whereas we truſted, that theſe notorious infidelities in them, and infi- 
nite ſufferings in us, would have been ſo viſible to his Majeſty, that nothing 
could have induc'd him to make a Peace with ſo perfidious a People, who 
through their fawning and inſinuating with his Majeſty, and by the coun- 
ſel of ſome, who repreſent, that there is no way left for the ſecuring the re- 
mainder of Engliſh, bat by a Peace. We find his Majeſty (_ being deluded by 
the firſt, and believing the laſt to be conducing to the preſervation of his Ma- 
Jelties Proteſtant Subjefts ) is concluding of a Peace, which will again admit 
thoſe Triſh Rebels to be Members of Parliament ; ſo that that Court which 
Jhould afford relief for our Grievances, will, by their over-ſwaying Votes, be 
our greateſt Grievance. 
Moreover, we are too truly informed by divers of their own Party, (whoſe 
names if we ſhould publiſh, would be as great an ingratitude as folly ; the 
firſt,in betraying thoſe that obliged us ; the laſt, in depriving our ſetves of all 
future Intelligence by them) that they have vowed mever to ſubmit to an 
Engliſh or Proteſtant Government, except they have liberty to exerciſe their 
Religion in Churches; That the Forces of the Kingdom may be Train d- 
Bands of their Men ; and that likewiſe thoſe of their own Religion may be 
admitted to Places of Truſt in the Common-wealth, which they call modeſt 
and moderate demands ; though we hope they cannot ſeem ſo to any but them- 
fetves, and their Clergy, who, we find, do not think them enough, being they 
may not have all their Church-Livings. For we have certain intelligence, 
that they have made a ſtrong Faition, as well among my Lord of Caſtle- 
haven's Soldiers, as in all other parts of the Kingdom, ſo that they are froe 
parts of fix who will fly out into a new attion, when they ſee a convenient time 
to execute their deſign, which as yet they determine to forbear, until they 
fee a Peace ibs ; ſuppoſing, that then the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
will intermix Iriſh and Engliſh without diſtintion, to oppoſe the Scots, and 
that by that means there will be a ſufficient number of their Party in oar 
Garriſons to maſter them, which, when they find an opportunity for, they 
will certainly ſeize into their own hands ; upon notice whereof, the Fattion 
abroad will, with all expedition, apprehend the Engliſh in all parts ; and 
having accompliſhed this part of their defign, they will manifeſt that they are 
weary of the King of England's Government, and that "y will truſt none 
of his Proteſtant Subjets among them; for we are certainly informed, that 
they will invite -a Forreign Prince to take them into his protection, unto 
wry they will deliver poſſeſſion of what he pleaſes, and will become his 
Saubjedts, OEEE | 
And left that Princes Treaſure ſhould be exhauſted by Wars in other 
places, the Clergy have, with the Pope's aſſiſtance, raiſed amongſt thoſe of 
their own Calling, and divers of the Gentry in Italy, one hundred thouſand 
pounds in money, and a quantity of Arms and Ammunition, 'that are now 
ready to be ſent hither ; and they have employed one Dottor. Dayer to go 


| forthwith thither for jt ; as alſo-to get his Holineſs to ſettle a courſe fer 
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the raiſing of more Mons *"zo be employed for the advancement of that which 
they call the Catholick Cauſe. 

Therefore out of a true ſenſe of our injuries already ſuffered, and un-re- 
dreſſed, with a right apprehenſion of inevitable ruine, not onely to our Lives 
and Eſtates, but likewile, to the Engliſh Nation and Proteſtant Religion, 
we have re-aſſum'd our Arms, according to our Duty to God, our King and 
6 ountrey , with inviolable reſolution to die, or fruſtrate this devilliſh 

eftgn. 

— fince thoſe that die ating for the Goſpel, are as perfett Martyrs, as 
thoſe that die ſuffering for it ; we cannot but with joy embrace any effeft,that 
proceeds from ſo glorious a Cauſe. : 

Neither can this att be eſteemed a crime in us, fince his Majeſty, upon the 
Rebels firſt Inſurretion, his Treaſure being exhauſted, gave his Royal aſſent 
for the paſſing of an Att of Parliament, wherein he granted ( to all his Sub- 
jefts that would adventure money towards reducing of the Rebels) Lands 
proportionable to the ſum adventured, which would fall to the Crown, whey 
the Conguelt ſhould be finiſhed. And the better to ſecure the Adventurers, 
his Majeſty obliged himſelf to make no Peace with the Rebels, but with the 
advice and approbation of the Parliament of England ; and by that A, 
communicated to the Parliament that Power, which before was ſolely in 

himſelf. So that they not condeſcending to this Peace, our imploying of their 
Aids, and re-aſſuming of thoſe Arms put into our hands by King and Parlia- 
ment joyntly, cannot be eſteemed contradiftory to his Majeſty, in regard that 
their joynt Ad is ſo abſolutely binding, that neither of them ſeverally can 
anaull it, as is evident in the Laws of the Realm. 

Therefare if this War were onely Offenſrue, yet even ſlander it ſelf muſt 
acknowledge us innocent, having ſo juſt a Cauſe, ſo pious an Intention, and fo 
lawful an Authority ; much more it being Defenſive, and the Law both of 
God and Nature allowing every one to defend himſelf from violence and 
wrong. oh 


Moreover, the King muſt never expett any obedience from the Iriſh, but 


what proceeds either from their Intereſt, or Fear. Through the firſt of theſe, 
neither his Majeſty or we can hope for aſſurance ; for not granting them all 
their defires, their Intereft ( which is more powerful with them than their 
Loyalty ) will make them throw off their ſubjeftion, and to become abſolute, 
not ſcraple to deftroy us : Then to expett any ſecurity 9 their fears, were 
frivolous; for though we have found their Hearts as ill as their Cauſe, yet 
they camot be apprehenfrue of 2.or 300041 armed and unprovided men, hav- 
ing all things neceſſary, and ſo numerous a People at their devotion. 

And left our Enemies ſhould ſcandalize us with breach of Faith, in wvio- 
lating the pretended Ceſſation ; or with Cruelty, in expelling the Iriſh Pa- 
fiſts from our Garriſons, who hitherto ſeemed adhering tow. 

Concerning the firſt, we declare, That although our neceſſities did induce 
us to ſubmit, Juppoſong the Ceſſation would have produced other effects, as is 
beforementioned ; yet we had no power ( without Authority from King and 
Parkiament joyutly ) to treat or yield toit ; or if it had heen tn our powers, 
yet by the Rebels daily breaches tos we are diſengaged fromit. 

Concerning the ſecond, we declare, That our Garriſon cannot be ſecured, 
whilſt ſo powerful and perfidivus Enemies are inour boſomes; Powerful, be- 
ing four to one in ay more than the Engliſh; Perfidious, in their cone 
' Sant defigns to betray us, ſome whereof we will inſtance, to convince their own 


Conſciences, and ſatisfie the World of our juſt proceedings.

The diſmal Effetts of 


One Francis Matthews, a Franciſcan Frier) {* be#g wonderfully diſce- 
wered in an Enigmatical Letter, and as juſtly executed ) before his death 
confeſſed, that he had agreed to betray the City of Cork to the Lord of 
Muskery ; which muſt neceſſarily infer, that the chiefeſt and greateſt part 
of that City were engaged in this Conſpiracy, for mherwiſe he cguld not fo 
much as hope the accompliſhment : And if this had taken effe(}; it had con- 
ſequently ruin'd all the Proteſtants in the Province of Munſter, that being 
our chief Magazine, and greateſt Garriſon. Beſides, upon this occaſion, other 
Friers being examin'd upon Oath, confeſſed, that in their daily Maſſes with- 
in that Town, and all other of our Garriſons, ( where Papiſts did inhabit ) 
they prayed for the advancement of the Catholick Cauſe, which they be- 
lieved the Rebels fought for. . 

And<laſtly, we have lately diſcovered, that the now Major and Cor- 
poration had combined with the Rebels to betray the Town to them ; 
and for that purpoſe an Army was drawn to all the parts adjoyning to our 
Garriſons ; iu the three chiefeſt whereof, we are confident, the Rebels had 
their Party; but by Divine Providence, before the Plot could be executed, 
the Major preſuming on his ſpeedy ſucceſs, contemned the Lord of Inche- 
quin's Authority, by oppoſing the. levying of the Moneys granted by the 
Engliſh, for the maintenance of the Soldiers, juſt about the nick of time 
that the T reachery was to be effefted. | 

And he being committed upon this occaſion, the Rebels apprehending their 
deſign to be dijcovered, with-drew their Forces. And leſt this ſhould be 
judged as an att of the Major onely, as a private perſon, we defire the World 
to take notice, that as ſoon as our Army, which forced their obedience, was 
removed into England, the Papiſts gm reſiſted what ever coald be pro- 
pounded for our ſecurity, aud would have dis--nabled us to continue our Gar- 
riſons, had not the poor flrigt Engliſh taken al that burthen upon 
themſelves. 

' Nay, they were ſo inſolent, that they Iaboured to get Arms into their 
hands, and to cauſe us to disband our Soldiers, which they affirmed to be 

, kept as an unneceſſary charge upon the King, that ſo they might with more fa- 
city recerve the Iriſh, and ruine us. 

In a word, fince they pretend the ground of this War to be for Religion, and 
that this is confeſſed by thoſe who ſeem'd to adhere to us ; what faith cas 
be 4 1: wane from ſuch a People, whoſe Religion permits them to hold none 
with us ? | | 

By this preceding Relation, it is evidently ſeen, that unleſs we re-aſſume 
our Arms, we betray the truſt committed to us by God, the King and Parlia- 
ment, and become ſlaves both of bodies and ſouls. And therefore we have re- 
folv/d to perform our duty, though with apparent hazard of our lives ; and 

- likewiſe maintain that,which is a thouſand times more dear unto us, our Re- 
ligion, and alſo defend our Garriſons for the Kings juſt uſe. | 

Theſe, we take God to witneſs, are our ' intentions, and we beſeech him to 
Puniſh us as ſtrangely,as hitherto he hath preſerv'd us,if we decline at all from 
theſe Loyal and Religious reſolutions ; and we firmly hope, that the World 
wil, by this Declaration, be as fully ſatisfid of the juſtneſs of our proceedings, 
as we our ſelves are ; then though we all loſe our lives in this Cauſe, we ſhall 


give of Friends occafion to rejoyce, and our Enemies to envy at ſo bleſſed 
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This return of the Munſter Forces to the Parliament, was not ſo wel- 
come to them, as it was ſtrange to the Lord Lieutenant, who thereupon 
expoſtulated the buſineſs with the Lord Zzcheqain, who the 24. of 
Auzuſt writ to his Excellency, That on fſuſpitions of another intended 
ſurprifal by the /ri/h, and out of a care to protect the Engliſh, he had 
clear'd Cork, Toughall, and Kinſale, of the 1rijh, and put himſelf into a po- 
ſture of ſafety, which, with his return trom Ezg/and, was the worſe re- 
ſented, for that he was the firſt man who mov'd the King to ſend for the 
Forces of Ireland i#to England. Upon his revolt to the Parliament, he 
dream'd of ſudden Supplies, but they were at that time fo imbroil'd 1n 
buſineſs, as they had little leiſure to conſider of 7reland, and leſs means 
tohelp them, ſo as little was ſent to him tor eight. or ten months after ; 
but they made him Lord Preſident of Munſter. Nor had the Scots much 
more relief in the North ; however, the new and old Scots under Moz- 
ro) joyning themſelves together unanimouſly, made a ſhift to preſerve 
themſelves againſt the incurſions of the Rebels; and about Midſummer, 
1644. they gathered an Army of 10000 Horſe and Foot, and came into 
the County of Cavan, and ſent a Party into Longford, and ſpoil'd much 
ot that Countrey, and march'd to Owen Roe and the Earl of Caſtlehaven, 
who lay with their Army about 7ozrages, where they encompals'd.them, 
and ( had they been ſufficiently vigilant ) might certainly have defeated 
the Rebels ; who, through the favour of a cloſe night, eſcaped, though 
purſued, and at Finagh-Bridge met with a ſevere ſlaughter ; Nugents 
houſe of Carlef own they burnt, and hanged him. In the interim, Dau- 
caunou ( one of the {trongelt Forts in 7re/azd, under the Command of the 
Lord Eſmond ) ſubmitted not to the Ceſlationz bur, being ſtrongly be- 
ſieged by Preſton, was ſurrendred about March, 1644. betore Sir Arthur 


Loftus (who was to have been Governour of the Fort under his Lordſhip) 


arrived there with a competent Supply,who (finding himſelf diſappointed 
thereof ) carried his Proviſions into Munfter, and the Lord Eſmond ſoon 
after died. What difterence ſoever there was between ſome Towns and 
the Lord Lieutenant, yet for the encouragement of any that ſhould bring 
Commodities to Dublin, Tredagh, Dundalk, Carlingford, Cork, Kinſalc , 
or Toughal, for the relief of his Majeſties Army and good Subjects there ; 
a Proclamation paſs'd at D##/iz the 20th. of May, 1644. to free them for 
ſix months from all Cuſtoms and Impoſitions, in purfuance of a Procla- 
mation from his Majeſty at Oxford, the 17th. of March, 1643. In April 


atter, the Committee of both Kingdoms in - England ( to whom the at- 


fairs of Ireland were, from the Parliament, committed, finding the bu- 
lineſs.of Ireland grow very heavy upon them ) got themſelves quit there- 
of; and the Houſes inſtituted another to ſit at the Srar-chamber, of 
1} Lords, and 28 Commoners; but few in it that underſtood the buſineſs 
of /relaud, beſides two Gentlemen, whoſe Intereſt leading. them to {e- 
veral Provinces, much injur'd the equal mahagement of the whole; and 
he(to whom the Proviſions were entruſted ) order'd them at that rate, as 
the complaint was great. About May, 1645. there were appointed Com- 
miſſioners for 7/fer, Arthur Anneſly Eſq; Sir Robert King, and Colonel 
Beale, a Citizen of London, who were to carry with them 200007. in 
Money, beſides Proviſions and Ammunition ; but the diſpatch was fo 
ſlow, as they Landed not there till Ofober ; beſides, ſome Commitſto- 
ners ſhould have joyned with them frqm- Scotland, who never came up- 
03 the Place: fo nothing could be orderly done, 1n that the Scots by a 
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1645. late Treaty pretended a Right in the Government of Ireland, which his 
WL Majeſty in his Papers took juſt Exceptions againſt, they long certainly 
having it in their Deſign, to make themſelves Maſters of the North of 7re- 
land, ſince they tail'd of retaining any Intereſt in the Government in Fn7- 
land. But Troubles increaſing in Scotland, through Montroſs and Colo- 
nel Xitzoc's joyning together, who had certainly taken Edinburgh, but 
that the Plague was violent there: ſeveral of the late Scorch Regiments 
were drawn trom Z//ter, that more than what garriſon'd Carickfergus, 
Belfaſt, Colrain, and ſome other Places near the Sea-Coalt, where they 
committed the moſt notorious Extortions and Oppreſſions ever laid upon 
x People, were not there left ; and the Commiltiioners for the Parliament 
before-mention'd acted in their own Place. Not long after whoſe ſettle- 
ment in Jre/and, the Triſh growing inſolent in Connaght, taking their 
Garriſons, and turning out many Eng/iſh, and others, who, by the Ar- 
ticles of Ceſſation, ſhould have been better uſed, there came to them { by 
one Mr. Ga/breth ) Offers, tending to compole the Difterencies betwixt 
the Greateſt then in Power, and them : But the Offer beiag tound a De- 
ſign, to draw the Britiſh Army under another Command, the fruit of 
that ExpeRation ſoon wither'd , and Galbreth by Bonds was ſecu- 
red, 
And that Afﬀairs ( more probably ) might ſucceed,a general Aſſembly 
of the Confederate Catholicks, { which conſiſted of all the Peers of that 
Party, and of all the Gentlemen and Burgeſles of Corporation 'Towns, 
which was as lively a Repreſentation of the whole Nation, as they could 
make ) towards the end of the year, vx. the 6th. of March, .

© [ew your Sacred Majeſty will vouchſafe to prevail with his Maje wh 
to condeſcend to the juſt Demands of his Iriſh Subjes, the Confede- 
rate Catholicks inIreland, at leaſt in private, That upon the PR 

' thereof, 
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thereof, -Colonel Fitz-Williams humbly propounds and undertakes, with ap- 
probation of Mr. * Hertogen, now imployed Agent for the ſaid Confederate 
Catholicks in Ireland, to bring an Army of 10000 Men, or more, of the 
King's Subjedts, in his Kingdom of Ireland, for the King's Service, into 
England. : 

That Colonel Fitz-Williams undertakes, for the ſum of 10000 |. ferling, 
to leuy Ships, and arm the 10000 Men, and ſo proportionably for more or 
leſs ; and that the ſaid Moneys may be paid into ſuch hands, as may be ſafe 
for your Majeſty, as well as ready for the ſaid Colonel, when it ſhall appear 
the ſaid Army ſhall be in readineſs to be tranſported into England. 

That upon the Landing of the ſaid Men, there ſhall be advanced to the 
Colonel one months Pay for all the Army, according to the Muſter, for the 
preſent ſupport of the Army. That Colonel Fitz-Williams may be Commander 
in Chief thereof, and diſpoſe of all the Officers, and only be commanded by 
the King, Prince, and and qualified with ſuch Benefits, as have been 
formerly granted unto your Majeſty's Generals, that have commanded Bodies 
apart from the King's own Army, as the Earl of Kingſton, and others, 
whereby the better to enable him in the Levies, as well as in the general 
. Condutt of the Buſineſs. And in reſpett the Order gives no Power to the 
Iriſh, therefore that the ſaid Forces ſhall not by any Order whatſoever be di- 
vided, at leaſt that the Colonel may be ſupplied with a Body off 2000. 
to be ready at the Place of Landing. That the Colonel may be provided 
with Arms and Ammunition, or with Money requiſite for himſelf, to provide

Having taken theſe Propoſitions into Conſideration, 

We have thought fit to teſtifie our Approbation

And yet all this while, the deſign it felf was carried with 
ſo great ſecreſie, that the Lord Lieutenant ( proceeding in his Progreſs 
for the ſetling and compoſing the humours of the People, which he un- 
derſtood to have been in ſome diſorder by the infuſions of the ill-affetted 
Clergy ) never heard of any Force of Arms to ſecond and ſupport thoſe 
mutinous diſorders, till being near to the City of Caſhe!!, he was adver- 
tisd by Letters from the Mayor, that Owen O Neal's Army was march- 
ing that way, and had ſent terrible threats to that City if it preſum'd | 
to receive the Lord Lieutenant. And ſhortly after he found, that Owen The Confede- 
0 Neal uſed all poſſible expedition to get between him and Da#/;z, that pe" 
ſo he might have been ableto have ſurpriſed and deſtroyed him ; where- Lord Lieute- 
upon the Marquis found it neceſſary to loſe no time 1n returning thi- 
ther, yet reſolved not onely tocontain himſelf from any Acts of Hoſti- 
lity, but even from thoſe Treſpaſſes which are hardly avoidable upon 
Marches, and paid fo gem; tor whatſoever was taken from the Inha- 
bitants throughout all the Catholick Quarters, preſuming, that thoſe 
Perſons of Honour, who had tranſacted the Treaty, would have been 
able to have cauſed the Peace to be obſerved in deſpight of thoſe clams- 
rous undertakers. | —_ | = 
But when the Unchriſtian Congregation of Waterford had made this The Congrega- 
Eſſay of their Power and Juriſdiction, they made all poſſible haſt to pro- ford on, 
pagate their Authority, and declared the Peace to be void, and inhibited Peace void. 
all Perſons to ſubmit thereunto, or to pay any Taxes, Impoſition, or Con- 
tribution which had been ſetled by the ud Agreement ; and without 
which, neither a ſtanding Army ( which was to be applied to the Re- 
duction of thoſe Towns and Provinces, which had put themſelves un- 
der the ProteCtion of the Parliament of -E»g/and, and never ſubmitted 
to the former Ceſſation, nor could be comprehended inthePeace ) could 
be ſupported, or the 10000 Men rais'd to be tranſported into England 
tor the ſuccour of the King, as had been ſo Religiouſly undertaken ; 
which inclination ;of theirs, the People ſo readily obeyed and ſubmitted 
unto, That they committed and delegated the intire and abſolute Power of The Nuncio's' 
Governing and Commanding, as well in Secular as Eccleſiaſtical Matters, exorbitant cars 
to the Popes Nuncio, who began his Empire with committing to Priſon '*** 
the Commiſſioners who had been Inſtrumental in the Treaty , and 
making of the Peace by order of the general Aſſembly, and iſſued out an 
Excommunication againſt all thoſe, who had or ſhould ſubmit to the 
Peace, ( which. comprehended all the Nobility andalmoſt all the Gentry, 
and ſome of the Clergy ) which Excommunication wrought ſo univer- 
fally upon the minds of the People; that: albeit all Perforisof Honour 
and Quality received infinite ſcaridal, and well forefaw the irreparable 
. damage Religion it ſelf would undergo, by that unwarrantable Proceed- 
ing,: and uſed. their utmoſt Power to draw the People to obedience and 
ſubmiſſion to the faid Agreement, and to that purpoſe prevail'd ſo = 
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with General Preſton, that he gave them reaſon to hope that he would 
joyn with them, for the vindication_of the publick Faith, and the Ho- 
nour of the Nation, and compel thoſe that oppos'd it to ſubmit to the 
Peace ; Yet all theſe endeavours produced no effe&, but concluded in 
unprofitable Reſentments and Lamentation : In the mean time, Owen 0 
Neil ( when he found himſelf diſappointed of his Defign, to have cut 
off the Lord-Lieutenant before he ſhould reach Da#in ) enter'd into 
the Qzeens-County , and committed all Acts of Cruelty and Outrage 
that could be imagined, took many Caſtles and Forts which belong'd to 
the King, and put all ( who reſiſted) to the Sword, and his Officers 
in cold blood caus'd others to be murther'd, to whom they had promiſed 
Quarter, as Major Pigot and others of his Family : About the latter end 
of Fune this year, Major General Monro received a ſevere defeat from 
Owen Roe O-Neil at Benburgh, alias Benburge near Charlemont inthe 
County of Ardmagh, whereby the whole Province was expoſed to the 
Rebels fury, in as much as it they had had the Courage or Policy to 
have proſecuted it, they might have deſtroyed all the Scorch Quarters, 
and endanger'd their Towns: but Owen Roe inſtead of proſecuting the 
Victory, went preſently with the Priſoners and Colours in Triumph to 
Kilkenny, ſo gave our Forces a breathing, whilſt the Parliament ſuſpe&- 
ing his union with Preſton, immediately ordered 50000 /. out of the 
Exciſe, for the raiſing of more men for /re/and, and ſome Horſe beſides 
Foot, were preſently ſent over with Ammunition and other neceffaries; 
theſe called at D«#/in, but the Deſign being not then fit for their Re- 
ception, they were otherwiſe diſpoſed of. And ſhortly after the Nuncio 
prevail'd ſo much, rhat he united General Preſton to his Army, at which 
time he took this Oath. 


Þ A. B. Swear and Proteſt that I will adhere to the preſent union of 
the Confederate Roman Catholicks, that rejef the Peace lately agreed, 
and proclaimed at Dublin, and do nothing by Word, Deed, Writing,” Ad-

And then the Nuncio ( as Generalifſimo) lead both Armies towards 
Dublin, where the Lord Lieutenant was fo ſurprized with their Perfidiouſ- 
neſs, that he found himſelf in no leſs ſtraights and diſtreſſes from his 


andtheConſe- Friends within, then from his Enemies without, who totally negle&ed 


thoſe Forces, which ( being under the obedience of the Parliament of 
England ) had always waged a ſharp and bloody War with them, and at 
preſent made inroads into their Quarters to their great damage,” andin- 
tirely ingaged themſelves to ſuppreſs the Kings Authority, to which they

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anihilated by a Congregation of Clergy, aſlembled onely by their own 
authority ; And. therefore, without the vice of curioſity; .all men may 
deſire to be inform'd by what. Degrees and Method that Congregation 
proceeded, and what ſpecious Pretences and Inſinuations. they us'd tos 
wards the People, tor the better .perſwading them to depart from that 
Peace, they were" even again reſtored to the Poſleſſton of : It will not 
be impertinent therefore to ſet down ſome important particulars of their 
Proceedings, and the very forms. of ſome Inſtruments publiſh'd by them, 
that the World may ſee the Logick and Rhetorick that was uſed to impoſe 
upon, and delude that unhappy People, and to intangle- them more in 
that Labyrinth of Contuſion, wherein they were long involved. 

They were not content not to ſuffer the Peace not to be proclaimed in 
Waterford, and to diſſlwade the People from ſubmitting to it : But by a 
Decree 'dated the 12 day of Auguſt, 1646. ( which they commanded 
to be publiſhed in all places, in the Eng/iſh and Triſh Tongue ) they de- 
clared by the unanimous conſent and votes of all, even none contra- 
dicting ( as they ſay ) That all and fingalar the Confederate Catholicks 
who ſhould adhere or conſent to the Peace, or to the Pautors thereof, or 
otherwiſe embrace the ſame, ſhould be held abſolute perjur'd ; eſpeciafy 
for this cauſe, that in thoſe Articles there 1s no mention made of the 
Catholick Religion, or the ſecurity thereof, or any care taken tor the 
Conſervation of the Priviledges of the Country, as had been promiſed 
in an Oath formerly taken by them, 4u# rather all things referred #0 
the Pleaſure of the moſt renowned King, from whom in his preſent ſtate 
( they ſaid ) nothing of certainty could be had: And in the Interim the 
Armies, and Arms, and Fortunes ( even the Supream Council it ſelf ) of the 
Confederate Catholicks were ſubjefted to the Authority and Rule of the 
Council: of State, and Proteſtant Officers of his Majeſty, from whom that 
they might be ſecured, they had taken that Oath, 

And the next day, being informed, that the Lord Viſcount Mountgarrer, 
and Lord Viſcount Muskery, were appointed by the Supream Council 
at Kilkenny, to go to Dalin, to conter with the Lord Lieutenant, upon 
the beſt way tobe-purſued,for the execution and obſervation of the Peace: 
they made an Order in Writing, in which were theſe wards ; We admoe- 
niſh:in'our Lord, and require the Perſons who are departed to Dublin, 
that :they forbear and abſtain from going thither ' for the ſaid end, 0r.if 
they be gone, that they return,and this under pain.of Excommunication, com- 
manding the Right Honourable the Biſhop of Oflory, and other Biſhops, as 
well aſſembled as not aſſembled here, and their Vicars General, as alſo Vicars 
Apoſtolical,and all Prieſts, even Irregulars,that they intimate theſe Preſents, 
or cauſe to be intimated, even by afixing them in publick places ; and that 
they proceed againſt the diſobedient, in denouncing of Excommunication, 
as it ſhould ſeem expedient in our Lord. 

When the Supream Council, notwithſtanding theſe new Orders and 
Injun&ions, continued ſtill their defire to obſerve the Peace; The titu- 
lar Biſhop of Ofſory, publiſht this extraordinary Writing. 


Hereas, we have in publick and private meetings at ſeveral times, 
declared to the Supream Council, and others whom it might concern ; 

That it was, and is unlawful, and againſt conſcience, the implying Perjury 
( as zt hath been defined by the ſpecial Att of the Convocation at Waterford ) 
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to both Common-Wealths, Spiritual and Temporal, ito do or concur to an) 
Ad, tending to the approbation or countenancing the Publication of \this 
unlawful and miſchievous Peace, ſo dangerous ( as iis now Articled) to 
both Common-Wealths, Spiritual and Temporal ; And whereas notwithſtand- 
ing our Declaration,yea the Declaration of the whole Clergy of the Kingdom 
to the contrary, the Supream Council and: the Commiſſioners , have atty- 
ally proceeded to the Publication, yea, and forcing it upon the City;by-ter- 
ror and threats, rather then by any free conſent or defire of the People : We 
having duly conſidered and taken it to heart (as it becometh us ) how enor- 
mous this Fatt is,and appears inCatholicks,cven againſt God himſelf,and what a 
Publick Contempt of the Foly Church it appeareth, befide the evil it 
is like to draw upon this poor Kinzdom, after a mature Deliberation-and 
Conſent of. our Clergy, in Deteſtation f this hainous and_ ſcandalous Diſ- 
obedience of the Supream Council, and others who adhered to them, tn 
matter of conſcience to the Holy Church, and in hatred of ſo ſinful: aud 
abominable an Att, do by theſe Preſents, according to the Preſcription of the 
Sacred Cannons, pronounce and command henceforth a general Ceſſation of 
Drume Offices, throuxzhout all the City and Suburbs of Kilkenny, in all 
Churches, Monaſteries, and houſes in them whatſoever.

This extravagant Proceeding, did not yet terrifie thoſe of the Con- 
federate Catholicks, who underſtood, (as they pretended) how neceſlary 
the obſervation of the Peace was, for the preſervation of the Nation;

murmur aloud at him, as if he had combined with the 7ri/þ to put all 
into their hands : "They who from the beginning of the Troubles had 
been firm and unſhaken in their Duty and Loyalty to the King, and chear- 
fully ſuffered great loſſes, and undergone great hazards for being ſo, and 
been of the moſt conſtant affe&tion to, and confidence in, the.

Majeſties Attrhority, and to joyn with the Marquis of Ormond againl(t- 


all thoſe who ſhould refuſe to ſubmitunto them. On the other ſide, the 
Commiſſioners trom the two Houſes of Parliament *, who were admitted 
into Dublin to treat with the Lord Lieutenant, obſerving the very ill 
condition the Town was 1n, beſieged by two ſtrong Armies, by whom 
they within expected every hour to be aſlaulted, concluded, that the want 
of Food, andail neceſſaries tor detence, would compel the Marquis, with 
the importunity and clamour of the Inhabitants and Soldiers, to receive 
Supplies of Men, Money, and Victuals, which they had brought upon 
any terms ; and therefore flitly inſiſted on their Propoſitions, retuting 
ro conſent, that the Marquis ſhould fend any Meſſenger to the King, 
rat, upon information how the caſe ſtood, he might receive his Maje- 
{ties diretion what to do. And how the Parliament in 7re/and, then in 
being, might be continued, which, by the delivering of the Sword, with- 
out his Majeſties pleaſure imparted, could not be ſecured from being 
diſfDlve1; and witnout which, he then reſolved not to proceed to any 
conjuntion with them, an1 ſo had privately diſpatched ſeveral Expreſles 
tothe King ( as ſoonas he diſcerned clearly, that the 7rifh were ſo terri- 
fi'd by the Nanczio and his Excommunication, that there was little hope 
of good from them) with tull information of the ſtate of Afairs, and ex- 
pected every day a return of ſome of the faid Meſſengers, with ſignifica- 
tion of his Majeſties Pleaſure. 

Thus the Treaty with the Marquis not ſucceeding, the Commiſſioners 
from the Two Houſes of Parliament return'd again to their Ships, about 
theend of November, and carried all the Supplies they had brought to the 
Parliaments Garrifons in the.Province of Z//er, being much incens'd 
againſtthe Lord Lieutenant for declining anentire union with them, and 
inclining (as they ſaid he did) to anew confidence in the 7ri/h : Yet they 
tound but cold entertainment amongſt the Scots. 

At which time, Dr. Fohn Maxwe!, formerly Biſhop of Roſs in Scotland, 
now Archbiſhop of 7#am in Zreland, hearing of Commiſſioners trom the 
Parliament of England, grew ſo envenom'd thereat, ( ſuſpecting the Co- 
venant, which he had ever abhorr'd, ſhould be impoſed ) as fiercely im- 
precating it ; and being broken with the calamities of the Times, he di'd 
the 14th. of Febr. 1646. and was buried in 7rinity Church, Dublin, at 
the munificence of the Marquis of Ormond. | 

By this time the Marquis of C/anrickard had an entire truſt ( anſwera- 
ble to what he had begun to treat of with General Preſton ) from the 
Lord Lientenant, as a Perſon ſuperiour to all temptations, which might 
endeayour to leſſen or divert his Afﬀection and Integrity to the King, or 
his Zeal to the Romiſh Catholick Religion, in which he had been bred, 
and to which he had moſt conſtantly adher'd ; he had taken great pains 
to render the Peace, which had been ſo long in conſultation, ettectual 
to the Nation, and had both by Diſcourſe and Writing endeavour'd to 
diſlwade the Nuncio from proſecuting thoſe rough ways, which he tore- 
law were like to undo the Nation, and diſhonour the Catholick Reli- 
gion : He found General Preſton and the Officers of his Army leſs tran- 
ſported with paſſion, and a blind ſubmiſſion to the Authority of the 
Nuncio than the other, and that they profeſſed greater duty and obedience 
to the King, and that they ſeem'd to be wrought onby two Concluſions, 
which had been fpecioufly infus'd into them : The fir{# was, that the Lord 
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1646. Lieutenant was ſo great an Enemy to their Religion, that though. they 
AD ſhould obtainany Conditions from the King to their advantage in that 
particular, he would oppoſe, and not conſent unto the fame. The other, 
that the King was now in the hand of the Scors, who were not like to 
approve that Peace had been made, allthat Nation in 7//er refuſing to 
ſabmitto it. And if they ſhould be able to procure any Order from his 
Majeſty to diſavow it, the Lord Lieutenant would undoubtedly obey it. 
Theſe ſpecious infuſions the Marquis of Clanrickard endeavour'd to re- 
move, and undertook upon his Honour to uſe all the Power and Inte- 
reſt which he had in the King, Queen, and Prince, on behalf of the Ry- 
 miſh Catholicks, and to procure them ſuch Priviledges, and Liberty tor 
the free exerciſe of their Religion, as they- could reaſonably expect: 
And undertook, that the Lord Lieutenant would acquieſce with fuch di- 
re&tions as he ſhould receive therein without contradiction, or endeavour 
to doill Offices to the Catholicks. Ze further promiſed, that it any Or- 
der ſhould be procured from the King during the reſtraint he was then in, 
to the diſadvantage of the Catholicks, then Ze would ſuſpend any obedi- 
ence thereunto, until ſuch time as his Majeſty ſhould be at liberty; and 
might receive full ;xformation on their behalf, And upon the Marquis of 
Clanrickard's poſitive undertaking theſe particulars; and the Lord Liey- 
tenant having ratifi'd and confirm'd all that the Marquis had engag'd 
himſelf for, General Preſton, with all the Principal Offtcers under his 
Command, ſigned this enſuing Engagement.

Catholick Subjets in this Kingdom, according to their Obedience and Me- 
rit in his ſervice: And we do further proteſt, that we ſhall never eſteem 
our ſelves diſoblig'd from this engagement, by any Authority or Power 
whatſoever ; provided on both Parties, that this engagement and underta- 
king be not underſtood, or extend to debar or hinder his Majeſties Catho- 
lick Subjefts of this Kingdom, from the benefit of any further Graces and 
Favours which his Majeſty may be gracioully plea;'d to concede to them, upon 
the Queen's Majeſties Mediation, or any other Treaties abroad. 


This was done about the end of November, 1646. at Sir Nicholas 
White's Caſtle of Leixleap ; the Nuncio, with the other Army under 
Owen O Neal, having been about the ſame time compelled to raiſe their 
Siege from D«4lin, and to retire for want of Proviſions. Hereupon the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard was made by the Lord Lieutenant, Lieutenant 
General of the Army, and was accordingly receiv'd by General Preſton's 
Army, being drawn in Battalia : And General Pre/ton at the ſame time 
receiv'd a Commillion from the Lord Lieutenant, to command as Serjeant; 
Major General,and immediately under the Marqueſs of C/arrickard, And 
ſhortly atter, General Preſto deſired the Lord Lieutenant, to march with 
as ſtrong a Body as he could draw out of his Garriſons, towards X;ltenny, 
where he promuſed to meet him with his Army, that ſo being united, they 
might compel the reſt to ſubmit to the Peace, 


And here, that you may have ſome Divertiſement, you ſhall ſee in 
what condition Hereticks are to be buried ; to which end, we ſhall 
preſent you with a Copy of a Cenſure, under the Hand of Nicholas, Biſhop 
of Ferns, againſt Francis Talbot, who died a Proteſtant.

When the Marqueſs was come within leſs than a day's March, of the 
Place aſſign'd by General Preſton, for the meeting and joyning their For- 
ces together, the Marqueſs of Cl/anrickard, who attended upon theLord 
Lieutenant, receiv'd a Letter from Preſton to this effeE&t : 7hat his Officers 
being not Excommunication-proof, were fallen from him to the Nuncio's Par- 
ty, and therefore he wiſhed, that the Lord Lieutenant would proceed no fur- 
ther, but to expett the iſſue of a General Aſſembly, that would be ſhortly

Upon this new violation of Faith, the Marqueſs of Ormond was com- 
pell'd ( after ſome weeks itay in his Quarters \ to return again to D##liy, 
where the Commiſſioners, who had been lately there from the two Hou- 
ſzs of Parliament, had ſowed ſuch ſeeds of Jealouſfie and Diſcontent, as the 
Inhabitants refuſed to contribute further to the payment and ſupport of 
the Army, ( being in truth ſo farexhauſted by what they had paid, and 
impoveriſhed by their total want and decay of Traffick and Commerce, as 
they were not able much longer to contribute ) ſo that the Marqueſs was 
forced in the cold and wet Winter, to draw out his half ſtarved and half 
naked Troops, only to lye in theEnemy's Quarters, where yet he would , 
ſuffer no Act of Hoſtility to be committed, or any thing elſe to be taken, 
but Victuals for the ſubſiſtence of his Men. And in this un-eaſte poſture, 
he reſolv'd to expe&t the reſult of the next General Aſſembly, which he 
__—_ could not beſo conſtituted, but that it would abhor the violation 
of the former Contracts and Agreements, and the in-excuſable Preſumpri- 
on and Proceedings of the Congregation of the Clergy at Waterford ; and 
that it would vindicate the Honour and Faith of the Nation, from the 
Reproaches it lay under, and from the exorbitant and extravagant Juriſ- 


diction which the Nuncio had aſſumed. But he quickly found himſelf

again diſappointed ; and, to the univerſal wonder of all, the new Aſſem- 
bly publith'd a Declaration of a very new Nature : For whereas the Nun- 
cio and his Party had committed to Priſon thoſe Noblemen and Gentle- 
men, who had been Commiſſioners ia treating and concluding the Peace, 
and had given out threats and menaces, that they ſhould loſe their Heads 
for their Tranſgrefſion ; the Aſſembly preſently ſet them at liberty, and 

declared, That the Commiſſioners and Council had faithfully and ſincerely 
carried and demean'd themſelves in the ſaid Negotiation, purſuaut, and ac- 
cording to the Truſt repoſed in them : And yet, in the fame Declaration, 
declared, That they might not accept of, or ſubmit unto the ſaid Peace, and 
did thereby proteſt againſt it, and did declare the ſame invalid, and of no 
force to all :ntents and purpoſes. And did farther declare, That the Nati- 
on would not accept of any Peace, not containing a ſufficient ſatisfaftory Se- 
curity for the Religzon, Lives, Eſtates and Liberties of the ſaid Confederate 
Catholicks. And what they underſtood to be ſufficient and ſatisfactory 
for Religion, &c. appears by the Propoſitions publiſhed before by the 
Congregation at Waterford, which they had'cauſed the People to ſwear 
that they would inſiſt upon ; and which, inſtead of providing a Tolerati- 
on of the Romiſh Catholick Religion, had, in truth, prov'd for the extir- 
pation of the Proteſtant, when they ſhould think fit to put the fame in execu- 
tion, Nor was the only Argument and Excuſe, which they publiſhed 
tor theſe Proceedings, more reaſonable, than the Proceedings themſelves, 
which was, That the Conceſſions and Promiſes made unto them, by the Earl 
of Glamorgan, were much larger, and greater ſecurity for their Religion, 
than thoſe conſented to by the Marqueſs : Whereas, in truth, thofe Con- 

cefſions and Promiſes made by the Earl, ( as we have took notice ) were 

diſ-avowed and dif-own'd by: the Lord Lieutenant, before rhe Peace was

This laſt wonderful A& put a period to all Hopes of the: Marqueſs of 


Ormond, which Charity and Compaſſion to the Kingdom and Nation, and 
his difcerning Spirit, would tain have cherifht, in that in-evitable ruine 
and deſtruction 40h muſt undergo, from that diſtemper of mind that 
poſſeſſed them, and had fo long boy'd them up, againſt his experience 
and judgement. And now thoſe whoſe Natures, Diſpoſittons, and Inte- 
reit, made them moſt averſe to the Parliament of Ezg/and, grew more 
affrighted at the thoughts of falling under the Power of the r:/þ ; fo that 
all Perſons of all humours and inclinations, who lived under his Govern- 
ment, and had diſlikes and jealouſies enough againſt each other, were 
yet uniteg and reconciled in their opinions againtt the /r;/þ. The Coun- 
cil of State beſought the Lord Lieutenant to conſider, whether ir were 
poſſible to have any better ſecurity from them, tor the performance of any 
. other Agreement he ſhould make, than he had for the pertormance of 
that, which they now receded from, and difclaimed. And fince the 
Spring was now coming on, ( whereby the number, power, and ſtrength 
ot their Enemy would be increas'd on all ſides, and their hopes of Succours 
was deſperate, and fo it would be only in his election into whoſe power 
he would put thoſe, ( who had deſerved as well from his Majeſty by do- 
ing and ſuffering as Subjects could do \) whether into the hands of the 


Engliſh, who could not deny them protection and juſtice, or of the 1r:/þ, . 


who had not only diſpoild them: of all their Fortunes, and proſecuted 
them with all animoſity and cruelty, but declared by their late carriage, 
that they were not capable of ſecurity under them) zhey therefore entreat- 
ed him to ſend again to the two Houſes of Parliament, and make ſome 
agreement with th2m, which would probably be tor their preſervation; 
whereas, with the other, what-ever could be done, it was evident it 
would be for their deſtruction. That which amongſt other things of im- 
portance made a deep impreſſion in the Marqueſs, was the knowledge, 
that there had been trom the beginning of theſe Troubles, a Deſign, in the 
principal Contrivers of them, entirely to alienate the Kingdom of Ireland, 
from the Crown of England, to extirpate not only the Proteſtant, but all the 
Catholicks, who were deſcended from the Engliſh, and who, in truth, are 
no leſs odious to the old Itith, than the other, and to _ themſelves into 
the protettion of ſome foreign Prince, if they ſhould find it impoſſible to erett 
ſome of the 01d Families. And how impoſſible and extravagant ſoever this 
Attempt might reaſonably be thought, in regard, not only all the Catho- 
licks of the Eng/iſh Extraction, who were in Quality and Fortune much 
ſuperiour to the other, but many Noble, and much the beſt and greateſt 
Families of the ancient 7riſh, perfetly abhorred and abominated the 
ſame, writ ſome. Yet it was apparent, that the violent Part of the 
Olergy, that now govern'd,” kad really that intention, and never intend- 
ed more to ſubmit to the King's Authority, whoſoever ſhould be intruſted 


with it : And it had been propoſed in the laſt Aſſembly by Mr. Anthony.

ſhall mo of, and be ſatisfied with ; wherein his Holineſs is to be 
prayed, to take into his Conſideration, the imminent danger the King- 
dom 1s 1n, according to the Repreſentations aforeſaid to be made by you, 
and fo to proceed in Matters of Religion, as in his great Wiſdom and Pie- 
ty may tend beſt, and prove neceſſary to the preſervation of it, and the 
Confederate Catholicks of reland. 

4. Youare to repreſent to his Holineſs, That the Confederates think 
fit to inſiſt upon, as ſecurity for ſuch Agreements in Religion, as his Ho-

Court in France, have been concluded, and expected, and publiſhed 1n

cure the ſame, that it may be timely applied to the uſe of the Confederate 
Catholicks: And in caſe a Settlement cannot be had, nor conſiderable

You are todeſire his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, the Queen Regent, and 
Cardinal Mazarine, their Favourable and Friendly regard of the Afﬀairs 
of the Confederate Catholicks, and to direct their aſſiitance in what they 
may, to further the ſettling of the happy Peace of this Kingdom, with 
advantagious, and honourable Conditions, Commiſſioners being now 
ſent, to conclude the ſame, it they may. 

You ave to let his moſt Chriſtian Majeſty, the Queen Regent, and 
Cardinal Mazarine know, That there be a conſiderable Enemy, ini the 
heart of the ſeveral Provinces of this Kingdom ; that yet we have many 
Cities and Parts, of the «greateſt conſequence in our hands, and have 
ſufficient ſtock of Men, to detend the Nation, and expel the Enemy, but 
do want aids of Money and Shipping, without which, we ſhall be in 
danger,” the next Summer-ſervice; and therefore to ſolicite for conſide- 
\ rable Ajds in Moneys, to be ſent timely, the preſervation of the Catho- 
lick Religion in this Kingdom, depending thereon. | | 

If you find upon the place, that a ſettlement of Peace cannot be had, 
according to the ſeveral Inſtructions, that go with the Commiſſioners 
to his Holigeſs, and Chriſtian Majeſty, and Prince of Wales, nor ſuch 
conſiderable Aids, that may probably prove for rhe Preſervation of the 
Nation ; then you are to-inform your ſelf, by correſpondence with our

.oneans of feting together, and of delivering freely our thoughts, concerning 
the condition of this miſerable Kingdom, whereof we are the repreſentative 
Body, and finding withall the Government, our Selves, and indeed the Prote- 
Stants in the Kingdom, reduced to that final point of. Extremity, that if not 
very ſpeedily ſapportee and preſerved, all in theſe Parts muſt become q 
Prey unto the bloody and inhumane Rebels, and this City of Dublin, the 
chief Seat and Cittadel of this Kingdom, with the other Garriſons depend. 
ing thereupon,be turn'd into the prime Seats and Strengths of thoſe,who have 
gzven evident proof, that they aim not at leſs, then the extirpation of, all 
Proteſtants, and the ſetting up the abominableTdol of the Maſs, and Sn-

earneſtly defire, ſo are we moſt confident, that the Goodneſs and Wiſdom of 


the moſt Honourable, the Parliament of England, wil ſo ſeaſonably ſend 


over a ſufficient Power, as well to ſubdue and ſuppreſs theſe mercileſs and 
bloody Rebels, as to maintain theſe places, accompanied with an aſſurance 
from the moſt Honourable, the Parliament of England, for enjoying thoſe 
Conditions of Honour, ſubſiſtance and ſafety, which have been lately offers 
ed by their Commiſſioners, for, and in the name of the moſt Flonourable,

Parliaments ations ) he receiv'd information, that the King was delt- 
vered by the Scors, to the Commiſſioners of the two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, who were then treating with him, for the ſettling of Peace in all 
his Dominions ; and at the ſame time, ſeveral Perſons of Quality, ar- 
rived at D#blin, having been privately diſpatch'd by his Majeſty, with 
ſgnification of his Majeſties Pleaſure, upon the advertiſement he had 
receiv'd of the Condition of 7reland, to this purpoſe ; That if it were 
poſſible for the Marqueſs to keep Dublin, and the other Garriſons, under

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much Proteſtant Blood, had been ſo wantonly and cruelly let out : The 
Ceſlation formerly made, and continued with thoſe Rebels, though

to the Reputation'of the two Houſes of Parliament, if, according to the 
general opinion then currant, there ſhould a Peace enſue, . between the 
King and them; ſo that his Majeſty would loſe nothing by the Parliament 
being poſleſied of Dublin, and thoſe other Towns, then in the diſpoſgl 
of the Lord Lieutenant : On the contrary, it they intended to purſue 
his Majeſty, with continued and new reproaches, and thereby to make 
him ſo odious to his Subjeas, that they might with more facility and 
applauſe, execute their horrible Conſpiracy againſt his Lite, there could 
be nothing ſo difadvantagious to his Majeſty, as the ſurrender of Du&- 
lin, to the Iriſh Confederates ; which being done by the Kings Lord 
Lieutenant, would eaſily be interpreted, to be by his Majeſties direction, 
and ſo make a confirmation of all they had publiſhed of thatkind ; and, 
amongſt the ignorant ſeduced People, might have been a countenance to, 
though nothing could be a juſtification of their unparalell'd Deal- 
ings. DE. .- AT 
. HER the Marqueſs took a Reſolution, ſince he could not poſſibly 
keep it himſelf, to deliver it into the hands of the Exg/iſh ; and to that 


- purpoſe ſent again to the two Houſes of Parliament at Weſtminſter, that 


he would ſurrender D##/i», and the other Garriſons to them, upon the 
ſame condition they had before offered ; who quickly diſpatcht their Ships 
with Commiſſioners, * Men, and Money, and all other Provifions ne- 
ceſſary to take the ſame into their poſſeſſion. 'The Confederate Catho- 
licks were no ſooner inform'd of this, but they ſent again to the Lord 
Lieutenant an overture of Accommodation {( as they call it.) yet the 
Meflengers intruſted by themj were ſo wary, leſt indeed by accepting 


what they propoſed, they might be obliged to a Conjunction, that they 


refuſed to give their Propoſitions in Writing ; And when, upon their 

Diſcourſe, the Lord Lieutenant had writ what they had propounded, and 

ſhewed it to them, albeit they could: not deny but that it was the fame, 
yet they refuſed to Sign it: whereby it was very natural to conclude, that 
the Overture was made by them, onely to lay ſome1mputationupon the 
Marqueſs, of not being neceſſitated to agree with the two Houſes of Par- 

liament, rather then with any purpoſe of ſubmitting to the Kings Autho- 
rity. At laſt ( being ſo far preſſed, they found it neceſſary to let the 
Marqueſs. know in plain terms what he'was to truſt to ) they ſent him a 
Meſage in Writing, in which they declared, That they muſt infiſt-upor 
the Propoſitions of the Clergy, formerly mention'd to be agreed at Waterford, 
and to which they had ſworn ; and that if he would have .a Ceſſation with 
them, he muſt promiſe not to receive any Forces fromthe two Houſes of Par- 
liament in 6 or 7 months : Not propoſing in the mean time any.-way how his 
Majefties Army ſhould be maintain'd,but by a full fabmiſſion unto alltheiwr 
unreaſonable Demands : Notwithſtanding all which, the Parliament 
failing to make that ſpeedy performance of what they had promuſed, 
and their Commiſſioners not having ( as it was agreed on.) brought 
Bills ſufficiently drawn/to beacceptedof, for 100ag /; and the Marqueſs 
having it thereby in his Power, fairly to comply with the 775/þ, it they 
had yet recoyered the temper and diſcretion that might juſtifie him ; He 
ſent againts them, as well an Anſwer to their Qvertures of accormmoda- 
tion, 
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tion, as at? offer not to receive any Forces from the two Houſes, for the 
ſpace of three weeks, if they would, during that time, conſent to a Ceaſſa- 
tion, that a full Peace might be treated, and agreed upon. To which 
Motion, they never vouchſafed to.return any Anſwer ; about. the fame 
tima Owen O Neil ( wiſely toreſeeing, that the Nuncio, or the Supream 
Council, did not enough conſider, or foreſee the evil conſequences, that 
would undoubtedly attend the Lord Lientenant's being compelled to 
leave the Kingdom, and to put Du#/3z, and the other Garrifons into the 
poſleſſion of the Engliſh Rebels) ſent his Nephew Danie/O Neil, to the 
Marqueſs of Ormond, that. if the Marqueſs would accept of a Ceſfation 
. for two months, which he believ'd, the Afembly, or Supream Council, 
would propoſe ( with what mind ſoever)) he would promiſe, and un- 
dertake, to continue it for a 'Twelvemonth ; andin the mean time, he 


would uſe his utmoſt power, to procure a Peace. Owen O Neil was a. 


man of an haughty, and poſitive humour, and rather hard tobe inclined 
to ſubmit to reaſonable Conditions, then eafie to decline them, or break 
his word, when he had conſented ; therefore the Lord Lieutenant re- 
turn'd this Anſwer ; that if he would give him his word, -to continue 
the Ceſſation for a full year , he would accept it, when propoſed 
from the Supream Council for two months ; and he would in the mean 
time, wave any further Treaty with the Parliament ; yet ſent him word, 
he would not hold himſef by this promiſe, longer then fourteen days 
engaged, if he did not in that time receive ſuch a poſitive effe& of his 
Overture, as he expe&ted. Owen O Neil accepted of the Condition, and 
with all poſſible ſpeed, diſpatched his Nephew Darjel, to the Supreane 


Council at Clonmel, with a Letter containing his Advice, and another 


to the Biſhop of Clogher, his chief Confident; to whom'he ſent Reaſons 
at large, which ought to induce the Nation togefire ſich a Ceſlation. 
When the Council receiv'dthe Letter, and knew that the Lord Lieutenant 
—_— an Anſwer-within 14 days, they reſolved to return no Anſwer, 
il thoſe days were expired, and during that time, committed Darje/ 
Neil to Priſon, that he might not return to his Unkle; and when the time 
was paſſed, they relea&d him, on condition that he ſhould come no more 
into their:Quarters. _ CVS? FOR EIA | 
In the interim, the Parliament of 7reland, then ſitting at D«b/in, find- 
ing into wharſtraights the Kingdom was brought, and how his Excellency 
had ftrugled with the greateſt difficulties imaginable, for his Majeſties 


and their Intereſt; they, the 17h. of March, ſent this'Remionſtrance, 


in acknowledgment of great Care and Indulgence. 
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The Remonſtrance of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons in Parlia- 
ment aſſembled, declaring the Acknow- 
ledgment of their hearty thankfulneſs to 
the moſt Honourable, 7ames Marquis of 
Ormond, Lord Lieutenant General of Ire— 
land, his Excellency. 


E the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament in our whole 

Body, do preſent our ſelves before your Lordſhip, acknowledging 
with great ſenſe and feeling your Lordſhips fingalar goodneſs to us the Pro- 
teſtant Party, and thoſe who have faithfully and conflantly adhered unto 
them, who have been preſerved to this day ( under God) by your Excellen- 
cies providence and pious care, which hath not been done without a vaſt ex- 
pence out of your own Eſtate, ts alſo to the hazarding of your Perſon in great 
and dangerous difficulties: And when your Lordſhip found your ſelf ( with 
theſtreuath remaining with you) to be too weak to reſiſt an inſolent ( and ups-

thankfulneſS. We have appointed this Inſtrument to be entred into both 
Houſes, and under the hands of both Speakers to be preſented to your

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y My Lords and Gentlemen, 


WW you have now read and deliver d hath much ſurprizd me, 
and contains matter of higher obligation laid upon me by you; © than 
thus ſuddenly to be anſwer'd ; yet I may not ſuffer you to depart hence, with- 


out ſaying ſomewhat to you: And firſt, T aſſure you, that this Acknowledg- 


ment of yours is unto me a Fewel of very great value, which T ſhall lay up 
amonglt my choiceſt Treaſures, it being not onely a full confutation of. thoſe 
Calumnies that have been caſt upon my aitions, during the time I have had 
the Honour. to ſerve his Majeſty here, . but "likewiſe an Antidote againſt the 
virulency and poiſon of thoſe lv and Pens, that, Tam well aſſur'd, will 
be bufily ſetgn work, to traduce.and Blaſt the Integrity of my prefent Pro- 
ceedings js ob preſervation. And now, my Lords and Gentlemen, fince 
this may perhaps be the laſt time that IT ſhall have the Honour to ſpeak to 
you from this Place ; and ſince that next to the words of a dying man ( thoſe 
of one ready to baniſh himſelf from his Country for the good of it.) challenge 
credit, give me leave before God and you here to proteſt, That in all the 
time I had -the Honour to ſerve the King my Maſter, I never receiv'd any 
Command from him, but ſuch as ſpake him a Wiſe, Pious, Proteſtant Prince, 
zealous of the Religion he profeſſeth, the welfare of his Subjets, and in- 
duſtrious to promote and ſettle Peace and Tranquility in all his Kingdoms ; 
and I ſhall beſeech you to look no otherwiſe upon me, than upon a ready Inſt ru- 
ment ſet on work by the Kings wiſdom and goodneſs for your preſervation ; 
wherein if Thave tfchargd” my ſelf to his Approbation and Tours, it will 


be the greateſt ſatisfaition and comfort T ſhall take with me, where-ever it 


ſhall pleaſe God to direft my ſteps. And now ( that I may diſmiſs you ) I be« 
ſeech God long, long, to preſerve my Gracious Maſter, and to reſtore Peace 
Reſt to this afflifted Church and Kingdom. 


But to return. In concluſion, the Commiſſioners from the two Houſes 
of Parliament having performed all that on their part was expected, the 
Marquis of Ormond delivered up Daglin and the other Garriſons into 
their hands the 17h. ſome write the 18zh, of Fune, 1647. on condition 
to enjoy his Eſtate, and not to be ſubje& to any Debts contracted for the 


ſupport of his Majeſties Army under his Command, or for ary Debts - 


contracted before the Rebellion : That he, and all ſuch Noblemen and 
. Officers as deſir'd to paſs into any part of that Kingdom, ſhould have 
travelling Arms, and freePaſſts, with Servants for their reſpe&tive Qua- 
lities : That he ſhould have 5000 /. in hand, and 2000 /. per Aznum tor 


five years, till he could receive ſo much a year out of his own Eſtate : - 


And that he ſhould have liberty to live in Zzg/and without taking any 
Oaths for a year ; he engaging his Honour to do nothing 1n the inte- 
rim to the prejudice of the Parliament. However, he delivered not up the 
Regalia: till the 25th. of Faly, at which time he was tranſported ( with 
his Family ) into England ; where they admitted him to- wait on the 
King, and to give his Majeſty an account of his Tranſactions: who re- 
ceived him moſt graciouſly, as a Servant who had merited highly from 
him, and fully approved all that he had done. The ſtraits his Excellency 

| | was 
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was then put to, were great, and ( in conſideration into whoſe hands the 
Government might fall) his ſurrender of Da#liz to the Parliament ſeem'd 
extreme hazardous : yet Providence ſo ſteer'd his Reſolution in that a&, 
as doubtleſs the ground of his Majeſties Sovereignty, and the Engliſh pre- 
ſervation ( how many” Channels foever it paſt through firſt ) proceeded 
thence. Before He came away, the Soldiers had receiv'd ſuch a tin&ure 
of Mutiny, as Mr. Anneſly and Sir Robert King, for fear of violence, pri- 
vately quitted the Kingdom, before which, they ( with Sir Rober? Mere- 
dith, Colonel Michael Fones, and Colonel John Moore ) took notice. of 
the inſolency of the Soldiers, to exa&t Contribution and free Quarters at 
their pleaſure, forbidding them ſo to do, 6c. by a Proclamation at Da/liz 
the 20th. of Fun?, 1647. : 2. 

Soon after the Parliaments Commiſſioners were warm in the Go- 
vernment { having, regulated their Militia |) they put their Sickle into 
the Service of the Church, where they found many * ſo tengcious to the 
Oathes of Allegiance and Supremacy, and their Vows to their Ordina- 
ries, as they could not ke wean'd from the Liturgy of the Church of 
Exzland, in which Miniſtery they defir'd to finiſh their Courſe with joy ; 
af the 9h. of Fly, 1647.,they unanimouſly publiſh'd a Declaration to 
that end, exattly drawn up with great Reaſon, Perſpicuity, and Elo- 

uence, | 

y The time that the Marquis of Ormond agreed with the Parliaments 

Commiſſioners, was near the time that the Army had gotten the 
King into their hands, having taken him from Z7o/mbey, out of the cuſto- 
dy of the Commiſſioners, to whom the Scozs had delivered him: And 
the Marquis of Ormond, at his arrival in England, tound fo many ſpecious 
pretences and profeſſions publiſh'd by that Party, which then had the 
whole Power of the Army, and conſequently of the Kingdom, that very 
many believ'd his Majeſties Afﬀairs to te in no 1ll condition ; more 
ſeeming reſpeC& was paid to his Perſon, and leſs reſtraint upon the reſort 
of his taithtul Servants to him, than had been from the time' that he firſt 
put himſelf intothe Scors power. The Army took upon them the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, having ſolemnly declared, That there could 
be no reaſonable hope of a firm and laſting Peace, if there were not an equal 
care to preſerve the Intereſt of the. King, Queen, and Prince, as of the Li- 
berties of the People, and that bot ſhould be with equal care provided for 
together.In this tume of freedom ,and hypocritical compliance,the Marquis 
had free liberty of repairing tothe King, where he gave him an account of 
all his aftions, and of the courſe he had taken for the reviving and pre- 
ſerving his Majeſties Intereſt in 7rel/and, by fetling a Correſpondence with 
many Perſons of Honour there;who wouldgkeep the two Houſes of Parlia- 
ment ( how great an advantage ſoever he had given them,by the delivery 
up of D«b/in,8&c.into their power) if they refus'd to return to his Majeſties 
obedience, from obtaining any abſolute Dominion, in that Countrey ; 
and who were moſt like to reduce the Nation from the Diſtemper with 
which they were tranſported, .and to incline them to that ſubmiſſion 


_ that was due from them to the King ; with all which, his Majeſty was 


own delivery. And when his Majeſty diſcovered ( by the double dealing, 


very graciouſly and abundantly fatisfied, and gave the Marquis directi- 
on, in caſe the Independent Army ſhould proceed otherwiſe than they 
pretended, how he ſhould behave. himſelf, and comply with the 7rifh, if 
he could reduce and diſpoſe them to be inſtrumental towards his or their 


and 
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and hypocritical demeanour of the Officers of the Army, of whom he 
had earlier jealouſie than other men, as ſeeing farther into their dark 
Deſign" the little good they meant him, he found it fit to receive ſome 
Overtures trom the Scor#i/þh Commiſſioners, who were ſtill admitted to 
reſide at London, and to bear a part in the Managery of the Publick 
Afairs ; andnow plainly faw, that the Independent Army, which they 
had ſo much deſpited, was grown ſuperiour to them, and meant to per- 
farm nothing leſs, than what they had ſo Religtouſly promiſed betore 
the King was delivered up at Newcaſ#/z. The King hereupon commands 
the Marquis of Ormond to confer with the principal Perſons of that Com- 
miſſin, who ſeenr'd very ſenſible of the diſhonour their Nation had in- 
curr'd, and reſolved, by uniting the power of that Kingdom tor his Ma- 
jelties Service, to undo ſome ot the miſchief they had wrought : And de- 
ſired, that the Marquis of Ormond would likewiſe tranſport himſelf 
into reland, to try once more if he could compoſe the humours of that 
People to his Majeſtics obedience; that fo thote two Kingdoms, being en- 
tizely reduc'd to their duty, might, with that aſſiſtance they were like 
to find in Enzland, perſwade the violent Party to comply with thoſe mo- 
derate and juſt Concluſions, witich would eſtabliſh the Peace and Tran- 
quility ofthe whole in a tull happinzts to Prince and People. And trom 
hence was that firſt Engagement deſign'd, which was afterwards ſo un- 
tortunately conducted by the elder Duke Zaml/ron, and concluded with 
the.ruine of himſelt, aad of many Worthy and Noble Perfons. 

When the Army had by their civil and ſpecious carriage and profeſ- 
ſions diſpoſed the Kings Party to with well to them, at leatt better than 
ro the Presbyterians, ( who ſeem'd to have erected a Model of a more for- 
' mid and inſupportable Tyranny, and were leſs endu'd with the appea- 
rances of Humanity and good Nature ) and had ( by ſhuffling themielves 
into new ſhapes of Government, and admitting Perſons of all Conditions 


_ © to aſſemble, and make Propoſitions to them in order to the publick 


Peace ) given encouragement to moſt men to believe, that a# 1ntereſts 
would, in ſome degree, be provided for ; and ſo had brought themſelves 
into an abſolute Power over all Intereſts, they began to leſſen their out- 
ward Reſpedts and Reverence to the King, to inhibit ſome of his Ser- 
vants abſolutely to reſort to him ; and more to reſtain the frequent ac- 
ceſs of the People, who out of their innate Duty and Afﬀection, delight- 
ed to ſeehis Majeſty, they cauſed reports to be raiſed and ſcattered 
abroad of ſome intentions, in deſperate perſons, of violence upon his Ma- 
zeſties Perſon ; and upon this pretence doubled their Guards, and put 
Officers of ſtricter vigilance and more ſurly diſpoſition about him ; 1o 
that whatſoever he ſaid or did, or was faid unto him, was more punctu- 
| ally obſerved. The Marquis of Ormond was look'd upon with a very 
jealous eye, and was forbid to continue his attendance on him, or to 
come within 25 miles of London ; and that Article in the Agreement 
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at the delivery of Dain, (_ viz. That he ſhould engage his Honour not | 
to aCt any thing to the prejudice of the Parliament in a twelyemonth ) 
there was an intention to put, him in mind of, by a Letter from the 
Committee at Derby-houſe ; but before the Meſſenger came where he 
had been near Briſtol, he ( knowing of the King's being cloſe Priſoner in 
Carisbrook-Caſtle, and that it would be.to little purpoſe to conteſt his 
Articles with the Parliament ) privately _ himſelt away for Fravce, 
| | B | 
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where he arrived {afely about the end of the year 1647. having ſpent in 
England little more than ſix months. 

For a time we muſt leave the Marquis in Frazce, and return to Co- 
lonel Foxes in Du4/in, who ( with thoſe Forces that were lett there by 
the Marquis of Ormond, and ſuch as he brought and received out of Eng- 
land, amounting in allto 3co0o) marched againſt Colonel Preſton, ap- 
proaching with his Leim/ter Forces to infeſt D«4/in, and met him about 
12 Miles trom Dublin ; who having gotten great advantage of ground, 
routed Fones, killed many of his men, and took not a tew Priſoners, Foxes 
himfelt eſcaping with much difficulty to Dali. 

Whether upon this accident, or otherwiſe, I cannot determine 5 but 
great diviſions then aroſe betwixt the old Engliſh, who had Preſton for 
taeir General, and the old 7ri/þ, who had Owen Roe O Neal tor theirs: 
The old Enz/;/h had a gallant Army, conſiſting of near 10000 Foot and 
Horſe, well Arm'd, and well Diſciplin'd, who thought, that if they 
would offer themſelves Inſtruments to deſtroy the old rh, they might 


_ at any time have good Conditions from England; theretore under con- 
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fidence thereof, they went on with great reſolution, determining to do 
what they could to make themſelves Maſters of Da#/in, and ot all the 
Engliſh Quarters thereabouts, the eaſier afterwards to facilitate their 
deſign againſt Owen Roe and his Confidents. Preſton thus fleſh'd with 
his late Victory, brought up. his Army, poſleſs'd himſelf of moſt of the 
Out-Garriſons, even within eight miles of D«#/iz, and thence went with 
a reſolution to take in 7rim, a Garriſon of ſome ſtrength, under Colonel 
Fenwick, wherein there lay a Regiment of Foot, and ſome Troops of 
Horſe. Upon which, Fores ſeeing himſelf in this condition, march'd 
about the 17th. of Faly, with 1000 Foot and 400 Horle, to Siggin/town, 
burning by the way, Caſtle Martzn, taking good Prey from Caſtle Baws, 
and was over-took by the Enemy near Fohns-town, who falling on his 
Rear, cut off many ; where Captain Adam Meredith gallantly maintain- 
ing the Paſs, was kill'd : a Gentkman of clear valour,and greater hope. 

In the interim, the diſtra&tions of the Soldiers (daily mutinous ) were 
very great, the Soldiers threatning to deliver up the Town to the Re- 
bels, itthey were not ſpeedily and better ſuppli'd with money and other 
neceſfaries. However, in this high diſtemper, Colonel Foxes drew out, 
the firſt of Auguſt, 3800 Foot, and two Regiments of Horſe, befides Ar- 
tillery, to the relief of 7rim, befieged by Preſton ; who upon his ap- 
proach quitted the Siege, intending to follow the advice ot a Perſon * 
then at Zeixlip ( a Cattle ro miles from Dublin ) of great truſt and abi- 
lities, that whulſt Foxes reliev'd 7rim, he might attempt Dublin. Where- * 
upon Foxes follows, being aſliſted by Sir Henry 7ichburn from Tredagh, 
Colonel Moor from Dondalk, with the Newry, Carlingford Forces, as Co- 
lonel Conway, witha Party of the Northern old Brizifþ, making up in all 
700 Horſe, and 1200 Foot ; and joyn'd Battel with Preſton, efie-tually 
7300 Foot, and 1047 Horſe ſtrong, beſides what the Lord Coftolough and 
the two Nagen?'s brought, at Dungans-Hil, the 8th. of Auguſt, 1647. 
where by plain valour Foxes gain'd the greateft and moſt fignal Victo- 
ry the Eng/iſþ ever had in /reland; there was ſlain upon the place 5470, 
beſides thoſe afterwards which were gleaned up, which were many ; 
amongit the ſlain, there were 400 of Colonel Xitto's. Redſhanks : 
There were taken Priſoners, 5 Colonels, 4. Lieutenant Colonels,6-Serjeant- 
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Majors, 32 Captains, 23 Lieutenants, 27 Enſigns, 2 Cornets, 2.2 Ser- 4647. 
jeants, -2 Quarter-Maſters, 2 Gunners, the Clerk of the Store, r3.'Troop- 
ers, and 228 common Souldiers : Preſton hardly eſcaped with the Horle | 
he loſt his Carriages and Cannon, being 4 demi-Culyerings, each carry- 
ing 12 pound Bullet, and 64 tair Oxen, attending the Train, which 
were of very great uſe. Of ours ſome were wounded, but not above 20 
ſlain : Of Note, we loſt only 2 Cornets, and one Captain G:4bs, who, 
over-heated in the Service, died in drinking Ditch-Water. After this 
Victory the Enemy quit and burnt the Naas Sigginſtown, Harriſtown,Col- 
lanſtown, Caſtlewarding, and Moyglare, Nor had the effect of this Victory 
ended thus, but that Pay and Proviſion for the Army were ſo ſcant, as 
neceſſity inforced them to return to D44/in, where they were met with 
the News of 1500 /: newly arrived, a Supply incompetent to furniſh them 
forth immediately, though it ſatisfied them there was ſome care taken 
for their Relief, - And upon the certainty of this great Vitory in Eng- 
land, conſiderable Supplies were haſtned, and 1000 /. ſent Colonel Foxes 
for his good Service. A little after which the Lord 7zchiquin took in Ca- 
hir Caſtle, the Town and Caftle of Caſhel, and 11 other Caſtles, in the 
County of Tipperary, which was exceeding well taken by the Parliament, 
no ſmall Cauſes of Defe&tion, having ( a little before ) been inſinuated 
to them, of his Fidelity, _ OO. "N 
About the beginning of Ofober Colonel Fores took the Field again,and ers mud 
having joyn'd with the Z//er Forces, under the Command of Colonel Mort's good 
Monk, they march'd out near 2000 Horſe: and 6000 Foot, taking in Sis 
Portleiceſter, Abboy, and ſeveralof the Rebels Caſtles and Garriſons ; and 
ſo having got great Prey of Cattle, and . other Pillage, they return'd to 
DuZlin, and Colonel Monk went back into V/fter with that Party he car- 
ried thence. | 
And in Munſter the Lord 1nchiquin was fo aCtive, as the Lord Taaf, ap- 
pearing. with a conſiderable Force, ( as General of the 7ri/þ ) advancing 
towards the Engliſh Quarters, he nobly encounter'd him (though with 
much dif-advantage both of Men and Ground). at Xnocknones, the 13th. The Battle of 
of November ; where , after a ſharp diſpute, excellently carried, with 49" 
much Gallantry and true Souldiery, ' as to the order of the Battle, he to-. 9 
tally routed him and his Forces ; amongſt whom fell Sir Alexander Mac 
Donel, alias Colonel Xi/kittoth, the Rebels Lieutenant General, and his 
. Lieutenant Colonel, beſides ſome 4000 of their Infantry and Horſe were 
ſlain, 6000 Arms recovered, 38 Colours of Foot, ſome Cornets of Horſe, 
Ammunition, Taaf's Cabinet, beſides his Tent, and many Concerns of 
importance, were alfo taken. We loſt Sir Wi/iam Bridges, Colonel of 
Horſe, Colonel Gray, Major Brown, Sir Robert Travers, the Judge Ad- 
vocate, and ſome other Officers, upon the routing of our left Wing, who 
gallantly however ſeal'd the Cauſe with their blood. They were 7464 
Foot, and 1076 Horſe, beſides Officers ; we not 4000 Foot, and 1200 
Horſe, Upon the arrival of this News, the. Houſe of Commons voted . 
10000 /. for Munſter, and 10001, with a Letter of thanks, to the Lord 
{uchiquin, BT 
Things thus ſucceeding, it might be thought rational, that the Lord 
Inchiquin, who had obtain'd ſo great a Victory over the Rebels, and 
thereupon was highly careſſed by the Parliament, ſhould now have had: mihiquz me- 
no Delign to have alter'd his Party. But he ( having been dealt with by _ = 
thoſe, who beſt knew how to wean _— ) ſets forth a ſpecious Decla- parry. 
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ration againft the Parliament, \over-awed by Independents and the Army, 
and hearing of Lazghorr's Infurreftion, and the Scors Invaſion, grew 
thence more ericouraged, that amongſt the Presbyterians he went tor a 
Patron ; and ditributing 4 little Money amongſt the Souldiets, won ſo 
upon them, as afterwards he carried his Deſign (for ſometime) un-dif- 
covered, ſending to the Parliament this Declaration.

Com- 
mand of the Marqueſs. of C/anrictard,.and the Lord 7aaff, with the Ap- 
probation. of the {upream Council of the Confederate Catholicks,, from 
May, 1648. to November. following, and ſent them 500 Horſe,\ under 
the Command of Major Dozly, .to atliſt -them in an Expedition they. were 
theri entred upon againſt the Nuncio, and Owen Roe O Neal, in. which 
they prevail'd fo far, that Owen O Neal found it neceſſary to retire. tg. the

died. Nor indeed had any,of thoſe Apoſtolick Nunczos in Ireland, much 
better Fate : Njcholas Sanders, an Engliſh-man, Az. 1579. was ſent |

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He declar'd before he left Rome,” That he would not admit either in his 
Company'or Family, any Perſon of the Engliſh Nation. Tu his Voyage, be- 
fore he arrived at Paris, he writ to his Friends in Rome, with great joy, 
the News, ( though it prov'd after falſe ) that the Iriſh Confederates had 
rreacherouly ſurprized the City of Dublin, while they were i truce with the 
Royal Party, and treating about an Accommodation and Peace. Arriving 
at Paris, ( where he ſhut himſelf up for many-months ) he never vouchſafed 
( 7will nct ſay) to participate with the Queen of England, any thing touch- 
ing Nunciature, or im the leaſt degree to reverence or viſit her Majeſty, ſave 
only one time upon the ſcore of Courteſie, as if he had been ſent to her Ene- 
mies, not Subjetts. Being arrived in Ireland, he imployed all his Power 
zo difſolve the Treaty of Peace with the King, which was then almoſt brought 
70 ap yay : and his diligence ſacceeded, of whith he valued himſelf, re- 
Joyced, and inſulted beyond meaſure. Tn his Letters he writ to Paris; which 
were after ſhewed to the Queen, and he may tiuely ſay, that in that Kings 
dom, he hath rather managed the Royal Scepter, than the Paſtoral Staff, 
and that he aim'd more to be held the Miniſter of the ſupream Prince of Ite- 
land, in Temporalibus, tha» a Nuncio from the Pope, 11 Spiritualibus ; 
making himſelf Prefident of the Council, he hath managed the Affairs of the 


ſupream Council of State ; he hath, by his own Arbitrement, excluded from 


it theſ», who did not ſecond him, though by Noblenefs of Birth, Allegiance, 
Prudence, and'Zeal ta Religion, they were the moſt honourable ; of theſe he 
cauſed many to be impriſoned, with great ſcandal, and danger of ſedition ; 
and, in ſhort, he aſſumed a diſtributive Power both it Civil and Military 
Afﬀairs, giving out Orders, Commiſſions, and Powers, undet his ows Name, 
ſubſcribed by his own Hand, 'and made Authentick with his Seal, for the 
government of the Armies, and of the State, and Commiſſions for Reprizals 
at Sea. He ſtroke in preſently after his Arrival in Iteland; with that 
Party of the Natives, who are eſteemed irreconcilable, not only to the Eng- 
liſh, ut to the greateſt and beſt part of the Triſh Nobility, and of the ſame 
People, to the moſt civil and moſt confiderable of that Tiand: And the bet- 
ter to ſupport that Payty and Fattion, he hath procured the Church to be 
furniſhed with aClergy and Biſhops of the ſame temper, excluding thoſe Per- 
fons who' are recommended by the (Queen, who, for Doftrine and Vertue, 
were above all exceptions, all which is contrary to what your Holineſs was 
pleas d topromiſe, The Queen was not yet diſconraged, but ſd Iabour'd to 
renew the Freaty' of Peace already once broke, and diforder'd by Monfiear 
Rinuccini, tha? by means of her Majeſfly, it wds nof only re-aſſumed, but, 
n the end, after great diſputes and oppoſitions on his part, the Peace was 
concluded between the Royal Party and the Confederate Catholicks, and war- 
ranted not only by the King's Word, but alfo by the retention of Arms,Caſtles 
and Forts ; and of the Civil Magiſtrates, with the poſſeſſion of Churches,and 
of Ecclefraſtical Benefices, and with the free exerciſe of the Catholick Reli- 
gion.

| ing ſenſible of the Earl of Szaford's death, which purported ſome to be 


cini broke with ſuch violence, that he forced the Marqueſs of Ormond, the 
Vice-Roy of Ireland, to precipitate himſelf ( contrary to his inclination and 
affetion )) into the arms of the Parliament of England, to the unſpeakable 
damage of the King, and of the Catholicks, not only of Treland, but alſo of 


| je He incenſed the greateſt and beſt part of the Catholick Nobility,

rendred the venerable Name of the holy Apoſtolick Chair, odious to the 
Fereticks, with ſmall ſatisfation to the Catholick Princes themſelves of 
Europe, as though it ſought not the ſpiritual good of Souls, but a temporal 
Intereſt, by making it ſelf Lord over Treland. ' And when the Lord Digby 
and the Lord Byron endeavour d, on the Marqueſs of Ormond's part, to in- 
cline him to a new Treaty of Peace, he did not only diſdain to admit them, or 
fo accept the Overture, but underſtanding, that the Lord Byron, with great 
danger and fatigue, came to Town, in the County of Weſtmeath, where he 
was t0 ſpeak with him, he forced the Earl that was the Lord of it, to ſend 
him away ( contrary to all Laws of Courtefie and Humanity ) in the night- 
time, expoſed to extraordinary inconveniencies and dangers amongſt thoſe di- 
ftraftions, proteſting, that- otherwiſe he. himſelf would immediately depart 
the Town. By this Proceeding, Monſieur Rinuccini hath given the World 
an occaſion. to believe, that he had private and ſecret Commiſſion to change 
the Government of Ireland, and to ſeparate that Iſland from the Crown of 
England.” And this Opinion is the more confirmed, ſince that one Mahony, 
a Jeſuit, hath printed a Book in Portugal, wherein he endeavours to prove, 
that all the Kings of England, have been either Tyrants or Vſurpers of Ire- 
land, and ſo fallen from the dominion of it ; exhorting all its Natives to get 
thither, and to uſe all Cruelty againſt the Engliſh, ( with expreſſions full of 
Villany and Reproach ) and to chuſe a new King of their own Countrey. And 
this Book, ſo barbarous and bloody,diſperſed through Ireland, is yet credit-

— Though he gives this account of himſelf : For the better underſtand- 
ing of this, ( faith he) Recourſe maſt ke had to the firſt riſing of the. 
Iriſh, which was upon this eccaſion : The Parliament of England, ha- 
Ving enter'd into an Agreement with the Kingdom of. Scotland, called the 


large Treaty; in which there was a clauſe to joyn againſt the common 


Enemy, wherein the Catholicks of 7reland, as well as. others ( if 
nor. chiefly ) did apprehend themſelves, _—_— 3. to. ballance 
which, or to prevent the miſery that might fall upon:them thereby, be- 


ſent 
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ſent as Governour, that was not like to carry ſo fair to them, as he had 1648. : 
done, the ſame being to be approv'd ( at leaſt ) by the Parliament then ag 


ſitting. For better ſecurity, they endeavoured the ſupplanting| all Pro- 
teſtants within that Kingdom, and though ( at that time) without 
Arms or Ammunition, got poſſeſſion of moſt part of the Kingdom ; where- 
upon was eſtabliſhed a Council of 24, part of Civil, _ part Eccle= 
ſiaſtical Perſons, of which 12 were to reſide in X:/kenwy; or other place; 
as occaſion and need called, . with this Reſolution, agreed to hold a Par- 
liament every year, by, or in which, theſaid Council ſhould be chang'd 
or continu'd. By this it was reſolv'd, and after ſworn by all 
the Catholicks, never to lay down Arms, until the Roman Church was 
ſettled, as of old in lreland, and the King fecur'd in all his Priviledges, 
that of, calling, and putting period to Parliaments at pleaſure, with 4 


Negative voice, ring chiefly meant, and then in great hazard to be loſt; 


' The Earl of Ormond, and Inchequin, Proteſtants, fearing the ifſus of 
this League, and fore-ſeeing the in-ability to oppoſe it, treated with 
the Earl of Clanrickard, Lord Muskery, and other Lords Catholicks, 
that poſſeſſed many Church-Benefices; a way erected by Queen Elizaberh, 
thereby to extinguiſh vhe Catholicks; and advertiſed them, that the 
Reſtitution of the ' Catholick Diſcipline, would out them of all the faid 
Profits, gain'd them to the other ſide ; though they continued ſtill of the 
Council, in which they were a prevalent party, taking to them ſuch 
( when any went out )) as were of Ormond's mind and deſign: by which 
means a Peace was ſuddainly concluded, upon ſuppoſition, that the Af- 
fairs of the Catholicks requir'd it, although there was no mention of the 
Intereſt of that Church inthe Accord. About that time, the King ſent 
to. this Council, the Earl of G/amorgan, with full power to accord to the 
Catholicks, as they deſired, if they ſhould ſend him xo000 Men, as they 
had offered, Ormond then at Dublin ( under pretext of. Treating ) drew 
Glamorgan thither, took from him his Commiſſion, and made him Pri- 
ſoner, and certified the King, that himſelf could make a far better agd 
more advantagious Peace, with the Catholicks, which he did in 3o Ar- 
ticles. This breach of Oath, made by the Council, gave.occaſion to the 
Nuncio, John | Baptiſt Rinuccini, Archbiſhop and Prince of Firmo, who 
had brought ſome ſuccours of Money*-and:Arms into relax, to aſſemble 
the Clergy in 1c ih and Excommunicate all ſuch as ſhould adhere 


to: the Peace.; Which notwithſtanding, the ſaid Marquiſs advanc'd to 


Kilkenny, to execute the ſame ; but O Nezil.returning vicorious from the 
defeat of 20000. Scots, in.two. Battles at Benburgh, and 7zrconnel, Or- 
mond goes back without doing of anything; whereupon were ums 
prifon'd-the 7, that ſigned the Peace. Ormond ſeeing himſelf out with 
the Catholicks, both becauſe- he had ill treated them, and by the violence 
exerciſed by his Army, no ſooner return'd to Dubliz, but he treated with 
the Parliament of Eng/and, for the delivery of the Towns he held ; which 
was done accordingly. Coming after to Loydon, where hejexpetted-to 
be gratified by the/Parliament of Exg/and, proportionable to the ſervice 
done them ; but finding there no ſuch diſpoſition, he went ſecretly tothe 
Queen at St. Germazns, to juſtifie himſelf, and perſwade her, That his 
rendring Dublin , and other Towns, were ſerviceable to' the King her 
Husband, then Priſoner to the Parliament, becauſe ( ſaid he) it i better 
that they have them, then the Catholicks, whom he affirm'd to have fail'd

yer chas'd away the Nuncio, declar 


in the abſence; and becauſe of the Detention of the King her Husband, 
deputing - others to Rome, with Inſtructions to the former Deputies, to 
act jointly with theſe ; but contrary, thoſe to the Queen ( not waiting 
the Reſolation, or Concurrence of them at Rome ) | Muskery, and Brown, 
two of thoſe Deputies, ( notwithſtanding the oppoſition of the Mar- 
quiſsof Antrim, who was chief ) propoſed; and obtain'd of the Queen, 
that the ſend into Jreland, the Marqueſs of Ormond, as formerly to be 
Lord Deputy, or Vice-Roy ; Who being brought into that Kingdom, 
by the ſupport of the ſaid Supream Council, of which 7 always favour'd 

him, they again concluded a Ceſlation of Arms with Znchequin, then 
reduced to ſuch neceſſities, that he was ready to fly into. Zo//and, whi- 
ther then he had diſpatch'd part of his Goods, with good ſtore of Mo- 
ney, pick'd up there; The Suſpenſion not to be hindred by the Nuncio, 
notwithſtanding the offers of Money, to fatisfie _— neceſſities, 
declar'd by the Council, together with Owen Roe O Nea!'s offer, to drive 
Iuchequin quite out of Munſter, at his own charge, and at the charge he 
would- force out of thoſe parts, by his Souldiers : But at this time = 
chequin was in a deeper Correſpondence with the Scozs Nation, which 
way, Ormond wasallo to biaſs his Deſigns. The Nuncio thus difappoint- 
ed, called a new aſſembly of his Clergy, compos'd of Zugh O Rely, 
Primate of Jreland , Thomas Fleming, Archbiſhop of Dubljn, Thomas 
Welſh, Archbiſhop of Caſſel, Fohn de Bourk, Archbiſhop of 7uam, and 
ten Biſhops, who unanimouſly declared, 7hat this Ceſſation of Arms, 
was much prejudicial to the Catholick Religion, and could not be em- 
braced in Conſcience, and ſo Excommunicated all that adher'd thereto. 
Hitherto the Council had bota it ſelf with ſome reſpe& toward the Ca- 
tholick Church, remembring- the Clemency us'd by the Nuncio, in de« 
livering ſomeof them from Priſon ; but upon this laſt Excommunication, 
they fo threatned him, that he was forced togo privately from Xi/kenny, 
to a Caitle, where Preſton ( by order of the Coun 1 ) following, he 
fled to Gaway, and called-there a National Council, to pacifte the 
Troubles of the Kingdom, which the aforeſaid Council:endeavour'd to 
hinder, forbidding the appearance of the Clergy, taking hold of divers 
Eccleſiaſtical Perſons of his houſhold, impriſoning them: So that the 
Nuncio deſpairing of re-eſtabliſhing of the Affairs of the Catholicks, 'and 
having information, That Ormond had reſobv'd ( with all his Forces ) 
fo advance the Proteſtant Religion, and to' deſtroy all oppoſers, and that 
the Supream Councit of Catholicks, had dechar d their departure from 
the League, with their Confederates; he departed, arriving in France. 
In/the interim, Owes Roe, judging, that he could not incconſcience, joyn 
his Armies any longer with a —_ that cated it ſelf Catholick, and 
eclar'd his ſeparation from them, until they 

recal 'the Nuncio, and endeavour to obtain a Catholick'Vice-Roy, and 
execute ( in all other points) the Oath they had taken. This was 
taken very:il by the Marqueſs of Ormond, 'and fis Council, who charg'd 
O Neal with a-Deſign { under -colour theroof ) to oppoſe the Aﬀairs of 
the King, -which occaſion'd him to: obje& ro them, 'not the aforeſaid 
Oath, but a'particular Declaration, which he had publiſhed ; where 
he, with all his Officers profeſs, That they intend. onely to re-eftabliſh 
the Catholick Religion, the Liberties of the Kingdom, and the Prerogatives 
pl of 
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of the King, | in their former Glory and Splendor : The Ormond Party 
Catholick, being in fuch perplexity, by reaſon of theſe difterences, and 
their ſlaighting the Nuncio, appeaFd to his Holineſs ; but from Rowe, it 
is certified, That the Pope ( well underſtarding their deportment ) refuſed 
to give Audience, before he had heard his Nancio ; Who in the end, ra- 
ther receiv'd a Check ( as betore is mention'd ) then an Approbation 
from his Holineſs, for what he had done in 7reland. 

And now, as to the difference betwixt their Generals, and our, Pro- 
ceedings thereupon, + ; 

Colonel Foxes finding the Diſtractions amongſt the Rebels, to grow 
very high, and that the old Eng/i/h, under the Marqueſs of Clmrickard, 
had taken the Caſtle of Athlone, and other Places trom Owex Roe, and 
that Arky was beſieged by Colonel Pre/ton, and Owen Roe, came up to Re- 
lieve it, and burnt and ſpoil'd the Countrey thereabouts, thought it 
high time, to be ſtirring out amongſt them ; and thereupon ſent out ſome 
ot his Forces, which took in the Garriſons of the Nabber, and Balthoe, 
tormerly ſurprized by the Rebels; But yet ' not having his Proviſions 
come from Eag/and ). durſt not himſelf ſtir forth, till he had ſufficiently 
ſecured Dublin; which in the firſt place, he began more ſtrongly to 
Fortifie, that it might receive no-prejudice in his abſence. About which 
time, Flemming ( an aCtive Officer among the Rebels ) took in Cruces 
Fort, and Xi/aloe, two Garriſons in Padſonbyes Quarters. 

Next , Jones ſecured Sir Maurice Euſtace, Colonel Gifford, Capron, 
Flower, Willoughby, and ſeveral others, who, continuing their affe&tion 
to the Marqueſs, he ſuſpe&ted, and ( by Order of the Committee of 
Derby-Houſe ) ſent them to the £aſtle of Cheſter, detaining Colonel 
Byron, and Sir Thomas Lucas, Priſoners at Tredagh, ſuſpecting theſe 
would deliver him, and the City, to the Mazqueſs of Ormond, then every 
day expetted, Lord Lieutenant out of France, "The Scots Army under 
Duke Hamilton, about this time, entered England, to whoſe Proceedings, 
Major General Monro, ſent over into Scot/and, his Son or Nephew George 
Monro, with 2000 Foot, and 600 Horſe, as Sir Robert Stewart, his Son, 
with a Troop, and Sir Fred. Hamilton his, with a Regiment, and ſe- 
veral others, difafteted to the Parliament of Eng/and, in hope to ſettle 
( with advantage ) there ; By which means, Belfaſt, Carrigfergus, and

Colonel:-MHouk having thus ſeized upon Carigfergus, 
caus'd ſome Horſe to march preſently away to Belfaſt, which was furren- 
dred into his hands by the Governor, and ſo was likewiſe Colrain, fo as 
he preſently became Maſter of all thoſe Towns, disbanding, and ſending 
away moſt of thoſe Forces into —_ which oppos'd the ME 
EA An 
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and hindred thoſe broken Troops of- George. Monro's, ( which fled out 
of England, upon:Duke Zamiltons defeat at Preſton in Lancaſhire ) from 
returning into reland, and did uſe all means to ſettle-the COuntry in 
ſuch a poſture, as that the Intereſt of the Parliament, might be ſecur'd 
there. -He planted Garrifons upon the Frontiers of -Z//fer, to hinder 
the incurſions of the Rebels, and he gave the Quarters the Scozs had, to 
ſuch of the Britiſh .as he found faithtul to the ſervice. This was about 
September, 1648. a Service very acceptable in England; in manifeſta- 
tion whereof, the Parliament ſent him 509 /. and made him Governor 
of Carigfergw, by an Order of the 4th. of Oftober, and fent over Cloaths 
tor ſome ot thoſe Scorrzſh Regiments which came-into htm, and 5000 /, 
in Money, for the two Provinces, of Z/fter and Connaght, to be equally 
divided. Sir Charlzs Coot there being very active, not long after took in 
the ſtrong Fort of Ca/more, near Londonderry, ſeizing on ( at the fame 
time ) Sir Robert Stewart, whom he ſent Priſoner to the Parliament ; 
upon which, the Scors Mutinied ;' but by a Letter from Sir Robert Stew- 
art, they were pacified, and all the Affairs-of that Province, managed 
by Sir Charles Coot, Sir Robert Stewart being at Liberty upon his 
Parole. 

Betore this, Townſend, and Deily, two Colonels under 7uchequin in 
Munſter, ſent over to the Committee at Derby-4Zouſe, ſome Propoſitions, 
tor the ſurrender of the Towns in Munſter, upon/Condition of indempni- 
ty, and receiving part of the Arrears for the whole Army ; this was 
pretended to be acted by the conſent of zcheguin, and that he with his 
own hand, had approved and interlin'd them in ſeveral Places. Hereupon, 
the Committee at Derby-ZZouſe,ſent back:-Colonel Edmond Temple, with an 
Anſwer to thoſe Colonels,and Power withall to "Treat with the Lord Znche- 
q#in, about ſomewhat more certain and more reaſonable, to be propounded 
by him. But before his arrival there, Sir Richard Fanſhaw, the Princes 
Secretary, was come from the Prince to 7zchequin, with a Declaration 
of the Princes Deſign, to ſend the Duke of Tort into fre/and, with fuch 
of the revolted Ships as remain'd in Zo/and, and to ket him know the 
hopes he had , thatby his aſſiſtance, and the Army under hisCommand, 
both he and his Father might be reſtored : This ſo putt up /rchequir, - as 
that he would hear of no Overtures, and made him abſolutely diſ-avow 
to have had any knowledge of the Propoſitions ſent over, and thereupon 
impriſoned Zownſend, and Doily, thereby putting an ifſue to that Nego- 
tiation : Fortifying , beſides all the Harbours againſt the Parliaments - 
Forces, placing and diſplacing their Officers, as he thought moſt conve- 
nient, to introduce the Kings keeping a Correſpondence with the Weſt 
of . Ire/and, as yet tree to all Trade, and holding frequent intelligence 
with Farſey, where the Prince, was ſaid, would keep his Court ; Thus the 
Intereſt of the Parliament was wholly loft in Mun/ter, where Sir W:11;a m 
Fenton, Colonel Fajr, Captain Fenton, and other Officers ( for their 
afiections to the Parliament.) being impriſon'd, were exchang'd in De- 
cember, tor the Lord Jxchequin's Son, impriſon'd in the Tower, atout

Near this time Owez Roe attempted to reſcue Fort-Falkland, beſieged 
by the Lord Zzchiquin and Colonel Preſton joyn'd ; but he was repulſed 
with the loſs of many men, as his Lieutenant General Rice Mac-Guire, and 
Lewis More, dangerouſly hurt ; which put Owes to ſuch ſtraits, as he made 
an Overture to Colonel Foxes, by his Vicar-General O Rely, to furrender

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Athy, Mary-burrongh, and Rebban, and lay down his Armis, ifhe and his 


Contederates might have the ren they had in King Fames's time: \ 


But Foxes could better improve the Offers to a beneficial delay; than afſ- 
certain any thing. Though afterwards Owen Roe and his Council of Of: 
ſicers, further otfered, That if he, nor the new expected Army from Eng- 
land, would not moleſt him in his Quarters,, but give him leave to des 
part with tus Forces into Spain, he would not joyn with Ormond, Preſton; 
or 1achiquin. : - 

And here we mult reſume our account of the Marquis of Ormond, who 
afterhe had in vain ſolicited ſupplies of Money in France, to the end 
that he might carry fomeReliet toa Kingdom fo harrailed and worn; 
and be the better thereby able to unite thoſe, who would be ſure to 
have temptation enough of Profit,to gocontrary to the Kings obedience z 
his Excellency was at laſt compelled. being with great importunity cal- 
ledby the Lord zchiquin and rhe reſt, who were reſolv'd to uphold his 
Majeſties Intereſt \ to tranſport himelf, unturniſh'd of Money ſufficient, 
Arms or Ammunition conſiderable, and without any other .-Retinue than 
his own Servants, and ſome old Officers of the Kings: Andin this Equi- 
page he Embarqu'd from ZZazre de. Grace in a Durch Ship, and arriv'd 
about the end of Seprember, 1648. at Cork, where he was receiv'd by the 
Lord /nchiquin, Lord Preſident of Munſter, and the 1rijþ, with much con- 
tentment; ſoon after whoſe arrival ( even the 624. of Ofober) he pub- 
liſhed the enſuing Declaration.

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1648. being filed with a deep ſenſe of the Duty and obligations that are upon us, 
WD Friftlyto embrace all opportunities of employing our endeavours, towards 


Ha- 
ing obſerved the Proteſtant Army in the Province of Munſter ( by: ſpecial 
providence diſcovering the Arts and praftiſes uſed to intangle the Members

ceptation, or of the eſtimation we bear. about us towards their Proceedings, 
than by reſorting unto them in Perſon with his Majeſties Authority, and 
exhibiting unto them the incouragement and ſatisfaition they may receive 
in this aſſurance, That as we bear an eſpecial regard to their preſent un- 
. dertakings and performances, accompanied with a real ſenſe. of their former 
ſufferings ; ſoleſt there ſhould any advantage be derived unto thoſe, who 
endeavour to improve all opportunities of Jowing ſedition .and diſtruſt by 
this ſuggeſtion, that the former differences in Judgment and Opinion, which 
have induced perſons to ſerve diverſly under his Majeſty, and the Parlia- 
ment, will occahon prejudice, or ill eſe to ariſe towards ſuch Perſons,

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Service. We do declare, that we are qualiff d with ſpecial Power and Au-

To whom we defire this 
aſſurance alſo may be inculcated, That as we ſhall in the fature aſe our ut 
moſt care and diligence to provide for their preſervation from the like hard- 
ſhips, to thoſe they have formerly undergone ; ſo we have already employ'd4 
our beſt induſtry and endeavours for the ſettlement of ſuch a courſe; as we 
may (with moſt reaſon) hope, will, in theſe ancertain times, produce a con* ; 
ftant and competent Subjiſtance for them, enabling them to make ſuch a pros ; 
greſs in their preſent undertakings, as may, with the accompliſhment of the f 
great eds thereof, eſtabliſh thetr own Honoar and Content.

As ſoon as the Parliament received this Letter, ſome were of opinion 
that it ſhould be immediately ſent to the Marquis of Ormond; yet 
others ( aiming at what afterwards was brought upon the Stage \ laid it 
(asir'sfaid ) atide: Wefind by the event it produced nothing, for the 
| Treaty proceeded, a Peace enſuing ; though ( as yet ) Owen Roe was ſo 
far from being reconcild to the Supreme Council, or any that adher'd 
thereunto, as he fell moſt violently (inthe end of November ) upon the 
Earl of Clazrickard's Party, gaining Fame/town by Compoſition, and 
Drumrusk by the Sword, Rory Mac-Guire( the primeInſtrument herein ) 
with ſeveral other Officers and Common Soldiers, to the riumber of 
4 or 500 being there ſlain ; Owen Roe's Party afterwards putting all to 
the Sword, fave Major Boark his Wite and Children, cruelly haraſſing 
the whole County. of Roſcommon. | | 

The 19th. of Ofober, the Confederate Catholick's Commiſſioners came 
to Carrick, an Houſe of the Marquis's, where he continued about twenty 
days, which they ſpent principally in matters of Religion ; in treating 
whereof, they were ſo bound and limited by their InſtruCtions, and could 
make ſo little progreſs of themſelves,. being {till to give an-account to 
the Aſſembly of whatſoever was propos'd or offer'd by the Lord Lieute- 
nant, and to expett its Diretion or Determination betore they proceed ; 
that for the husbanding of time ( which was now.very precious, the pre- 
. bailing Party in Exg/and every day more diſcovering their bloody pur- 
poſes towards the King ) the Aſſembly thought it fit to:defire the Mar- 
quisto repair to his own Caſtle at #7tenny, which they offered to des 
liver into his hands, and that ( for his Honour and Security ) he ſhould 
bring his own Guards, who ſhould have the reception due to them : And 
upon this invitation ( about the middle of November ) he went to #il- 
kenny ; before the entry into which, he was met by the whole Body of 
the Aſſembly, and all the Nobility, Clergy, and Gentry, and in the ” Fon 
Town was receiv'd with all thoſe requiſite Ceremonies by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, as ſuch a Corporation ule to pay to the Supreme Authority 
of the Kingdom ; ſo that greater evidence could not be given of an en- 
tire union in the defire of the People of returning to the Kings obedi- 
ence, or of more affeQion and reſpe&t'to the Perſon of the Lord Lieute- 
nant, who by his ſteady purſuing thoſe profeſſions he had always made, 
by his neglect and contempt.of the Parliamentarians, and their prodi- 
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1648. gious Power whilſt he was in Enxland, by his refuſing all Overtures made 
Wn by them unto him for his particular benefit, ifhe would live in the King- 
* dom, and by their declared manifeſt hatred and malice towards him, was 
now ſuperiour to all thoſe Calumnies they had aſperſed him with : and 
confeſled to be worthy of a joyrit truſt from the moſt different and gi- 
vided Intereſts and Deſigns: However, there were fo many Pallions, 
and Humours, and Intere1ts to be complr'd with, and all Concluſions to 
paſs the Approbations of ſo many Votes, that it was the middle of Fa- 
zuary before all Opinions could be ſo reconciled, as to produce a' pertect 
and entire Contrach and Agreement, \which about that time paſſed with 
that miraculous conſent and unity, that in the whole Aſſembly, in which 
there were Catholick Biſhops, there was not one diſſenting Voice: So 
that on the 17th, of January, 1648. the whole Aſlemtly repair'd to the 
The Peace os LI-ord Lieutenant 1n his Caſtle at Kilkenny, and. there with all folemnity 
1648. con- imaginable preſented him, by the hand of their Chair-man or Speaker, 
cluded. the Articles of Peace, as concluded, aſlented, and ſubmitted unto by the 
whole Body of the Cathalick Nation of 7re/and; which he receiv'd, and 
ſolemnly confirnyd on his Majeſties behalf, and caus'd the fame that day 
tobe Proclaim'd in that "Town, to the great joy of all who were preſent, 
and it was with all ſpeed accordingly Proclaim'd, and as joytully re- 
ceiv'd, in all the Cities and Incorporate Towns which proteſſed any 
Allegiance to the King throughout the Kingdom ;. and for the better re- 
ception thereof amongſt the People, andto maniteſt the fatistation and 
joy they took in it, the Catholick Bifhops ſent out their Declarations 
and Letters, that they were abundantly fſatisfi'd in whatſoever concern'd 
Religion, and the -ſecure practice thereof: Certainly well they might, 
for unleſs it had been at ſuch a timethat his Majefty had been reduc'd 
to theutmoſt extremity, aPrincecould be compell'd to ſuch diſingenious 
and hard terms, could never have been ſtood upon with a free and gene- 
rous Prince; in as much as his preſent Maielty, in his Declaration for 
the ſettlement-of 7re/and, rhere'takesnotice, That no body could wonder

. end" you ſeem td have a Call from Heaven to exerciſe your Arms and utter- 
moſt Fortitude; in the Nolleft and Fuſteſt Cauſe the World bath ſeen ; for 
let all the Circumſtances incident to a great and good Cauſe be examined, and 
they will be found comprehended in that which you are now warrantadly 
cal d to defend, Religion, not in the narrow circumſcribed definition of it, 
by this or that late found out name, but Chriſtian Religion ts our Quarrel, 
which certainly is as much and fatally ſtruck at ( I may ſay more ) by the 
blaſphemous Licenſe of this Age, than ever it was by the rudeſt Incurfions 
of the moſt barbarous and avowed Enemy to Chriſtianity ; the Venerable 
Laws and Fundamental Conſtitutions of our Anceftors are trodden under 
Impious, and, for the moſt part, Mechanick feet. | 

The Sacred Perſon of our King ( the Life of thoſe Laws, and Head of 
thoſe C gant is under an ignominious [mpriſonment, and his Life 
threaten'd to be taken away by the Sacrilegious hands of the baſeſt xd the 
People, that owed him obedience; and ( to endear the Quarrel to you ) the 
Fountain of all the benefits you have but now acknowledg'd, and which you 
may further hope for by this Peace, and your own Merit, is endangered to be 
obſtrufted by the execrable murther of the worthieſt Prince that ever Ruled 
theſe Iſlands. | | 

In ſhort, Hell cannot add any thing to the deſperate Miſchiefs now openly 
projetted : and now judge ifa greater aud more glorious Field was ever ſet 
open to Attion, and then prepare your ſelves to enter into it, receiving theſe 
few advices from him, that is throuzhly Embarqu'd with you in the Ad- 
venture, | 

Firſt, let me recommend to you, that to this, asunto all holy Aftions,\( as 
certainly this is) you will prepare your ſelves with perfed Charity, a Charity 
that may obliterate what-ever Rancor the long continued War may have 


contratted in you, ag1inſt any that ſhall now co-operate with you in ſo bleſſed 


a Work; and let his Engagement with you in this, whoever he is, be (as it 
ought to be) a Bond of Unity, of Love, of Concord, ſtronger than the neareſt 
Tyes of Natare. 


In the next place, mark and beware of thoſe, who ſhall go about to renew - 


jealoufies in'you, under what pretence ſoever, and account ſach as the infernal 
Miniſters, mmploy'd to promote the black deſign on foot, to ſubvert Monarchy, 


and to make us allflaves to their own avaritious luſts. Away ( as ſoon and - 


as much as poſſible may be) with diſtinition of Nation and Parties, which are 


the fields wherein the ſeeds of thoſe Rancour-weeds are ſown by the great 


Enemy of our Peace. | | | 

In the Jaſt place, let us all diveſt our ſelves of that prepoſterous and ridi- 
culous ambition and ſelf-intereſt, which rather leads to our own threatned 
general ruine, than to the enjoyment of advantages unreaſonably defired. 

And if aPany time you think your ſelves pinch'd too near the bone by thoſe 
Taxes and Levies that may be impoſed for your defence, confider then how 
vain, how fooliſh a thing it will be to ſtarve a righteous Cauſe for want of a 
neceſſary ſupport, to preſerve your ſelves fat and gilded Sacrifices to the ras 


ine of a mercileſs Enemy.

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And if we come thus well prepared to a Contention ſo juſt on-our Parts, 
God will bleſs our Endeavours withiſucceſs and viftory, or will crown our Safe 


ferings with honour and patience ; for what honour will it not be, if God 


hath ſo determin'd of us, to periſh with a long glorious Monarchy ? and who 
can want patience to ſuffer with an oppreſſed Prince > But as our Endeauours, 


ſo let our Prayers be vigorous, that he may be delivered from a more unnatu- 


ral Rebellion, than is mention'd by any Story, now raiſed to the higheſt pitch 
of Succeſs againſt him. | 

I ſhould now ſay ſomething to you as to my ſelf, in-Retribution to the ad- 
vantagious mention made of me and my Endeavours, to the bringing this Set= 
tlement to paſs: But, I confeſs, my thoughts were taken up with thoſe much 
greater Concernments. Let it fuffice, that as I wiſh to be continued in your 
good Eſtetm aud Aﬀettion, ſo I ſhall freely adventure upon any hazard, and 
eſteem no trouble or difficulty too great to encounter, if I may manifeſt any 
Zeal to this Cauſe, and diſcharge ſome part-of the Obligations that are upon 
me, to ſerve this Kingdom, 


It will not here be neceſſary to infert the Articles of Peace at large, 
which are publickly known to the World, though we ſhall ſum them up 
in brief, It is ſufficient that the Lord Lieutenant granted all that was 
enough, in the Judgements of the Romiſh Catholick Biſhops, and even of 
the Biſhop of Ferns, ( that Incendiary, and ſtill waſpiſh Prelate ) requi- 
ſite to a peaceable and ſecure profeſſion of that Religion, with ſuch coun- 
tenancing of, and ſupport to it, as from the firſt planting ot it, it had 
never ( in ſome reſpects) been poſleſſed of in that Kingdom ; but was 
likewiſe compelled ſo far to comply with the Fears and Jealouſies of di- 
vers, ( who by often breaking their Faith, and trom a greater guilt were 
apprehenſive, that all that was promiſed tothem,* might not be hereaiter 
obſerved ) as to diveſt himſelf of that full and abſolute Power, that was - 
inherent in his Office, and was never more hit to be exerciſed, than for 
the carrying that Deſign, in which they ſeem'd.all to agree, and to make 
12 Commiſhoners *, ( nam'd and choſen by the Aſſembly, to look to the 
obſervation and performance of the ſaid Articles, until the ſame ſhould be 
ratified, in a full and peaceable Convention of Parliament ) joynt ſharers 
with him in his Authority : Sothat he could neither levy Souldiers, raiſe 
Money, or fo much as ere&t Garriſons, without the approbation and con- 
ſent of the major part of thoſe Commiſſioners ; the danger and miſchief 
of which limitation and reſtraint he foreſaw enough, but found the uni- 
ting that People, and compoſing them to -an entire confidence in the 
Peace, ( which could be compaſſed no other way ) was ſo neceſlary, that 
he could not facrifice too much to it : And then the abilities and the afie- 
ions of the Commiſſioners, were ſo well known and approved by him, 
that having moſt of them ( in appearance) the ſame good: Ends with 
him, he preſum'd, he ſhould with' leſs difficulty be able to. perſwade, 
which were the neareſt and moſt natural ways that conduced thereun-

With what Conſent and Unity ſfoever this Peace was made; by thoſe 
who had any pretence to Truſt, or to whom there was the leaſt Deputati- 
on of Authority and Power by the Nation, yet Owen © Neal ( with whom 
the Earl of A»trim joyn'd ) had the greateſt Influence upon the Humours 
and Inclinations of the old 7ri/h, who had given themſelves up to the 
Nuncio, and who indeed had a. better diſciplin'd, and conſequently a 
ſtronger Army at his Command, than the Contederates thought h&could 
have gain'd to his Devotion, {till refuſed to ſubmit to it. . So that .the 
Lord Lieutenant, ( as ſoon as the Peace was concluded.) was as well to 
provide againſt him, to remove ſome Garriſons he held, which infeſted 
thoſe who obeyed the Atts'of the Aſſembly, and to prevent his Incurſion,

As ſoon as he heard of the Murther of theKing, he proclaim'd our pre- 
ſent Sovereign, Charles the 2d. King of England, Scotland, France and 
Treland, at Carrick, the 16th. of Feb. 16458. . 

Andbeing ( by a Clauſe in his late Commiſſion from his Majeſty * qua- 
lified with ſpecial Power and Authority, to make no diſtindtion ( in-dif: 
| ference of Judgement ) betwixt any who ſhould ſubject their Aſſiſtance 
to his Majeſty's Service, he ſoon-won the Scors to a compliance, though 
under the ſhackles of their Covenant, who immediately us'd the moſt ta- 
vourable Arguments they could, to win Sir Char/es Coof to their Party; 
And to that end, ( from the Congregation of the Presbytery at Belfa/f, 
the 15th. of Feb. 1648. ) they tempt him (_ by ſeveral Repreſentations ) 
with their Sence: To which, the 7th. of March enſuing, Sir Charles 
Coot, and the Council of "War, ( held at London-derry) return'd theſe 
Reaſons, for their Diſ-agreement. 


Firſt, We find no part of God's -Word authorizing us, being but a 
Branch of a ſubordinate Kingdom, to declare againſt che Parliament of 
England, under whom we ſerve, who are the viſible Authority of both 
Kingdoms, and againſt an Army, acting by their Power, before we 're« 
ceive from themſelves a Declaration, and Grounds of thoſe Proceedings, 
wherewith they are aſpers'd. 

Secondly, For the Covenant we have taken, on which your Repreſen- 
tations ſeem to be grounded, wecannot find, we have ſworn to a&, ac- 
cording to the Principles you now declare : For, in ſome things, if we 
admit of your, Repreſentation, we ſhall be neceſſitated to act, againſt 
what we have-{warnunto in the Covenant. For, | | 

The firſt Article, wherein we are bound to a preſervation of the preſent 
Diſcipline in Scoz/aud; we are 1n the ſame Article obliged, to a Retorma- 
tion of the ſame in England and Treland, according to the Word of God, 
and the Example of thebeſt Reformed Churches, which ({ no doubt ) the 
Parliament wall in due time eftablith : In the interim, we are un-ſatisfied 
with any Power, that acts in this Caſe, without their Direction. 

For what you ſpeak in relation to the King's Perſon, we have yet no 
certainty.out of England, concerning that Matter, and it is an action of 
fo tranſcendent degree, that till we receive ſome poſitive Reſolution con- 
_— it from ZExg/and, we ought not to proceed in giving our Sence 
of it. | | 

In the 5th. Article of the Govenant, we are ſworn to endeavour the 
continuing the Kingdoms in Union, in which we deſire your ſelves tobe 
Judges, it the publiſhing of your Repreſentations, be a probable way to 
obſerve the Oath. | | 

In the 6th. Article, we are ſworn'to, defend thoſe joyn'd with us in 
_ this Covenant, and not to ſuffer our ſelves direQtly or indireftly tocombine 
againſt them: Now, till we receivea full Declaration of their falling from 
thoſe Principles of this Covenant, how can we with fafcty.to our =_ 
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Conſciences, 'declare a War againft them, without breaking the Cove- 
nant in this Particular ? |, 
. Tnthenext place, We find ſome things in. your Repreſentations, where- 
in ( as we conceive ) you are not rightly informed. WHT, 

Firſt, In that you ſay, The Parliament ' hath broken the Covenant, in 
oppoſing the Presbyterial Government ; which can no ways appear, ſince 
the fame Government, by. their appointment, is obſerv'd throughout 


' England, and that the Covenant obligeth them to eſtabliſh the Govern- 


ment no further, than is agreeable to God's Word. = 
Secondly, You fay, That you have deeply ſworn in the firſt Article, to 
maintain the Church-Government, as it is in the Church of Scotland ; which 
they have not ſworn, the part of the Oath, for preſervation of rhe Go- 
vernment, relating only tothe Kingdom of Scot/and, and the Retormati- 


. on of Religion, to the Kingdoms of Englandand Ireland. 


_ Thirdly, "Tis aftirmed, That the Power now governing in England, doth 
labour to eſtabliſh by Law an univerſal toleration of all Religions ; which 
yet was never done by them. 


Laſtly, The fad Conſequences which will un-avoidably follow, if we 
purſue the Intention of the Repreſentations, are theſe :

And laſtly, It will, without any lawful Call, engage us in a War 


- againſt an Army, who have, under God, been the inſtruments of redeem- 


ing Eng/and out of thraldom, and was not long ſince acknowledged to 
have been ſo inſtrumental, in ſetling Scozland in the Peace and Quietneſs 
it now enjoyeth, and this at the Charge of Ezgland,. as the Declaration 
of the Kingdom of Scotland doth thanktully witneſs, 


Theſe things therefore being duely weighed, we deſire you, in the 
fear of God, ſeriouſly to take this our Anſwer into your Conſiderazions, 
and to remember on whom the guilt of innocent blood will fall, it you 
inforce a War ; -and to ſet before your eyes, the puniſhment from Hea- 
ven, which hath ſtill attended the Endeayours of all, who have deſerted 
the Quarrel in this Kingdom, to engage againſt the Parliament of England. 
From viſible Judgements, we are reſolv'd, by God's affiſtance, to take 
ſo good warning, as we will not be guilty of deſtroying the Cauſe, we 
have ſo long|/labour'd-into countenance for your Repreſentations, till we 
be better ſatisfied in our Conſciences, though we will not directly or in- 
dire&ly countenance any Sectaries or Schiſmaticks, who-ever is truely fo 
called, contrary to our Solemn League and Covenant ; but we will, to 
theutmoſt of our Endeavours, continue faithful in the proſecution of the 
Rebels in this Kingdom, - and their Abettors, wherein we ſhall not doubt 
of the Bleſſing and Protection of the Almighty, upon our lawtul and juſt 


Endeavoyrs:. And for furtherance hereot, we deſfire,.-in-the laſt Jr 
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that we ſhould all declare againſt the Peace laſt made by the Lord Mar- 
queſs of Ormond, as that which will ( if not proteſted againſt ) ruine 
and deſtroy your Serviceof. this Kingdom, againſt the Rebels. 

Here it's evident, that Sir Charles Coor could by no ways be brought 
on; yet the Peace being ſettled, his Excellency endeavour'd to work over 
Lieutenant General Fones to his Party ; to which end his Excellency 
vouchſated to write to him many Letters from 7Thurles, the 27. of March, 
1649. all 'anſwer'd without the leaſt compliance on Foxes's fide. He, by 
his Reply the 31. of March, 1649. charging the fatal and inhumane Act 
( perpetrated on his Majeſty ) to his Excellency's arrival in reland, du- 
ring the Treaty at Carisbrook, whereby the ſincerity of that Treaty was 
queſtion'd, occaſionally ( writes he) producing what thereupon followed ; 
ſo as in concluſion he profeſſed, That were there neither King or Parlia- 
ment, he ſhould yet ſtand firm to his Principles, to. preferve the Englith 
Intereſt inTreland, that being a Cauſe alien from what was ated in Eng- 
land, Foraign to his Work and Truſt, which if he ſhould not perform; 
would not eafily be expiated by a ſlender or lean Manifeſt : upon whichno 
more Letters paſs'd betwixt them ; though the Lord 1zcheguzn in Fune, 
from the Camp .at Fing/aſs, 1649. renewed the Attempt, and was an- 
ſwerd with the.like Reſolution, and ſome Refle&tions on his Lord 
,"_ which time, 7re/and came again to be ſeriouſly thought of by 
the Parliament, though hitherto it was ( in ſome reſpets) made a Stale 
for ſeveral Deſigns then on foot. Foxes was much confided in ;-but it 
was thought requiſite, the weight of that Buſineſs ſhould lye on other 
thoulders, not his ; Cromwe/ therefore ( about the 28 of ' March ) 'was 
voted General of 7rel/and, Skippon ( underthe Title of Martial General ) 
having refuſed the Command ; .and theſe enſuing Yotes 'paſſed' theres 
upon.

upon intelligence of his Motion, ingreat diſorder rais'd his Camp, and 
refir'd into Dublin ; after that Major Cadogan, by his Command, had done 
_ Notable and ſevere Service about 7ecroghan, burning the Countrey, 'not 
 - In 5 years before Viſited, and had beaten a part of the. Marqueſs's 
Forces, though he got notfo much by his Vitory (though confiderable ) 
as Fones afar wwards loſt by Treachery, the Garriſon of: Ala» being de- 
Uvered up for 200 /. "The Marqueſs encamped his whole Army at the 
Naas, twelve miles Kor Publ, chic he might maturely deliberate what 
was'next tobeundertaken, being now the middle of Fane. 
' "That which "appeared worthy of 'debate was, whether the Army 
Tholdfirft make an-Artempt upon; Dub», in which 'it was believ'd 
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there were very many both Officers and Souldiers, and other Perfons of 
Quality, well affe&ed to the Kings ſervice, and who had formerly ſerved 
under the Marqueſs, and efteem'd him accordingly, who might make 
that work more eaſy ; Or whether the Army ſhould be firſt uimployed 
in the taking in of 7rim, Tredagh, and other out-Garriſons , from 
whenee the City receiv'd much Proviſions of all kinds, and from whence 
Proviſions to the Army would be cut .oft, and much other prejudice 
might ariſe. But upon full conſideration, the Council of War, which 
conſiſted of the General Officers, inclined to the former; concluding, 
. that if they could take Du41:y, all other places would quickly tall into 
their hands; and if they ſhould delay it, and waſte their Proviſions in 
thoſe leſſer Attempts, there might probably arrive out of England, ſuch 
ſupplies of Men, Monty, and other neceſfaries to Fones, which were 
daily expected; as might render that important work almoſt impoſſible : 
Hereupon, the Lord Lieutenant marched the very next morning toward 
Dublin, and that afternoon, re-paſſed the whole over the River of Lify, 
by the Bridge of Lucan, and encamped near that place, to reſt hismen 
a few hours: He marched very. early in the morning, being the 
129th. of Fune, and appear'd by nine of the Clock at a place called 
Caſtleknock, in view of the City ; and heating that Foxes had drawn' 
out all his Horſe into the Green, not far from the Walls, he ſent a Party 
of Horſe and Masketiers to face them, while he drew his whole Body, 
_ within fleſs then Cannon-ſhot of their Gates, hoping thereby to give 
ſome countenanceto thoſe-in the Town,to raiſe fomeCommotiontherein; 
and having ſpent ſome part of the day in this poſture and expectation, 
after ſome flight skirmiſhes between the Horſe, writes one ; others ſay 
confiderable; where the Earl of Clanrictards Regiment: of Horſe was 
ſorely. beaten, though they rall''d twice; He found ,it neceffary to 
draw off, andeneamped thar night at a place two miles from the Town, 
called Finglas, whither great multitudes of Roma Catholicks, whereof 
mcſt were aged Men, Women, and Children, whoni Foxes had turned 
out' of the City, repair'd to: him, whom he ſent with all due Order, for 
their Reception, into Quarters adjacent. ' |

The Marqueſs was no ſooner in his Quarters, then he receiv'd fare 


intelligence, that Fones had ſent his Horſe to' 7; vr; from whence 


they would have been able to havediftreſſed his Army ſeveral ways, and 
to have interrupted Proviſion which came out of the Conntrey, out of 


, which-wereat leaſt 3o miles diſtant; And ſeveral Officers 
al 


were of epinion; upon the view they hadtaket that day of the Enemy, 
and the countenance they had obſerved of their own men, that they were 
. Hot preſently provided for a formal Siege, andas ll toattack the Town 
by 2 brisk attempt ; and therefore he reſolv'd to remain encamp'd at 
that place for ſome time, whereby he might take the advantage of any 
opportunity, that within the Town would' adminiſter unto him : and 
preſently ſent the Lord Archequix, Licutenant-General of the Army, with 
a ſtrong Party of Horſe, to-purſue Foxes hisHorſe, which were ſenit for 
Tredagh; which he did fo ſucceſsfully, that he ſurprized one whole Troop 

and afterwards encountred Colonel Chidley Coor,in thehead of 300 Horſe: 
whereof he flew many, and routed the reſt, who'in great diſorder fled 
to: Fredagh. The' Lord Frchequin preſently ſent advertiſement of this 
ſucceſs, and-that he' had wh? wh to' believe, that if he 'purſied' thisad- 
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Party, he ſhould make himſelf Maſter of it ; whereupon ( in reſpect of 
the great importance of the Place, the reduction whereof woukd pro- 
duce a ſecure correſpondence with, and give encouragement to the Scots 
in Zfer, who made great profeſſions, . in which they were ever free ) 
of Duty to the King, and had now under the conduct of the Lord Viſ- 
count Montgomery of Ards, driven Sir Charles Coot into the: City of 
Londonderry, and upon the matter beleagu'd him there ) the Lord Lieu- 
tenant by the advice of the Council of War, approved the Lord /uche- 
q4in's Deſign, and to that purpole ſent him two Regiments of Foot, and 
two Pieces of Artillery, and ſuch Ammunition and Matertals, as-could 
be ſpared ; wherewith he proceeded fo vigorouſly, that within 7 days; 
he compeiled the beſieged to yield ro honourable Conditions, ſo reduced 
Tredazh to the Kings Obedienee, after he had been twice beaten off; the 
Town having not above 600 Men, who had ſpent all their Ammuni- 
tion, left to detend ſo large a circuit, ſome of whuch alterwards revolted 
to the Margueſs ; and Colonel Coot, with 150 Horſe, and near 400 Foot, 
march'd to Dablin. 

There. was now very reaſonable ground for hope, that the Parliaments 
Party would quickly find themſelves in notable ſtreightsand diſtrefles, 
when-it was on a ſuddain dfſcover'd, how very active and dexterous, the 
{pi-it of Rebellion is to reconcile and unite thoſe, who were poſleſſed 
by it, and how contrary ſoever their Principles and Ends ſeem to be, and 
contribute jointly to- the oppoſing and oppreſſing that Lawful Power, 
they had both equally injured and provoked. "The Parliament Party, 
who had heap'd ſo many Reproaches and Calumnies upon the King, for 
| his Clemency to the 7r//h, who had founded: their own Authority and 
Strength upon ſuch foundations, as were inconſiſtent with any tolera- 
tion of the Roman Catholick Religion, and ſome write ( ſo bitter are their 
Pens ) even with Humanity to the 7riſþ Nation, and more eſpecially 
to thoſe of the old Native Extraction, the whole Race whereof they 
had ( upon the matter ) ſworn to an utter extirpation ; And Owen O 
Neal himſelf was of the moſt antient Sept, and whoſe Army conſiſted 
onely of ſuch, who avowed no other cauſe for their firſt entrance into 
Rebellion, . 4#ut Matter -4 Religion ; and that the Power of the Parlia- 
ment, was like to be ſo great and prevalent, that" the King himſelf 
would not beable to extend his Favours and Mercy towards them, which 
they ſeem'd to be confident, he was -( in his gracious diſpoſition ) in- 
clined to expreſs ; and therefore profeſſed to take.up Arms againſt the 
exorbitant Power onely of them, and to retain hearts full of Devotion 
and Duty to his Majeſty ; and who at preſent, by the under-hand and ſe-. 
cret Treaties with the Lord Lieutenant, ſeem'd more irreconcilable to 
- the Proceedings of the General Aſſembly, and to the Perſons of thoſg 
Whom he thought govern'd there, then to make any ſcruple of ſubmitting 
to. the Kings Authority, in the Perſon of the Marqueſs, to which and 
to whom, he proteſted all Duty and Reverence. Theſe two-ſo contrary - 
. and diſ-agreeing Elements, had, I fay, by.the ſubtile and volatile ſpirit of 
. Hypocriſy and Rebellion ( the Arts of the time ) found a way to in- + 
corporate together; and Oivex O Neal had promiſed and contrafted with 
the other, that he would compel the Lord Lieutenant to retire, and draw 
off his Army from about D«#/z#, by his invading thoſe Parts of Leim- 
fter,. «nd Munſter, with his Army, which yielded-moſt, yea, all-the Pro- 
_ viſions and ſubſiſtance to the Marqueſs, and which he preſumed the Mars 
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.queſs would not ſutfer. to be ſpoil'd and deſolated by his Incurfions : for 
the better doing, whereof, . and enabling him for this Expedition; Colonel 
Monk, Governor of Dundalk, ( who'was the ſecond Perſon in Command, 
amongſt the.Parligments Forces ) had promiſed to deliver to him, out of 
the ſtores of that Garriſon, a good quantity of Powder, Bullet; and 
Match, proportionable ; for the tetching whereof, Owen O Nea/ had ſent 
Farral (-Lieutenant General of his Army) with a Party of 500 Foot; 
and 300, Horſe. At that time 7redagh.wastaken by the Lord [ychequin ; 
who, being there. advertiſed of that new contracted friend{hip, reſolved 
to give ſome interruption to .it', and made ſo good haſt, that with- 
in Ray hours after Farral had receiv'd the Ammunition at Dundalk, he 
tell upon him, routed all his Horſe, and of: the 500 Foot, - there were/not 
40 eſcaped, but wereeither ſlain, or taken Priſoners, and got all the Am- 
munition, and with it ſo good an Account of the preſent ſtate of Dux- 


.dalk, that he immediately engaged before it, and aſſiſted by the Lord of 


\ Ards, ( who a little before, had been choſen by the Presbyterian Mini- 
. ters, their Commander in Chiet, thereby poſlefſing himſelf of Carrigfer- 
gus, and Belfaſt) in two days. compelled Monk { who would elſe have 
. been delivered up by-his own Souldiers ) to ſurrender the Place, where 
was .a good Magazeen of Ammunition, Cloath, and other Neceſlarics 
for War ; moſt ot. the Officers and Souldiers, with all alacrity engagin 


themſelves in his. Majeſties ſervice; though the Governor Shipt himſelf 


for 'Eng/and, and landing ſhortly after at Cheſter, he went immediately 
to. Briſtol, where Cromwel ( the Parliaments Lord Lieutenant ) was 
.then to come for /re/aud ; who receiv'd him very courtegufly ; but, af- 
ter he had remain'd ſome days there, advifed him to go upto the Par- 
\ lament, to-give them fatisfaftion, in the Ceſſation he had made with 
. Qwen Roe 'O-Neal, the $th. of. May, 1649. which he did; And the 
buſineſs of that Ceſlation being brought itito the Houſe, it was much 
reſented-;| and after ſome debate, -( more then ordinarily had on other 
: occaſions ) ſeveral. ſevere Votes pailed againſt it ;. onely Colonel Mort, 
being} conceived to. have made 1t out of a good intent, - tor. preſerving

" Upon the Lord 7uchiquiv's ſucceſs at Dundalk, the lefler Garriſons of 
Newry, Narrow-water, Green-Caſtle, and Carlingford, were eaſily ſubs 
jetted - and the Lord Zchiquin, in his return, being appointed to viſit 
tlie Town of 7rim;the onely Garriſon left ro the Parhtamentarians in thoſe 
parts, except Dublin, in two days after he had beſieged it, he made himſelf 
Maſter of it, and ſo,return'd with his Party ( not impair'd by the Ser- 
vice) to the Lord Lieutenant in his Camp at Fing/aſS. Owen 0 Net ſtill 
continued his aftetion to the Parliamentarians ; and when he found that

Coot and Colonel Monk, was tranſacted by the privity ( if not conſent ) 
ofthe Grandees in Erg/and; but the Grounds to faſten this upon. them 
could never be found, though the Rc” _ been narrowly fearch'd 
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into: Known. it was, that there was a Perſon ſent over, and many 
Overtures made by a Prieſt O Rely to the Committee of: Derby-houſe, but 


with whatreception, the certainty yet remains in the Clouds. However, 


Sir Charles Coot having by this means delivered himſelf from the ſtrait- 
neſs of a Siege, and having received ſome new ſupplies of Men and 
Proviſionsout of Eng/and, (Colonel Fanks being ſent trom Cromwel with 
Forces to his Relief ) preſently. marched out, and clea1'd the Countrey 
about him; and afterwards in Ofoher got ſuch a ſtrength together, as 
he went to Colerain, and took in that Town by Arſſat, and fowent on

(as we have ſhew'd) reduc'd by the Marquis Ormond's Party, who on the 
24th.of Fuly took a view of his whole Army, andfound it to conſiſt of 
no leſs than 7000 Foot and about '4ooo Horſe, others write more; 
which though a good Force, was not equal to the work of forming a Re- 
gular Siege of fo large and populous a City as Dublin, and as unfit toſtorm 
it; therefore it was reſolv'd ſtill to continue the former deſign of ſtrait- 
ning it, until the neceſſities within abated the obſtinacy. of that Peo- 
ple; for the better doing whereof, the -Lord Viſcount Dion of Coſtiloe, 
was appointedto remain ſtill on the North-ſide of the Town, with a Body 
of 2000 Foot and 5oo Horſe, to block it up, having two or three ſrmall

 miſſioners, he made choice of Sir Arthar Aſton, a Roman Catholick, and 
a Soldier of very great Experience and Reputation, ( one at Reading and 
Oxford formerly confided in by his Majeſty, a Gentleman of an An- 
cient and yet flouriſhing Family in Cheſhire ) to be Governour thereof, 
and put a Garrifon-into it of 2000 Foot, and a good Regiment of Horſe; 
all choice Men, and good Soldiers, with very many Gentlemen and 
Officers of good Name and Account, and ſupplied it with Ammunition 
and all other Proviſions, as well asthe Governour himſelf defired ; and 
having done ſo, he marched with his Horſe and ſmall remainder of Foot 
to Trim, from whence he had ſent to the Lord 7zchiquin to bring up as 
many Men to 7: ecroghan the Rendezvous as he could out of Mzxnfter ; now 
the apprehenſion of CromwePs Landing there was over, and endeavour'd 
fromall parts to recruit his Army, hoping ( that before the Parliamen- 
tarians could be able to reduce any of hus Garrifons) he might be em- 
powered to take the Field. | 

The 24h. of Augu/t, 1649. the Commons aſſembled in Parliament 
ſet forth a Declaration, declaring all Perſons who had ſerved the Parlia- 
ment of England in Ireland, and had betrayed their Truſt, or adhered to, 
or aided and aſſiſted his late Majeſty, or his Son, to be Traztors and Rebels, 
and accordingly to be proceeded againſt by a Court-Marſhal ; where- 
by ſome were Sentenc'd, others ſent info England, ſome Impriſon'd 
there, and many disbanded, though they had ſerv'd againſt the Rebels 
from the firſt Diſcovery. * 

Upon Friday the 30th. of Auguſt, Cromwel marched out of Dubliy, 
( having ſetled the Affairs of that City, Civil and Military, inſtituting 
Sir Theophilus Fones Governour 1h his abſence ) with an Army of 9 or 
x0000 Men, ( choſen out of the General Muſter, where appear'd-a com- 
pleat Body of 15000 Horſe and Foot ) came before 7redath, Monday the 
2.4. of September ; of which the Marqueſs of Ormond was no ſooner ad- 
vertiz'd, than He came to 7rim, to watch all opportunities to infeſt the 
Enemies Quarters ; and having full confidence in the Town, and in the

Experience of Sir Arthur Afton, ( who had ſent him ſeveral Advices to 


precipitate nothing, for that he doubted not to find Cromwel play a while) 
the goodneſs and namber of the Garriſon being ſuch, that Cromwe! would

This indeed was a much greater Blow than that at Rathmines, and 
totally deſtroy'd and maſſacred a Body of near 3oov Men, with which, 
in reſpect of Experience, and Courage of the Otticers, and Goodneſs and 
Fidelity of the common Men, the Marquis would have: been glad to 
have found himſelf engaged in the Field with the Enemy, though upon 
ſome diſadvantages: And he had not now left with him above 700 
Horſeand 1500 Foot, whereof ſome were of ſuſpetted Faith, *and many 
new raisd men: And though the Lord Inchiquiz. was ready to march 
towards him with a good Party of Horſe and Foot, and the Lord Viſcount 
of Ardes with thelike of Scots ; yet he had neither Money to give them 
one days Pay, or Proviſion to keep them together for 24 hours : The 
Commiſſioners were either diſperſed, or their Orders for colle&ting Mo- 
ney not executed or regarded ; and when in thoſe ſtraits the Lord Lieu- 
tenant. iſſued out Warrants for raiſing of Men and Money, they com- 
plain'd of the breach of Articles of the Treaty, and- talk'd amongſt 
themſelves of Treating with the Enemy. That which was moſt con- 
ciliable, and which all men ſaw was fitteſt to be praiſed, was, to put 
all their Men into Garriſons, and thereby ſecure the moſt conſiderable 
Places, and thggewithall (Winter now approaching ) to have proſecuted 
their Levies, and by good Diſcipline and Exerciſe of their Men, recaver 
their Spirits againſt the Spring : But this was not at all in the Marquis's 
power to.do, he was reſtrained by the Articles of the Treaty from ma- 
king any new Garriſon, and from changing any old Governours, with- 
out the approbation of the Commiſſioners ; and he and the Commiſſio- 
ners together had not credit and power enough with the Chief Cities 
. and Incorporate Towns, which weremoſt worth keeping, and-conſe- 

quently moſt like to be attempted by the, Rebels, to force or perſwade 
them to receive Garriſons. So Tagen Waterford, Limerick and Ga/-- 
way, the moſt conſiderable Ports of the Kingdom, declared, they would 
admit of no Soldiers ; nor indeed did they further obey any other Or- 
ders which were ſent to them than they thought fit themſelves. If this fa- 
tal diſtemper and diſcompoſure had not been difcovered to be amongſt 
them, it is not to be believed that Cromwel ( what ſucceſs ſoever he had 
met with) would have engaged his Army, which with being long at Sea, 
change ef Air, and long Duty, was much weaken'd, and had contrafted 
great ſickneſſes in the Sieges after the beginning of. Ofober ; yet being 
encourag'd, and, in truth, drawn on by the knowledge of this humour 
and obſtinacy of the 7ri/h, againſt all Remedies that could preſerve them, 
he withdrew his Forces from 7redagh, (having taken in firſt 7rim, Dun- 
 dalk, Carlingford, Newry, and other ſmaller Garriſons thereabouts ) and

At Dublin Cromwel refreſh'd his Soldiers a few days, and ( intending to 
fiſh in troubled Waters ): reſolv'd preſently to appear before Wexford ; 
which the Marquis of-Ormond ſuſpeting, ( upon Cromwe?'s returii from 
Tredagh to Dublin) removed his Army trom Caſtle Fordan down towards 
the Counties-of Wexford and X;Ikenny, there not onely to lie ſecure till 
Owen O Neil's Army ſhould come up to him; ( according to agreement, 
asyou ſhall hereafter hear')/ but alſo ready to be drawn into either 
Wexford or Kilkenny, as there ſhould be occaſion. Gromwel ( according 
to lus reſolution) the 27th. of September, march'd from Dublin ; but be- 
fore he march'd thence, . ( or preſently after ) he Caſhiers the ſeven 0/4 
Regiments which Fones had continued at Dublzz, allowing the Colonels 
(for a little time) a ſmall Penſion, which he ſoori took off ; though-they 
were therfirſt who (to that inſtant) had ſerv'd againſt the Rebels. ” And 
then he march'd towards Wexford through the County of Witkloe,

From the' time that the Peace was concluded at XzI/kenny, the Lord 
Lieutenant well diſcerned the miſchief he ſhould ſuſtain, by being to pro- 
vide againſt the Attempts of General Owen O' Neal, as well as againſt the 
Engliſh Forces, and that at leaſt he could hope for no aſſiſtance trom the 
Scots in Vifter, as long as they fear'd him. And therefore he ſent Danze/ 
O Neal, Nephew tothe General, to perſwade him-to be included in the 
fame Peace; but he was ſo un-ſatisfied with the Aſſembly, that he decla- 
red he would have nothing to do with them, or be comprehended in any 
Peace they ſhould make : But if the Marqueſs would conſent to ſome 
Conditions he propos'd, he would willingly ſubmit to the Kitig's Autho« 
rity in him. The Marqueſs was content to-grarit him his own Conditi- 
ons, having indeed a great eſteem of his Conduet, and knowing the Arm 
under his Command to be better diſciplined, than any other of the rip. 
But the Commiſſioners of Truſt ws by rio means conſent to thoſe Con- 
ditions, whereby it is evident, ( though theſe would be thought to ad- 
here to the Marqueſs) that they hadalienthoughts to his Majetty's Hap- 
pineſs, anddeclared, if the Lord Lieutenant ſhould proceed thereupon to 
an Agreement, it would be a dire& breachof the Articles of Peace. And 
thereupon Owen O Neal made that Conjundion with' Monk, as is before 
ſpoken of, and, about the very time of the Defeat at Rathmines, telieved 
Sir Charles Coot in London-derry, and thereby kept the King, irom being 
entirely poſſeſſed-of the Province of Z/fter, which, but for that Action, 
would have been able to have ſent ſtrong Supplies of Men and Proviſions, 


to the aſſiſtance. of the Marqueſs. And it is well known, that while the. 


Lord Lieutenant was in a hopeful condition to prevail againſt the Parlia- 
ment, the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and the principal Perſons of Intereſt, 
had no mind to agree with General O Neal, out of animoſity fo his Perſon 
and Parts, and inconfidencethat the Work would-be done without him :

From the firſt hour of the Peace, the Eng/iſh and 7rzſb had not been 

without that prejudice tawards each other, as gave the Marqueſs much 

trouble, and they were rather incorporated by their oBedience and ſubmiſ- 
ſion, -to the Authority and'Pleaſure of their chief Commander, than uni- 
ted by the ſame Tnclinations and AfﬀeGtions, to any/publick End. ' Inſo-

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who much fear'd the ſwift ſucceſs of the Army, and apprehended, the 


Lord Lieutenant's ſpeedy reducing of Dublin, would give him ſuch Power, 
_ and make him more abſolute, than they defired to fee him, and therefore 
were not ſorry for that Miſchief.. On the other ſide, the Eng/z/þ were 
much troubled, to-ſee the Authority and Juriſdiction of the Marqueſs ſo 
reſtrain'd and limited by the Articles, and that the Army was neither re- 
cruited, diſciplined, nor provided, as it ought to be; folely by his want 
of Power ; and they had a very low opinion of the Spirit:and Courage of 


the /r;/h, Butnow upon this DefeRioni in Marſfter, there was a Determi= 


nation of.all Confidence and Truſt in each other ; the 1ri/h declaring, 
That they ſuſpetted all the Engliſh Nation, and made the Treachery of theſe, 
who ſo infamouſly had betrayed their Truſt, an unreaſonable Argument for 
jealoufie, of thoſe who remain'd in the Army, who being a handful of gallant 
, Men, and cf moſt un-ſhaken Fidelity to the King, were indeed, in reſpett of

pended upon in; any Aftion or Encounter, and of which the Enemy had only 
an apprehenſton. | 

Though the Seaſon of the year, for it was now towards the end of No- 
vember, and the Sickneſs that was in Cromwe/'s Army, made it high time 
to betake themſelves to their Winter-Quarters, and fuch was their reſolu- 
tion ; yet hearing of the gaining of Carrick,” and of the preſent Diſtem- 
per amongſt thoſe, who had the whole Strength the Lord Lieutenant was 
to truſt to, and knowing all the Clergy had the full Dominion, in all in- 
corporate Towns and Places of Importance, and would keep the People 
from ſubmitting to thoſe Expedients, which could only preſerve them, he 
reſolv'd to make an Attempt (-with his Army, conſiſting of about 2000 
Horſe and 5000 Foot ) upon Waterford, hoping. to reduce that impor- 
tant Place, before-the Army ſhould draw into Winter-Quarters, know- 
ing well enough, that the Marqueſs could not keep the ſmall — he had 
together, many days, which was true: For he, having not Money to 
give them halfa Weeks Pay, or Proviſion to ſerve half ſo long, was com- 
pelled to ſuffer part of them, vz. the Scots, to: go to their Quarters ; 
who, -upon the Plains of Liſnegarvy, (being joyn'd with Sir George Monro, 
to relieve Carickfergus ) were, upon the 6th. of December, met with by 


Sir Charles Coot, who gave them ſuch a blow, as they wereafterwards ne= - 


.ver able to make head in 7//fer. However, the Marqueſs was refolv'd 
not to leave Waterford to the Enemy, though the Inhabitants. had ſo'ob- 
ſtinately and diſobediently refuſed to receive a Garriſon, which would 
have prevented their preſent preſſures ; whereas they were. now cloſely 
beſieged to their Walls, on all that fide, of the Town which lay to Mun: 
fter;, the other being open, and to be reliev'd by the River Sure, which

that ſide. The Inhabitants ſeeing Deſtruction at their Door, abated ſo |

Souldiers ; [yet under a cqndition, that they might be all of the old /ri/þ 
of V/ſter, who ( under the Command of Owen © Neal”) had —_— 
pos'd the King's Authority, and were now newly joyi'd with the Mar- 
queſs, and in expreſs terms refuſed any of their Neighbours and Kindred, 
the Confederate 7riſþ Catholicksof Munſter. or Leimfter, to the great of- 
fence and ſcandal of that Part of the Nation, which had been as zealous 
for their Religion as any. However, fince there was,no other way to 
preſerve them, the Lord Lieutenant was content to comply even with

merly been under the Parliament :- A Service moſt conſiderable, and ſuch 
as was of very great advantage to Cromwel, who was now 1n great ſtraits. 
where to take up his Winter-Quarters, for his ſick and diſtreſſed Regi- 
ments, his Army, partly by ſickneſs, partly by leaving Garrifons in the 
ſeveral Places he had taken in, being ſo much weakned and impair'd, fo 
,as he brought not, of all the Men he carried over with him, above 5000 
Horſe and Foot, to Dungarvan;. where Colonel Fones, who fickned in 
his way thither, died,about the 18th. of December, 1649. of a Purple Fe- 
ver; a Perſon certainly of much Gallantry, and one in the Diſcipline of 
the Army ( whereof he was Lieutenant General ) very exad, carrying 
his Victories oftner more by the dint of his Sword, than the number of 
his Men : And though he paſſes not, in the Hiſtory of our Age, without 
ſome Refle&ions, as too obſtinately adhering to Cromwe/, whom he 
us'd to call, Companion in Labours, yet thoſe' who were intimate with 
him, had that certainty of his Worth, as nothing ſo much ſteer d him in 
the Service of /re/axd, as a juſt RefleCtion on the Murthers and-Infolencies 
committed by the 7rifh on the Proteſtants, not otherwiſe to be pacified, 
than by a due Revenge: And had he ſurviv'd this Service, it is confidently 
believ'd, Cromwel ( how well ſoever he ſpoke of him ) would have found 
ſome Expedient to have laid him aſide. Cromwel having thus gain'd Dun- 
garvan, ſhortly after betook himſelfto his Winter-Quarters, prey; 
at Bandonbridge, Colonel Ewer, and his Regiment ; at Xinſalc, Colond

In the mean time, the Biſhops and Clergy of themſelves, and withour 
any Authority, received or deſired from the Lord Lieutenant, Aſſembled 
at Cloanmacnoiſe, upon the River Shannon, upon whoſe Councils and Con- 
cluſions, all mens eyes- were more fixed; then upon what the Agents 
ſhould repreſent at Kilkenny ; it being very evident, that many'ot the 
Catholick muy of the Kingdom, and ſome principal Perfons of Quz- 

ormally concurred with rhe Marqueſs; And the Com- 
miſſioners of Truft, were for the moſt part, as zealous for the execution 
and obſervation of the Articles of Peace, and that the ſame might be 
rendred uſeful to the Nation : Yet the Clergy and: Religious Perſons, 
had found means to obſtrutt that Union, which: was neceflary for the 
carrying on the Work ; and eſpecially had that influence upon the Cor- 
porate Towns, that no Garriſons would be admitted therein, or ſuch Sub- 
miſſion paid to the Lord Lieutenant,or the Commiſſioners Orders,as were

So that all -men were in ſaſpence, what would be the ifſue of that Meet- 
ing. 'Andit cannot be denies, but that thoſe Biſhops; and that parr of the 
Clergy which were beſt affected, and knew the ways which were moſt 
conducing to the happineſs of their Countrey, prevail'd ſo far, that the

how vain a' thing it was, to imagine that there woald be any ſecurity for 
the exerciſe of their Religion, for the enjoying of their Fortunes, or for 
the preſervation of their Lives, by any Treaty with, or Promiſe from the 
Parliament. That they abhorred wie gr Animoſities, and Diuifions, 
which raged amongft themſelves, to the hindrance of the Publick Service ; 
And therefore enjoyn'd aff the C ergy, of what Quality foever, and Fceles 
fraſtical Perſons, by Preaching, and all other means, to incline the People 


unto an union of Aﬀetion ; and to the laying afide of all jealoufres of each 


other, and unanimouſly to concur in oppofing the Common Enemy ; And ap» 
pointed the Biſhops and other Perſtie to proceed with greater ſevertty 
againſt thoſe Religious and Spiritual Perſons, who ſhould ander-hand 


 thertſh and foment thoſe Fealonfies and Divifions. Ina word, they faid 


fo 'mach, and fo well, that when the Lord Lieutenant was informed of 
it, and when he faw the Extra of their Determinations, he eoncerv'd 
ſome hope, 'that it might indeed make good Imprefſion on the People, and 
produce a very good effe&t: The Particulars of whieh here follows. .

Kiltenan, Goldenbridge, Clogheen, and Roghil | Caſths, .and ſeating: hin- 
{elf before Callan, oya'd with the other 'part of -the Army under 
Treton, enforced by the addition of the Forces under Colonel Reynolds 
and Colonel 'Zanckey, which, in their way,.. had took in Arkenon, Dun- 
drum, Knoftover, Bullinard, and other Caſtles. The Forces being joyn'd, 
Callan, Caſhel, Featherd, Graige, and St. Thomaſtown, with the Ca- 
ſtles and Garriſons:thereabouts, were eaſily ſubdued : And Cromwel re- 
ſolving to beſiege Kilkenny, C Rn it was ſtrong ) ſent for ZZuſor 
(Governour of Du«#liz) to march ſpeedily to him with all the Forces he 
could conveniently draw together ; which he did, and+( by the way ta- 
king in Balliſanwon, Kildare, 'Leighlin, and -other Places ) joyns with 
Cromwel's Army near Goram, which was preſently taken : From -hence 
Cromwel with his Army, conſiſting of 16000 Foot»and 6000 Horſe, 
marches againſt X;/kenny ; upon whoſe approach, the General Aſſembly 
fled to Athlon, and from whence the Earl of Caftiehaven was drawn 
out with his Forces, by reaſon-the Sickneſs raged ſo, having left Sir Wai- 
thar Butler and Major Walſh, with about 50 Horſe and 1400 Foot to'de- 
fend the Place; where a Breach being made, and. aſlaulted by Cromwe/'s 


* Soldiers, they were. beaten back with the loſs of ſome Men, and about 


600. Arms ; though he had-it ſurrendred to him ſhortly after 'upon'theſe 
terms: 1, To dehver up the City and Caſtle to him, (viz..Cromwel ) with 
ail the Arms, Ammunition, and publick Store... 2.'That the Inhabi- 
tants ſhould be protected in their Perſons, Goods, and Eſtates, from the 
violence of the Soldiery, and they that would remove, to have-three 
months after the date ofthe Articles. 3. That the Governours, :Officers, 
and Soldiers might march away with their-Bag and Baggage. 4. That the 
City ſhould pay 2zooo pounds to Cromwel. From hence Cromwe/( having 
well refreſh'd his Army after.the Siege of X;/kenny.) approaches Clonmel, 
Garrifon'd by 2000 Foot and: 120 Horſe, under the Command of- Zjgh 
O Neal, who behav'd himſelf fo diſcreetly and gallantly:in its defence, 
that Cromwel loſt near 2500 men before 1t, and had :goneaway withour 
it, had not-the Powder been ſpent, which forced the Governour and'Sol- 
diers in thenight to forſake the Town, andgo to Waterford, leaving the 
Townimen to make Conditions for themſelves ; which they did; :as to: 


. the ſafeguard of their Lives and Eſtates. Whilſt theſe things! were 


agitating, the Lord Lieutenant, the Marquis of Clanrictard, Caſtiehaven, 
and the Biſhop of Clougher, held a Ceuncil: at Baltimore in Weſt-Meath, 
to conſult the ſecurity of the Nation 3 which Cromwel hearing of, ſent 
Colonel Reynolds and Sir Theophilus Fones, 'with 2500 Horſe, Foot, and 
Dragoons, againſt -them, with which they diſperſed -them, and thoſe 
Forces which the Marquis of Clanrickard and the Earl of Caſtlehaven had 
brought out of Connaght to the Relief of Tecrogham, (within 20 miles of 
Dublin ) and being. joyn'd: with the Dublin Forces, took in-7rim, ' Bala- 
bh Finagh, and other Places. In the time that C/onme] was Beſieged, the 
BMhop of Roſs with 4000/:Foot and 300 Horſe endeavours. its Relief, 
but is overcome;-by the Lord Broghil near Bandon-Bridge, and himſelf ta- 
ken.

that purpoſe, which (| after the compleatment of that Siege) he fulfilled, 


leaving the Kingdom about the end of May, 1650. having made Colon 
Treton his Deputy. 3. oh 
| Here wecannot but take notice, that there were ſeveral Precepts by 
the Archbiſhop of Ardmagh and others, to pray for the ſucceſs of 0/zver's 
Forces ; whilſt Dominick Dempſy, a Franciſcan, ( eſteem'd a grave and 
holy man, and therefore a leading Perſon) and Long the Feſuzt, aſſerted, 
that ( the King being out of the Roman Catholick Church ) it was not 
lawfulto pray tor him particularly, or publickly'in general on ariy other 
day than on Good-Friday, as comprehended amongſt the Infidels, alias, 
Fews, Mahometans, Pagans, and Hereticks ; and then for the Spiritual 

welfare of his Soul, not tor his Temporal proſperity, = 20 
Though the Parliamentarians, by the Faction and obſtinacy of the 
Iriſh, who could not hitherto be induced to make reaſonable proviſion 
for defence, had prevail'd far, and poſſeſſed themſelves of many good 
Places without conſiderable oppoſition, yet there remain'd a good part 
of the Kingdom free from their Power; the whole Province of Con- 
naght was ſtll entire, and the Cities of Waterford, Limerick, and Gal- 
way in poſſeſſion of the Catholicks, which might be made ſo ſtrong, as 
not to fear any/itrength retro could bring betore them, and are ſo ſitu- 


ated for all advantages of Sea, that they might, being well ſupplied, 


maintain a War againſt the whole Kingdom: they had alſo the Forts of 
Duncannon and $1:30, as alſo the ſtrong Caſtles of Caterl/ouzh, Athlone, 
Charlemont, Carlo, and Neanagh, from whence the Confederates might 
bring into the Field twice the number of M2n which the Enemy had ; 
ſo that. there wanted onely Unity, Order, anJ1 Reſolution to preſerve 
themſelves; to improve which, the Marquis of Ormond reſolved to 
begin with Zimerick, and if he qpuld have diſpoſed that City unto a full 
obedience, and to receive a Garriſon, he made no queſtion not onely to 
_ fortifie it againſt any,attempt of the Enemy, but under the countenance 
of it, .and by the ſecurity of the River Shannon, to-Quarter: his Troops, 
raiſe Contribution: for their ſapport, Diſcipline his Men, and, in efte& 


by the Spring ſo to: recruit. his Army, that he might not ſuſpedt to pre- - 


vail againſt the Enemy where-ever he ſhould engage: And to this purpoſe 
he went himſelf thither from X:/kenny, in Fanuary, hoping that the good 
reſolution: of. the Biſhops of C/ganmacnoiſe had well prepared the People 
to comply with him 5 but when he came thither, albeit he was receiv'd 
with outward demonſtrations of reſpe&t, he found the temper not ſuch as 
he deſired, whatſoever the Biſhops had declared ; The Clergy had ob- 
ſerved none of thoſe Diretions, nor were any in ſo much credit as they who 
behaved: themſelves quite contrary to thoſe Determinations. And if no way 
could be found to allay this. Spirit, all his. ggdeavours he faw would be 


without any fruit ; Hereupon he refolv'd to try, whetherthat part of the 


Clergy-which wiſhed well to the Kingdom, coulduuſe as efficacious means 
to\ korn a5. the. other, who. debired confuſion, did. to. deſtroy; it: 
And. upon advice with-the prigcipal. Perſang'ot the Catholick Nobility, 
and with the Commiſſioners of. Lruſt; he did-by his Lettersof the 27h.

that he would not do at their defires for that end : With letting them ſee, 
that his continuance with the Name, and not the Power of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, could bring nothing but ruine upon the Nation, as well as difhonour 
on him.

and would thereupon confider how otherwiſe to diſpoſe of himſelf. Both the 
Biſhops and Commiſſioners were really ( or at leaſt ſeem'd fo ) anden- 
tirely convinc'd of the neceſlity of erefting that Garriſon, agd of putting 
that City into #better poſture of defence than it then appear'd to bein : 
The Commiſlioners, in whom that Truſt was repoſed by the Articles of 
Peace, order'd it to be: done, and ſent two of their own Members (' v:z, 


Sir Richard Everard Baronet, and Dr. Fennel! ) with their Order to Li- 


merick,and with a Letter to the Mayor to conform thafennto; and the Bi- 
ſhops writ to the Archbiſhop of Caſhel and the Biſhop of Limerick ( both 
then at Limerick) defiring them to uſe their utmoſt endeavours to'incline 
the City to ſubmit to the direttion of the Lord Lientenant, and the Com- 
miſſioners. And having done this, they departed to thoſe Places they 
thought fit __—_ the People ( as ws, gp. to all atts of con- 
formity and tence. - But the Commiſſioners - in- ſhort time return'd 
from Limerick, without having in any degree prevail'd with them to 
receive either a Governour or Garriſon, or to conform themſelves to 
any Orders the Lord Lieutenant,-or the Commiſſioners ſhould: ſend 
to them, otherwiſe than as they agreed with their own inclinations :

fect of all the pains he had taken, and fo ull returns torall the affe&tion he

_reogh) 1650, made an Addreſs to him in writing under their ſeveral. 
hands, in which, amongſt other things,. they told him, That they con- 
ceiv'd themſelves in duty bound for his better information of the nclinats. 
ou of that Nation, kumbly to preſent to him, That however his Excellency 
might not have met with a ready concurrence to ſome Propoſals made, for 
the advancing his Majeſties Service,occafion'd through ſome miſunderſtanding 
in ſome few Perſons and Places, yet the Conntry generally, and the Nation 
in it, as. they had already(by expending their Subſtance in an extraordinary 
meaſure, and their Lives upon all occaſions )- abundautly teſtifi d their fin- 
cere and irremovable affetions, to preſerve his Majeſties Rights and [nte- 
reſts intire to him; ſo they would or the future, andwith like cheerfulneſs, 
endeavour to overcome all difficulties which the Enemies power and. ſucceſs 
had laid in their way, and that they who were there met ( doubting not but 
the ſame was the general ſenſe of the Nation ) would with all care andear- 
veſtneſs endeavour, not onely to conſerve in the People ſuch their ”_ In- 
clinations, but if an Perſes or Place ſhould be refrattory,"or decline that 
obedience which is x &þ to his Majeſties Authority, they would contribute 
thei beſt endeavours to reduce them, and make them conformable to the 
fan?

vonrs to reduce them,” and make them conformable to the ſame, cannot be 
evidenced or made good by you, But by applying thoſe your endeavours , 
where we give you particular undeniable Av <tr of refrattorinefs and diſs 
obedience ; ſo there can be no inflance thereof more pregnant, nor ( if it be 
perfiſted in ) more deſtruftive to his Majeſty and the Nation, than that of 
Limerick, ts the immediate reducing whereof, we therefore thought, and 
do now expett you would effelually apply your ſetves. We are web ſatisfied; 
that the generality of the Countrey and? Nation, who have given the proofs. 


you mention of their fmcere affpttions to preſerve his Majeſties Rights en- 


tire to him, CE ewe therein, if thoſe upon whoſe example and advice 


they wery much 
exhort them therewuntse. But we muſt withall let you know, that we cannot 
hope that thoſe their good affettions, and alacrity in defence of his Majeſty, 
and their pwn Enterebs, can be ſucceſsful, if the City of Limeriek, and af 
other Cities and Towns, be not in perfet obedience, and immediately . be 
put untler a Military Government for Military matters, and thereby into a 
condition of defence and offence : Which to conceal from the _ were, 
towards them as great a treachery, as it would be inus a vain raſhneſ5, with- 
ou? ſuch obedience firſt gain'd, 10 attempt the oppoſing the flrength and 
power of the Rebels. And therefore we mujt;and do declare, that as the par« 
ticular refratorineſs of the City of Waterjord, hath more thawany humane 
means contributed to aff the ſucceſſes of the Rebels in thoſe parts, fince our 
being at Waterford : And ar the want of a ffrong Garriſon" Limerick 
(whreh we - long ſince defired might: be received there, but could not prevail) 
hath been the greateſt viftble means, whereby the ſaid Rebels have with 
fmaltor no refRtance gain d or deftroy d the County of Lirnerick, and other 
parts\adhavent'; fo the entire leſt 'of the Kingdom to his Majeſty, and the 
deflrndtion of the Navion, (which we have no hope to prevent; but byſron 
and preſently Garriſtning and For the ſaid City) muſt be imputed to 
the ot tnacy of that \Eidy, if it ſhall perfiſſ thereen. NOTE A 
As to thoſe Diſtruſts and Fealoufies of the People, occafion'd"( as you ſay) 
for-want 'of fſueceſs-*» Services, the ſeuſe of their ſufferings, and rhetr oppre- 
henfions for want of redreſs of their Grievances © We anſwer, That both the

* their reſolutions be ative and induſtrious to lead and 
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want of ſucceſs, and the ſenſe of their ſufferings, whether from the Enemy, 

or the Souldier, 'cannot ſo reaſonably be attributed to any humane Canſe, as . 
to the want of garriſoning the Army in principal Towns and Cities, wherein 
we cannot yet prevail, nor ever could, till by the Enemy's lying at one end 
of a Town, we were not, -without articling and conditioning, permitted to 
pat ſuch Men 'as we could then get, inat the other end. For, for want of 
garriſoning the Army, and by being forced to quarter it at large, it was not 
poſſible to have them exerciſed, their Arms kept in order, nor they under ne-' 
cefſary diſcipline ; which, when they were to be brought together,” rendred 
them worſe than ſo many new rais d Men, by how much they had contrafted a 
licentious liberty, and. habit of rapine and diſobedience. Nor could we pre- 
vent the Fraud in Muſter, or reaſonably exatt a ſtrift Account from Officers 
of Men ſo ſcatter d, who, when they ſhould be imployed ; a Service, were 
forced ( or pretending a neceſſity, wherein we could not diſprove them ) to 
range the Countrey,to get in the Means that ſhould enable them to ſerve. As 
to their Apprehenfion, for want of redreſs to their Grievances, we under- 
ſtand not what Grievances are thereby meant, unleſs thoſe delivered unto ns 
ty the Archbiſhop of Tuam, on the firſt of April. For other Grievances, 
( though we long expefted and defired them ) we yever ſaw, ſave a Paper - 
given unto uz.on the 13th. of March, at Limerick, which for the Forgery, 
falſe Calumny,. and other miſ-becoming Paſſages contain'd in it, was ( a 
ſich )) diſ-avowed by the Clergy then met ;' and to thoſe given us on the firſt 
of April, we return d herewith ſuch Anſwers, as ( confidering the generality 


- of them ) 1s poſſible for -us to give. 


We have already, with the Advice of the Commiſſioners, and ( as we be- 
Lieve ) with the Approbation of ſuch of the Biſhops as were preſent, appoint- 


| ed the Earl of Caſtlehaven to command. the Forces in Leimſter ; and in 
Munſter, with like Advice and Approbation, -we have imployed Colonel 


David Roch to command for a neceſſary Expedition ; beſides, there, al- 
ways upon the Place, one general Officer, that will readily receive and imploy 
any, that ſhall be prevail'd with to take Arms, as is promiſed; and in caſe 
we find fitting Obedience and Reception from the City of Limerick, we ſha 
in Perſon be. ready to receive. and condutt ſuch Forces in the ſaid Provinte, 
Ta Ulſter, we have, in purſuance to.au' Agreement made with that P ro- 
vince, given Commiſſion to.the Biſhop of Clogher ; and in Connaght, the 
Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard commands the Army. ay 
We know o uſe towhich any Money rais'd apon the People hath been im- 


"played, but to the maintenance of the Forces';” if you do, we ſhall defire to 


be therein informed, to the end, that any. paſt 'miſ-application thereof may 
be examinedand puniſhed, and the like prevented in future. REN 

To conclude, We ſeriouſly recommend'to your Conſideration, the-ways of 
procuring ſuch. Obedience to his Majeſty, and his Authority-in the general,and 


particularly from the City of Limerick,. as.may enable and encoarage us with

| Upon the receipt of this Letter, they made another Addreſs to the 
Marqueſs, ( in writing ) in which they ſaid, 7hey were very far from in- 
tending by any expreſſions they had uſed, to excuſe that Deportment of the 
City of Limerick ; nor could any Man ( they ſaid) more feelingly than they, 
reſent their perſonal Diſ-reſp:&s towards his Excellency, while he was lately 
in that City, whereof they had in their Letters, then ready to be ſent by a 
Committee, imployed by them to that Corporation, takeh notice > Anil they 
did hope, that they would by their Deportment, hereafter merit to have it 
arderſtood, that it pgs” from ignorance rather than malice ; and that 
roncerning the garriſoning of the City, the Clergy that had met lately there; 
and the Commiſſioners of Truſt, had written very effettually to them, and 


imployed two of the Commiſſioners of*T ruſt thither, to ſolicit their compliance 


to his Excellency, and to repreſent to them the danger and prejudice that 
would enſue their refraftorine(s: And though it had not taken that effe(t 
with them which was expetted, yet they humbly offered his Excellency, that 
a ſecond Eſſay was to be made,and his Exceency's farther poſitive Commands 
to be ſent thither, whereunto if they would not liſten, they promiſed in as 
muchas in them lay, that they would in their reſpeitive Degrees and Quality 
and according to their reſpefive Powers, ſo far as ſhould be thought fit and 
neceſſary, upon confideration had of what had been propoſed hitherto between 
bis Excellency, th? Commiſſioners of Truſt, and them, concerning the garriſon- 


ing of that City, co-operate to reclaim them, aud bring them to a perfed obe= * 


dience ; humbly defiring, that what reſolution ſoever ſhould be taken by that 
City, yet that his Excellency would be.pleas'd not to impute it to any Diſ-af-

This demeanour in the Aſſembly, and all the viſible Reſults of their 
Conſultation, together with ſo deep profeſſions of Loyalty to the King, 
and of reſpect to his Lieutenant, prevail'd fo far with the Marqueſs, that 
he again declined his purpoſe of quitting the Kingdom, and thereupon 
diſmiſſed a Frigat, which he had bought and fitted for his own TrinfSor. 
cation; and though the Archbiſhop of 7Tuam and Sir Lucas Dillon return'd 
from Limerick, without rhat entire ſubmiſſion from the City which was 
expetted,. yet he was willing to make the beſt interpretation of their ge- 
neral profeſſions of Duty, and to believe that they would by degrees be 
induced to do what they ought ; and that he might be the nearer to them, 
to encourage any ſuch inclination, he removed to Clare, 12 miles from 
Limerick, and gave Orders to the Troops, which for conveniency of 
Quarters were ſcattered at a greater diſtance, to be ready to draw to 2 
endezvous.

In execution of which, the Biſhop with great aftivity and courage 
proceeded, in infeſting the Zxg/:/h Garriſons and Army in that Province, 
as much as was in his Power ; And havingan Army, conſiſting of about 
5000 Horlſe and Foot, about the 20th. of ;Fune, 1650. ( when the Lord 
Lieutenant himſelf could not draw 1000 men together, or keep them, if 
togerher the ſpace of 48 hours ) he encountred not far from London-derry, 
with Sir Charles Coot, who Commanded the Parliaments Forces in Chief 
in that Quarter, and was then inferior. in. Foot to the Biſhop, though 
otherwiſe he had a great advantage of him, by having near treble 
the number of Horſe ; Notwithſtanding which inequality , the 7r:/þ 
( for a while) behaved themſelves handiorhly, bur in the end, were to- 
tally defeated ; ſo that the Biſhop was compelled after he ſaw the day 
was irrecoverably loſt, to quit the Field with a ſmall party of Horle j 
The next day in his flight, he had the misfortune near Enukelzy, to meet 
with the Governor, Major Xing of that Town, inthe Head of a Party, 
too ſtrong for him, againſt which however, the Biſhop defended him- 
ſelf with notable courage, though after he had received many wounds; 
he was taken Priſoner, and ſoon atter, by the poſitive Order of Sir Charles 
Coot ( whom within leſs then a year, he had reliev'd, when un great 
extremity ) hang'd. This was a moſt happy ViQtory for the Parlia- 
ment, in that 3000 of the .Rebels were there ſlain, all meer r;/þ, out

North ) had a full return of Gods Vengeance, they being the firft In- 

cendiartes and Actors in thoſe barbarous Cruelties, which enſued their 

Infurre&ion : 'This. was the unfortunate end of that unhappy Prelate, of 
whom fince he bore fo great a Part in the Troubles of Ireland, and was 

much ſuperior in Parts, to any man of that Party, it will not be im- 

pertinent or uncharitable to mention ſome Paſſages of his Life, that - 
thereby his nature and diſpoſition may be the better collefted, and indeed 

the ſpirit and temper of mind, which thoſe kind of men were poſſeſſed 

with, who 'had the greateſt abilities to do hurt. Some few years 
before the Rebellion, this Ever Mac Mahon, being then an Arch Prieſt, 

and reſiding for the moſt part, in or near P#b/in, repair'd { as you have 
heard ) to a Prime Inſtrument of State, and diſcovered to him the Con- 
trivances abroad, in reference to bring Troubles upon that Kingdom, 
who being thereupon Pardon'd, ſtill ( as any thing of that nature pro- 
ceeded ) inform'd the State. thereof : And though ( according to the 
formality of Law ) he ſhould have ſued out his Pardon, yet that he might 
ſtill be confided in by the Confederates, {who knew not who theDiſcoverer 
was ) he meerly truſted to the Kings Mercy and Clemency, and through 
the Government of the Earl of S7rafford, he prov'd faithful to the Crown. 
From the beginning of this Rebellion, his Power was very great with 
thoſe that were oppoſite to any Reconciliation, upon thefirſt and 2 Con- 
cluſion of Peace by the Confederate Catholicks, continuing firm to that 
Party which followed Owen O Neal, or rather Govern'd Owen O Neal, 
who commanded that Party ; and over and above thoſe demands which 
concern'd Religion, ( to which they ſeem'd to adhere with more then 
ordinary zeal, and thereby drew OP of that Clergy to them, ) 
they inſiſted upon the Reſtitution of the great Eſtates in 7//er, which 
was not in the Power of the Crown to make, without violation of ſeveral 
Acts of Parliament, and defeating many deſcents and purchaſes, which 
had paſled without any interruption or claim for the ſpace of 150 years. 
This impoſſible expettation kept both Owex O Neal, and the Biſhop of 
C logher, froxa concurring with the Confederate Catholicks, mn the Peace 
they made with his Majeſty, 1648. and the Animoſity they contrated 
againſt the Confederates, chant them to relieve London-derry, when 
( as is remembred before) it was even ready to be reduced by his Ma- 
zeſties Forces, rather then to ſubmit to the Peace made by them with the 


Lord Lieutenant : To whoſe Diviſions, the State of England ( faith 


Rely Archbiſhop of Armagh) ows their preſent Poſſeſſion of Zreland, 
and therefore infers that that Party of the rib Natives, ought to be 
not onely on that account Favour'd and Truſted, but becauſe alſo, rhey 
never had affe&ionfor the King or his Family : Yet after they had found 
it neceflary to make that agreement with the Marqueſs, in 1649. ( being 

egletted by theParliament) it muſt be acknowledged, that the Biſhop per-

formed and obſerv'd it very juſtly, ( as he was punctual in what he promiſ- 


ed) and applied himfelf with all ity and induſtry tothe advancement 
of his Majeſties Intereſt ; ſothat during histime, he reſtrain'd the Clergy 
trom makmng any Ads, which might diſcourage the People from their 
Obedience to the Kings Authority. And the Duke of Ormond acknow- 
ledges, that for theſe 20 years he had to do with the 7r:ſþ Biſhops, 
he never found any of thein, either to ſpeak the Trath, or to perform 
their Promiſe to him, onely the Biſhop of Clogter excepred, who da-

Upon the news of the Biſhop of Clogher's defeat, the 26 of Fune, the 
Lady Fitzgarret ( after a well-regulated detence ) ſurrender'd up her 
Caſtle of Tecrochan, to Colonel Reyno/ds, and Colonel Hucrſon ( who 
had taken in Xilmallock, Harristown, Naas, Ballymole, Rabridge, Talls, 
Athy, Maryborrough, Dermots Caſtle, beſides the Places mention'd be- 
fore, ) And on the 19th. of Auzu/t, followed the ſurrender of Carlow, 
( which, by the care df 7reton, together with Waterford, and Dax- 
cannon, had fince the beginning of Fuze, been cloſe blocked up ') which 


Preſton underſtanling, ſarrender'd alſo Waterford within few days, on 


Conditions, which brought with it the delivery of the ſtrong Fort of - 


Duncannon : about the tame time,”Charlemont and Caterligh, were 
ſurrender'd to Sir Charles Coot, and Colonel Yenables, after they had 
rook in Culmore, London-derry, Eniskillen, ( which was deliver'd by 
Sir George Monro, to Sir Charles Coot, tor 500 1. though a littie before, 
.he had receiv'd 1200 /. from the Marqueſs of Cl/anrickard, for to ſecure 
it, )/Colrain, alſo Ardmach, Carrickfergus, Knockfergus, Belfaſt, Cloughoa- 
ter , Caſtle Fordon , Carlingford , Margrave, Monaghan , Liskelaghan: 
In the mean time, Colonel Henry Ingolsby, ( who was ſent to block 
up Limerick at a diitance ) overcame 3000 Rebels coming to its Relief, 
whereof goo were ſlain, the ſt rvamd and taken Priſoners. In Auguſt, 
the Lord Izchequin ( gathering Forces in Kerry ) was diſturb'd by Co- 
lonel Phaer, who in his retura thence, took 1n the Caſtle of Xlmurry, 
and thence went againſt the Lords, Roch and Muskery, who headed the 
Rebels in the Weſt. The Army having refreſht it felt at Waterford, 


Treton from thence intended for Limerick, yet wanting Proviſion for 


ſuch a Siege, takes his Journey through the County of Wicklow, which 
afforded him 1600 Cows, beſides Sheep, and other Proviſions ; From 
thence Sir Hardreſs Waller, with an equal ſhare of the Booty, was ſent 
with a conſiderable Force to ſtraighten Limerick, ( who in his way near 
Limerick , took in Bally-Glaughan, Bally-Cubbain, and Garrygaglain, 
three ſtrong Caſtles ) whilſt /reton, and Sir Charles Coot, ( joyning 
Forces ) appear'd before Azh/one, to try if they could gain that Garriſon ; 
but finding the Bridge broke, and the Town on this fide burnt, Sir Charles 
Coot ſtaid there:to ſtraighten it, whilſt retro» taking two Caſtles in Mac 
Colcoche's Country, and the Burr, ( which the Enemy had lett and burnt ) 
preſently ſeated himſelf before Limerick, where he had certain Intelli- 
gence, that the Marqueſs of Claxrickard ( who upon notice of the Ene- 
mies being at Athlone, march'd with conſiderable Forces towards its 
Relief, if any thing ſhould have been attempted ) had retaken the two 
Caſtles, and laid Siege to the Burr, to whoſe Relief Colonel Axtell, 
Governor at Kilkenny, ( having made a conjunQtion at Rocrea, with the 
Wexford and Tipperary Forces ) reſolutely marched ; whereupon the 

Marqueſs of Clanrickard's Forces undfy their chief Commander, ( he 
being gone with the other part of his Army towards Limerick ) re- 
treated to Meleake Iſland, ( a ſtrong Faſtneſs ) but were beaten thence 
the 25. of Ofober, with the loſs of near 1500 Men, 200 Horſe, Waggons, 
and Baggage : Upon this ſacceſs, the 1r5/þ quitted all their adjacent Gar- 


 riſons, and Jreton ( the Winter coming hard on ) drew off from Limerick,

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(having ſettled the Garriſons round about ir) with about 1200 Men, 


and took in Neanagh, ( a ſtrong Caſtle) in Low Ormond, upon whoſe 
ſurrender, | Ca/t{?tov and Dromaneer, yielded allo, whence ( endea- 
vouring- to gain X//a/ozzh Paſs, though without eftect ) he went to his 
Winter Quarters about the 10th. of November, at Kilkenny. To pro- 
vide for whom, and the Forces in 7re/and, the Parliament was at a great 
ſtand, ( the Proſecution of the War in Scotland, having exercis'd the 
uttermoſt Force they could raiſe) ſo as they now began to cait abour, 
which way might be moit likely to disburthen themſclves of fome part 
of that Charge ; And for this purpoſe, taey appointed Commiittoners 
to be ſent into reland, which were tour Members of Parliament, Mr. 
Corbet, Colonel Lud/ow, Colonel Fores, and Mr. Weaver ; The main 
Errant they went upon, was, to find out ſome means in that Kingdom, 
for the raiſing of certain ſums of Money yearly, towards the maintenance

— But to return to the Marqueſs of Ormond, ( waoſe endeavours could 
not work the Confederates to any reaſonable reſiſtance, though they fa 
their Cities and Towns won on every fide, ) who towards the end of 
Fly, receiv'd a Letter ſubſcribed by two Perſons, who Stiled themſelves 
Archbithops of Dublin and 7uam in theſe words.

* His Nation ( become of late the Pable and Reproach of Chriſti- 
anity ) is brought to a ſad Condition, notwithſtanding the fre- 


quent and laborious Meetings and Conſultations of Prelates ; we find 


jealoufies and fears deep in the hearts of men, thorns hard to be plucked 
out ; w2 ſee moſt men contributins to the Enemy , and rendring their 
Perions aud Sutſtance uſeful to his malice, and deſtruftive to Religion, 
aud the Kings Intereſts : This Kind of men ( if not timely prevented 

will betray ir-remediably themſelves and us. We find no Stock or Sub- 
fiſtance ordered for maintaining the Souldiery, nor is there an Army any way 
confidderable in the Kingdom, to recover what is loſt, or 5 8 what we

pear'd by this Meſſage to be. And when he communicated it to the Com- 
miſſioners of Truſt, they were no leſs ſeemingly ſcandalized at it; and 
believ'd, that upon ſerious Conference with the Biſhops, they ſhould be 
able to reform their Underſtandings and their Wills, and therefore: deſi- 
red the Marqueſs, that inſtead of ſending a particular Anſwer to the Matter 
of the Meſſage, he would write to them, To give him a Meeting at Logh- 
reogh, on the 26th. of the ſame month, to the end, that upon a free Confe- 
rence, they might be induced to underſtand how pernicious a thing they had 
adviſed, in ordengto their own ſecurity. And the Biſhop of Dromore, and 
Dr. Xelly, return'd with this Propoſition, and the Marqueſs, making no 
doubt of their Compliance, ſo far as to meet at the Place appointed,went

Biſhops, Nobility and Gentry, met together, had not in April laſt, in Wri-

This wrought nothing on the Temper of thoſe Men, who were reſoly- 
ed not to be ſatisfied with any thing the Marqueſs could 'fay unto them:

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Loghreogh, at the time when the Parliamentarians were ſtrong in the 
Field, and had then paſled the Shannon, if they had not been reſtrained by 
the few Troops the Marqueſs ſtill kept on foot) they publiſhed an Excom- 
munication againſt all thoſe, of what Quality ſoever, who ſhould teed; 
help, or adhereunto the Lord Lieutenant ; in which, this Circumſtance 
is obſervable, That though they did not publiſh this Excommunication 
until the i5th. of September, it was enaCted in their Aſſembly at Fames- 
town the 12th. of Auguſt, which was within two days after they had ſent 
the Biſhop of Dromore, and Dr. Xe/y, to perſwade the Marquels to leave 
the Kingdom, and the day before they la their Meſſage : So that 
they thought any thing that the Lord Lieutenant ſhould return to them, 
would be 1mpertinent ro the Matter in hand ; or if they were not ſo de- 
lighted with their own Proceedings, that they have themſelves caretully 
publiſhed to the World in Print, would it be believ'd, that Perſons, who 
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1n the leaſt degree pretended the care of the Peoples welfare arid ſecurity, . 


could at ſuch a time, when a potent Enemy was um the Field, fet all Men 
looſe from all Government, Civil and Martial, and not direct rhem whom 
they ſhould follow and obey : For if it be ſaid, That they were adviſed 
co return to their Aſſociation, and until a General Aſſembly of the Nati- 
on could be conveniently called, unanimouſly to ſerve againſt the com- 
monEnemy, ſince no Perſons were named or appointed to condutt them, 
it muſt be acknowledged, that they were left without any direQion at all, 
to the rage and fury of thoſe, who intended nothing but their Re- 
duction. 

Together with their Excommunication, they publiſhed, in the head 
of the Army, a Declaration, entituled, A Declaration of the Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and other Prelates and Dignitaries of the Regularuand Secular Cler- 
gy of the Kingdom of Ireland, againſt the continuance of his Majeſty's Au- 
thority in the Marqueſs of Ormond, Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, for the 
miſ-government of the Subjets, and the ill condudt of his Majeſty's Army, 
and violation of the Articles of Peace. : Ee: 

If the Archbiſhops, Biſhops, and Secular and Regular Clergy of /reland, 
will take upon them to declare againſt the King's Authority, where his 
Majeſty hath placed it, and will make themſelves Judges of his ſupream 
Miniſter, for the government of the SubjeQs, and the ill condu& of his 
Majeſty's Army, they aſſumean Authority to themſelves, that no other 
Chriſtian Clergy ever pretended, and ſufficiently declare to the King, 
how far they are from being Subjeits, or intending to pay him any Obedience, 
longer than they are govern'd in ſuch Manner, and by ſock Perſons, as they 
think fit to be pleas d with, If the Marqueſs of Ormoxyd had miſ-govern'd 
the People, and conducted his Majeſty's Army amiſs, the Clergy are not 
competent Judges of the.one or the other. And for the violation of the 
Articles of Peace, the Commiſſioners, nominated and appointed to pro- 
vide for:the due execution of them, were the only Perſons who could de- 
termjne and remedy ſuch Violation, and who well knew there was no 
cauſefor their complaint. But on: the ather hand, ( as hath beet before 
mention'd ) theſe Men obſtructed that concurrence and obedierice in the 
People, without which thoſe Articles could not be obſerved, or the fecy- 
rity of the People provided'far. | 

The Preface of that Declaration ( according to their uſual method 
juſtified and magnified their Piety and Vertue, in the beginning and car- 
rying. on.the War, extolled thew Duty and Afﬀetion to Aa” - in 
vÞMits 
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ſubmitring to him, and returning to their Allegiance, when they ſaid, 
they could have better, or as good Conditions from the Parliament of 
fnzland, intimated what a. vaſt ſum of Money they had provided, near 


half a Million of Engliſh pounds, beſides ſeveral Magazines of Corn, with 
a fair Train of Artillery, great quantity of Powder, Match, Ammunition,

- with other Materials tor carrying on the War, and many other Particn- 


lars of that nature, the monſtrous untruths whereof doth ſufficiently ap- 
pear, in what hath been ſaid before. The Marqueſs having been torced 
to borrow thoſe little ſums of Money, out of the Pockets of his Friends, 
( and to ſpend all that he raiſed upon the fail of a good quantity of his 
own Landa; for the ſupport of his Wite and Children) to enable the Army 
to march, which was not then ( what-ever hath been ſince ) re-paid to 
him.” And the Magazines of Corn and Ammunition, and other Materi- 
als for War, being 1o abſolutely un-turniſhed,, that it was not poſſible for 
him to reduce thoſe ſmall Forts of Marybarrough and Athy, held-by Owen 
0 Neal's Party, till he had by his own Power and Intereſt, procured 
ſome Supplies before clearly mention'd, ſo far were theſe Men from ma- 
king. that Proviſion they brag of. What Conditions they might have 
had from the Parliament of £2z/and, may be concluded by the uſage they 
have ſince found, ( nor if they were put to it, would they be able to prove 
their Aſſertions ) divine vetigeance having made that Party more merci- 
leſs towards them, whoſe torwardneſs, obſtinacy, and treachery againſt 
the King's Authority, contributed molt to their Service, than thoſe who 
worthily oppoſed them , and were moſt enemies to their Proceed- 
ings. 
hey endeavour'd by all imaginable Reproaches and 'Calumnies, to 
leſſen the Peopks Reverence towards the Lord Lieutenant, laying ſuch 
Aſfperſions on him in the ſaid Declaration, .as might moſt alienate their 
Aﬀtections, though themſelves knew them to be un-true,. and without co- 
lour.. They complained that he had given Money, Commillions for Co- 
lonels, and other Commands, unto Proteſtants, and upon them conſumed 
the ſubſtance of the Kingdom, who moſt of them either betrayed or de- 
ſerted the Service ; whereas they knew well, that there was not one Pro- 
teſtant Officer, to whom the Lord Lieutenant gave a Commiſſion, who 
betrayed any Place committed to him, or otherwiſe treated in order to 
their ſupport, than all the other Officers of the ſame condition in the 
Army ; nor did they quit the Service, until many of them had gallantly 
Joſt their Lives, and that the Clergy had ſo far incenſed the People againit 
them, only for .being Proteſtants, that the Marqueſs was compelled to 
oive them leave to depart the Kingdom, or otherwiſe to diſpoſe of them- 
telves; and the Parliament Commanders gave Paſſes to ſuch as would de- 
part the Kingdom, and gladly entertain'd ſuch as went over to their 
Party. Tet 
They accuſed him of Improvidence in conduCting the Army, after the 
deteatat Rathmines, of not relieving Tredath,. of permitting Play, Nrink- 
ing, and Licentiouſneſs in the Camp, and as bold Afperſions, as, without 
Excommunication, 'might gain credit with the People, and refle& upon 
his Honour, where he was not enough known. Whereas the Action at 
Rathmines is betore ſet down at large, and the taking of Tredath by a 
Storm, when it was ſcarce apprehended: And it is notoriouſly known, 
that.in his Perſon he was fo ſtr:& and vigilant, that he: gave not himſelf 
freedom and liberty to enjoy thoſe Pleaſures, which might very well have 
A; h conſiſt- 
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conſiſted with the Office and Duty of the moſt ſevere General; and that 
in above-three months time, An was from his firſt drawing the For- 
ces to the Rendezvous, till after the misforturie at Rathmines) he never 
' ſlept out of his Souldier's Habit, ' So that the malice and craft of thoſe un: 
reaſonable and ſenſleſs Calimnies, are eaſie enough to-be diſcerned, and 
cart only make an impreſſion upon vulgar minds, not well informed of the

They maghified exceedingly the Merit of the Prelates, the Declarati- 
on they had made at Cloanmacnoiſe, their frequent expreſſions of their Sin- 
cerity ; and mt blame the Marqueſs, for not making uſe of their Power 
and, Diligence, toward the advancing the King's Intereſt ; but rather; for 
ſuſpe&ting and blaming them by his Letter to the Prelates at Fame/town, 
( before-mention'd) and they faid, words were heard to all from him; 
dangerous as to the Perſons of fome of the Prelates. To all which, little 
need be ſaid, fince there is before fo juſt and full mention of their fair De- 
clarations, Profeſſions and Ations, which accompanied them : And for 
the danger the Perſons of fome Prelates were in, they will be aſhamed to 
urge, when it is known, that their Biſhop of X;/a/ongh was brought to 
him in cuftody, even after he had fign'd this Declaration and Excommus- 
nication, and fer at liberty by him, and whom the Biſhops themſelves, in 
thejr 'Letter ( of the 12th. of September, 1650.) to the Earl of We/#- 
meath, &c. do acknowledge to be preferved by the Marqueſs ; and for 
which many will rather expect an Apology, than for any Jealouſie he: 
conld entertain of the Perfons, who behaved themſelves in that manner 
towards the King's Lord Lieutenant. - . | 

They charge him with having repragene to his Majeſty, that ſome 
Parts of the Keen were diſ-obedie®, which abſolutely deny any 
Diſ-obedience by* them: committed ; and that thereby, he had procured 
from: his Majefty a Letter, to withdraw his own Perſon, andthe Royal 
Authority, if fuck dif-obedience was multiplied, and ſo leave the People . 
without the Benefit vf Peace . This was the Reward his Excellency ( out 
of his Envy to a Catholick-Loyal Nation) prepared'for their LoPalty 
and Obedience, feaFd by the ſhedding of their blood, andthe loſs of their 
ſubſtance.

They reproach'd him, That while he was an Enemy to the Catholicks, 
he had been very active in unnatural executions againſt them, and ſhed- 


ding the blood of poor Prieſts and Churchmen : But ſince the Peace, he 
had ſhewed little of action, keeping himſelf in Connaghr, and Thomond, 
where no danger was, or the Enemy appear'd not. Here you ſee, they 
would neither ſuffer him*to haye an Army to oppok xe Enemy, nor 
be content that he ſhould retire into thoſe Places where the Enemy could 
leaſt infeſt him, and from whence with thoſe few Troops which re- 
mained with him, he defended the Shaxnox, and kept 'the Enemy from 
getting over the River, while he ſtaid there. And for the former aQtivity 
and ſucceſs againſt them, which they were content to impute to him, it 
was when he had a free ele&tion of Officers, an abſolute Power over 
his Garriſons, where he cauſed the Soldiers continually to be exerciſed, 
their Arms kept in order, and from whence he could have drawnhis Ar- 
my together, and have march'd with it to what place he would : which 
advantages he was now without, and the Enemy poſleſled of ; and there- 
fore” it was no wonder, that they now obtain'd their, Victories, as eaſily 
as he had done formerly ; But fince they were ſo difingenious and un- 
grateful, ( there being many amongſt them, whoſe lives he had ſaved, 
not without ſuſpicion of being favourable to them, when he ſhould 
have been juſt ) to charge him with being. ative in unnatural executions 
againſt them, and in ſhedding the blood ot poor Prieſts and Church-men ; 
and for the Improvement an@Propagation of Calumny, it hath pleaſed 
ſome Perſons, to cauſe that Declaration, to be Tranflated in Lariz, and 
Printed, thereby to make him odious tothe Roman Catholicks, and have 
» named two Prieſts, who they ſay were by his order Executed, and put 
to death in cold blood, and after his promiſe given to fave their lives, - 
whoſtt names were Mr. Higgins, and Mr. Whzte. It will not be. imper- ' 
tinent to ſet down at large the Caſe of theſe two Perſons, that from 
thence, men who have no mind to bedeceived and miſlead, may judge 
of the Candor and Sincerity of thoſe. Perſons, who would obtrude ſuch

It muſt therefore be known, that wheri theſe two Prieſts were put to 
death, the War was condudted and carried on by the two Houſes of Par-.

acknowleged that he was a Prieſt, and that his Reſidence was in the & WV 


Town, from whence he retuſed to fly away with thoſe that were guilty; 


becauſe he not onely knew himſelf very innocent, but believ'd he thould 


not be without ample Evidence of- it, having by his ſole Charity and 
Power, preſerved very many of the Z»g/iſh Proteſtants, from the rage 
and fury of the rifh, and therefore he onely beſought the Marqueſs to 
preſerve him from the violence of the Souldiers, and to pur him ſecurely 
into Dublin, to be tried for any Crime ; which the Marqueſs promis'd 
to do, and perform'd it, though with ſo much hazard, that when it was 
ſpread abroad amongſt the Souldiers, that he was.a Prieſt; the Officer 
into whoſe Cuſtody. he was intruſted, was aſſaulted by theni, and it was 
as much as the Marqueſs could do to relieve him; and compoſe the mu- 
tiny. When he came to Dablin, he informed the Lords Juſtices and 
Council of the Priſoner he had brought with him, of the good Teſts 
mony he had receiv'd of his peaceable Carriage, of the pains he had 
taken to reſtrain thoſe with whom he had Credit; from entring into, 
Rebellion, and of very many charitable Offices he had pertorm'd, of 
which there wanted not Evidence enough, there being many then in 
Dublin, who own'd their Lives, and whatever of their Fortunes was left, 
purely to him, ſo that he doubted not, but that he would be worthy of 
their Protection : Within few days afrer, when the Marqueſs did not 
ſuſpe& the poor man to be in danger, he heard that Sir Charles Coor ( who 
was Provoit Martial General ) had taken him out of Priſon, and caufed 
him to be put to death, in the morning before or aſſoon as it was light ; 
of which Barbarity, the Marqueſs complained to the Lords Juſtices, but 
was fo far from bringing the other to be queſtion'd, that he found him- 
ſelf to be upon ſome diſadvantage, for thinking the proceeding to be 
otherwiſe then it ought to have been : This was the Caſe of Mr. Zggins, 
_ and this the Marqueſs's part in it ; and the poor man wasſo far trom 
' complaining of his breach of Promiſe at his death, ( how confidently 
ſoever it be aver'd ) that he exceedingly acknowledged the Favour he 
had receiv'd from his Lordſhip, prayed for his Proſperity, and lamented 
his want of Power to do that, which the World ſaw his inclination 
prompted him to. 

The proceeding againſt Mr. White, was very different, and in this 
manner ; The Marqueſs being upon his march with his Army, he quar- 
ter'd one night at Clonin, an houſe of the Earl of Weſt-Meaths, who 
was reſiding there with his Wife and Family ; when he was at Supper,

hind ; which he did accordingly. In the morning when he was ready 
to march, he receiv'd information, that the Rebels were poſlefled of a 
Paſs, by which he was to go; whereupon he ſent fome Froops to get

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1650. A Foard, three miles from the way the Army was to march, and by that 
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means, to come upon the Rear of the Rebels by-the time the Army 
ſhould come to the Paſs ; which being done, after a ſhort Encounter, 
in which many were killed, the Rebels were put to flight, and the Paſs 
gain'd: In this.action, Mr. White was taken on 'Horſe-back with a 
Caſe of Piſtols, who deſired to be brought to the Marqueſs, whichbeing 
done, he told him he was the Perſon, for whom the Counteſs of Weſt. 
Meath had beſought his favour the night before, and that his Lordſhip 
had promiſed that he ſhould be fate ; The Marquels told him, if he were 
the ſame Perſon? it was his own fault that he was not ſafe, it he had 
ſtaid in the houſe he was in, this had'not befaln him? that it was now 
out of his Power to preſerve him, himſelf being bound to purſue thoſe 
Orders which the Lords. Juſtices had given him ; Nevertheleſs, he did 
endeavour to have faved him, at leaſt till he might be brought to Dub1zy - 
Bur the whole Army poſleſſed with a bitter ſpirit againſt the Romifh 
Clergy, mutinied upon it, and in the end compelled the Marqueſs to 
leave him unto that Juſtice, which they were authoris'd to execute, and 
ſo put him to death, Who can now upon theſe two Inſtances, and no 
other can or have been given, reaſonably and honeſtly ſay, that the Mar- 
queſs hath had his hands defiled with the blood of Prieſts? And from 
the time that he had the chief Power committed to him, there was not one 
Prieſt ( how Maliciouſly, Rebelliouſly, or Treacherouſly ſoever, they 
behaved themſelves againſt the Kings Service, and the Perſon of the 
Lord Lieutenant ) who ſuffered death, but alſo all other a&ts of Blood 
and Rage, which are not neceſſary, though hardly avoidablein the moft 
juſt War, were declined and diſcountenanced by him ; nay ! for his Re- 
ſpe& to affairs of this nature, ( that they might be evenly, and without 
paſſion carried on ) did he not often undergo ( even with his own gh 
a ſuſpicion of not being ſufficiently faithful? The Conſequences of whic 

had many Cenſures: The truth is, the Rebellion was odious to him, yet 
his deſire ( often to reclaim the 7riſh by Mercy ) palliated, what other- 
wiſe might have finiſhed ( ſome thought )) the War, ſooner then it had 
its Determination. 

I ſhall paſs over the many Tautologies, and impertinent Calum- 
nies in the ſaid Declaration, all whichare ſufficiently anfwer'd and clear'd, 
by what is already contain'd in this Narrative, and ſhall * onely inſert 
their concluſion in their own words, as followeth.—For the prevention

As for our part, 
Rn” we do judge that ſuſpenſion to be unneceſſary, and full of inconveniencies, 
which we apprehend may enſue, becauſe the Excommunication may. be obeyed, 
and the ſervice not neglefed, if the People were pleaſed to undertake the 
ſervice in the Clergies name, without relation to the Lord. of Ormond: 
; Tet fearing the cenſure of ſingularity in a matter of ſs high a ſtrain againſt ' 
us, or to be deewd more forward in Excommunicating then others ; alſo _ 
fearing thg weakneſs of ſome ( which we believ'd the Congregation fear'd) 
we are pleas'd to* follow the major Vote, and agaivſt our own opinion concur © 
with them, and do hereby ſuſpend the ſaid Cenſure as above ; provided al- 
Ways, that after the Service perform'd, or the Service be thought. unne- 
ceffary by the Clergy, or when the ſaid Clergy ſhall renew it, it ſhall be 
preſently incurred, as if the ſaid Suſpenſion had never been interpoſed. And

His Majeſty that now is, being about this time ih Scotland, in profecu- 
tion of the recovery.ofhis Kingdoms, was by the X7rk Party, which poſ- 
ſels'd rhe Power of that Kingdom ' forced to fign a Declaration, By which 
the Peace concluded with the Triſh Catholicks 1648. by Anthority of the 
late King of ever glorious memory, and confirmed by. himſelf; was pro- 
nounced and adjudged void, and that his Majeſty was alſolved from any 
obſervation of it : And this not grounded upon thoſe particular Breaches, 
Violations, and Afﬀeronts, which had been offered to his Majeſties Autho- 
rity, and-contrary to the expreſs Articles, Proviſo's, and Promifes of 
. that Treaty ; but «pon the Juppoſed unlawfulneſs of conclatling any Peare 

with thoſe Perſons, who were brauded with many ignominious reproaches. 
And though this Declaration in point of time iſſued after the Excommus- 
nication at Fames-fown, yet the notice of it came ſo near thetime of the 
publication ofthe other, that the Clergy inſerted it in their Declaration, 
asif it had been one of the principal Cauſes of their Excommunication, 
thereby deluding the'People, as it that expedient of their Excommuni- 
cation had been the onely foundation of ſecurity to the Nation, and their 
particular Fortunes. . | | | 
When the'Marquis firſt heard of that Declaration in-Sce:land, he did 
really believe'it a Forgery, contfived either by the Parliament, or the 
1fiſh Congregation, to ſeduce the People from their Afﬀection and. Loy- 
alty to the King ; but ſoon after, viz.the 13th. of Ofober,being aſſured of 
its authentickneſs, he immediately (with the advice of the Commiſſioners 
of Truſt ) iſſued his Orders, (zz. the 24th. of Oftoþer ) for the meeting” 
.of an Aſſembly at Loghreozh, on the 15th, of Novem, and iqgthe mean 
time, on the 2.34. of Ofob. forthe better compoſing ofthe minds of men, 
and preventing thoſe diſtempers and jealouſfies which might be infuſed, 
he writ from Eris to the Commiſſioners of Truſt, and took notice of 
that Declaration whigh was publiſhed in Scot/and,. and told them, That 
however the affronts put upon his Majeſty had been many, and were ob- 
ſtinately perſiſted in fo that day, and in ſuch Places, whereupon evi- 
dently depended the preſervation or loſs of the whole Kingdom; where- 
of he had ſeveral times given notice to them, and followed the ways ad- 
_ viſedby them for the reclaiming the faid Places without ſucceſs ; yet con- 
ſidering the Declaration gain'd from his Majeſty, was without hearing 
what could be ſaid by the Nation in their own defence, and ſuch as in- 
volved it generally ( without exception the guilt of Rebellion ; he

pleaſe God to offer unto him, and. through all hazards in the behalf of the 
Nation, to infiſt upon, and inſert the lawfulneſs of the concluſion of the 
Peace, hy vertne of the aforeſaid 4 HY ard that the ſaid Reace was 
 flillwalith and of force, and binding unto hu Majeſty "aud all his Subjefs :

that they were aſſured, no Subje# could be juſtly warranted by that Ex- 
communication, Yo deny Obedience to his Majeſties Authority in his Ex- 
celkency ; yet being of opinion, that a publick Declaration of that kind in 
that conjuntture of Aﬀairs, ought properly, and would with more countenance 
and Authority move from an Aſſembly than from them; and that by ſuch 

a publick Declaration than from themſelves, they ſhould wholely obſtruft 

the way to prevail with the Prelates to withdraw thoſe Ads, which was 
defired by the former Propoſition, and likewiſe endanger the Union that 
was neceſſary. at preſent in oppoſing the common Enemy, and prejudice the 
hopes of a more perfet# Union for the futare, wherein the preſervation of 
the Nation would principally conſiſt. They did therefore humbly beſeech 
his Excellency to call an Aſſembly of the Nation, from whom ſuch a Declara- 


tibn as might be effeftual in that behalf, and might ſettle thoſe Diſtratti- 


ons could onely proceed : Tet if in the mean time, and before the meeting of 
that Aſſembly, thoſe Cenſures then ſuſpended ſhould be revived, they would 
endeavour to ſuppreſs their influence upon the People by ſuch a Declaration 


as ſhould become Loyal Subjefts, and men entruſted to ſee all due obedience ' 


anto his Majeſties Government over the whole Kingdom. To the third 
they anſwered, That they wonld, at all times, and in ſuch manner as his Ex- 
ceflency ſhould think y4 to preſcribe, invite all hs Majeſties Roman Ca- 
tholick Subjefts to ſuch a Declaration, which yet, until they ſhould under- 
ftand the Clergies ſenſe upon the firſt Proviſo, they ſaid, they did humbly 
as fit for a time to forbear. To the fourth, they anſwered, That whatſoms 
ever his Excellency ſhould find to be within their power, and would direft 
to be done concerning the Place of Reſidence for his Perſon, they would rea- 
dily obey his Lordſhips command therein. To the fifth they anſwered, That 
upon conference with his Extellency of the Places fit to be Garriſon'd, 
and the number of Men fit to be put in them, they would, according to the 
Articles of Peace, uſe their utmoſt endeavours to have ſuch Garriſons, ſo 
agreed upon, admitted. And to the laſt rhey ſaid, They had at all times 
been ready and willing, that his Excellencies Charge ſhould be ſupported 
out of the Revenue of the Kingdom ; and that they were now ready to con- 
car in aſſigning any of the Dues already accrued, or ſuch as ſhould grow due 
hereafter, or to impoſe any new Allotment upon the Sabjeft towards his 
maintenance. 


When the Lord Lieutenant perceived, that the temper atid deſire of 
the Commiſſioners of Truſt was ſo different from that of the Congre- 
gation, and that in truth they were afflicted and ſcandalized at rhe ex- 
orbitancy of the other ; and that they thought they ſhould be able to 
reduce them from the deftrutive Counſels they were engaged in: He 
would not, upon any experience or judgment of his own, reſtrain ther 
from attempting what was not impoſſible to compaſs, and which many 
would have concluded would be compaſſed if attempted,and which, what 
other effe& ſoever it had, would make evident, that there was riot a 
concurrence in the Nation in thoſe Acts which were likely to deſtroy 
the Kingdom : And therefore he willingly conſented, that the Com- 
miſfioners ſhould go ts. Galway, where the Committee of the Congre- 
gation. reſided; whereof the Biſhop- of Ferns was one, to voy w

ſhewed the Letter they received from the Lord Lieutenant, and deſired 


_ themto conſider the {tate of the Kingdom, and to know from them. 


what they conceiv'd-remain'd, that might beſt rend to the preſervation of 
the Nation, without keeping the Kings Authority amongſt them ; for 
that many of the moſt conſiderable would inſtantly make their conditi- 
ons with the Enemy, if the Kings Authority were taken away ; and 
that there was no hope of keeping or leaving that Authority, but by re- 
voking the Excommunication and Declaration : For the Lord Lieute- 
nant would not ſtay to keep it, nor would he leave it, nor the Marquis 
of Clanrickard undergo it, but on theſe terms: And hereupon they uſed 
all thoſe Reaſons and Arguments which cannot but occur to all men, 
who are not blinded with Paſſion and Prejudice, to induce them to ſuch 
a RetraCtion, as could onely advance the happineſs, or indeed the ſubſj- 
{tence of the Nation. | | 

But the Biſhops were inexorable, and inſtead of abating any of that 
fury they had formerly expreſs'd, ( that added new contumelies and re-. 
proaches toall the Authority of the King” they ſaid, They obſerv'd by the 
Lord Lieutenants Letter, that he had informed his Majeſty of the Dif- 
obediences and Affronts thathad- been put upon his Authority, and con- 
ſequently, that he had ſuggeſted matter unto his Majeſty, for'making 
that Declaration againſt the Peace: That they had peruſed the Declaration 
which had been publiſhed in Scotland, diſavowing the Peace : And that 
tiey were of opinion, for ought appeared to them, That the King had 
withdrawn his Commiſſion and Authority from the Lord Lieutenant : That 
in the faid Declaration, the 1riſh Nation, as bloody Rebels) were caſt from 
the proteftion of the Kings Laws and Regal Favours. And therefore it 
might be preſum'd, that he would not have his Authority kept over 
ſuch a Nation to govern them ; whereas they had been of opinion, ( and 
all their endeavours had been employ'd ') to keep the Kings Authority.

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that end, that a free and lawful Aſſembly might be made, to fit to judge 
upon the Peoples preſeryation, and to decree and order what ſhould be 


beſt and ſafeſt for the defence of the Nation. Touching the Kings Au- . 


thority to be kept over them, and the Peace to be aſſerted and made 
good, or to renew the Aſſociation, or any thing elſe they ſhould find beſt 


and moſt expedient; and unto that they would willingly ſubmit; for - 
they ſaid, they never intended to hinder an Aſſembly, or to give Laws 


to the People ; all that they endeavour'd was, to defend the Altars, and 
Souls entruſted to them : And as they were of opinion, that the Soldi- 
ers would follow the Marquis. of Clanrickard, and the People obey him, 
ſo they would contribute their beſt endeavours to that effe&t. They 


farther gave aſſurance, that if any free and lawful Aſſembly ( upon due. 


conſideration of their own ſtate and condition ) ſhould find it the beſt 
way, for their own ſafety and preſervation, to make an Agreement with 
the Enemy, as they intended never, by the grace of God, to grant away 
trom them by an Affirmative conſent to the Churches and: Altars, on 
forced from them, they were blameleſs) ſo would' they not hinder 
the People from compounding with - the Enemy for the fafety of 
their Lives and Eſtates, when no way of offence was appearing, though, 
upon ſuch an Agreement, they ſaw, that they alone ſhould probably be 
loſers of Lives, States, Churches, Altars, Immunities, and Liberries : But 
in ſuch Contracts with the Enemy, if any ſhould happen, ( which they 
withed God would avert ) they ſhould pray and conjure the Romzi/h 
Clergy of England, that that of the Maccabees might be recorded of them 
to future Ages, Erat pro uxoribus & filiis profratribus 5 cognatis minor 
ſolicitudo, maximus vero& primus pro ſanititateerat timor Templi, And 
this was the Anſwer delivered to the Commiſſioners of Truſt, upon the 
5th. day of November, 1650. at Galway, by the Biſhops of Xi/Jala, Ferns, 
Kilmacduogh, Clonfert, Kilfinara, and Dromore, ( atter ſeveral and long 
Conferences, with the Commiſſioners of Truſt, who were Authoriſed by 
the Nation ) unto the Propoſals preſented by the Commiſſioners to the 
Committee of the Congregation, the 29th. of Oftob. 1650, 

Here we cannot avoid obſerving, by the expreſs words of the Con- 
cluſion, upon their Reaſons in their Conference with the Commiſſioners, 
that though they ſeem'd to deſire, that the Marquis of Clanrickard 
( whoſe zeal to the Romiſh Religion, and Intereſt in the Nation, was fo 


notorious and confeſſed, that they durſt not publickly repine at his 


known affettion and integrity to the King ) might govern the Nation 
with the conſent of all Parties, and that the Kings Authority in the 
Lord Lieutenant might be left in him ; yet they declared, they meant it 
ſhould onely beuntil an Aſſembly ( which they well knew, by the ex- 
preſs terms of the Articles of Peace, could be onely lawfully conven'd by 
the Lord Lieutenant ) and then that Aſſembly ſhould judge of the Peo- 
ples preſervation, and to decree and order what ſhould be the beſt and 
lafeſt for the defence of the Nation ; touching the Kings Authority to be 
kept over them, the Peace to be aſſerted and made good, or to renew the 
Afociation, or Any thing elſe they ſhould find beſt and moſt expedient : 
So that they intended no other Honour to the Marquis of Clanrickard, 
than that by his countenance and reputation they might perſwade the 
Lord Lieutenant to leave the Kings Authority behind him, and that he 
ſhould call an Aſſembly ( which they would otherwiſe do themſelves ) 
which they were ſure ſhould be conſtituted, for the moſt part, of duch

"Men, as wouldfollow their Didtates, by which himfltſhouldbe diveſted 


of that Power, andthe King depoſed from, any farther Dominion. over. 
them, when they perſwade any foreign.-Prince to take them.into. his Pro- 
tection ; which practice they quickly ſet on: foot. And for the further 
manifeſtation of their AﬀeQtion.and Loyalty tothe King, which they can- 
not endure ſhouktbe called yet in queſtion, it is obſervable, that theſe 
Men, 'who had fo often. contradicted and controuled the expreſs Acts of 
every Aſſembly, that had been convened ſince the beginning of theſe 
Troubles, and now commanded the People, under pain. of damnation, 
not to yield any obedience to the King's Authority in his Lieutenant, and 
declared, that they could not ( with the ſafety of. their Conſciences ) 
conſent to the Propoſitions which he had lately made, for the uniting the 
Nation in defence of the Peace, ſo advantagious to their Liberty and Re- 
ligion, which the Commiſſioners,intruſted by and for the Nation, thought 
ſo reaſonable: Theſe Men, Tſay, made no ſcruple of profeſling and de- 
claring, that-if-an Aflembly, upon due conſideration of: their 1tate and 
condition, ſhould'find it the beſt way for their ſafety and preſervation, to: 
make an Agreement with:the Enemy, they would not hinder the People 
from compounding with them, 'for the ſatety of their Lives and States: 
Which being ſeriouſly conſidered, wecannot ſufficiently wonder, at the 
ſtrange ſtupid reſignation of their Underſtandings, who believed (or ra- 
ther at the wondertul contempt of thoſe Underſtandings, which would 
be perſwaded to believe) that this Congregation had loyal Purpoſes to- 
ward the King, or that they never intended to hinder. the Aſſembly, or 

ive Law to the People, when they cancell'd all fundamental Laws,broke 
thelakh all Ads of their own Aſſembly, and forbad the People to pay 
any. obedience to the King's Vicegerent, who had only the lawful Power 
of Government over them. - | 

The more extravagant and unreaſonable theſe Proceedings were of the 
Congregation and Clergy, the more confident many- honeſt and wiſe 
Men were, that the Aſſembly of the Nation would regulate and controul 
that i|-limited Power, and utterly difFavow all that they had done ; and

Congregation, were folicitous and importunate with theLord Lieutenant 
to call an Aſſembly : And though he had too much experience of the 
Nature and Temper of the People, and of the tranſcendent Power the 
Clergy ſhould itill have. over any Aſſembly, or at-leaſt over the People, 
when the Aſſembly had done what it could, to hope for any good efte& 
from it : And though he ſaw, he thould thereby: the moreexpoſe his own: 
Honour, and. (' which he conſidered more) the Dignity of his Maſter, 
to new Inſolencies; yet ſince he reſolved to leave the Kingdom himſelf, 
and was only un-reſolved, whether he ſhould leave the King's Authority 
behind him, liable to the ſame Indignities and Affronts, in the Perfon-of 
the Marqueſs of Cl/anrickard,” which it had been ſubject to in his own,and: 
could haveno kind of aſſurance that it ſhould not, but by the Profeffions- 
and Proteſtations of an Aſſembly, he did reſolve to call one, and iſſted 
out-his Letters for their meeting upon the 15th, of November, 1650. at 
Loghreogh, wherethey met accordingly. And the Biſhops; for remov- 
ing ( as they ſaid) of any Jealouſies thatany might apprehend of their 
Proceedings, declared and proteſted, That by their Excommunication and- 
Declaration at James-town, they had no-other aim, than the preſervation 
of the Catholick Religion, and the People ; and that they did not purpoſe to 

make . 
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of the People, corfeſſing, that it did not belong to their Furiſdittion ſo to & 
With whichProteſtation (ſo contrary to what they had done, and which 
in truth they had 10 ofteti made, even at thetime they did all things con- 
trary to it ) the Aſſembly was fatisfied, 'and did not ſo much as make 
another Proteſtation, that-the Biſhops had done what they ought not to 
do, nor exa& a'Promiſe from them, 'that rhey would not do the like in 
time'to come. So that the Lord Lieutenant was reſolv'd to look no more 
for atisfa&tion from them, nor expoſe 'the King's Authority any fur- 
ther, by leaving any Deputy behind him, but prepared for his depar- 
ture. | | 
When the Aſſembly underſtood his Reſolution, and faw plainly that 
he'was even ready to depart, his Goods and many of his Servants being 
on Ship-board, they ſent four Members; the Lord Dz/1on, Clanrickard, 
&c. of their Houſe, to him at-X;/cogay, \with an Inſtrument in writing, 
( bearing date'from Loghreogh, the 7th. of December ) in which they re- 
-peated, (concerning the Excommunication and Declaration ) what the 
Biſhops had proteſted in that Aſſembly ; and of his Excellency's Letter, 
dated the 16th. of November laſt, recommending to them, as the chief 
"End for which that Aﬀembly was called, the removing of all Diviſions; 
as the beſt way to their Preſervation. They:the ſaid Lords Spiritaal and 
Temporal, and the Gentry met-in that Aſſembly, conceiv'd, That there was 
wot a better Foundation or Ground for their Union , than the holding 
ro and obeying his Majeſty's Authority, to which they owed and ought to pay 
all utiful Obedience : Antl they did thereby declare and proteft, That their 
Allegiance unto his Majeſty's Authority was ſuch, and ſo inherent in them; 
that they would not be withdrawn from the ſame, nor was there any Power 
in the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, Gentry or People, Clergy or Laity of 
the Kingdom, that could alter, change, or take away his Majeſty s Aithority, 
they holding that to be the chief Flower of the Crown, and the ſupport FA the 
Peoples Liberty, which they did thereby proteſt declare and avow, and that 
they did efteem the ſame, and obedience thereunto, eſſentially, inviolably, 
and juſtly due from them, and the chiefeft means under God, to uphold their 
Union and Preſervation : And they ſail, They did unanimouſly beſeech his 
Excellency, in his great affettion to the advancement of his Majeſty's Service; 
antl his hearty defires of the Nations Preſervation, to which,they ſaid,he had 
Relations of the higheſt Concernment # Blood, Alliance, and Intereſt, to 
leave that Authority with them, in ſome Perſon faithful to his —_—_ 
acceptable to the Nation : To which Perſon, when he ſhould be made known 
ro them, they would not only afford all due obedience, but would alſo offer 
and propoſe the beſt ways and means, that God would pleaſe to dirett them 
to, for the preſervation of his Majeſties Rights, and the Peoples Intereſts 
and Liberties, and for the begetting a ready obedience in all Plates and 
Perſons, unto his Majeſty s Authority. | - 

This Advice ( though it carried with it a particular Reſpect from the 
Aftembly unto the Lord Lieutenant,and an acknowledgement of the faith- 
ful and hearty Aﬀections he had always had, for his Majeſty's Intereſt 
and Service in that Kingdom, contrary to the ſcandalous Declaration) 
pave not the Marqueſs the leaſt confidence, that his Majeſty's Authority 
conld find more reſpe& inthe Perſott of another, than it had met with in 
him: Therefore he writ to them by the ſame Meſſengers, That he had 


ſent the Authority to the Lord Marqueſs of Clanrickard, to govern mw 
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his Majeſty's Kingdom and People, provided, that their Declaration might 
be ſo far explain'd, as to give the Marqueſs of Clanrickard fuf ſarah, 
that the expreſſions they made, touching the obedience they owed and reſolv. 
ed to pay unto his Majeſty's Authority, was meant, the Authority placed 
in his Lordſhip, or any other Governour, deriving or holding his Autho- 
rity from his Majeſty : And that they eſteem it not in the power of any Per- 
Jon, Congregation, or Aſſembly — t6 diſcharge or ſet the People 
free from «mes his Lordſhip, or any other ſuch Governour, during. the 
continuance of the ſaid Authority in him; without which, he ſaid, he could 
ot ( in Duty to his Majeſty )) leave his Authority, ſubjett to be toſſed to 
and fro, at the uncertain Fancies of any Man or Men, and without any pro- 
balility of ſaving the Nation, which could be no otherwiſe effetted, than by 
an abſolute chearful obedience of the People, unto the Authority placed over 
them. And ſo having dire&ed the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, ( who: ſub- 
mitted to that Charge out of pure obedience, and only that he might not 
decline the Service, which they would fay would have preſerv'd the Na- 
tion ) not to aſſume the Charge, 'except the Aſſembly gave-him full ſa- 
tisfaction in the Particulars required by him, the Lord Lieutenant ( fol- 
lowed by the Lord 1nchiquin, Colonel Vaughan, Colonel Wogan, Colonel 
Warren, and ſome 20 more Perſons of Honour ) about the middle of De- 
cember embarqued himſelf at Galway, ( in a ſmall Frigat called the E/iza- 
beth, of 28 Tuns,and 4 Guns \ for France, after he had refuſed to receive 
a Paſs from reton, who offer d it, chooſing rather the Seas and Winds, in 
that rough and bluſterous ſeaſon of the year, than to receive an obligation 
from him, having upon the moſt abſtra&ted Conſiderations of Honour 
and Conſcience, faithfully adhered to his Majeity and the Crown of Eng- 
land, without any regard had to his own Eſtate and Fortune, as in the 
Ad of Settlement, fo/. 99. is at large expreſt. And after being toſſed at 
Sea for the ſpace of ſome weeks, and his other Ships, 1n which his Ser- 
vants and Goods, and many other Paſſengers were loſt, hearrived in Fa- 
uary, at St. Malos in Britany ; from whence he went to Paris, and ſoon 
after into Flanders ; thence « was imployed in a Service anſwerable to 
hisFidelity, touching the Duke of Glouceſter, ( then in the Talons of the 
Jeſuits ) whom with ſingular Prudence and Succeſs he recovered : After- 
wards he was imbarqued tn many Concerns of the Crown, to the hazard 
of his Perſon ; whilſt the Lord 1nchiquin, who had run the Gantlet on all 
ſides, retired into Zo//and, a Perſon certainly of much Valour and good 
Condu@, ſhewing both in an exemplary manner, whilſt he engaged for 
either Party : Nor can his change of Sides ( to which ſome ſay he was 
too mutable )) be ſoproperly imputed to any detect of Judgement, as the 
unhappy Criſis of the Times ; his own expreſſions making it clear, 7hat 
had all things been the ſame they were pretended to be, he would have cou- 
tinued as he was ; but Impoſtures being diſcovered, he thought it ill to perfiſt 
in their Fellowſhip. Afterwards indeed he chang'd his Religion, and 
thereby gave a ſuſpicion, that though he fought againſt his Countrey- 
men, he had a reverence for their Idea. Certain it is, he affteted much 
to be Preſident of Munſter, nor could any thing have barr'd him of it, fince 
his Majeſty's happy Return, wherein his Servants had the fruits of their 
Fidelity, but his change of Religion, which equally prejudiced the Lord 
—_ , in the Preſidency of Connaght , truely obſervable in them 
oth. | | | 
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We have before ſpoken of four Commiſſioners ſent from the Parliamerit, 
who as ſoon as they arrived in /re/asd, ( it is necefiary. to tell you) pre- 
ſently applied themſelves to the Work aforexmention'd ; they ſet out ſome 
Proclamations, and travelled-into the ſeveral Provinces of the Kingdom, 
uſing the beſt means they could to raiſe Moneys by Sequeſtrations, and 
other ways; but by reaſon of the multitudes.of Rebels which infeſted all 
the Garriſons, and came up ſo continually about then, little was to be 
done in that way. wt | 

The Lord Lieutenant was no ſooner under fail, than the Aſſembly ap- 
plied themſelves to-the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, who was then at his 
Houſe at LZoghreogh, and beſought him to aſſume the Government, as 
Lord Deputy of 7reland, according to the Power left with him by the 
Lord Lieutenant : But the Marqueſs abſolutely refuſed to do it, except 
they ſatisfied the Proviſo that was left in the Lord Lieatenant's' Letter to 
them, and that he ſaw ſuch an union among(t them, as might free the King's 
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Authority from the Aﬀronts it had been expoſed anto. - Hereupon the Af. | 
ſembly unanimouſly profeſied all obedience to his Majeſty's Authority,

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them, murmuring as much now againſt the Lord Deputy, as they had 
before againſt the Lord Lieutenant. 
Before the Lord Lieutenant had left the Kingdom, he had ſent the 
Lord Viſcount 7aaff, who had been an Eye-Witneſs of all his Proceedings, 
and had in vain labour'd to compoſe and diſpoſe the minds of the Clergy 
to the Kings Service, to give the King an Account of the Aﬀairs of re- 
and, and how impoſſible it would be to preſerve his Authority in that 
Kingdom, without ſome more then ordinary Supplies from abroad ; 
which joyning with the moſt conſiderable and Loyal Part of the 7r/h, 
might have kept the Refra&tory in awe. His Lordſhip landed in Flax- 
ders, the King being then in Scotland, and quickly underſtood how 
unlikely his Journey into that Kingdom was, to advance the Buſineſs 
upon which he came, or indeed that he ſhould be admitted to the Preſence 
of the King, from whontmoſt were remov'd that attended him thither z 
and thereupon he ſtaid in Flanders, and found an opportunity to preſent 
the Condition of the Papiſts of 7reland, in ſuch manner, to the Duke of 
Lorrain, ( who being nearly Allied to the King always, profeſſed ſingu- 
lar affe&ion to his Majeſty and his Intereſf ) as in the end, he prevail'd 
with him 'to fend them ſome Relief ; And aſloon as it was known that 
the Lord Lieutenant was landed in Fraxce, the Duke ſent a Perſon of 
Principal Truſt about him ( the Abbot of St. Xatharznes ) into reland, 
with a Credential, as his Ambaſſador to the Clergy, and Catholick Nos 
bility and Gentry of that Kingdom, to treat with them, in order to their 
receiving Aidand Supplies from the Duke ; and to the end, that his High« 
neſs might in truth underſtand in what Capacity they were to bere- 
lieved, and how much they could themſelves contribute thereunto ; it 
being not then known that the Marqueſs of Ormond had left the Kings 
Authority behind him, but rather.conceiv'd, that upon thoſe many Pro- 
vocations and Afﬀronts which had been offered to him, hehad withdrawn 
(with his Perſon) the Countenance and Authority they had ſo much 
undervalued, and fo little deſerved. When the Abbot landed in ireland, 
which was about the end of February, (and within little more ther 2 
months after the Lord Lieutenant departed thence ) he heard that the 
Marqueſs of Clanrickard was the Kings' Deputy, and thereupon he 
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s Commiſſion and Credentials, and aflured him, 7hat the Duke. his 
Maſter bad ſo entire an Aﬀetion to the King of England, ( the preſerva- 
tion of whoſe Intereſt in that Kingdom, was the chief Motive to bins to offer 
his Aſiftance ) that if he had known any Perſon had been intruſted there 
with his Majeſties Authority, he would have addreſſed himſelf unto bim, 
and no other ; And that he finding his Lordſhip roms with that 
Power, did ( what he knew his Maſter expeted at bis hands ) apply him- 
ſelf unto him, with, and by whoſe Direfion, he woald alone ſteer himſelf, 
through that Negotiation : He told him the Dake had already dishurſed 
6oo0o Piſtols, for the ſupplying them with thoſe things be heard they ſtood 
moſt in need of, which were brought over by a Relegiqus Parſon who came 
with him, and that he was ready to be informed, of what they would alefire 
from his Highneſs, that might enable them to refift their Enemy, ani that 
he would conſent to any thing that was reaſonable for hins to andertake. 
Hereupon , the Lord Deputy ap a Committee of the -Com- 
miffioners-of 'Truſt, together with ſome Prelates;' to confer withshe 
Ambaſlador, to receive any Qvertures from him, and to preſeat _ 
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with their. Advice thereupon unto him. They met accordingly, and. 
receiv'd the Propoſitions from the Ambaſlador ; but they were ſo dif- 
agreeable to the profeſſions he had made of reſpect to the King, and 
indeed ſo inconſiſtent with the Kings Honour and Intereſt, as there was 
great reaſon to ſuſpe&, that they proceeded rather from the Encourage- 
ment and Contrivance of the 7ri/h, then from his own temper and dif- 
poſition ; and this Ws the more believ'd, when inſtead ot returning 

1e Lord Deputy, they kept the ſame in their own 
hands, put out ſome of thoſe who were appointed by him to be of the 
Committee, and choſe others in their Places, and proceeded in the Treaty, 
without giving the Deputy an Account of what was demanded by the 
Ambaſlador, or ' what they thought fit to offer unto him. Ot all which 
the Deputy took notice, and thereupon forbade them to proceed any fur- 
ther in that way, and reſtrain'd them unto* certain Articles which he 
ſent them; which contain'd what he thought fit to offer to the Am- 
baſſador, and gave them Power onely to 'Treat : Notwithſtandinghis 


. poſitive Direction, they proceeded in that Treaty with the Ambaſſador, 
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and ſent anAdvice to the LordDeputy to conſent unto theArticles propos'd 
by him, ſince they faid he would not recede from what he had propoſed, 
and that it was much better to ſubmit to the ſame, then that the Treaty 
ſhould be broken off. The Lord Deputy as poſitively declared, that what 
was demanded, was ſo derogatory to the Honour of the King his 
Maſter, and deſtruCtive 'to his Intereſt, as he would never agree to it, 
and reſolved preſently to leave the Town. And when the Ambaſſador 
ſent to him to deſire to ſee him, and take his leave of him, he abſolute- 
ly refuſed, and ſent him word, That he would never pay his Civility to, 
or receive it from, a Perſon who had ſo much ſwarv'd from the Propoſi- 


tions made by himſelf, and who had preſumed to make Propoſitions ſo 


diſhonourable to the King his Maſter; and he believ'd ſo contrary to the 
good Pleaſure of the Duke of Lorraign ; And that he would ſend away 


an Expreſs to the Duke, to inform him of his Miſcarriage, and he preſumed

FT Had the Honour on the 12th. of this inſtant, to receive a Letter 

from. your Highneſs, dated the'1oth. of September, wherein you are

upon that ſubjet of Aſſiſtance and Relief for this Kingdom. T with much 
alacrity congratulate your Highneſs pious intentions, for the preſerva- 
tion of the Catholick Religion, your great and Princely care to recover his 
Majeſties Rights and Intereſts, from his Rebel Subjetts of England, and 
the high obligation you put upon this Nation, by your tender regard of 
them, and defire to redeem them from the great miſeries and offliflion, 
they have endured, and the eminent dangers they arein ; And it. ſhall be 
a principal part of my ambition, to be an uſeful inſtrument to ſerve your 
Highneſs, in ſo famous and glorious an enterprize. And that I may be 
the more capable to contribute ſomewhat to ſo religious and juſt ends ; 
Firſt, in diſcharge of my conſcience toward God, my duty to the King my 
Maſter, and to Tifeabaſe your Highneſs, and give a clear and perfett in- 
formation, ſo” far as comes to my knowledge, 1 am obliged to repreſent 
unto your Highneſs, that by the title of the Agreement and Articles *

rantable Authority ; and have abuſed your Highneſs,by a counterteit ſhew 
of a private Inſtrument, fraudulently procured and ſigned ( as I am in- 
formed ') by ſome ,inconſiderable and fatious Perions, ill-affeed to 
his Majeſties Authority, without any knowledge or conſent of the ge- 
nerality of the Nation, or Perſons of greateſt Quality or Intereſt there- 
in, and who under a ſeeming zeal and pretence of ſervice to your High- 
neſs, labour more to fatisfie their private ambitions, then the advantage 
of Religion or the Nation, or the proſperous. ſucceſs of your Highneſs 
generous undertakings; And to manifeſt the clearneſs of mine own ow 
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ceedings, and make ſuch deceitful Prattices more apparent, I fend your 
Highneſs herewith an authentick Copy of my Inſtructions, which accompanied 
their Commiſſion, when 1 imployed them to your Highneſs, as a ſufficient 
evidence t6 convince them.

oiples, as have been ſmoothly digeſted and fixed upon that Nation, as 
their defire and: requeſt, muſt overthrow all thoſe Feroick and Prince-like 
As, your Highneſs hath propoſed to your ſelf, for Gods glory and ſer- 
vice, the reſtauration of oppreſſed Majeſty, and the _—_ of his diftreſ= 
ſed Kingdom, which would at length fall into inteſtine broils and divi- 
viſions, if not forceably driven into deſperation; I ſhall now with a 
hopeful and chearful importunity upon a clear ſcore, free from thoſe de- 
ceits, as to your Highneſs, that for the advancement of all thoſe 
great ends you aim at, and in the King my.

they did not redies at all to the Temporal State. And this was all the fa- 
tisfa&tion. and juſtice the Lord Deputy could procure, though he writ 
ſeveral Letters of Expoſtulation to the Biſhops thereupon: Whether this 
be a part of the Priviledges and Immunities of the Camolick Roman 
Church, and enjoy'd in any Catholick Countrey, and whether it can be 
indulged to them in any other Countrey where the Authority of the Bj- 
ſhop of Rome is not ſubmitted unto, we mult leave tothe World to judge 
and determine. In the interim, It Proteſtant Kings and Princes are pro- 
vident and ſevere for the prevention of ſuch practices, and for the eſta- 
bliſhing their own ſecurity, this muſt not be imputed to an unreaſonable 
jealoutie of, or a prejudice to the Roman Carholick Religion, but to the 
confident preſumption of thoſe men, ( under the vizard of univerſal 
obedience) who have pretended Religion for their warrant or excuſe, for 
the moſt unlawful and unjuſtifiable actions. _ 

This was the obedience and ſubmiſſion they paid to the Kings Autho- 
rity and Government : Let us fee now what Government they provided 
for themſelves, and what courfe they (who were ſtill jealous of being be- 
tray'd by thoſe who were truſted by the King ) took for their own ſecu- 
rity and preſervation ; and what power the Biſhops and Clergy had to 
ſupport their own Intereſt and Dignity, after they appear'd to have 
enough to deſtroy or ſuppreſs that of the King. The City of Limerick 
was entirely govern'd by the Clergy. We have ſhewn you' how the 
Herald ( in proclaming the Peace of 1646. ) was affronted there; as 
alfo of their contumehtious behaviour towards the Marquis of Ormeyd 
in 1650. We muſt now take notice of their carriage to the Marquis of 
Clanrickard, to whom (contrary to their obligation and ſolemn promiſe) 
they continued the ſame obſtinacy, refuſing ro receive ſuch a Governour 
and Garriſon as he thought fit to give them, or to entertain him in the 
Town with the Power and Authority of Deputy, after he had aſſum'd 
that Place and Title upon their own importunity, and promiſe of obedi- 
ence; however, he ſent thither ſuch men, both Officers and Soldiers, as 
they deſired, and no other. | 

During the Siege of Limerick, (now ſtraitly begirt by Ireton) Sir Wal- 
ther Dungan ſtormed Roſ5-town and Caſtle Fordan; and the notable 
Quarter-beater Naſþ killed Colonel Cook, coming with a Party from 
Cork, but was ſlain in the onſet, though his Party was victorious ; whilſt 
at Limerick the Beſieged made many fierce Sallies, to the loſs of the Af 
failants: for in one, of 1000 men, they killed above 300 of the Beſiegers ; 
and upon 7retor's attempt againſt the Ifland before the Town, the 1 52h. 
of Faly, 1651. an hundred and twenty of hismen were loft, with their 
Leaders, Major Walker, Captain Graves,and Captain Whiting, : reton not- 


| withſtanding reſolved not to depart without it, though the Governour 


(Hugh O Neal, who had fo gallantly defended Clowme! ) refuſed to hear- 
kento any Conditions, in hopes that the Winter would force him off, 
or that himſelf might receive neceſſary Supplies from without : But

cloſe beſieged it a month, and ſooner thanthe Inhabitants were. preſs'd 
with wants, the Commonalty began to diſcourſe of Treatirig with the 
Enemy, all the conſideratioris of what they might undergo hereafter 
(through timerouſneſs occurred to them, and the 1mprobability of their 
receiving any fuccours proportionable to their warits: Yet it was very 
hard for them to Treat, it being notoriouſly known, that 7rezox would 
except very many principal Perſons amongſt them, to whom no mercy 
ſhould be ſhown; .nor could they expect any Conditions for the exerciſe 
of their Religion they had been hitherto ſo jealous of, The Governour 
had onely the Title and power to fer Watch, but the Mayor kept the 
Keys, and had many of the principal Officers at his devotion; fo that 
upon the 2 3d. of Oftober, a mixed Councel of Officers, and of thoſe of 
the Civil Government, met in the Town-houle, to conſult what was beſt 
to be done in order to the Treaty with the Enemy, ( contrary to the in- 
tentions of the Governour, who was reſolved to hold it out to the laſt ) 
and after a long debate, it was concluded by the major part, that they 
would proceed toa Treaty, andthatthey would not break it off upon the 
exception of any perſons, for Quarter or Confiſcation of their Goods : 
and the next day was appointed tor the chooſing of the Commilſioners 
to be ſent unto the Enemy. The reſult of the tormer days debate being 
known in the Town, they no ſooner met tor the Election of the Commil- 
ſioners for the Treaty, than the Biſhops of Limerick and Emly, with the 
Clergy, came to the Town-houſe, and threatned them to iſſue out art 
Excommunication againſt them, it they proceeded in thoſe Counſels, the 
efte&t whereof would be, to deliver up the Prelates to be ſlaughter'd ; 
notwithſtanding which, they procceded to the naming the Perſons who 
ſhould treat for them. Whereupon the Biſhops publiſhed their Excommu- 
nication, with a perpetual Interdict of the City, which was fixed on the 
doors of all the Churches and Chappels in the Town. Burt alas! rhoſe 
Fulminations had been too looſely and impertinently uſed to retain any 
vertue in time of need ; and as Catholick as the Town was, ( and there 


-wasnot one Proteſtant in it ) the Excommunication wrought no effect. 


That very nighs Colonel Fexre!, and the other Officers of the Combina- 
tion that preſs'd on the Treaty, poſleſs'd themſelves of St. Fohn's Gate, 
and Cluam's Tower, driving the Guards from thence ; and when the Go-« 
vernour came thither, and demanded by what Authority they were there, 
(he having given them Orders to Guard another Quarter of the Town ) 
they anſwered, The beſt of the Town knew, and approved what they did: 
And it was very true, the Mayor Thomas Strick was of their Party, and 
delivered the Key of that Port to Colonel Fennel, though he denied it to 
the other Party that oppoſed the Treaty. The Governour called a Coun- 


.cilof War, and ſent for Colonel Fexnel to appear before them, who re- 


tuſed to come ; and veg ſupplied with Powder frotma the Mayor, he 
turned the Cannon upon the Town, and declared, That he would not quit 


'the place that he was poſſeſſed of, till the City ſhould be yielded to the Enemy. 


The Commiſſioners were ſent out to [reton, who would give rio other 
Conditions than, That the Garriſon ſhould lay down their Arms, the Offi- 
cers retaining their Swords, and march to what Place they would, except 
thoſe exempted from mercy, ( who of the Clergy, Soldiers, and C itizens 
amounted to the number of 2.4.) The Inhabitants had three months time 
aſſign d them to tranſport their Perſons, and three months more to remove 
their Goods within any Place the Kingdom appointed, in which they _

It cannot be believ'd, that theſe unequal and ſevere Conditions would 
have been accepted from any Army, not ſtrong enough to have impoſed 
. upon a People unwilling to ſubmit to them, andin a ſeaſon of the year 
# chat alone would have ſecured a Place leſs provided for refiſtance ; ut 
_ that Colonel Fennel (the fame night theſe hard demands were ſent into 
the Town) received in St. Fohns Gate Tower 200 men from Jreton, and 
the other were removed.into another Fort, called Price's Mill, where af- 
ter they had continued .two days ; and the People of the Town not yet 
agreeing what they would do, a Drum was ſent through the City, com- 
manding all -manner of Soldiers in pay within the Town, to repair to 
our Ladkes Church, and thereto lay down their Arms ; which was pre- 
ſently obeyed ; andthe Soldiers being bid forthwith to leave the Town, 
Treton, the 29th. of .Oftober, marched in, and receiving the Keys, was 
without any contradiction quietly poſleſſed thereof, cauſing as many of

In this manner was Limerick defended by the Catholick Iriſh ; and this 
obediencedid the Prelates and Clergy, in their need, receive from thoſe, 
over whom they had power.enough to ſeduce: from the Duty they owed 
to the King, and from ſubmitting to his Authority ; and now was the 
Harveſt that they gathered the fruit. of all their labours.: The Inſtances 
of ſeverity and blood which 7reton gave upon his-being poſleſs'd of this 
Place, were very remarkable: Edmund O' Dayr, the Biſhop of Limerick, 
had the dexterity .and. 1good , Fortune, that either by marching our - 
amongſt the Common.Soldiers, or by concealing himſelt with ſome taith- 
ful Friend in the:Town, (which is not fo probgple) to eſcape their hands, 
and afterwards died at Bruſſels, purſued with the malice of the Nuncio- 
niſt Zealots; 'whillt 7reto» manifeſted what his portion would have 
been, by the.treatment.they gave to Terdagh O Brien, the Biſhop of Zm- 
ly, whom they.took; and withant any. formality of Juſtice, and with all 
reproaches imagimable,xauſed him to-be publickly hanged. This unhap- 
py Prelate had, trom the-beginning, oppoſed with great paſſion the Kings 
Authority, and moſt obſtinately adhered to the Nuncio, and to that Par: 
ty ſtill which was moſt averſe: from retufning to their Allegiance, -and Ml 
was thus miſerably,-and ignommiouſly put to.death, even in that City;

This man continuing. the ſame bitterneſs of ſpirit againſt the King's 
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i651, Authority, always oppoſed the receiving of a Garriſon trom the Lord 
WARS Lieutenant. This Dominick Fanning being one of thoſe 24 which 7reton 
| hadexcepted, found a way, amongſt the Common Soldiers, to get out of 
the Town, notwithſtanding all the diligence that was uſed to diſcover 
him : When he was free, and in ſafety, he returned to the Town to fetch 
ſome Money that he had privately hid, and to- make ſome proviſion for 
his ſubſiſtance, which he had not time to do betore: But going to his 
own houſe, his Wife refuſed to receive him, or to aſſiſt him in any thing ; 
whereupon he departed, and after he had walked up and down the 
| ſtreets ſome time ( the weather being extreme cold ) he went to the 
' Main-guard, where was a good Fire, and being diſcovered to be a Stran- 
ger, and asked who he was, voluntarily contetſed that he was Dominick 
Faxging, torewhom ſuch ſtrict ſearch had been made ; he was thereupon > 
apprehended, and the next morning carried before the Governour, and 
immediately hanged. The ſame Fate had Frier Wolf, and Alderman 
7 homas S$trich, who ( when the Lord Lieutenant would have entred that 
Townin 1650. for its preſervation ) rais'da Tumult, and ſhut the Gates 
againſt him. And this very Colonel Fennel (who by poſleſfling himſelf of 
the Port, and turning the Cannon upon the Town, betray'd it to the Ene- 
my) though he had tor the preſent the benefit of the Articles, was with- 
in tew months after taken by them, and ( without any conſidefation of 
his laſt merit hanged as the reit had been. Ina word, All thoſe who 
had been the firſt cauſers and raiſers of the Rebellion, ( or who with moſt 
malice and obſtinacy oppoſed their return to the Kings obedience ) and 
had the misfortune to fall into the Enemies hands, as the- Biſhop of Roſs, 
(whoſe Fate we have before told you) Feffery Baron, ( who kept Water- 
ford! from receiving the Lord Licutenant, taken afterwards at Limerick 
; and there hanged )) and many others, were made examples of the like 
nature. G | 
About the ſame'time that Limerick was furrendred, Sir Charles Coot 
defeated a Party of the Fitz-Patricks and O Dayr's Forces, ( who had re- 
gain'd Meleke Iſland after the taking of it by Colonel Axtel) undergo- 
ing a reſolute defence thereof to the battling of his Foot, which were 
worſted two or three times together ; but the Gallantry of his Horſe re- 
covered the Honour, makyges 300 reſolute 7riſþ accept of Quarter for 
their Lives, ſome 300 being ſlain and drown'd. - | 
This buſineſs of Limerick being over, Ireton within a few days, with- 
out drawing his Army nearer #han the Caſtle of Clare, ( which he and 
Sir Charles Coot joyntly took in) ſent a Summons to the City of Gallway, 
oftering therein Limerick's firit Conditions, wiſhing them withall to 
put him to no more trouble, -leſt they fard as Limerick did through 
_ their ſtubbornneſs; adding ſuch other threats, as he thought moſt like to 
» make impreſſions upon them*$ and a great impreſſion they did make. 
But Jretos dying at Limerick the 26th. of November, having contracted 
a Feaver through his continual Watching and Services through the whole 
Siege of Limerick, they had a little reſpite ; and being united under the 
Command of General Preſton, the Town of Ga/lway addreſs'd themſelves 
to the Lord Deputy, anddeſired his aſfiftance, promiſing all obedience 
to his Majeſties Authority in him : Nor was he 10 much diſcourag'd by |

cern. In the interim, Sir Charles Coot with his Party ſtraightned Ga 
way, blocking up their Harbours, and approaching with his Fortifications 
nearer by Land, which wrought ſo far upon the Aſſembly there, that in 
February they importun'd the Lord Deputy, to give them leave to ſend to 

Lieutenant General Zud/ow, ( who by* this time was come to aid Sir 
Charles Coot in the Siege ) for a fate Conduct for their Commiſſioners; 
to treat of Conditions tor the ſettlement of the Nation ; upon which they 
would ſubmit to the Government of the Parliament, profeſſing to the 
Lord Deputy, that they would in the meari time make ſuch preparation 
tor their defence, that if the Parliament would not give them good and 
ample Conditions, they would ſell themſelves at ſuch a dear Rate, that 
ſhould make their Conquelt of little uſe to their Enemy. * Upon which, 
the Lord Deputy, the Marqueſs C/anrickard, the 14th. of February;i6g 1.

could not have fo much as a fate Conduct ſent for their Commuſlioners,

accepted ; ſo there being no Lord Lieutenant, they voted, there ſhould 
be no Lord Deputy, and that Major General Lambert ſhould be only 
Commander in chief of the Forces there : And about the 4th. of Fay, 
1652. Colonel Charles Fleetwood, ( who had lately married reton's Re- 
lit ) Lieutenant General of the Horſe, was made Commandet 1n ' chief 
of the Forces in /re/and ; he haſtned his Diſpatch, and uſed great diligence 
to get over to his Charge. 7 2 

In the'mean time, ſeveral things were under debate in the Houſe, for 
ſetling of 7reland : That great Act tor Confiſcation of all the Rebels Lands, 
was paſſed the 12th. of Augu/# ; and another appointed to be brought in, 
tor ſetling the Adventurers Eſtares tor /re/and, which paſſed the 26th. of 
September, 1653. and was confirmed, 1656. But theſe requiring much 
time, the Commander in chief went away about the midit of Augu/t,and 
left them to receive a Diſpatch in his abſence. He had a very proſperous 
Paſlage, and arrived within few days after his departure : He ſetled his 
Reſidence at Xilkenny, by reaſon Dublin and the Parts adjacent were at 
that time much infected wirh the Plague. He found the War of Jre/and 
drawing on to a concluſion, the Rebels being Maſters of tew conſiderable 
Forts and Caſtles, throughout the whole Countrey, Roſcommon-Caſtle and 
Zames-town having yielded the 3d. of April! to Colonel Reynolds, as the 
ſtrong Hold of Roſs in Kerry did, the 27th. of Fune, to Lieutenant General 
Ludlow, and the ſtrong Fort of /uchlough, the 1ſt. of Auguſt, to Colonel 
Zanckey : And their Forces were ſo weak, as they were not able to keep 
the Field, and fo diſperſed, as they had already in Parties come in, ( as 
did the Earl of Weſtmeath, the Lord Muskery, Colonel Connor, O Roe, Sir 
William Dungan, Sir Francis Talbot, and many others, to the number of 
$00. ) upon the Xilkenny Articles, which were (in a manner ) to ſubmit 


unto diſcretion, and ſubjet themſelves to a Trial, for the Murthers commit- 


ted in the beginning of the Rebellion ; all found gailty thereof were except- 
ed from Pardon, their Eſtates confiſcated, and the others whg had only ajjiſt- 
ed in theWar, were to forfeit two parts of their Eſtates, and be baniſhed : 
And accordingly great numbers of them were tranſported into Spain, the 
latter end of this Summer. : | 
Yet the Marqueſs of Clanrickard did not leave the Kingdom in many 
months after the Surrender of Galway, but endeavour'd by all means poſlt- 
ble to draw the ſcattered Forces togerher, that he might proſecute the 
War afreſh, according to his Majeſty's Letters, ( in the years 1650, and 
1651.) encouragitt him to his continuance in Arms, as advantagious ( by 


way of Diverſion ) to his then intended progreſs of promoting his Deſign in 


Scotland, and coming into England. And to that end, the 16th. of May, 


the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, with the Connaght Forces, marched to Balli- 


| ſhannon, which he took by ſtorm, and preſently after Dungal-Caſte,where 


the Z7//er Forces under Sir Phelim O Neal, the O Relie's, and Mac Ma- 
hox's joyned with him ; but upon intelligence that Sir Charles Coo? and 
Colonel Yexables were marched againſt him, he retired to Armagh, in- 
tending tof Raphoe : Whilſt Sir Charles Coot ( in his purſuit of him Ls 
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took Balliſhanon and Dungal-Caſtle, gaining alſo Sligo, Ballymote, and ma- 
ny other Garriſons ; ſo as the Marqueſs was forced to ſhelter himſelt in 
the Ifle of Carrick, 

And having receiv'd his Majeſty's Command, to take care of his own 
ſecurity, that he fell not into the Enemy's hands, he *' haying no Port to 
triend, where he might chooſe a Veſſel, and being fo betrayed by the 
Triſh, as not ſecurely to ſtay 24 hours in a Place )) was compelicd > ire 
a Paſs from the Parliaments Forces, not excepting any other Cor0:rions 
for himſelf, than that he might for ſome time remain ſecurein their Guzr- 
ters, without taking the Oath uſually impoſed by them, and have liberty 
to tranſport himſelt, and 3006 7rifh more, into any Prince's Countrey 
and Service, then in Amity with Eng/and; which was granted ; and in 
March, 1652. he was entorant into England, in a Vellel belonging to 
the Parliament, after he had born the Title of the King's Deputy in 7re- 
laxd, little more than two years, not with greater ſubmiſſion Gon the 
Catholick Triſh, than had betore been paid ro the Lord Lieutenant ; and 
ſo retired to London, where not long aiter he died, and was thence carri- 
ed to Summerhil,, ( a pleaſant Seat of his own, which Bradſhaw had int 
Cuſtodium) near 7; unhris ein Xext, and was buried in the Pariſh-Church. 
He was a Perſon much reſpeRed for his Integrity, and, though of a con- 
trary opinion to thoſe then in Uſurpation, looked on asa Favourer of the 
Engr, and one that no ways indulged the Cruelties and Pretenſions of 
the /riſh. | 

This was the Fate of that unhappy Nation, both. under Proteſtant and 
Roman Catholick Governours, neither having had the credit to be Maſters 
of the 7ri/þ Temper, fomented by the Inſolencies of the Priefts,and what- 
ever might inſtigate them againſt the Zzg/;/h Government. 

Soon after the Marqueſs of C /anrickard's Departure, the leſſer Concerns 
of that Nation were ( with little trouble and charge ) brought in obedi- 
ence to the Parliament, who declared, the 26th. of September, 1653. 
That the Rebels were ſubdued, and the Rebellion appeaſed and ended; and 
thereupon proceeded to the Diſtribution of their Lands, in purſuance of 
the AR for Subſcriptions, 17 Carol. x. Some time before which , a 
High Court of Juſtice was ſetled in /re/and, a Name we have reaſon not 
to mention, without horrour and aſtoniſhment, conſidering who was 
ſammoned to ſuch a Tribunal, which certainly would never have been, 
how vain, how ambitious, how prodigious ſoever ſome mens Succeſs was, 


( a Strumpet often leading one to Attempts above their firſt thoughts )' 


had not the Rebels of 7re/and- ( for carrying on their pernicious Practices ) 
avouched the facred Authority for their pretence and colour ; that though 
theſe with Pilate, waſhed their hands from the Blood of this Righteous 
One, yet they have, as the ſhame, fo the guilt of that Royal Blood on 
themſelves, who originally gave the occaſion of ſuch a Diſcourſe, which 
afterwards was made one of the pretended Cauſes, for the moſt barbarous 
and inhumane A& ever perpretated : Inter tragice Fortune Exempla om- 
nibus retro ſeculis memorandus. Upon which, eloquent Du Moulin, one 
of the cleareſt Lights of the French Church, honouring me with a Letter 
on that Subje&, thus paſſionately diſcovers his Reſentment ; La Morte 
de wvoſtre bon Roy 4 une facon fi indigne, & fi horrible par les Maims des In- 
dependans, Moutre le Coeur de Douleur : C'eſt une ation ſans Example,& 
un opprobre ineffacable a noſtre Religion ; voſtre Nation tant Genereuſe a elle 
perdu tout Courage ? Les Eſcoſſoes ſe taiſent ils la deſſue > Mass quoy £ U 
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faut Mettre le doigt ſur la bouche, & adorer les Conſeils de Dieu, qui font

It is obſervable, ( let ſome foam as they pleaſe ) that there were none, 
( who fo much as pretended to have a Revereiice tor the Church of Eng- 
land) that ever had the leaſt hand in this foul and ugly Buſineſs. An in- 
ſtance of that is in what the Lord Chancellor Z7de acquainted the Par- 
liament with, in expreſs words from his Majeſty, when he was imployed 
in an Embaſſy to Spain; That the Horrid Murther of his Royal Father, 
was not the Act of the Parliament, or People of England, but of a very 
wretched and little Company of Miſcreants in the Kingdom, fo/.-4. 
Upon which, Monſieur Moſes Amiraldus, ( the Excellent French Divine) 
hearing of the Proteſtant Religion afperſed as ſeditious and treafonable,

count how many Frogs there were in the ſecond Plague of- Eg ypr. =, 
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They did not onely exerciſe all their Superſtitious Rites and Ceremo- 
nies, but alſo the Papal Jurifdiction, as by Law they had Vicars General, 
and kept their Provincial Courts atid Confiſtories, and Excommunicated 
the People, delivering them to Satani: When they enjoyed the benefit of 
the ſame Laws with us ; nay, the end and force of the Law was in ſome 
caſes abated as to them, which was not diſpenſed withall asto the Pro- 
teſtants: The Popiſh Lawyers were permitted to praCtice, and the Pa- 
piſts admitted to Sue forth their Liberties and Ou/terlemains; and to bear 
and execute the Office of Sheriffs, Juſtices ofthe Peace, &c, without taking 
the Oathes of Allegiance or Supremacy; which was not permitted to the 
Proteſtants.

In diſtrivuting of Lands, 'a courſe was thought of ; how the Z»g- 
liſh might -enjoy them freely, without diſturbance of the 7riſh, ( for 
the future ) ever. ready to- fall upon them ; .and therefore many of the 
Natives were tranſplanted into Conmaght, and, according to the Exteriu- 
ation. of their.

ing ; Cromwel thought requiſite (for the greater ſtrengthening of his 


own Party ) to make his Son Zarry Lord Deputy, which he did in 1655..- 
and ſoon after Lord Lieutenant, a' Perſoti: who openly ſhewed himfelf 


| apainiſt the Anabaptiſts, (the raging) and countenanced the Uni- 
verſity, then-in a low'Ebb, beſtowing upon it- Biſhop 7/her's Library, 
compoſed of the choiceſt and beſt picked Books, extant,carrying himſelf,ſo 
as ſome of the Rigour of his Father was thereby taker off, and that difor-

Hereas an * unnatural Inſurreftion did break forth againſt your 
Majeſties Royal Father, f ever bleſſed memory, his Crown and 
Dignity in this your Majeſties Kingdom of Ireland, upox the 2.3. of Otober, 
in the year of our Lord God, 1641. and manifeſt it ſelf, by the Murthers 
and Deſtruftion of many thouſands of your ſaid Majeſties good and loyal 
Subjeits, which afterwards univerſally ſpreading and diffuling it ſelf over 
the whole Kingdom, ſetled into, and became a formed and almoſt National 
Rebellion of the Triſh Papiſts, againſt your Royal Father of bleſſed me-

TY Eing in D«41:in CandlemaſeyCerm laſt was twelveMoneth(1640.) 
the Parliament then fitting, Mr. Roger Moore did write to me,. 
Li defiring me, that if I could in that ſpare time, I would come 
to his Houſe (for then the Parliament did nothing but Sit, and Ad- 
Journ, expecing a Commiſſion for the continuance thereof, their 
former Commiſſion being expired) and: that ſome things he had to 
ſay unto me, that did merely concern me, and on receipt of his Let-- 
ter, the new Commiſſion . for continuing the Parliament landed, and 
I did return: him an Anſwer that I could not fulfil his requeſt for that 
preſent ; and thereupon he himſelf came to Town preſently after, 
and ſending to me, I went to ſgghim at his Lodging : And afrer ſome 
little time ſpent in. ſalutationÞ$he began to diſcourſe of the many 
Aflictions and Sufferings of the Natives of that Kingdom, and parti- 
cularly in thoſe late times of my Lord Srafford's Government, 
which gave diſtaſt to ;the whole Kingdom. And then he began to

cularlize the ſuffering of them that were the more antient Natives, as 
were the 1+þ; how that'on ſeveral Plantations they were all put out 
of their Anceſtors Eſtates, All which ſufferings he ſaid, 'did beget a 
ceneral diſcontent over all the whole Kingdom in both the Natives ; 
to wit, the Old and New 11:5. And that if the Gentry of the King- 
dom were diſpoſed to free themſelves turtherly from the like incon- 
venience,' and get good Conditions for themſelves, for regaining 
their Anceſtors (or atleaſt a good part thereof) Eſtates, they could 
never defire a mote convenient time than that time, (the diſtempers 


: of Scotland being then on foot) and did ask me what I thought ot it ;

For, firſt it was reſolved nothing ſhould be done, 
until tirit they had ſent tothe 1-z/þ over-Seas to know their advice, 
and what | hope of ſucc:ſs they could give, for in them, as they 
faid, all their hope of relict was, and they would have both their 
advice, and reſolution before any further proc-edings, more than t9 
ſpeak to, and try Gentlemen of the Kingdom, every one, as they 
could conveniently, to ſee (1n caſe they would at any time grow to a 
reſolution) what to be, and ſtrengrh they muſt truſt to; then Mr. 
Moore told them, that it was ro no purpoſe to ſpend much time in 
ſpeaking to the Gentry, For there was no doubt to be made of the 
Lib, that they would be. ready at any time. And that all the doubr 
was in the Gentry of the Pale, bur. he ſaid that for his own part, he 
was really aiſured, when they had riſen out,the PaleGentry would not 
ſtay, long after, at leaſt that they would not oppoſe them in any thing, 
but be Neuters, and if in caſe they did, that they had men enough in 
the Kingdom without them. Moreover he ſaid he had ſpoke toa great 
man (who then ſhould be nameleſs) that would not fail at the ap- 
pointed day of riſing out to appear, and to be ſeen in the At. But 
thar until then he was ſworn not to reveal him ; and that was all that 
was 'done at that meeting, only that Mr. Moore ſhould the next Lent. 
following, make a journey down into the North to know what was 
done there, and that he alſo might inform them what he had done, 
ahd fo on parting, Mr. Phillip Reyly, and I, did importune Mr. 
Moore for the knowledge of that great man, that he ſpake of, and 
on long. entreaty, after: binding us to new ſecrecy, not to diſcover 
him till the day ſhould be appointed, he told that it was the Lord 
of Mayo, who was very powerful in Command of men in thoſe 
parts of Connaght wherein he lived, and that there was no doubt 
w_ made of him, no more than was of himſelf, and fo we par- 
ted. | 

The next Lent following, Mr. Moore according. to his promiſe 
came into TIFey, by reaſon it was the time of Aſſizes in ſeveral 
Counties ; there he met only with Mr. Rey/y, and nothing was then 
done, but all matters put off till the May following,where we or moſt 


of us ſhould meet at Þ#4/:7, it being both Parliament and Term- © 


time: In the mean time there landed one Neale O Neale, ſent by 
tlie Earl of Tyrone out of Sparn, to ſpeak with the Gentry of his 
Name and Kindred, to let them know that he had treated with Car- 
dinal Richelieu for obtaining ſuccour to come for Ireland, and that 
he prevailed with the Cardinal,ſo that he-was to have Arms, Ammu- 
tion and Money from him on: demand to come for Ire/znd, and that 
he cnly exp2&ed a Convenient time to come away, and to deſire 
them to be 1n a readineſs, and to procure all others, whom they could, 
to be ſo likewiſe, which meſſage did ſet on the proceedings very much, 
ſo that Mr. Moore, Mr. Reyly, my-brother, and T, meeting the next 
May at Dublin, and the ſame Meſſenger there too ; It was reſolved, 
that he ſhould return to the Earl into Spar with their Reſolution, 
whichwas that they would-riſe out twelve or fourteen dayes before or 
after Allhallontide, as they ſhould ſee cauſe,and that he ſhould not fail 
to be with them by that time : There was a report at that time, .and 
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before that the Earl of Tyrone was killed, which was not believed, 
by reaſon of many ſuch reports formerly, which we found to be falſe, 
and-ſo the Meſſenger departed with diredtions, that if the' Earls 
death were true, he ſhould repair into the ZLow-Countrys to Colonel 
Owen O Neale, and acquaint him with his Commiſſion from the 
| Earl ; whereof, it was thought, he was not ignorant, and to return 
an Anſwer ſent by him, and to ſee what he would adviſe, or would 
do himſelf therein. But preſently after his departure, the certainty 
of the Earls death was known, and on further Reſolution it was a- 
greed , that an expreſs Mefſenger ſhould be ſent to the Colonel, 
to make. all the Reſolutions known to him, and toreturn ſpeedily 
with his Anſwer. And fo one Toole O Comely a Prieſt (as T think Pa- 
riſh Prieſt to Mr. Moore) was ſent away to Colonel O Neale: Inthe 
interim there came ſeveral Letters and News out of England to Dub. 
lin, of Proclamations againſt the Catholicks in Eng /and, and alſo 
that the Army raiſed in 1re/and, ſhould be disbanded, and conveyed 
into Scotland: And preſently after ſeveral Colonels and Captains 
Landed, with dire&ions to carry away thoſe men ; amongſt, whom 
Colonel Plunkett, Colonel Burne, and Captain Bryan O Neale came, 
but did not all come together; for Plunkett landed before my coming 
out of Town, and the other two after, wherein a great fear of Sup- 
preſſing of Religion was conceived, and eſpecially by the Gentry of 
the Pale, and it was very common amongſt them, that it would 
be very inconvenient to ſuffer ſo many men to be conveyed out of the 
Kingdom;it being as was ſaid, very confidently reported,that the Scor- 
iſh Army did threaten never tolay down Arms, until an uniformity 
of Religion were in the three Kingdoms, and the Catholick Religion 
ſuppretied. And thereupon both Houſes of Parliament began to op- 
pole their going, and the Houſes were divided in their Opinions ; 
fome would have them go, others not ; but what the definitive con- 
clufion of the Houſes was touching the point, I cannot tell ; for by 
leave from the Houſe of Lords, I departed into the Country before 
the Prorogation. But before my departure I was informed by Johy 
Barnewall a Fryer, that thoſe Gentlemen of the Pale (and fome 
other Members of the Houſe of Commons) had ſeveral meetings and 
conſultations, how they might make ſtay of the Souldiers in the 


* Kingdom, and likewiſe to arm them 1n defexice of the King, being 


much injured both of England and Scotland then (as they were in- 
formed) and to prevent any attempt againſt Religion; and preſently 
after I departed intothe Country, and Mr. Rey4y being a Member of 
the Houſe of Commons ſtayed theProrogation; and on his coming into 
the Country ſent to me to meet him, andI came to his Houſe, where: 
he told me. that he heard for certain, that the former Narration of _ 
Barnewall to me (for I did acquaint him with it) was true and that he 
heard it from ſeveral there ; alſo was Emar mac Mahone (made firmly 
privy to all our proceedings at Mr, Rey/ys) lately come out of the Pale, 
where he met with the aforenamed John Barnewall, who told him 
as much ; and he formerly told me, and moreover that thoſe Colonels 
that larely came over, did proffer their Service, and induftry in that 
AC, and ſo would raiſe their men under colour to convey them into 
Jpain,andthen ſeize on theCaftle of Du4b/:n,and with their Arms there 
to Arm their Souldicrs, and have them ready for any occaſion, we 
| ſhoul 
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ſhould be med them , bur that they had not concluded any 
thing, becauſe they were not allured how the Gentlemen of the re. 
mote parts of the Kingdom ( and eſpecially of Z//ſter ) would ſtand 


affected to that At, and that atſurance of that doubt was all their im- 


pediment. Then we three began to think, how we might aſſure them 
help and of the aſſiſtance of Tier Gentlemen ; It was thought that 
one ſhould be ſent to them to acquaint them there with , and they 
made choice of me to come; by reaſon,as they ſaid,that my Wife was 
allyed to them and their Countrey-woman, and would believeme;, 
truſt me ſooner. than other of their parts, they or moſt of them þbe- 
ing of the Pale. And fo ( without as much as to retarn home to 
furniſh my ſelf for ſuch a Journey, Volens, nolens,) they prevailed, or 
rather forced me to come to Dublin toconfer with thoſe Colonels, 
( and that was the laſt Z«guff was Twelve-month ). Coming to 
Town, I met Sir Fames Dow accidentally before I came to my 
Lodging, who was one of thoſe Colonels: and after Salutatians, he 
demanded of me where my Lodging was, which whea I tald him, 
and parted ; the next day being abroad about ſome other occaſions 
in Town, I met him (as he ſaid) coming to wait on me in my 
Chamber ; but being.a good way from it, he defired me togo into 
his own Chamber , being near at hand; And then began to diſ- 
courſe of the preſent ſufferings and afflictions of that Kingdom, and 
particularly of Religion, and how they were to expe no redreſs 
( the Parliament in Zxg/and intending, and the Scots reſolving ne- 
ver to lay down Arms until the Catholick Religion were ſuppreſ- 
ſed). Then he likewiſe began to lay down what danger it would 
be to ſuffer ſo many able Men, as was to go with them to depart the 
Kingdom in ſuch a tume-: Neither ( ſaid he) do their other. Gentle- 
men that are Colonels and my ſelf, affet our own private profit, fo 


as to prefer it before the general good of the Kingdom ; And know- 


ing you are well affected thereunto; and I hope { $6 he). ready 
to put your helping-hand to it upon occaſion, .I will let you know 
the reſolution of thoſe other Gentlemen and mine, which js, if 
we are ready to raiſe our Men, and after to ſeize on the Caſtle, where 
there is great great ſtore of Arms, and arm our ſelves there. This 
was the firſt motion that ever I heard of taking the Callie ; for it 
never came into our thoughts formerly, nor am I perſwaded egyer 
woulg, if it had not proceeded from thoſe Colonels, who were the 
firſt motioners and contrivers thereof, for.ought known to.me ; and 
then tobe ready to prevent, and reſiſt any danger, that theGentle- 
men of the Kingdom like thereof, and helpus: For we of aur felves 
neither are able, nor will do any thing therein without their a{- 
fiſtance. I began according to the directions that were ſent with me 


to approve of their Reſolution, and alſo to let him know, how ure 


he might be of the aſſiſtance of thoſe of Tlſter. Then hetoldus, 
that for my more ſatisfacian , I ſhould conter with the reſt .of the 
Colonels themſelves, as many as are privy to the Action, and 
accordingly a place of meeting was appointed that ' after- 
noon ; and on the time and place appointed there :met Sir Fans 
himſelf, Colonel Bourne, and Colonel Plunket. And that former 
Diſcourſe being renewed, they began to lay down the-Qbſtacles-to 
that Enterpriſe , and how they ſhould be redrefled. aft. ;If Foun 
ou 
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ſhould V Var enſue, how there ſhould be Money had to pay the Soul- 
diers. 21y, How and where they ſhould procure ſuccours from For- 
reign parts. 3dly, How-to draw in the Pte Gentlemen, qtily,, Who 
ſhould undertake to ſurpriſe the Caſtle, and how it ſhould be done. 
To thi firſt,it was anſwered ; That the Rents inthe Kingdom eve- 
ry where, not having reſpec whoſe they ſhould'be, due to the Lords 


| and Gentlemen thereof , ſhould be collected to pay rhe Souldiers. 


And moreover, they might be ſure ( nay that there was no-doubr 
thereof?) to procure money from: the Pope, who gave ſevera] pro- 


- miſes formerly to -my Lord of Tyrone ( in caſe he could make way 


to come iftito Treland ) to maintain ſix thouſand men yearly at his 
own charge; and that notwithſtanding, that my Lord of Tyrone was 
dead, yet that he would continue the ſame forwardneſs now. 

To the ſecond, it was anſwered by Colonel Boarre, that help from 
abroad could not fail them. For ( ſaid he )\ Colonel O Ne. told me 
that he had-, or would procure in readineſs ( I dv not remember 
which of thoſe the Colonel ſpake, or whether he ſpoke poſitive, that 
Colonel O Neat had Arms, or would procure them) Arms tor ten 
thouſand men. And moreoyer ( ſaid he) I make no great queſti- 
on, that if we ſend into- Sparn, we ſhall not miſs of aid; for I being 
in London the laſt year in the Scots troubles, T was in conference 
with one of the Span; Ambaſſadours there then, and talking of 
their troubles then a-foot; he-ſaid , That if the 7-//þ did then riſe 
too, 'and ſend to Spain, their Meſſengers would be received: un- 
der Canopies: of Gold. Theſe laſt words he told me, and ſome 


| one man of thoſe that* were panes, privately, whoſe-name I can- 
| 


not call to mind; ( neither well remermber I whether'he fpoke ro them 
all, or no) then it was thought, that when'they'were'both in Arms 
for defence of the Catholick cauſe, they would be ſuccoured by the 
Catholick Princes of Chriſtendom. - ©  *. pelo | 
To the third, it was anſwered by Colonel Planter, Fhathe was as 
morally certain(for thoſe were his words)as he could be of any thing, 
that the Pale Gentleman would joyn with them,and aſſiſt rhem. For, 
he ſaid; T have ſpoke to ſeveral of them ſince'my landing in the King- 
dom, and I find them very ready and willing ; and w:thal have at 
Lodndoxy ſpoke to ſome of the Committees, and particularly ro my 
Lord of Gormonſiozme, to let them know his reſolution, and "they 
approved it very well. All this was not done at the firſt meeting , 
but at' three or four meetings; And fo onthe Jaſt meeting , it 
was reſolved to the laſt doubt, touching ' ſeizing the Caſtle, that 
Colonel Plunket and ' Colonel Bourne ſhould undertake that Task, 
becauſe they were nearer to it than any other, and alſo ſeize on 
the Forts, Garriſons and other places, where they think any Arms 
ſhould be ; -and in particular, Londonderry, which ſhould be underta- 
ken by thoſe of fer, and then there was a ſet-day appointed for 
the execution thereof ; that was the fifth of the enſuing Ofoter, 
She the latter end of Auguſt, or the beginning of Septem- 
er, Ano 1641. TI dopot know whether ). And every one ſhould 
make proviſion to riſe out that day ; and they were named ; that 
ſhould- firſt fuccour them, that would take the Caſtle with men pre- 
fently, namely, Sir F.zmes D:ilon, who did undertake to be with 


them' within 3 ( or at the moſt +4 days, with 1000 men, and » 
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much more ſhould come to themi out. of the North.- *For.theſe two 
Colonels did not intend to uſe above 100 menin' the ſurprizal, where- 
of. they were to. have. twentygood able Gentlemen : For they made 


account, that having the Caltle, -they with the Artillery would ma» 


ſter-all: the Town, until they. were relieved by men fromthe Coun- 
trey'; Arid becauſe there was adoubt made:;, how allthis ſhould be 
done in fo ſhort a.time, they did appoint; .that all that were: there 
preſent, ſhould not fail to meet again there the, zo7h of Seprem- 
ber, to give an account ,of all: things, as: well hopes as impedi- 
ments. And it on -rhat interview all things ſhould happen to be 
well, that they. go forward, or if otherwiſe,. to prolong the Execu- 
tion of 1t to a more convenient-time, and ſo we parted every man 
into the Countrey about his own: Task. And I in my way home came 
to Mr; Reyl:es houſe, and there received a Letter from Sir Phelim 
O Neal, that hig-Lady was dead, and to be buried on the Sunday 
following, this being on the Saturday, and deſiring me inall kind- 
neſs to. come to the Burial ; and Mr.. Reyly. having received-another 
| Letter.to the ſameeffet, would needs have me go thither (where- 

unto { was very unwilling, being weary, withal not provided to go 
to ſuch a meeting } -as well ( ſaid he ) to prevent'any jealouſte 
from the Ladies Friends; as alſo to confer with Sir Phel: touch- 
ing all thoſe proceedings { for neither he nor I ſpdke to Sir Phelim 
' concerning the matters before but to his Brother Jor:lagh O Neal, 
and coming thither, we found Captain Brian O Neal, lately come 


out of the Low-countreys, ſent:over: by Colonel O Neal to ſpeak 


to, and provoke thoſe of T//ſter to riſe out in: Arms, and that he would 
be with them, on notice of their-day, the ſame day, or foon after it. 
And.it was asked.of the ſaid Captain what-Aid he could:ſend or pro- 
cure, being but a private Colonel, or where he could get any. - He 
replyed, That the ſaid Calonel told him, that he had ſent ro ſeveral

chetieu into France, ('to whom _he had: ſent) twice that year ) and 


. had:;comfortable, and very hopeful promiſes: from them ; and eſpe- 


cially: from. that. 'Cardinal,: on whom he thought the Colonel did 
moſt depeng;-ſo that there was no doubtto be made of iſuccour from 
Him} and eſpecially when they had riſen.out, that would be a-means 
_ tothe Cardinal:togive Aid ; we did the »more credit: him in regard 
of the former Treaty . betweetu the ſaid Cardinal. and:the Earl x, Ty- 
rone;''as formerly is ſaid. For my.own part, I did and:do+ believe, 
' that:the Colonel*doth depend 0n fr axce:tor Aid, more.thari 'on any 
other:place, as well for thoſe reaſons, as alſo that Ever 'mac Mahone, 
forcherly mentibned , told me, That preſently after the Tſe of Rees 
enterprize ( he being-then in the Lowecountreys did: fear” for cer- 
tain, that therEarl.ot Tyrone together with the Colonel did ſend into 
 - brance, totheMarſhal of France ( that was General of the French 


Forces at the Hle-of Ree ):,to deal with him for procuring off Aid to - 
come then: for-Jre/and and that he received an Anſwer from the - 


ſaid Marſhal, 'that he was moſt willing and ready to contribute: his 


endeavours for: his furtherance therein ,\:but that he could not-for. 


the ' preſent anſwer my Lords: expeRations, [by reaſon that the King 
had V 'Varsin [2ly, whichihe thought would be at.awend- within half 
_ 2 year; or litthe>cmore, and: then. my Lord ſhould noedoubt " any 
gs HH OS" 24 thing, 
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thing, that he could do for his Aſſiſtance ; bur theſe continued a grear 

deal longer, fo for that time that Enterpriſe failed. So after the 
Burial was done, I gave thoſe Gentlemen knowledg of what I had 
done at Dubl:n, and how. I was- to retire thither; and then they be. 
gan to think how they ſhould ſurpriſe Londonderry, they being near 
it, but could not then.agree in the manner ; and ſo.Sir Phe/:m detired 


me to take his Houſe in my way going to Du4/:x, and that T ſhould 


have a reſolution to carry with me touching Londonderry, and there- 
on 1 parted home, . but ſoon after came to Dnb/:7 to the fore-ap. 
pointed Meeting with thoſe Colonels. Bur firſt I took in my way Sir 
Phelim O Neat's Houſe, to be certain what he had done ; -and his 
Anſwer was, That he knew that matter could not be put in Executi- 
on by the fifth of OZober, as was appointed, and that they would 
make another longer day for it, And that he would provide for the 


. taking of Londonderry by that day, and ſo camego D2#41:n to give 


an account of that was done , and.alſo know what further ſhould be 
done. -I was not two hours in my Lodging when Mr. Moor came to - 
me ( who knew what was. done by thoſe Colonels formerly from 

Colonel Bourn ), and: told me that, the Meſſenger fent to Colonel 
O Neal, was come with an Anſwer, deſiring+us not to delay any 


| time in riſing out, and to let him know of rhat Day before-hand, ' 


and- that he woffid not fail to be with us within fourteen days 
of that Day with good Aid; alſo deſiring 'us by any means to 
ſeize the Caſtle of Dublin, if we could ; for he heard that there was 
great proviſion in itfor VVar: And Mr. Moor moreover ſaid, that 
time was nct to be over-ſlipped, and deſired me to be very preſſing 
with the Colonels to go-on 1n their Reſolution; But on meering the 
Colonels with them, they were fallen from their Reſolution, be- 
cauſe thoſe of the Pale would do nothing therein firſt ; but when it 
was done, they would not fail to aſſiſt us, Colonel P/unket did af- 
firm, and ſo by ſeveral meetings it*'was reſolved on-by them to deſiſt 
from that Enterpriſe for that time, and to expe a more convenient 
time : Bur before that their Reſolution, Sir Phelim O Neal, and the 


' aforeſaid Captain Bryan O Neal followed nie to Dublin ( as they 


ſaid) to aſſiſt, and adviſe me how to'proceed with that.Colonel, but 
neither they nor Mr. Moor would be ſeen therein themſelves to thoſe 
Gentfemen, but would'meet me privately and kyow what was done 
at every Meeting ; alledging for Excuſe, That I being firſt employed 
in that matter, it would not be expedient that they ſhould be:ſeen'in 
it. And moreover, they would not be known to be in the Town but 
by a few of theirFriends, until they were in a manner ready.co de- 
part the Town, at leaſt as long asI was in Town, for TI leit them 
there ; But when I made them acquainted with their determination 
of deſiſting from that Enterpriſe, they thought it:convenient, that 
we ſhould meet with Mr. Moor and Colonel Bourn to ſee what was: 
further gp be done, concerning the further intention of their. -own, 


- and according we did ſend to them that they ſhould meet us; :and on 


that Meeting, it was, . Where was only Sir Phelim, Mr. Moor, Co- 
lonel Bourne, Captain Neal, and my ſelf. After long debate, it was 
reſolved, "That we with all thoſe that were of our faction ſhould -go 
on with that determination that was formerly made, concluded to 
riſe out. Moreover, to ſeize on the Caſtle -( as the Colonels: were 
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purpoſed,for it it were not tor their project, and the advice ſent by Co- 
lonel Neale, we would never venture to ſurpriſe it,neither was it ever 
thought on in all the Meetings and Reſolutions between us, before 
thoſe Colonels did reiolve on it, but by reaſon, that the other Gentle- 
men that were privy to theſe proceedings were not preſent, the cer- 
tainty of the time and the manner how to execute it was put off to-a 
further meeting, tn the Country, and this was reſolved in Dub: 
on the $,#4ay at Night, being the twenty ſixth or twenty ſeventh of 
September, and the meeting was appointed on the Suiurday follow- 
ing at mac Colloe, mac Mahone's houſe in Farney in the County ot 
Monaghan. And thereupon we all left the Town, only Sir Phel;m 
ſtayed about ſome other his'private occaſions, but did aflure his being 
there at that day ; and by reaſon, that at that meeting-the Gentry 
of Lemſter could not be, conſidering the remoteneſs of the place 
from them; it was thought fit that Mr. Moore ſhould there meet to 
receive the final Reſolution, and ſhould acquaint them therewith : 
And in the mean time Colonel Bourne, who had undertaken for 
Colonel Plunkett, ſhould inforrh themall the intention conceived,and 
diſpoſe, them in readineſs againſt that: day that ſhould be appointed, 
On Saturday T came to Mr.mac Mahoye's houſe ; there;met only Mr. 
mac, Mahone himſelf, Captain Neale, Ever mac Mahone,' and my ſelf, 
and thyther thatſame day came the Meſſenger that was ſent to Colonel 
Neale, and did report the Colonels anſwer and advice verbatim, as 1 
haveformerly repeated from Mr, Moore;and by reaſon that Sir Phelim, 
his Brother, or Mr. Tg Reyly, that were defired to meet, did not 
meet ; we ſtayed that Night to expect them;and that Night l received 
a Letter from Sir Phe/:m, intreating us by any means, not to expect 
him untill the Munday following ; tor he had,nor could diſpatch ſome 
occaſions merely concerning him, -but whatever became ot them, he 
would not fail of the Munday : And the next day after receipt of the 
Letter being Sunday (by Mr. Moores advice ) we departed from 
Colonel mac Mahones houſe to prevent (as he faid) the fuſpition of 
the Engliſþ there (many living near} to Loghroſſe in the. County of 
 Ardmagh to Mr. Torilagh O Neale's houſe (not Sir Phel:im's Brother, 
but Son to Mr. Henry O Neale of the Fewes,Sonan Law to Mr. Moore ) 
and left word, that it Sir Phelim, or any of thoſe Gentlemen did come 
in the mean time, they ſhould follow us thither (whether only went 
Mr. Moore, Captain O Neale and my ſelf) and there we expected 
until the Tueſday ſubſequent before any of thoſe did come. On the 
Tueſday came Sir Phelim, and Ever mac Mahone, all the reſt fail- 
ing to come, Mr, mac Mahone's wite was dead the Night before , 
which was the cauſe that he was not there, but I gave his aſſent to 
what ſhould be concluded to win therein, and execute what ſhould 
be appointed him; and then we, five (v7&.) Sir Phel;m, Mr. Moore, 
Captain O Neale, Ever mac Mahone, and my ſelf, afſuring our ſelves, 
that thoſe Gentlemen abſent ſhould both allow, and .joyn to what 
we ſhould .determine,:did grow-into a final Reſolution, grounding all 
or moſt part of our hope and confidence on the Succours trom Colonel 
O Neale, to ſeize on the Caſtle, and riſe out all in one day, and the 
day was appointed on the 23th. of that Moneth, this being the 5th. 
day of Offober, having regard therein to the day of the week, where- 
on that day did fall, which was the ee” being the Market day, 
an

on which day there would be'leſs notice:taken of people up and down 
the ſtreets ; then began a queſtion whoſhould be deputed for the ſur. 
priſal of the Caſtle, and-then Mr, Moore ſaid he would be one of them 
himſelf, and that Colonel Bourne ſhould be another, and what other 
Gentlemen of Lemffer they cout :procure to joyn with them, and 
ſeeing the "Caſtle had two Gates, 'the one the great, the other the 
little Gate going down. to my Lord Lieutenant's Stables, hard by 
which Stables, without the Caſtle, was the Store-houſe for Arms, 
they of Lemſter would undertake one Gate, and that ſhould be 


| the little Gate, and the [great Gate ſhould be 'undertaken 'by thoſe 
of lſter, and (ſaid the) of neceſſity one of you both (meaning Sir 


Phelim and me) muſt be there, for the mere countenance of the mat- 


ter, it being the glory ofall our proceedings, and all that his Speech 


was well liked ot all preſent : But 'Sir Phe/;7 would be exempted 
from that imployment, and-ſo would1 ; but then all of themfet on 
me, defiring-me to be one, alledging for Reaſon, ithat their Proceed- 
ings and Refolutions were very honorable and glorious, it being'for 
Religion, and for toiprocure more liberty for their Country, as'did 
(ay they)of late Scorland, and:that'intakingithe Caſtle confiſted all 
the glory and honour of the ſaid Act; all which'thould be attributed 
tothem which ſhould be -imployed therein, and'ſo by conſequence 
all, or moſt part to :bethere, being (as they faid) rhe chiggun that 
Enterpriſe, :and more, 'Sir/Phe/;zm faid that he'would endeavour to 
take or procure others to 'take Londonderry thefame day, and'if he 
ſhould be away, thatplace would not be taken ; with theſe and ma- 
ny other perſwaſions 'they obtained = conſent, and then'the Cap- 
rain offered himſelf : they began'to think what number fhould'be im- 
ployed in that At; and 'they concluded on twohundred men, one 
hundred from each Province, for thoſe States which they feize on, 
of which number Sir Phelim O Neale ſhould fend forty with an able 
ſufficient Gentleman to conduQt them : And likewiſe Captain Neale 
twenty, Mr. mac Mahone, Mr. = more, and I ſhould bring 
twenty 'two ; then began a doubthow they hould:raiſe thoſe men, 
and convey them to Dublin without ſuſpicion ; and it was anſwered 
that under 'pretence of carrying them 'to thoſe Colonels that were 


"conveying Souldiers into the Kingdom, it might ſafely be done ; and 


to that purpoſe Sir PhelzmO Neale, Mr. Moore, and the Captain had. 
ſeveral blank Patents with Deputations 'to make Captains to'thoſe 
Colonels, which 'they ſent to'thoſe that ſhould fend men to Dublin: 
for the 'more colour, they 'bethought- 'of what was'to be done in'the 
Country 'that day, and it 'was refolved, that every one-privy to that 


matter-1nevery partofthe Kingdom ſhould riſe upthat day, and'feize 


on all the Forts and Arms in the ſeveral Counties, to make all the 
Gentry Priſoners, the :more ito -aflure themſelves againſt any averſe 
tortune;and not'to kill any,:burt where of neceflity they muſt'be forced 
thereunto by oppoſition(andthat thoſe that-wore:appointed fortaking 
of the Caſtle ſhould 'obferve):and 'in particular the Gentry: All their 
Army inTlſter to:take'that day Londonderry, which Sir Phelim'did 
undertake, 'and Knockfergus, which they thoupght'Sir Henry 'mac O 
Neale would do; and'to'that end Sir Phelimys Brother Tor/1gh'O 
Neale ſhould'be fent to'them; vndthe Newry which ſhould be under 
taken by Sir Conne Magennisgand his Brothers; for whom Sir Phelim, 

| | | in 
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in regard they were his Brothers in Law, his deceaſed Lady being their 
Siſter,did undertake. Moreover,it was agreed, that Sir Phelim,Mr. Rey- 
Jy, Mr.Coll mac Mahone,and my Brother ſhould with all the ſpeed they 
could after that day raiſe. all the forces they could, and follow us to 
Dublin ; But to Arm the men,and ſuccour,and attend,and garriſon the 


Town and Caſtle;And likewiſe Mr. Moore ſhould appoint Lemſter Gen-' 


tlemen to ſend like ſupply of men;then there was tear of the Scots cons 
ceived, that they ſhould preſently oppoſe themſelves, and that would 
make the matter more difficult, _ to avoid which danger, it was 
reſolved on, not to meddle with them, or any thing belonging to 
them, andto. demean themſelves towards them, as it they were of 
themſelves, which they thought would pacifie them from any oppo- 
ſition, and if the Scors would not accept of that offer of amity, but 
would oppoſe them, they were in good hope to cauſe a ſtir in Scor/and 
that might divert them from them; and I believe the ground for that 
hope was, that two years before, in or about the beginning of the 
Scots troubles, my Lord of Tyrone ſent one Tor:lagh O Neat (a 
Prieſt) out of Spatn, and that this, I take it, was the time that he was 
in Treaty with Cardinal Richelieu, to my Lord of Argzle, to Treat 
with him for help from my Lord, for him to come into Ireland, as 
was ſaid for Marriage between the ſaid Earl and my Lord of Argzles 
| Daughter (or Siſter I know not which) and this Meſſenger was in 
Ireland, with whom Mr. Torilagh O Neale, Sir Phelim's Brother 
had conference, from whom this Relation was had, that ſaid Meſlen- 
ger went into Jcotland,as I did hear from the ſaid Mr. Neale, or from 
Ever mac Mahone atorenamed, I know not from which of them, but 
what he did there I could never hear, by reaſon that myLord of Tyrone 
was preſently after killed, they were the more confirmed therein, 
hearing that my Lord of Arg:/e did fay (near to the ſame time as TI 
gueſs, and when the Army was raiſed .in Ireland, as I think) toa 
great Lady in Scotland, I know not her name, but did hear, that ſhe 
was much imbarqued in the troubles of that Kingdom, ' there ſhe que- 

ſtzoning, how they could ſubſiſt againſt the two Kingdoms of England 
and Treland, that if the King 0a endeavour to ſtir Ireland _ 
them, he would kindle ſuch a Fire in I1e/and, as would hardly or 

never be quenched ; And moreover they knew my Lord to be Power- 
ful with the Highlanders, Redſhanks in Scotland, whom they 
thought would be prone, and ready to ſuch Actions, they for the 

moſt part deſcended out of Ire/2nd, holding the Ir: Language and 
Manners ſtill, and ſo we parted. The next day being Wedneſday 
Leghroſſe every man went about his own task, and fo when I came 

home I acquainted my Brother with all that was done, and what they 
had appointed him to do, and did like according as they had appoint- 
ed me, fend to Mr. Reyly to let him know as much, and the 18th of 
the ſame Month I began my Journy to Dublin; and when I came to 
Dublin (being the day bofore the appointed day for putting that Re- 
ſolution 1n execution there) I met with Captain Comme O Neale, ſent 
out of the Low-Countreys by Colonel O Neal, who was ſfent,after the 


Meſſenger ſent by us formerly to the ſaid Colonel was by him diſap- 


pointed with his Anſwer, to encourage us in our Reſolution, and 
to ſpeedy Performance, with aſſurance of Succour, which he ſaid 
would not fail of the Colonels behalf, and for the more certainty of 
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help from him, and to afſure us that the Colonel had good hopes to 

rocure aid from others, he ſaid thar it was he himſelf, that was im- 
ployed from him to Cardinal Rzche/zeu twice, that ſome men who gave 
very fair promiſes to affure the Colonels expectations, with which he 
ſaid, that the ſaid Colonel was really with himſelf aſſured of the Car- 
dinals aid, and that he was likewiſe commanded by the Colonel upon 
our Reſolution of the day, to give notice:;thereof to him, and that he 
would be within 14, days over with them with aid ; but he landed 
9.0r 10. days before, and meeting with Captain BY:a# O Neal, who 
made him acquainted with what was Reſolved ; He did write all the 
matter to Colonel O Neale, fo as he was ure of his ſpeedy coming : 
And fo that Evening he and I came to meet the other Gentlemen; and 
there were met Mr. Moore, Colonel Bourne, Colonel Plunkett, Cap- 
tain Fox, and other Lemſier Gentlemen, a Captain (I think of the 
Bournes, but I am not ſure whether a Bourne or Toole) and Captain 
Bryan O Neale, and taking an account of thoſe that ſhould have been 
there ; it was found:that Sir PhelimO Neale, Mr, Collo mac Mahone 
did fail of ſending their men ; and Colonel Bowrne did miſs Sir Moy- 
gan Gavanagh, that had promiſed himi tobe there, but he faid he was 
ſure he would not fail tobe that Night or the next Morning in Town: 
And of the two hundred men that were appointed, there were only 
eighty preſent, yet notwithſtanding they were reſolved to go on in 
their Reſolution, and all the difference was at what time of the day 
they would ſet on the Caſtle, and after ſome debate, it was reſolved in 
the Afternoon,and the rather hoping to meet the Colonel there then ; 
for they ſaid, if they ſhould take Calle, and be enforced by any extre- 
mity for not reciving timely ſuccour out of the Country (having them 
they could not vo, and ſoparted that Night, but to meet in the 
Morning to ſee further what was to be done,and immediately thereon, 
E came to my Chamber, and about nine of the Clock, Mr. Moore and 
Captain Fox came to me, and told me all was diſcovered, and that 
the City was in Arms, and the Gates were ſhut up, and ſo departed 
from me: And what became of them, and of the reſt, I know not, 
nor think that they eſcaped, but how, and at what: time I do not 
know, becauſe I my ſelf vvas taken that Morning, 
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By the Lords, Juſtices,and Council.

Hereas We the Lords, Juitices, and Council have lately

charge and command them in his Maje(ty's name,now from Ts totake 
light to guide them from that darkneſs, into which they were miſled 
by the wicked ſeducement of thoſe Conſpirators, and to depart from 
them, and from their wicked Counſels, and Afions, and according 
to the duty of Loyal SubjetFs, to ſubmit themſelves to his Sacred 
Majeſty, and to his Royal Authority, intruited with Ts.

TT is well known to all men, but more particularly to his Majeſties 
I Subjects of this Kingdom, who have all gathered plentiful and 
comfortable fruits ot his Majeſties bleſſed Government, how a- 
bundantly careful -his Majeſty hath been in the whole courſe of his 
Government, of the peace and ſafety of this his Kingdom ; and how 
graciouſly he hath laboured to derive to all his Subjedts there- 
in, all thoſe benefits and comforts, which from a moſt - gracious 
King, could be conferred on his Subjects, to make them a happy peo- 
le, whereofhe hath given many great teſtimonies. And as at all times 
8: endeavoured to give them que .contentment and fſatisfaFtion , ſo 
even then whilſt the Rebels now:1n Arms were conſpiring miſchief a- 
g2inſt Him, and his Crown and Kingdom, he-was then exerciſing Acts 
of Grace and benignity towards them, granting to his Subjects here 
the fulneſs of their own deſires in all things,: ſo tar as with Honour or 
Juſtice he poſſibly could , and particularly when, the Committees of 
both Houſes of Parliament here, this laſt Summer attended his Ma- 
jeſty in Exzgland, at whith time, ( amongſt many other things gract- 
oufly-afſenzed to by Him, he was content, even with apparent loſs arid 
_ diſadvantage to himſelf, to depart with ſundry his Rights of very 
great value, which lawfully end juſfly he mg have retained; And 
as his continual goodneſs to his people, and his Princely care of their 
proſperity and preſervation ſhall ( to'the unſpeakable joy - and com- 
fort of all his good Subjeds ) render him glorious to all Poſterity, ſo 
the wicked ingratitude and treacherous diſloyaltie, of thoſe Rebels 
ſhall render them jnfamous to all Ages: and utterly inexcuſable even in 
the jadgment of thoſe, who for any reſpe&either formerly wiſhed well 
to their-perſons, or now pity them in their tranſgreſſions... And al- 
though the ſaid perſons now in, Rebellion were in no degree. provo- 
ked by any juſt cauſe of publique grief received from his Maie y, of 
his Miniſters , to undertake ſuch deſperate wickedneſs, neither can 
juſtly- aſſign any ſeverity or, rigour in the execution of thoſe Laws 
which are in force in. this Kingdom againſt Papiſts, nor indeed an; 
cauſe at all, other then the'unnatural hatred, which thoſe perſons in 


Rebellion do bear the Brittiſh and Proteſtants, whom they. deſire and 


publickly profeſs to root out from amongſt them. The moxe ſirange 
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in that very many of themſelves are deſcended of Engiiſp , whence 
is the original and foundation of all their Eſtates, and thoſe great be. 
nefits which they have hitherto enjoyed, and whence their Fredeceſ- 
ſors, and others then well affected in this Kingdom, have been art all 
times ſinct the Conquelt cheriſhed, relieved, countenanced, and ſup- 
ported againſt the ancient, Enemies of the Kings people of England: 
many of the Tr:/þ alſo having received their Eſtates and livelyhood 
from the unexampled bounty and goodneſs of the Kings of England. 
Yet ſuch is their inbred ingratitude and difloyaltie, as they conſpired 
to maſſacre Us the Lords, Juſtices, and Councel, and all the Brittiſh 
and Proteſtants univerſally throughout this Kingdom, and to ſeize in» 
to their hands, not only his Majeities Caſtle of Dub/:#, the principal 
Fort in this Kingdom , - but alſo all ' other the fortifications thereof, 
though (9 the infinite goodneſs and mercy of God ) thofe wicked 
and devilliſh Conſpiracies were brought to light, and ſome of the 
Principal Conſpirators impriſoned in his Majetties Caſtle of Dus/:n, 
by Us by his Majeſties Authority , ſo as thoſe wicked and damnable 
plots are diſappointed in the chief parts thereof, His Majeſites ſaid 
Caſtle of Du6/in, and City of Dublin being preſerved, and put into 
ſuch a condition of ſtrength, as if any of them, or their Adherents 
ſhall preſume to make any attempt thereupon , they ſhall ( God wil- 
| ling) receive that corre&tion, ſhame, confufton and deſtrudtion, which 
is due to their treacherous and deteſtable difloyaltie. And in purſuit 
of their bloody intentions, they aſſembled themſelves in Arms umn ho- 
ſtile manner, with Banners difplayed ſurprifeddivers of his Majeſties 
.Forts and Garriſons, 'polleſſed themſelves thereof, fobbediand ſpotted 
many thouſands of his Majefties'good Subjes, Brittiſh and Prote- 
ſtants, of alltheir Goods, difpoſſeſied them of their Houſes and Lands, 
murthered'many of them upon the. place, ſtripped nakedimany others 
of them, and ſo'expoſed them'to nakedneſs, cold-and famine, as they 
thereofdied ; impriſoned:many others, ſome of them perſons of emi- 
nent quality; laid Siege .to divers of his Majeſties Forts'and Towns 
yetinhis Majeſties hands, and committed many other barbarous cru- 
elties andexecrable inhurnanities, upon thePerſoris and Eftatesiof the 
'Brittiſh and Proteſtant Subjeds of the Kingdom, without: regard of 
quality, age, or fex, And to cover their wickedneſs, in'thoſe eruel 
'AQs, 'ſo to deceive the World, and to fake way ( if they could )'to 
the effeCting of their miſchievous ends, ; they add yet to their wick- 
edneſs a further degree of impiety, 'pretending outwardly that whar 
they do, is for the maintenance and advancement of the King's Pre- 
Togative ; whereas it appears manifeſtly, that their aims and purpo- 
ſes inwardly are ( if it were 'poſfible' for them ſo to do )) to 'wreſt 
from him his Royal Crown/and'Scepter, and his juſt 'Soveraignty /0- 
ver this Kingdom and Nation, and to deprive him, and his kawtul Mt- 
niſters'of all Authority and Power here , and to place it on ſuch per- 
ſons as they*think fit, which can no way ſtand with his 'Majelſties juſt 
oparive'; nor can 'any equal-minded man: be - ſeduced to believe 
that they can wiſh well to his Royal Perfon, or any thing thar is his, 
"who in theiraions Have'exprefted ſuch unheard-of hatred, malice, 
, and ſcorn of the Britth Nation, 'as they 'have done. And fſych-is 
their madneſs as they conſider not , that his'Sacred "Majeſty difdains 
"to have his Name or Power fo boldly tradiced by ſich wicked male- 


factors, 
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factors, Rebels having never in any Age been ettcemed tit ſupporters 
.of the King's Prerogative, much lefs theſe, who ( under countenance 
thereof ) labour to detace and ſhake off his Government, and extirp 
his moſt loyal and faithful Subjects of his other Kingdorns and here, 


whoſe preſervation '( above all earthly things ) is and always hath 


been his Majeſties principal ſtudy and endeavour, which even theſe 
Traytors themſelves have abundantly found, with comforts if they 
could have been ſenſible of it, And whereas divers Lords and Gentle- 
men of the Eng/;/h Pale preferred petition unto Us , in the hehalf of 
themſelves and the reſt of the Pale, and other the old Eng/zH of this 
Kingdom, ſhewing that whereas alate conſpiracy of Treaſon was diff 
covered, of ill-affected perſons of the old 1ri/p, and that, thereupon 
Proclamation was publithed by Us ; wherein ( among other things 
it was declared that the ſaid Conſpiracy was perpetrated by ER 
Papiſts, without diſtin&tion of any, and they doubting that by thoſe 
general words of Iriſb Papiſts,they might ſeem to be involved,though 
they declared themielves confident, that we did not intend to include 
them therein, in regard they .alleadged they were none of the old 
Iriſh nor of their Faction or Confederacy ; but (as they then pretend- 
ed ) altogether averſe and oppolite to all their deſigns, and all others 
of like condition.. We therefore to give them full ſatisfaRtion ( ha- 
ving indeed at that time great confidence in their loyaltie ) did by 
Proclamation, dated the 29. of Ofober 1641. declare and publiſh, 
that by the words, Ir:/b Papiſts,  VVe intended only-ſuch'of the olg 
meer” Triſh in the Province of Tiſter, as were then Aftors in that 
Treaſon, and others, who adhered to them;. and that VVe did not 
any way intend or mean thereby any of the old Engtiſp of the Pale, 
nor of any other parts of this Kingdom, then eſteemed good S$ub- 
jeas, VVe being then (as we conceived ) well aflured of their fide- 
lities tothe Crown, and having/experience of the good affection and 
ſervices of their Anceſtors, in tormer times of danger and Rebellion. 
And indeed, ſo believing were we:in their faithfulneſs and loyaltie to 
the Crown, as wethen alſo repreſented it into England far their ad- 
vantage ; and thereupon in the-Qrder of the Lords and Commons in

And 4n further 
teſtimony of the-good affianc2 we\had in their loyaltie , VVe ſued 
Arms-to the feveral Counties of the Zag/:/þ Pale, the better.to enable 
them to diſcharge their. duties in defending thoſeparts, and His Mp- 
jefties good SubjeQs therein,againft the Rebels;upon deepprotefiions 
of os 4 made by:them,and their ſeeming gdeteſtation afthe-loathſorg- 
neſs of the crimes, and bloody guilts of the;Rebels, which they for theur 
partsprofeſſed ({ with many Oaths and proteftations )) to abhor,” and 
promiſed tooppoſe and reſiſt them with all their power. And we.iflugd 
Arms-alſo to many Noblemen and,Gentlemen.of the Pale, and elſe- 
where, of the. Romi# Religion, for the defence.of their Houſes againſt 
theRebels. Yer much contrary to theexpeQationof all egual-ming- 
ed men, -and in deceit of the-4ruſt repoſed in them'by this State, and 
direalycontrary,as to their loyaltie and duty o,His Majeſty,ſo toithe 
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© Mahowne of Balloghie inthe County of Monaghan, Neal mac Kena 
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great profeſſions which they had ſo lately before made at this Coun 
cel-Board, many of tho!e, as well whole Counties, as particuler per- 
ſons entruſted with thoſe Arms, revolted to the Rebels, carried His 
Majeſties Arms-with them, and ſorhe Arms which were trutied in- 
to their hands, for the protection of His Majeitics good Subjects,

Theing beſieged on the North fide of the City by my. Lord Musksy, 
Mr. Carty Leath, and all the reſt of the W, or Forces, aud having 
notice that my Lord Roche, my Lord of Tkarne, Donboin, the Bar- 
ron of Loghmay, My. Richard Butler, and all the tipperary Forces 
were drawing np to beleager me on the South, T diſpatched away the 
two Troops then newly landed under the Command of my Lord Inche- 
quin, and Captain Jephſon into the Lord Roches Country, in expe- 
tance to divert him from hu intended courſe hitherwards, which

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orted to ſo good purpoſe, as that I ſince underſtand the tipperar 

—ovn AC ar els 1m, and that be remains himſelf ore Fe 
keeping in hu own Countrey. During the flay of thefe Troops there, 
they were deſired to the relief of a Caſtle called Rathgogan 4&y one 
M. Meade, which M. Jephſon having performed wth a Squadron 
of each Troop, and 80. Maſqueteers drawn out of his Houſe and 
mine : In hu retreat he was encountered by two or three C, ompanies 
from Kilmallocke, on whom he with a Horſe, and another Officer 
with a Foot charged in ſeveral places, and routed them , ſlaying 
about 150. beſides 50. ſlain in relieving the Caſile. On the thir- 
teenth of thu inſtant , my Lord of Muskry (who hath kept his 
Camp a long time at Rochforts Town three miles from thu City ) 
canſed a part of his Army to chaſe home our Scouts to the very 
Suburbs, where in a bravado they made a ſtand, wherat my Lord 
Inchequin, Colonel Vavaſor, and the reſt of the Officers being much 
inceſed obtained my leave to iſſue forth immeatately an three 
hundred Muſqueteers, and-twwo [oops of Horſe ; upon the ſallying 
out they found the Enemy retreated, .and purſued him to his Quar- 
ters, where the main Body conſiſting of thirty ſix Colours as they were 
numbred, forthwith appeared: and after ſeveral parties ſent from 
the main Body to skirmiſh with our men , had been beaten back , 
they began to pack up their Baggage, and forſook their Camp, af- 
ter whom our men made all the ſpeed they might ; and having cha- 
ſed them two or three miles, charged upon the rear, routed the 
whole Army, which betook it ſelf to flight over a Bog unpaſſable 
for our Horſe, and took all their carriage and luggage , whereof 
the Lord of Muskeries own Armour, Tent, and Trunks were a part, 
flew about two hundred of their men that took to firm ground, and 
retired without loſs of a man. Whereby it « very eajſie to*obſerve 
with what facility the Enemy might now be dealt witbal, before 
he can recolleft himſelf anew , or recerve forreign ſupplies which 
they daily and hourly expetF, and being once come to their hands, 
it will not then be treble the charge and expence both of blood 
aud treaſure that will ſuppreſs them, which now would reduce 
them to a very great ſtraight. 

And therefore T do moſt humbly beſeech your Lordſhip that ſpee- 
dy ſupplies of Men, Moneys, Arms, Munition and Artiilery, with 
all neceſſaries depending thereon, as Condufters, Pioneers, Mat- 
troſſes, Carriages, Tackle, Horſes and Oxen for draught, and all 
other appurtenances that may either be ſent over, or Commiſſion 
and means toraiſe and maintain them here, here being but one Ca- 
noneer, and one Clerk of the ſtore in this Province: without theſe 
your Lordſhip knows that it u« to no boot to march into the Field, 
where if the Enemy be not too hard for us, he will certainly re- 
tire to his Holds, _—_ ſecure himſelf againſt our Forces. | 

The neceſſary uſe of Firelocks and Dragoons, and of a competent 
WAA of Vittual, the ſtock of this Countrey being totally waſted, will 


deſerve ſerious conſideration: and if I had been ſo fortunate as to 


have received any fuccours by thoſe late Eaſterly winds, it would 
have ſo diſcouraged the Enemy now newly routed, and animated the 
Proteſtant party, as that I am very confident by God's aſſiſtance 1 
ſhould have given your Lordſhip a good account of the quiet of theſe 

parts.

We do therefore declare and judge 
all and every ſuch as do forſake this Union, do fight for our Enemies, 
accompany them in their War, defend or in any other way aſliſt them, 
as giving them Weapons, Victuals, Counſel, or Favour, to be Excom- 
municated, and by theſe Preſents do Excomunicate them ; Provided 
that this preſent Decree ſhall be firſt publiſhed in every Dioceſs re- 
ſpectively, and having received admonition before hand, which ſhall 
ſupply the treble admonition otherwiſe requiſite, and we do hereby 
declare,ſo it be made in a place where it may eatiy corae to theknow- 
ledge of thoſe whom it toucheth, But as touching the Judgment

Secular, as Regular do .celebrate one Maſs a week, and that all Lay-

1. Mprimis, That the Roman Catholick Church in Iveland, ſhall 
and may have and enjoy thePriviledges and Immunities accord- 
ing to the great Charter, made and declared within the Realm 
of England, in the ninth year of King H. 3. ſometime King of Eng- 
land, and the Lord of Ireland, and atterwards enacted and confirmed 
in this Realm of 1ye/and, and that the Common Law of Exgland,and 
all the Statutes of force in this Kingdom, which are not againſt the Ca- 
tholick Roman Religion, on the Liberties of the Natives, and other 
Liberties of this Kingdom, ſhall be obſerved throughout the whole 
Kingdom, and thar all Proceedings in Civil and Criminal Caſes ſhall be 
according to the ſaid Laws. | 
2, Item, That all and every perſon and perſons within this Realm, 
ſhall bear Faith and true Allegiance unto our Soveraign Lord King 
Charles, by the Grace of God King of Great Britazmn, France, and 
Treland,His Heirs and Succeffors,and ſhall uphold and maintain his and 
their Rights and lawful Prerogatives, with the utmoſt skill and pow-

Inaſmuch as the City of Du4/:z is the uſual and principal 
Seat of Juſtice in this Kingdom, where the Parliament and ordinary 
Courts were held, and ſome other places where principal Councils 
were ſometimes kept, and as yet poſlefſed and commanded by the 
malignant party who are Enemies to God and their King, and his Ma- 
jeſties well-affeted Subjects ; The Aſſembly is neceſlitated during 
this V Var in ſome formalities and circumſtances to deviate trom the 
proceedings preſcrib'd by the faid Laws and Statutes ; nevertheleſs 
retaineth the ſubſtance and Eflence thereof, ſo far-forth as the endleſs 
malice and cruelty of their Enemies, the ſaid malignant party, doth 
permit, who ſhut up the ſaid places and other patlages and ways to 
his Myjeſties Juſtice and Mercy from his Majeſties well-affeed Sub- 
jects of this Kingdom ;. for the Exaltation therefore of the holy Ro- 
man Catholick Church, for the advancement of his Majefties Service,

daily exercis'd by the ſaid malignant Party ; ſome of them managing 
the Government and Aﬀairs of State in D#u41/:n, ſome other parts of 
this Kingdom to his Highneſs great differvice, and complying with 
their Confederates, the malignant Party in Exgl/and and elſewhere, 
who (as it is manifeſt to all the world) do complot,and practice to dif- 
honour and deſtroy his Majeſty, his Royal Conſort the Queen, their 
Tue, and the Monarchal Government , which is of moſt dangerous 

conſequence to all the Monarchs and Princes in Chriſtendom.

Army, to- burn certain Houſes and Corn, and to forbear 
pillaging, ſpoiling, and taking away Goods and Cattle of 
divers perſons; And whereas alſo not only We the Lords, Juſtices, 
or one of Ts, or our very good Lord the Earl of Ormond and Offory, 
Lieutenant General of the Army, but ao the late and preſent Com- 
mander or Commanders of hu Majeſties Forces in the City of Dublin, or 
in Drogheda and other places within the Province of Lemſter (' ſome 
of them having no authority or direon ſo to do ) andiſſued War- 
rants admitting ſundry perſons ( many of which perſons by their 
preſent ill demerits in this General Rebellion , might. juſily have 
been forthwith proſecuted with fire and ſword) with ſafety to 
bring or ſend to the Markets of Dublin, Drogheda, and other places, 
Corn and other proviſions, to be there ſold, which was done in ex- 
pettation that by that forbearance uſed towards them, when they 
ſaw juſt vengeance taken on others for the ſame adhering to, and re-

To the Fourth, The ſaid Agents humbly conceived, that they 
were imployed to make proof of the effect of the Proteſtant Petition, 
to manifeſt the inhumane Cruelties of the Rebels, and then to offer 
ſuch things as they thought fit for the Security of the Proteſtants in 
in their Religion, Lives, Liberties and Fortunes ; That the ſaid Pro- 
teſtants had no diſaffeQion to Peace,ſo as puniſhment might be inflict- 
ed according to Law,as in the Propoſitions are expreſſed,and that the 
ſaid Proteſtants might be repaired for their great loſſes out of the 
Eſtates of the Rebels, not formerly by any Ads of this preſent Par- 
liament in England otherwiſe diſpoſed of , which the ſaid Agents 
deſired might be repreſented to his Majeſty and the Lords of the Com- 
mittee accordingly.

Magi- 
ſtrate remands and recommends it to the Eccleſiaſtical Governours, 
and they deliver it to the reſt of the Paſtors, and they to the People.

a mile to a Turt-pit, and drowned them,feeding the luſt of their eyes 

and the cruelty of their hearts with the ſelf ſame objedts at the ſame 

time.

Except thoſe, whom 

they thus buried, they (the Rebels) buried none of the Proteſtants, 

neither would permit any, who ſurvived; to perform the duty for 

them. And further ſaith, That the Rebels would ſend their Chil- 

© dren abroad in great Troops, and eſpecially near unto Kynard, arm- 

..- ed with long wattles and whips, who would therewith beat mens bo- 

dies about their privy Members, until they beat, or rather thraſhed 

them off; then would return in great joy to their Parents, who re- 

ceived them for ſuch ſervice, as it were in triumph.

he killed fix hundred Engliſh at' Garvay# it the County of Danry,, 
and that he had'neither left man, woman, nor child alive in rhe Bas 
rony of ' Munt#/oyy in the County of 'Tyroxe:, and that: betwixt- rs 
magh and the Newry in the ſeveral Lands and Plantations of Sir .Ar+ 
ihur Atcheſon, John Hamzil:0 Eſq. the Lord Cawfetd, and the Lord 
Momuntnorvs. - And ſaith alfo, that there were above: two thoufand 

of the Britiſh murther'd in their own Houfes;' for the moſt/ part; and 
that he was informed hereof by a Scotchman,who was in theſe parts 
with Sir Phelim, and ſaw their Houſes filled with their dead bodies. 
In the Glenwood, towards Drummore, there were {laughtered ( as 
the Rebels told the Deponent') upwards'sf twelve hundred, who 
were all killed in their flight to the County of Dorwre.. 'The number 
of people drowned at the Bridge of Por:adowne are diverily reported, 
according as men ſtayed among the Rebels. The Deponent (who 
Rayed as long as any , and had better intefſigence then moſt of the. _. 
Engliſh amongſt them) had better reaſon 'to know! the truth , and 259%7'd *t 
ſaith there were by their own report onehandred and ninety drown- Bridge. 
ed with Mr. Fullerton. At another time they threw one hundred 
and forty over-the ſaid Bridge; at another time ſixor ſeven and thir-. 
ty ; and ſo continued drowning every day; more or fewer, for feven; 
or eight weeks, -ſo that the feweſt, - which can be ſuppoſed there to 
have perifſhed,' muſt needs be above one- rhoufand , beſides as many 
riore drowned betwixt that Bridge and the great Lough:of Moantyoy, 
befides thoſe who-periſhed by the Sword, Fire, and Famine in. Gans: 
brazih, and the Engliſh Plantation adjacent, which in regard there. 
eſcaped not three hundred out of all thoſe quarters, muſt needs amoynt 
to many thouſands, 'Nearunto the Deponents own Houſe, fix and 
thirty perſons were thrown from the Cur-bridge at onetime; at 200. 
ther time eighteen or nineteen ;'at another time ſix and fifty men; ther plac , 
women, and children, all of them being taken out of the Deponents -__ 
own Houſe ; and at ſeverat other times ſeveral other-numbers befides 
theſe, who were drowned in the Blackwater at Kynard i In which 
Town and Pariſh' of Tynoz, whereof the Deponent-was Recor, there 
were drowned, ſhughtered, and died'of Famine"; and' for want of 
Clothes, about fix hundred. ' And faith, he might add to theſe ma» 
tany thouſands more, but the Diary, which he the Deponent a 
| among 
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amongſt the Rebels, being burned with his Houſe, Books, and all 
"his Papers, he referreth himſelf to the number in groſs, which the 
Rebels themſelves have upon enquiry found out and acknowledged , 
which notwithſtanding will come ſhort of all that have been murthe- 
red in Tre/a»d,there being above One hundred fifty and four thouſand 
now wanting of the Britiſh within the very Precinct of //ſter. And 
the-Deponent further faith, that it was common Table-talk amongſt 
Apparition the Rebels , that the Ghoſts of Mr. William Fullerton, Timothy 
of thoſe flung Fephes , and the moſt of thoſe who were thrown over Porradown 
orer Ports: Bridge, were daily and nightly ſeen to walk upon the River, ſome- 
T* times ſinging of Pſalms, ſometimes brandiſhing of naked Swords, 
and ſometimes ſcreeching in a moſt hideous and tearful manner. The 
Deponent did not believe the ſame at firſt, and yet is doubtful whe- 
- ther to believe it or not ; but ſaith, that divers of the Rebels aſſured 
him, that they themſelves did dwell near to the ſaid River, and be- 
ing daily frighted with thoſe-apparitions (but eſpecially with their 
horrible ſcreeching) were in concluſion forced to remove further into 
the Country. - Their own Prieſts and Friars could not deny the truth 
thereof,but as oft as it-was by the Deponent obzeted unto them,the 
 ſaid,: That it was but a cunning fight of the Devil to hinder thu 
great work of propag ating the Catholick Faith, and killing of Here- 
ticks; or that it was wrought by witchcraft, The Deponent him- 
ſelf lived within thirteen miles of the Bridge, and never heard any 
man ſo much as doubt of the truth thereof; howſoever the Deponeac- 
obligeth no man's faith, in regard he ſaw it not with his own eyes, o-. 
therwiſe he had as much certainty as morally could be required of 
Thoſe of the ſuch a matter. | And the Deponeat further ſaith, Thar the Degene-. 
Pale cruel. ted Pale-Englifh were moſt cruel amongſt the Britiſh Proteſt nts. 
being beaten from their own Lands, and were never ſatufied with 
 therr blood, until they had: in a manner. ſeen the laſt drop thereof , 
 affrighting Sir Phelim O Neil every day with their numbers, per-. 
| Eu ing him that while they (meaning the Proteſtants) /;ved, there 
would neither be room for them, nor ſafety for him. It was caſe to 
ſpur on the cowardly bloody Rebel ; yet no. ſooner were the Prote- 
ſtants cut off, 'but: contrary to their expectation, the meer Iriſh took 
preſent poſſeſſions of their Lands and Houſes, whereat they. (of- the 
Pale) very much grumbled, and ſaid Sir Phe/im had not kept pro- 
* How this miſe with * them ; howſoever they were forced to ſwallow thoſe and 
was reſented rnany other injuries. And further ſaith, That he knew' one boy near 
ry £.6g. unto himſelf,; not exceeding fourteen years of age, who killed at 
Kynard in one night fifteen able ſtrong men with his Skean, they be- 
ingdifarmed, and moſt of their feet in the ſtocks. Another not a- 
bove twelve years of age killed two women and one man. at the ſiege 
Cmeldesin of Augher. A woman, . Tenant to the Deponent, killed ſeven men 
whichtcheir and women of her Engliſh \Fellow-tenants in one morning : And it- 
—_— was very uſual in all parts for their children to murther the Prote- 
ants children ; and ſometimes with lath Swords , heavy and well 
| ſharpned, they would venture upon men and women of riper years ; 
cruelties not to be believed, if there were not ſo many Eye-witneſſes 
of them. + And the Deponent' further ſaith, Thar the firſt three 
days and nights of this preſent Rebellion, viz.

t bark, no not when the Rebels came in great multitudes unto the 
Proteſtants Houſes by night to rob and murther them : and about 
three or four nights before the ſix and fifty perſons were. taken out of 
' the Deponent's Houſe and drowned, and amongſt thoſe the Depo- 
nents brother , Lieutenant James Maxwell,in the dark of the Moon, 
about one of the clock at night, 2 Light was obſerved in manner of 
a long Pillar to ſhine for a long way through the Air , and vefratted 
upon the North Gabel of the Houſe. it gave {o great a light abour 
+ an hour together, that divers of the watch read both Letters and 
Books of a very ſmall Character thereby, The former the Deponent 
knoweth to be moſt true both by his own Experience, and the general 
obſervation of as many as the Deponent met with within the Coun- 
ty of Armagh. The later was ſeen by all thoſe of the Deponents 
Family, and beſides by many of his Iriſh guard. For ſome of them 
at that time were drunk, and could ſee nothing, who interpreted the 
ſame to be an immediate expreſſion , and token of Divine Provi- 
dence and watchfulneſs over the Proteſtants, affirming that many 
times the Rebels had purpoſed to deſtroy the Deponent, and his Fa- 
mily , but wer® always hindred and interrupted, but which way 
themſelves could not tell ; But the Deponent ( as is —— made 
a far contrary interpretation thereof , which ſhortly after fell our 
to be the truer of the two, fr (preſaging thereby that bloody Maſ- 
facre which enſued ) the Deponent ( with the reſt of his Family) 
gave themſelves to Faſting and Prayer, expeQing each 'hour that u- 
niverſal cutting off, which fell out very ſhortly after.

A ND further this Deponent faith, that the Rebels having ex- 
A poſed the murthered bodies of the Britiſh ſo long unto the pub-

ted) they uſually permitted ſome of their bodies to be removed , and 
caſt into Ditches, but ſo, as they muſt ever be laid with their faces 
downward ; the reaſon whereof this Deponent not underſtanding , 
asked the Rebels themſelves what was meant thereby, who readily 
anſwered that they ſo placed them to the intent they might have a 
proſpect and ſight of Hell only, and therefore, when they killed any 
of us, they uſed always theſe words, Anima Dewll, which is, thy 
ſoul to the Devil, And this Deponent further ſaith, That notwith- 
ſtanding all the moderation formerly pretended by the forenamed A- - 
lexander Hovenden , and the many real favours done by him unto 
many .of the Britiſh, and in particular to this Deponent, that yet he 
heard him both ſay and ſwear, That h& wiſhed them all damned, toth 
body and ſoul, who were again? them in thu cauſe. Further, this 
Deponent faith, That it was uſual ſport with one mac Mahon, Capt. 
of the Caſtle and Town of Monaghan (as he ſaid Mr. Mahon conteſ. 
ſed before Mr. Hugh Echline and many others) to take a wooden 
Prick or Broach, and thruſt it up into the Fundament of an Engliſh or 
Scotchman, and then after drive him about the Room with a Joynt- 
ſtool, until through extream pain he either fainted or gave content to 
the Spectators by ſome notable skips and frisks, which rare invention 
he offered to put in practice at the ſame time, and in the ſame place 
where he boaſted thereof, but that the ſaid Mr. Echline prevailed 
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or Welſhman, and bound him naked upon the Table, at which they 
drank after dinner, and at every Health gave him a gaſh or wound 
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
